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FIRST    REPORT, 


BY  THE  LORDS  COMMITTEES  appointed  a  Select 
Committee  to  enquire,  into  the  Charges  on  the  County 
Rates  in  England  and  Wales  ;  and  to  report  to  the  House  j 
and  to  whom  Leave  was  also  given  to  report  from  Time 
to  Time  to  the  House  j  and  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Petition  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  of  Carmarthen 
assembled  at  the  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  of  the 
said  County,  complaining  of  the  Local  Taxation  paid  by 
the  Agriculturists  of  England  and  Wales,  and  praying  their 
Lordships  for  Relief; 

ORDERED  TO  REPORT, 

THAT  the  Committee  have  met;  and  having  prosecuted  their 
Enquiries,  as  well  into  the  Extent  to  which  County  Expenditure 
has  increased,  as  into  the  Causes  by  which  that  Increase  nas  been 
occasioned,  proceed  to  submit  to  thejHouse  the  Result  of  their 
Enquiries  as  far  as  they  have  hitherto  gone,  together  with  such 
Suggestions  as  have  occurred  to  them  as  to  the  Means  by  which  that 
Expenditure  may  be  reduced  or  more  Equitably  provided  for. 

It  appears,  upon  a  Comparison  of  the  County  Expenditure  taken 
at  decennial  Periods  from  1792  to  1832,  that  the  Increase  has  been 
both  progressive  and  considerable.  The  County  Rates  in  1792 
amounted  to  ^315,805,  and  in  1832  to  ^78^,441,  being  an  Increase 
of  148  per  Cent. ;  and  as  the  Heads  of  this  Expenditure  have 
throughout  remained  unaltered,  the  Committee  have  had  little  Diffi- 
culty in  ascertaining,  by  an  Analysis  of  the  Returns  which  have  been 
laid  before  them,  the  Causes  to  which  the  Increase  may  be  attributed, 
and  in  forming  their  Judgment  as  to  the  best  Mode  in  which  any  Saving 
may  be  effected.  From  this  Analysis  of  the  Returns  it  appears  that 
a  large  Portion  of  the  increased  Amount  of  County  Rates  has  been 
occasioned  by  Causes  connected  with  and  dependent  upon  what  may 
be  deemed  in  themselves  Evidences  and  Results  of  the  growing  Popu- 
lation of  the  Country,  and  of  general  Improvement  in  its  Condition. 
The  great  Extension,  during  the  Period  above  referred  to,  of  improved 
Means  of  Communication  throughout  the  Country,  has  naturally  called 
upon  the  Counties  for  increased  Contributions  for  the  Erection  of 
Bridges ;  an  urgent  Necessity  has  at  Times  existed  of  having  recourse 
to  extraordinary  Expences  in  preserving  the  Public  Peace  ;  the  great 
Increase  of  County  Business  generally  has  swelled  the  Demand  for 
Legal  Charges ;  and  various  other  incidental  Items  have  also  added  to 
the  general  Mass  of  County  Expenditure.     To  that  Portion,  therefore, 
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of  the  augmented  Charge  the  G)mmittee  do  not  conceive  that  they 
are  called  upon  to  advert,  as  requiring  the  specia^nterference  of  the 
Legislature  with  a  view  to  Relief  from  it  as  a  Burden.  But  their 
serious  Attention  has  been  directed  to  another  Branch  of  Charge  which 
has  greatly  increased  of  late  Years,  and  which  presses  with  peculiar 
Severity  upon  those  County  Resources  from  which  County  Rates  are 
levied ;  they  allude  to  the  large  Expence  incurred  for  the  Administra- 
tion of  Criminal  Justice  throughout  the  Country.  The  Crimes,  for  the 
Repression  of  which  this  Expence  is  borne  by  the  Landed  Interest 
exclusively,  mainly  affect  Personal  Property,  as  far  at  least  as  regards 
many  of  the  minor  Felonies  j  and  the  Committee  cannot  but  consider 
that  such  a  Mode  of  providing  for  such  an  Expence  is  no  less  partial 
than  onerous.  They  are  desirous,  therefore,  of  calling  the  Attention  of 
the  House,  somewhat  in  detail,  to  its  Nature  and  progressive  Amount. 
It  appears  to  have  been  in  some  degree  occasioned  by  the  altered 
Construction,  as  well  as  the  increased  Number,  of  Gaols  and  Houses 
of  Correction  j  by  the  System  of  Classification  and  more  strict  Dis- 
cipline which  has  been  generally  introduced  into  Prisons  of  late  Years ; 
and  by  various  Regulations  of  a  general  Nature  which  have  been 
deemed  necessary  ror  the  Improvement  of  Places  destined  for  the 
Reception  of  Criminals.  But  that  Portion  of  the  increased  Expen- 
diture which  is  caused  by  the  Allowances  for  the  Expences  of  Prose- 
cutions appears  to  the  Committee  in  a  far  different  Light,  and  requires 
Particular  Consideration.  In  the  Year  1792  the  County  Charges  for 
rosecutions  in  England  and  Wales  did  not  exceed  ,5^34,21 8;  in 
1832  they  amounted  to  ^157,119,  being  an  Increase  of  359  per  Cent. 
It  is  true  that  during  this  Period  the  Augmentation  of  Population 
might  fairly  account  for  a  Part  of  this  Excess ;  but  an  Augmentation 
of  Population  from  55  to  dk  per  Cent,  is  insufficient  to  account  for 
an  Increase  of  Allowance  for  Prosecutions  amounting  to  359  per 
Cent. ;  and  the  Committee  ar^  of  Opinion  that  much  of  it  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  Operation  of  the  58  Geo.  3.  c  70. 

Previous  to  the  passing  of  that  Act  the  statutable  Rewards  for 
the  Conviction  of  certain  Offenders  operated  as  an  adequate  Encou- 
ragement for  thjB  Prosecution  of  Persons  guilty  of  counterfeiting  Coin, 
Burglary,  Housebreaking,  robbing  in  Shops,  Warehouses,  Coach- 
houses, or  Stables,  or  stealing  Horses,  or  stealing  or  destroying  Sheep 
or  Cattle.  These  Crimes  constitute  the  great  Mass  of  Offej^c^s  tried 
at  the  Assizes,  and  the  statutable  Rewards  upon  the  Conviction  of  the 
Offenders  were  payable  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Sheriffs,  and  were 
.taken,  as  far  as  they  went,  to  defray  the  Expences  of  the  Prosecutions, 
and  allowed  to  the  respective  Sherifl&  in  accounting  with  the  Crown. 
The  Costs  of  such  Prosecutions  to  that  Extent  were  thus  charged 
upon  the  general  Revenues  of  the  Country, 

The  58  Geo.  3.  c  70.,  at  the  same  Time  that  it  repeals  all  such 
Parts  of  former  Statutes  as  provided  that  Rewards  should  be  paid  to 
Prosecutors  upon  Conviction  for  the  above-recited  Crimes,  provides 
that  the  County  Rates  shall  in  future  be  charged  with  the  Allowances 
to  Prosecutors  in  such  Prosecutions. 

To  this  Transfer  of  Payment  for  Prosecutions  from  the  Public 
Purse  to  the  County  Rates  is  to  be  added  the  increased  Charge  arising

from  Allowance  of  Costs  in  the  Prosecution  of  certain  Misdemeanors, 
which  has  been  allowed  by  subsequent  Statutes,  Thus  then  the 
recent  Change  in  the  Law  has  thrown  exclusively  upon  the  Land  the 
whole  Expence  of  Prosecutions,  in  the  carrying  on  of  which  Personal 
Property  is  equally  interested. 

It  is  not  immaterial  to  add  that  the  Allowances  for  ^Prosecutions 
at  the  Assizes,  over  which  the  County  Magistrates  have  no  Controul, 
are  generally  Three-fold  the  Amount  of  those  which  are  given  for 
similar  Prosecutions  at  the  Sessions,  where  the  Magistrates  possess 
and  exercise  a  dii^ct  and  rigid  Supervision. 

Upon  a  Review  of  all  these  Considerations  the  Comjnittee  feel 
themselves  warranted  in  calling  the  serious  Attention  of  the  House 
to  the  Equity,  not  to  say  Necessity,  of  making  some  Alteration  of 
the  Law  in  this  respect ;  and  therefore  strongly  recommend  that  the 
Costs  of  Prosecutions  at  the  Assizes  should  be  borne  by  the  general 
Revenues  of  the  State,  under  such  Regulations  as  may  effectually 
prevent  all  Abuse  and  \innecessary  Expenditure. 

It  further  appears  to  Ihe  Committee,  that  the  County  Rates, 
which  have  hijiherto  been  submitted  to  with  passive  Indifference, 
have  been  rendered  liable  to  many  Payments  which  in  Principle 
and  in  Analogy  should  be  qjiarged  upon  the  general  Fuq^s  of  the 
Country. 

They  would  exemplify  this  Observation  by  the  Charges  of  con- 
veying Transports  to  the  Places  of  Embarkation.  TKe  Expences  of 
Transportation  from  the  Place  of  Embarkation  are  charged  upon  the 
Public  Purse,  and  there  appear  no  reasonable  Grounds  tor  exempting 
t]^  same  from  the  Expence  of  conveying  the  Conricts  from  the  Pri- 
sons of  the  Interior  to  the  Places  of  Embarkation. 

• 

The  same  Observations  apply  in  Principle  to  the  Charge  of  sup- 
porting Smugglers  in  Gaol  at  the  County  Expence ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee are  of  Opinion  that  all  such  Chafes  should  be  defrayed  out  of 
the  Revenue  of  the  Department  whose  Laws  are  broken. 

• 

However  much  the  Committee  may  have  Reason  to  lament  the 
Increase  of  County  Expenditure  in  minor  Points,  and  more  especially 
in  the  Payments  to  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  as  well  as  in  the  Salaries  of 
Oflficers,  and  other  incidental  Expences,  they  abstain  from  making 
further  direct  Observation  upon  them,  inasmuch  as  any  Abuse  in  such 
respects  may  be  remedied  by  the  existing  Powers  of  the  superintends 
ing  Magistracy. 

The  Attention  of  the  Magistracy  has  been  directed  to  the  Im- 
portance of  Economy  in  County  Expenditure,  as  has  been  lately 
eviliced  in  more  than  One  County,*  by  their  Refusal  to  sanction 
Charges  upon  County  Rates  for  Returns  made  •to  the  Secretaries  of 
State  or  either  House  of  Parliament,  which,  although  generally  com- 
plied with,  are  nevertheless  not  warranted  by  Law ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee cannot  but  entertain  the  Opinion,  that  the  Public  Revenues 
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should  be  liable  to  all  Disbursements  incurred  in  obtaining  Statistical 
or  other  Information  for  the  Use  of  the  Legislature  or  any  Public 
Department 

The  Committee,  having  thus  stated  their  general  Views  upon  the 
important  Matter  submitted  to  their  Consideration,  beg  to  lay  before 
the  House  the  Evidence  which  they  have  taken,  together  with  an 
Appendix,  and  also  an  Index  to  this  their  First  Report.

By  virtue  of  the  Statute  of  1st  William  &  Mary,  I  think. 

Does  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Middlesex  perform  the  Duty  in  person  ? 
He  does  not. 

How  long  have  you  been  in  your  present  Situation  ? 

Four  Years  on  the  Eighth  of  this  Month.  * 

Are  you  in  the  Profession  of  the  Law  ? 
,     I  am  a  practising  Attorney. 

Do  you  act  in  private  Practice  ? 

I  do.^  •  , 

Are  you  paid  by  Salary  ? 

No. 

.  Are  you  paid  by  Fees  ?  • 

By  Fees ;  and  I  am  allowed  by  the  County  a  Bill  for  certain  Business,  and 
Fees  from  the  Suitors..

Two  Fifths  amount  to  about  500/.  a  Year.

Yes. 

Including  the  whole,  how  much  do  you  receive  for  the  Duty  you  perform  as 
Clerk  of  the  Peace? 
Between  Five  and  Six  hundred  a  Year^ 

How  much  does  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  receive  ? 

Between  Seven  and  Eight  hundred  j  mine  is  Two  Fifths,  and  his  Three 
Fifths. 

That  includes  all  the  Receipts? 

Yes,  that  is,  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace.  I  also 
receive  from  the  County  other  Monies  as  Attorney  and  Solicitor,  of  which  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  has  no  Share. 

What  do  they  amount  to  ?  ♦

The  Court  of  Aldermen  and  the  Judges  at  the  Old  Bailey,  I  believe. . 

You  do  not  know  that  the  Judges  have  any  thing  to  do  with  the  Appoint- 
meht?  •* 

No. 

How  is  he  paid  ? 
By  Fees,  I  believe. 

Does  he  receive  any  thing  from  the  County  ? 

Yes ;  the  Fees  are  paid  by  the  County  and  Suitors ;  he  has  received  once  a 
Bill  ofSOOL  for  Orders  relating  to  Convicts  liable  to  Transportation,  which  was 
paid  by  the  County.  ' 

Are  his  Fees  at  the  Old  Bailey  for  Middlesex  Business  paid  by  the  County  ? 

Yes }  he  is  Clerk  of  the  Gaol  Delivery  of  Ne<%ate ;  all  the  Prisoners  in 
Newgate  for  the  County  and  the  City  of  London  are  tried  at  the  Old  Bailey^ 
therefore  he  does  Business  for  both  the  City  and  the  County* 

What  is  Mr.  StaflTord's  Office  ? 

He  is  Clerk  of  the  Indictments  for  Middlesex.  He  is  appointed  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Peace. 

Does  he  receive  any  Fees  ? 
Yes. 

To  what  Amount  ?  . 

«        I  am  not  aware  ;  he  keeps  them  exclusively. 

Do  you  receive  300/.  a  Year  for  Business  performed,  or  as  a  Retainer  ? 
For  Business  actually  performed,  and  the  Bill  b  laid  before  the  Committee 
of  Accounts.  • 

Who  directs  what  you  shall  do  ?     . 

The  Court  and  the  Committee ;  specific  Business  from  Time  to  Time. 

What  is  the  Nature  of  it  ? 

l^reparing  Contracts  for  Repairs  of  Bridges,  and  defending  Actions  brought 
agamst  the  Officers  of  the  County  where  it  is  thought  they  ought  to  be 
defended. 

Have  you  any  Power  ^to  originate  any  Business  without  a  Direction  from  the 
proper  Authority? 
No. 

Do  you  see  any  Reason  why  the  same  Gentleman  should  not  fill  the  Situation 
of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  the  other  Two  Situations  you  have  mentioned  ? 

That  could  not  be  while  the  present  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is  in  Office,  for  he 
is  not  in  the  Profession  as  an  Attorney.

What  is  his  Name  ?

No,  I  do  not ;  it  would  be  much  more  agreeable  to  me. 

How  are  the  County  Accounts  kept  and  audited  ? 

They  are  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  on  the  First  Day  of  every  Quarter

Way. 

Would  you  not  consider  that  an  Advantage  ? 

Yes ;  the  Books  in  Middlesex  are  very  accurately  kept,  I  consider. 

Do  you  exercise  any  Controul  over  them  ? 

No  ;  the  Treasurer  keeps  the  Books,  and  delivers  over  to  me  the  Vouchers, 
after  they  have  been  audited  by  the  Committee  and  Court 

Who  appoints  the  Treasurer  ? 

He  is  appointed  by  the  Magistrates. 

What  Salary  is  given  to  him  ? 
750/.  a  Year. 

For  what  Amount  does  he  find  Security  ? 

He  gives  his  own  Bond  in  20^000/.  and  Sureties  in  SOfiOOL 

Jointly  and  severally  ? 

No ;  some  of  the  Sureties  are  for  2fiOOL  and  some  for  SflOOL ;  there  are 
Seven  or  Eight  altogether. 

What  is  the  average  Balance  in  his  Hands  ?  %  * 

Sometimes  he  has  nothing  in  hand ;  I  should  think  never  more  than  1,500/., 

and  that  only  for  a  few  Days.   He  has  had  occasionally  larger  Sums  of  iVloney, 

borrowed  under  Act  of  Parliament,  for  building  Gaols,  and  on  those  Occasions 

the  Security  has  not  been  equal  to  the  Money. 
Do  you  think  there  would   be  any  Objection    to   the  Receiver  of  Taxes 

performing  the  Office  of  Treasurer  to  the  Coifhty,  he  giving  Security  to  the 

County. 

I  see  no  Objection.  I  think  the  Treasurer  should  be  resident  in  the 
Sessions  House,  or  wherever  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is,  where  the  Court  is 
sitting ;  as  there  is  frequent  Communication  between  the  Court  and  the  Clerk 
of  the  Peace  and  the  Treasurer. 

Does  the  Treasurer  receive  any  Fees  ? 
No. 

Are  the  Fees  received  by  the  County  Officers  the  same  in  every  County  ? 
No  J  there  is  a  Table  of  Fees  in  each  County. 

Do  you  see  any  Reason  why  they  should  not  be  the  saAe  in  every 
County  ? 

No}  One  Table  might  be  made  to  extend  to  all  Counties.  In  some  Counties 
the  same  Business  is  not  transacted  as  in  oth«rs  ;  One  Table  might  be  made 
so  as  to  include  all  Matters. 

Are  the  Fees  received  by  the  Clerks  of  Assize  the  same  in  every  County  f 
I  believe  not. 

Would  it  not  be  desirable  that  the  same  Fees  should  be  fixed  in  a  general 
Table  for  every  County  ? 

Yes.  There  would  be  little  Difficulty  about  the  Clerks  of  Assize ;  I  think 
that  their  Duty  is  confined ;  it  is  of  the  same  Nature }  it  is  not  so  with  the 
Clerks  of  the  Peace. 

Have  your  County  Rates  increased  ? 
They  have. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  what  are  the  present  Charges  on  the 
County  Rate  ?

Yes  J  for  the  Erection  and  furnishing.  

Have  you  any  Means  of  ascertaining  what  was  the  average  Expence  to  the 
County  previous  to  that  Asylum  being  built  ? 

No ;  it  was  paid  by  Parishes ;  it  was  not  paid  out  of  the  County  Rate 
at  all. 

Do  you  believe  that  the  County  Expence  has  been  lessened  in  consequence 
of  the  County  Asylum  being  built? 

Yes ;  before  the  Asylum  was  established  the  Charge  of  Mr.  Warburton's 
and  other  Private  Houses  was  I  think  11^.  a  Week,  exclusive  of  Clothing. 
The  Parishes  now  pay  for  a  Pauper  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  in  the 
Asylum  the  Paupers  are  maintained  and  clothed  for  8^.  a  Week ;  from  the 
first  opening  until  last  Michaelmas  it  was  9^. 

Was  not  there  a  Return  of  the  Number  of  Lunatics  before  the  Asylum  was 
built  ? 
Yes.  ^ 

What  was  the  Number  ? 

1^900  in  this  County.  Many  of  them  were  not  sent  to  the  Asylum ;  they 
were  kept  in  private  Houses. 

That  was  illegal,  was  it  not  ? 

Yes,  1  believe  it  was  by  the  Act  of  Fifty-five  George  the  Third :  if  there 
was  no  Lunatic  Asylum  they  were  to  be  sent  to  a  private  House. 

You  stated  that  the  County  of  Middlesex  has  borrowed  Money  for  the 
Erection  of  various  public  Buildings ;  in  what  Manner  was  the  Money 
borrowed  ? 

The  Money  for  building  the  Lunatic  Asylum  was  borrowed  on  the  Credit 
of  the  County  Rates. 

The  Committee  observe  that  there  is  17,000/.  of  that  Money  borrowed 
that  bears  Five  per  Cent  Interest ;  what  was  the  Reason  of  there  being  so 
high  a  Rate  of  Interest  paid  ? 

There  was  some  Money  borrowed  to  be  repaid  in  Fourteen  Years  and  some 
in  Forty  Years }  I  believe  that  Interest  is  chargeable  accordingly.  Where  the 
Money  is  to  be  repaid  in  Forty  Years  there  is,  I  see,  19,000/.  at  Five  per  Cent. ; 
that  was. for  building  the  New  Bridewell  at  Westminster;  that  is  to  be  repaid 
a  Fortieth  Part  in  every  Year  for  Forty  Years,  and  Persons  were  unwilling  to 
lend  it.  17,000/.  was  borrowed  for  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  Five  per  Cent 
is  payable  upon  that ;  the  Magistrates  could  not  get  it  at  a  lower  Rate,  though 
they  advertised  for  Terms ;  it  is  to  be  paid^oflT  a  Fourteenth  Part  every  Year. 
There  is  a  Chance  of  the  Funds  being  higher  or  lower. 

By  whom  are  the  Parishes  assessed  for  the  County  Rate  ? 
They  make  Returns  on  Oath  to  the  Magistrates  at  the  Sessions,  and  upon 
those  Returns  the  County  Rate  is  laid. 

When  was  the  last  Assessment  made  in  Middlesex  ? 
In  September  last* 

When  was  the  Assessment  charged  ? 

The  Assessment  was  made  then  j  the  Rate  is  made  every  Three  Months. 

When  was  the  Valuation  made  ? 

The  last  Valuation  was  made  in  September  last  on  the  whole  County ; 
Precepts  were  issued  at  the  last  Sessions  in  February  for  making  a  new  Valua- 
tion. 

Arft  any  Parishes  valued  ? 
Only  by  the  Overseer. 

Dothe  Overseers  make  a  Return  of  the  Value  of  Property  in  each  Parish  ? 

Yes.

A  Diminution  upon  the  whole ;  in  many  Parishes  the  Valuation  was  in- 
creased^ and  in  many  decreased* 

What  was  the  Amount  of  the  Diminution  ? 

I  think,  Fifty  or  Sixty  thousand  Pounds.  ;  .        ;  ,    ; 

On  what  total  Sum  ? 

Five  Millions  and  a  Quarter* 

How  frequently  are  your  Valuations  made  ? 

Until  last  September  they  were  made  once  a  Year  only. 

They  were. made  annually  always?    .  . 

Yes,  since  the  37th  of  George  the  Third. 

Does  the  Act  direct  the  Magistrates  to  call  upon  them  ? 

No ;  there  is  a  Penalty  of  jg*100  upon  them  for. not  making  a  Return. 

Do  they  not  take  the  Valuation  upon  which  their  Poor  Rates  are  levied  as 
their  Guide  ? 
Yes,  I  believe  they  do. 

The  Magistrates  adopted  the  Returns  of  the  Overseers  as  the  Ground-work 
of  their  Calculation  ?  - 

Yes,  I  believe  they  did,  until  last  Year;  they  adopted  the  Returns  made  by 
theOvecseers;  but  they  determined  last  Year  that  the  Justices,  in  Petty  Sessions 
should  receive  the  Returns,  and  particularly  examine  the  Overseers  j  before 
that,  they  merely  came  to  the  G)urt  and  swore  to  them,  but  now  they  meet 
in  Petty  Sessions  and  examine  them. 

They  do  not  resort  to  any  other  Means  of  acquiring  Information  of  the 
Value  except  that  which  the  Overseers  supply  ? 
Sometimes  they  call  for  the  Assessed  Tax  iBooks  I  believe. 

They  never  look  to  the  Property  Tax  ? 

No ;  not  now.  The  principal  Reason  for  the  new  Mode  of  Return  being 
called  for,  I  believe,  was,  that  in  some  Parishes  the  Overseers  included  the 
empty  Houses,  and  in  others  they  did  not,  and  the  Magistrates  thought  it 
unfair  to  those  Parishes  which  included  them,  and  they  prepared  a  Form  in  which 
they  required  the  Overseers  to  make  a  Return  allowing  them  all  to  take  credit 
for  the  empty  Houses.  It  was  the  same  thing  to  the  County,  but  a  Difference 
arose  to  the  Parishes. 

Who  cdlects  the  County  Rates  ? 

The  County  Treasurer.  The  Power  of  the  High  Constable  was  taken  away 
at  the  Prayer  of  the  Magistrates  in  Middlesex ;  there  is  a  Local  Act  taking 
away  his  Power. 

Does  the  Treasurer  himself  collect  them  from  the  Overseer  ? 
Yes. 

The  Overseer  pays  the  Amount  from  the  Poor's  Rate  ? 
Yes,  he  does. 

What  is  the  Act  of  Parliament  that  compels  Counties  to  pay  out  of  the  County 
Rate  an  annual  Tax  to  the  King's  Bench  and  Fleet  Prisons? 
I  think  the  Twelfth  of  George  the  Second  ;  the  County  Rate  Act* 

Do  you  know  the  Ground  on  which  this  Payment  is  required  ? 
The  Maintenance  of  the  Debtors. 

Do  you  give  any  Salary  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  to  the  High  Con- 
stables ? 

No  J  they  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  County  Rate  now. 

Do  they  receive  any  Salary  fcfr  any  thing  else  ? 

No,  I  believe  not ;  they  receive  none  from  the  County  Rate. 

Are  they  paid  by  Fee  or  Emolument  ? 

I  am  not  aware  that  they  have  any  Fees  of  any  kind,  or  (hat  they  are 
entitled  to  any. 
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•  Are  there  any  Fees  paid  out  of  your  Rate  which  are  iiot  authorized  by     Mr.c.P.Jikn. 
Law?  

•  No,  I  apprehend  not ;  our  Magistrates  are  very  strict. 

Suppose  One  of  the  Houses  of  PaHiatT\ent  addressed  His  Majesty,  and  that 
in  consequence  the  Secretary  of  Statei  ordered  a  certain  Return  to  be  made  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  who  pays  for  that  Return  ? 

The  County  Magistrates  allow  me  to  include  that  in  my  Bill. 

Is  not  that  contrary  to  Law  ?  What  Authority  have  Two  Branches  of  the 
State  to  tax  a  County  ? 

I  understand  that  the  Magistrates  have  general  Discretion  over  the  County 
Rates. 

The  Magistrates  have  not  objected  to  that  Item  in  your  Accounts? 
No. 

Nor  any  Rate-payer  ? 
No. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  Number  and  Names  of  Offices  in  your 
County,  distinguishing  whether  the  Holders  are  paid  by  Salary  and  Fees  or 
Emoluments? 

The  Governor  of  the  House  of  Correction  is  paid  by  Salary  ;  he  has  no  Fees. 
The  Keeper  of  the  New  Prison  is  paid  by  Salary ;  he  has  no  Fees.  The  Trea- 
surer is  paid  by  Salary ;  he  has  no  Fees.  The  Surveyor  of  the  County  Bridges 
is  paid  a  Per-centage  on  the  Expenditure ;  there  is  a  Scale.  The  Crier  of 
the  Court  is  paid  by  Fees.  The  Clerks  of  the  Petty  Sessions  are  paid  by  Fees. 
The  Chaplains  are  paid  Salaries^  and  no  Fees. 

The  Coroner  ? 

He  is  paid  by  Fees ;  205.  for  taking  an  Inquest,  and  9d.  a  Mile  for  travelling, 
one  Way,  under  Act  of  Parliamect. 

Have  you  any  County  Surveyor  besides  Bridge  Surveyor  ? 
The  same  Person  does  all  the  Business. 

Is  he  allowed  to  make  Contracts  ? 

No.    There  are  District  Surveyors  who  are  paid  by  Fees. 

Who  checks  the  Amount  paid  by  the  Treasurer  for  Prosecutions  at  the 
Quarter  Sessions  ? 

They  are  not  checked,  except  by  the  Magistrates  allowing  the  Orders  made 
upon  them. 

Who  checks  the  Am^nt  paid  by  the  Treasurer  for  Prosecutions  at  the  Old 
Bailey? 

There  is  no  Check ;  the  Orders  come  from  the  Court,  and  the  Treasurer 
pays  them.  The  Magistrates  examine  each  Order  as  charged  in  the  Treasurer's 
Book. 

In  point  of  fact,  the  Magistrates  authorize  the  Payment  of  the  Expences  at 
the  Quarter  Sessions,  and  the  Court  order  the  Payment  of  Expences  at  the 
OldBaUey? 

Yes ;  the  Court  at  the  Old  Bailey  allow  the  Expences,  which  are  paid  by  a 
Scale  laid  down. 

The  Order  is  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  ? 
Yes. 

Are  you  aware  that  the  Payments  in  the  City  of  London  are  considerably 
lower  than  in  the  County  ? 
I  am  not  aware  of  that. 

Are  not  the  Expences  for  Prosecutions  much  heavier  at  the  Old  Bailey  than 
at  the  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

They  are  j  the  Number  of  Cases  is  greater,  and  the  Nature  of  many  of  the 
Cases  is  heavier. 
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Mr.  c.  P.  Allen.       Are  not  the  Allowances  to  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses  greater  at  the  Old 

-—      Bailey  than  they  are  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

They  are  in  Amount  j  I  do  not  know  the  Circumstances  undet  which  the 
Parties  are  paid.

Is  the  Scale  higher  ? 
No. 

Are  the  Witnesses  paid  the  same  ? 

Yes.  The  Quarter  Sessions,  under  the  7th  George  the  4th,  Chapter  64,  settled 
a  Scale  of  Allowances  to  be  ]paid  at  Clerkenwell  Sessions  and  the  Old  Bafley 
Sessions.  AH  the  Expences  ordered  at  the  Old  Bailey  Sessions  are  paid  out  of 
the  County  Rate,  so  that  the  same  Scale  of  Allowances  applies  to  both.

Have  you  any  Means  of  knowing  whether  the  Expence  of  Witnesses  and 
the  Amount  of  Fees  paid  in  Prosecutions  within  the  City  of  London  is  not 
considerably  lower  than  it  is  any  where  else  ? 

I  have  no  Means  of  knowing  that;  taking  the  whole  together,  the  Average 
is  greater  at  the  Old  Bailey  than  at  ClerkenwelL 

Who  are  the  approving  Justices  j  are  they  the  Judges  of  the  Land,  or  Two  of 
the  Aldermen  ? 
Two  of  the  Judges. 

Are  Fees  charged  in  Middlesex  on  Acquittals  and  Recognizances  ? 

Yes. 

Who  pays  those  Fees  ? 

The  County  in  Cases  in  Custody ;  the  Defendants  themselves  when  not  in 
Custody. 

What  Course  do  you  pursue  when  a  Recognizance  becomes  forfeited  ? 
We  send  a  written  Notice  to  the  Parties  that  unless  they  apply  to  the  Court 
at  a  subsequent  Meeting  the  Recognizance  will  be  estreated. 

Is  the  Money  obtained  generally  ? 

In  most  Cases  where  the  Parties  are  found,  they  apply  and  get  their  Recog- 
nizances  discharged. 

What  becomes  of  that  Money  ? 

The  Fees  belong  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

What  becomes  of  the  Amount  of  the  Recognizance? 
If  the  Sheriff  levies  it,  he  accounts  for  it  to  the  Treasury. 

That  does  not  apply  to  the  City  of  London  ? 

There  is  a  Grant  of  all  Recognizances  in  the  City  Hd  the  Sheriff. 

Is  there  not  a  Grant  in  Westminster  to  the  High  Bailiff? 
That  is  a  disputed  Point,  I  believe,  at  the  present  Time. 

The  County  pays  the  Fees,  and  the  Treasury  gets  the  Money  ? 
There  are  no  Fees  when  the  Recognizances  are  levied. 

Who  appoints  the  Coroner  ? 
The  Freeholders  of  the  County. 

Does  he  pay  the  Expences  of  any  Witness  examined  before  him  ? 
I  do  not  know ;  he  charges  nothing  in  his  Account  but  his  Mileage  and  the 
Twenty  Shillings. 

Who  audits  his  Bill  ? 

The  Committee  for  Accounts  in  our  County  and  the  County  Magistrates ;  he 
delivers  in  his  Inquests,  which  are  compared  with  a  List,  and  it  is  seen  that 
the  Inquests  are  correct 

Does  the  Under  Sheriff  receive  any  thing  from  the  County  Rate  ? 

Yes ;  what  are  called  Liberate  Fees  for  Debtors  discharged ;  and  that  the 
Magistrates  refused  to  pay  the  Sheriff,  upon  which  the  Sheriff  obtained  a  Manr 
damns  from  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  requiring  them  to  make  him  Compensa- 
tion,  and  the  Court  awarded  him  Two  Shillings  apiece. 
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Is  there  not  a  Law  which  prohibits  an  Under  Sheriff  from  filling  that  Office 
for  Two  successive  Years  ?  •• 

I  believe  there  is. 

Is  not  that  Law  constantly  evaded  ? 

I  have  seen  the  same  Deputy  Under  Sheriff  for  Middlesex  for  many  Years. 

Is  your  County  Rate  charged  with  the  Conveyance  of  Soldiers  Baggage  ? 
No. 

Who  pays  that? 

The  War  Office,  I  believe  j  I  have  not  known  the  Charge  in  the  County  of 
Middlesex. 

None  of  your  Gaolers  receive  any  Fees  ? 

No,  except  when  he  takes  a  Man  by  Habeas  Corpus  to  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench  he  gets  a  Fee  from  the  Party,  but  that  is  Once  or  Twice  in  a  Year 
only. 

Are  your  County  Buildings  and  Bridges  erected  by  public  Contract? 

No }  the  Magistrates  generally  send  to  a  certain  Number  of  the  most  respec 
table  Builders,  asking  whether  they  will  make  Tenders,  and  they  do  it  by 
Tenders. 

Are  the  Buildings  and  Bridges  repaired  in  the  same  Way  ? 
Yes,  all  by  Tender,  except  trifling  Repairs  which  are  done  by  Direction  of 
the  local  Magistrates^ 

How  is  your  County  Business  carried  on ;  in  open  Court  ? 
In  open  Court,  except  such  as  is  referred  to  Committees ;  then  the  Com- 
mittees make  their  Report  to  an  open  Court 

Has  the  Expence  of  registering  Voters  since  the  Reform  Act  been  paid  out 
of  the  County  Rates?  . 
It  has. 

Has  any  Money  been  received  on  account  of  the  County  by  Sale  of  the 
printed  Lists  ? 

Yes ;  the  Expence  for  the  last  General  Election  was,  I .  think,  SOO/.,  and 
there  was  about  150/.  of  that  received  back  by  the  Sale  of  Registers. 

Do  you  conceive  the  County.  Rate  is  fairly  assessed  on  the  different  Parishes 
in  your  County  ? 
I  do. 

By  whom  is  Mr.  Stafford  paid  his  Fees  ? 

By  the  Parties  for  whom  he  passes  Indictments. 

Does  he  pass  Indictments  only  for  Misdemeanors  ? 
No  J  for  Felonies  also. 

Though  he  is  paid  by  the  Parties,  those  Parties  are  repaid  again  by  the 
County  Treasurer  ?  . 
Yes,  if  the  Court  allows  the  Expence. 

Is  not  the  Remuneration  for  his  Duty  paid  for  out  of  the  County  Rates? 
Yes,  in  some  Cases  in  which  the  Expences  are  allowed. 

Were  the  Valuations  given  in  by  the  Overseers  upon  different  Parishes  in 
any  Cases  objected  to  by  the  Magistrates  ? 
Not  until  the  last  Year. 

Were  they  in  the  course  of  the  last  Year  ? 

They  were  at  the  Petty  Sessions  sent  back  for  Revision,  many  of  them. 

On  what  Ground  ? 

I  do  not  know  exactly ;  I  did  not  attend  the  Petty  Sessions  j  but  I  understood 
that  there  were  many  of  them  sent  back  to  be  altered,  and  that  the  Petty 
Sessions  were  adjourned  for  the  Purpose  of  receiving  them  when  altered. 

You  think  there  could  be  no  Objection  to  uniting  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  the 
P6ace  and  of  Clerk  of  Assize  in  the  same  Person  ? 
I  think  that  might  be  done. 

As 
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Mr.  C.P.Allen,        As  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  are  not  so  much  in  the  habit  of  drawing  Indict- 

ments  the   drawin^)f  which  is  attended  with  Difficulty,  would  it  not  be 

necessary  in  that  Case  to  employ  Counsel  in  some  Cases  ? 

Yes ;  I  believe  that  is  often  done  by  the  Clerk  of  Assize  where  there  is  a 
Pressure  of  Business. 

Do  you  not  think  that  .the  £xpence  would  be  diminished,  notwith- 
standing there  was  that  Expence  arising  out  of  the  Employment  of  Counsel 
occasionally  ? 

Yes. 

Have  you  any  Clerk  of  Indictments  in  Middlesex  ?  ,      v 

Yes ;  Mr.  Stafford  is  Clerk  of  Indictments ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is  con- 
sidered Clerk  of  the  Indictments,  and  he  appoints  his  own  Clerk  of  ^  the 
Indictments. 

That  is  Mr.  Stafford? 
Yes. 

He  has  been  for  a  great  many  Years  ? 

Yes. 

Who  is  Solicitor  for  the  County  ? 
I  am,  and  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Is  there  any  Charge   on   your  County  Rate  for   the  Expence  of  taking 
Persons  before  the  Commissioners  for  the  Insolvent  Debtors  Court  ? 
No ;  not  in  Middlesex. 

Would  the  Expence  be  diminished  by  having  the  Prisoners  tried  at  the 
same  Place  where  the  Indictments  were  found  ? 

I  should  think  it  would ;  but  the  Prisoners  tried  at  the  Old  Bailey  are  in 
Newgate  ;  there  is  no  Conveyance  necessary ;  they  merely  go  from  Newgate 
under  Ground  to  the  Old  Bailey  Sessions  House.   . 

You  think  that  that  does  not  increase  the  Expence  of  Witnesses  ? 

Yes,  it  does.  In  those  Cases  where  Prisoners  are  tried  at  the  Old  Bailey 
there  must  be  an  Allowance  of  Two  Days  Expence,  whereas  if  they  are  tried 
in  Middlesex  there  is  perhaps  only  One  Day.  • 

They  attend  in  Middlesex,  and  wait  there  Hill  the  Bill  is  found,  and  then 
they  have  Notice  to  attend  at  the  Old  Bailey  ? 

Yes ;  our  Court  is  sitting  this  Morning,  and  before  I  came  away  several 
Prisoners  had  been  indicted  and  tried. 

Have  not  other  Inconveniences  resulted  also  from  Bills  being  found  in  one 
Place  and  tried  in  another  ? 
Yes. 

The  Grand  Jury  have  no  Means  of  receiving  Direction  from  the  Judges  in 
difficult  Cases  ? 

No ;  for  the  Act  of  Parliament  directs  that  the  Depositions  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Place  where  the  Prisoners  are  to  be  tried. 

Are  you  Clerk  of  the  Lieutenancy  ? 
No. 

-    Is  that  another  Officer  ? 
Yes. 

How  is  he  paid  ? 

He  is  paid  under  the  Act  of  Parliament  relating  to  the  Militia. 

Is  he  paid  by  the  County  ? 

No  J  by  the  War  Office.  He  makes  out  his  Account  and  swears  to  it,  and. 
it  is  examined  by  Two  Deputy  Lieutenants,  and  goes  to  the  War  Office. 
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The  Witness  delivers  in  a  Copy  of  the  Table  of  Fees  for  the  County  of 
Middlesex  j  which  is  read,  and  is  as  follows  :

I  do,  as  an  Attorney  and  Solicitor. 

Are  you  paid  by  the  County  by  Salary  ? 

Yes ;  by  Salary,  and  the  Advantage  of  Balances,  whatever  they  may  be. 

Do  you  receive  any  Fees  ? 

No.  ' 

What  Salary  do  you  receive? 

The  Salary  in  Money  is  150/.  a  Year,  with  an  Allowance  of  7/.  for  Stamps 
and  Postage. 

To  what  Amount  do  you  find  Security  ? 

I  am  not  prepared  to  state  at  this  Moment,  but  I  think  Ten  or  Fifteen* 
thousand  Pounds. 

What  is  the  average  Balance. in  your  Hands  ? 

The  County  Rate  raised  usually  is  14,000/L,  but  the  average  Balance  is  but 
very  small.  Sometimes  I  am  in  advance,  as  I  am  at  this  present  Moment  \  I 
believe  I  am  2,000/.  in  advance  at  this  present  Time. 


Do  you  charge  any  Interest  upon  that  ? 
I  do.

Four  per  Cent. ;  I  used  to  charge  Five,  but  it  was  objected  to  by  some  of 
the  Magistrates,  and  to  avoid  Objection  I  charged  Four.

A  Committee  of  Magistrates. 

What  do  you  consider  to  be  vour  average  Profit  by  your  Balances  ? 

When  my  Salary  was  raised  about  Sixteen  Years  ago  it  was  calculated  1 
was  to  make  3001  a  Year  by  my  OflSce,  150/.  by  Salary,  and  150/.  by  Balances 
in  my  Hand ;  but  your  Lordships  are  aware  that  the  Rate  of  Interest  has  been 
lessened  since  that,  and  the  Profits  from  that  Source  have  lessened.  I  could 
then  get  Five  per  Cent,  on  a  Banking  Account,  whereas  I  can  get  but  a  very 
small  Profit  on  Monies ;  from  Two  to  Three  per  Cent,  is  the  very  utmost  that 
can  be  made  now,  and  there  is  some  degree  of  Risk.

I  should  apprehend  not,  because  he  must  have  an  Office  open  at  all  Times 
for  the  Payment  of  small  Sums,  which  according  to  the  present  Constitution  of 
the  Office  the  Receiver  General  could  not  have.  •     - 

Is  there  any  Officer  who  receives  a  Fee  on  any  Draft  or  Bill  that  is  paid  ? 

Many  of  the  Payments  do  not  go  through  any  Officer.  Those  Money 
Payments  are  by  Draft  immediately  from  the  Office  on  me ;  others  are  from  the 
Sessions ;  others  from  the  Clerk  of  Assize  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace.  At  the 
different  Quarter  Sessions  they  all  issue  Orders. 

Do  you  feel  yourself  bound  to  pay  the  Draft  of  any  Two  Magistrates,  for 
the  Allowances  of  Magistrates  and  Things  of  that  kind  ?  • 

If  supported  by  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

You  do  not  consider  yourself  authorized  to  pay  any  Bill  unless  it  is  autho-  • 
rized  by  Act  of  Parliament  ? 

No ;  I  should  conceive  any  Bill  I  paid  without  at  my  own  Risk.  I  was 
cautioned  at  my  Election,  by  Mr.  Alcock  a  Magistrate,  that  if  I  made  any 
Payment  unless  I  was  authorized  by  Act  of  Parliament  I  should  pay  it 
myself. 

Do  you  not  pay  on  Drafts  ? 

Yes ;  an  Order  to  pay  a  Sum  of  Money  j  but  it  appears  upon  the  Face  of 
the  Order  what  it  is  for. 

In  what  Manner  are  the  Charges  for  Conveyance  of  Prisoners  and  the^ 
Pajrment  of  Constables  made  by  the  Magistrates  ? 

It  is  quite  in  the  Magistrates  Discretion,  I  apprehend,  to  order  for  the  Con- 
veyance of  Prisoners;  and  if  nothing  appears  defective  upon  the  Face  of  it  I 
am  bound  to  pay  it,  but  if  the  Magistrate  has  made  an  Order  not  agreeable  to 
the  Act  of  Parliament  I  always  object  to  it. 

Do  you  require  a  Receipt  from  the  Constable  for  the  Expences  of  the  Con- 
veyance of  Prisoners  ? 

Yes. 

Are  there  any  Regulations  made  by  the  Magistrates  ? 

Yes.  The  first  Regulation  of  the  kind  I  saw  was  in  Kent,  and  seeing  that  it 
was  very  useful  I  suggested  to  the  Magistrates  that  we  should  have  such  a 
Paper  printed,  and  we  have  now  printed  Papers  with  tl|^  Constable's  Receipt 
at  the  Top,  and  following  that  a  distinct  Account  for  Conveyance,  and  an  Order 
from  the  Magistrates  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  to  pay  it. 

Is  that  according  to  a  Scale  ? 

The  Magistrates  prescribe  a  Scale,  but  in  some  Instances  they  have  departed 
from  that  Scale  j  there  may  be  Reasons  for  that  Departure ;  and  I  apprehend, 
though  there  may  be  that  Departure,  I  have  no  Discretion,  for  it  is  in  the  Power 
of  the  Magistrate  to  order  according  to  his  Discretion. 

^  You  pay  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  his  JJill  for  Law  Expences  ? 
*Yes,  b^  an  Order  of  the  Sessions.  Those  Sessions  Orders  I  know  nothing  of 
but  the  Order  j  I  require  a  Receipt  to  the  Order,  but  nothing  more. 

You  do  not  consider  yourself  authorized  to  refuse  to  pay  that  Order  though 
there  may  be  Iteips  in  that  Bill  not  according  to  Law  ? 

I  have  no  Opportunity  of  seeing  that  j  I  have  only  an  Order  from  the  Court 
to  pay  so  much  Money. 

You 
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J.  smalipeiceEsq.       You  havc  00  Cbcck  upoH  it  if  the  Purpose  is  not  legal  ? 

I  do  not  see  enough  to  see  that  it  is  illegal ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  will  of 

course  make  it  appear  legal. 

It  is  an  Order  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

Yes.  I  have  no  Power  to  inquire  into  the  Legality  of  tlie  Proceedings  of  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

It  is  the  same  with  respect  to  an  Order  from  the  Clerk  of  Assize  or  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  to  pay  the  Expences  of  Prosecutions  ? 

Precisely  so ;  there  is  nothing  but  a  common  printed  Order — ^by  Order  of 
the  Court,  to  pay  so  much.  A  Regulation  has  been  lately  made  at  the  Assizes  to 
iutroduce  the  Names  of  all  the  Witnesses,  and  though  I  have  perhaps  no  Power, 
I  have  required  in  some  Cases  all  the  Witnesses  to  sign^  it  1  had  Reason  to 
believe  that  there  was  a  Misapplication  ;  but  I  believe  that  is  a  Stretch  beyond 
my  Authority. 

You  attend  at  the  Assizes  ? 

Yes,  always,  or  have  a  Person  there  to  pay  the  Drafts ;  they  are  always  paid 
during  the  Time  of  the  Assizes ;  usually  at  the  Bankers  ;  and  the  same  at  the 
Sessions ;  the  Money  is  paid  at  the  Sessions. 

•       Do  you  think  there  i^  a  Check  sufficient  now  interposed  by  Law  to  prevent 
the  Money  of  the  County  being  paid  improperly  ? 

It  is  in  the  Discretion  of  the  Magistrates  entirely,  the  Distribution  of  the 
County  Money ;  they  may  make  what  Checks  they  please.  With  respect  to  the 
Conveyance  of  Prisoners,  that  Allowance  varies,  and  it  lies  merely  with  the 
individual  Magistrate  to  order  what  he  thinks  fit  in  such  a  Case. 

Do  you  know   any  thing  respecting   any  Fees   received   by   the  County 
Officers  ? 
No. 

Have  your  County  Rates  increased  ? 
Very  much. 

Can  you  state  why  ? 

There  are  many  Reasons  why  they  should  be  increased.  The  Increase  of 
Population  would  necessarily  increase  the  County  Rates.  The  Increase  of 
Population  occasions  Increase  of  Crime,  and  many  other  Things;  by  the  same 
Rule  the  Increase  of  Population  increases  the  Fund  whereupon  to  levy  the 
County  Rate. 

Have  you  any  Debt  in  the  County  of  Surrey  on  the  County  Rate  ? 

We  have  a  Debt,  but  it  is  so  nearly  paid  that  it  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  a 
Debt  There  was,  Fourteen  or  Fifteen  Years  ago,  the  Sura  of  50,000/.  raised 
to  build  Houses  of  Correction ;  under  the  Statute  it  was  required  to  appro- 
priate 5,000/.  a  Year  to  the  Liquidation  of  that  Debt,  with  the  Interest  at  the 
same  Time,  and  that  will  be  discharged  this  Yeir. 

Who  pay  you  the  Rate  ? 

The  High  Constables  of  the  Hundreds. 

They  get  it  from  the  Overseers  ? 
They  do. 

Are  your  High  Constables  paid  in  the  County  of  Surrey  ? 
No ;  they  have  a  bare  Allowance  for  the  Amount  of  the  Stamps  they  give 
on  the  Receipts  to  the  Overseers. 

You  do  not  pay  any  Expences  to  them  when  they  come  to  you  with  the 
Money? 
No ;  not  even  the  Postage  of  a  Letter. 

How  are  they  paid  ? 
It  is  an  onerous  Office. 

You  find  no  Difficulty  in  getting  High  Constables  ? 

They  complain  of  it.  I  have  known  only  one  Instance  where  a  Man  has 
continued  in  the  Office  where  he  has  not  been  compelled. 
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Do  you  pay  any  thing  for  the  Conveyance  of  Soldiers  Baggage  ?               *        J.  SmaUpeke  Esq. 
Yes,  we  have  paid  that. 

Under  what  Act  of  Parliament? 

Under  the  Mutiny  Act.  There  has  been  some  Question,  I  believe,  lately 
raised,  as  to  a  Clause  in  the  Mutiny  Act,  whether  the  present  Clause  in  the 
Mutiny  Act  does  apply  to  the  ordinary  Carriage  of  Baggage. 

Is  that  in  the  Course  of  Investigation  in  any  Court? 

No,  I  believe  not  I  have  heard  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Surrey  that 
there  is  a  Doubt  whetherit  can  be  levied. 

Is  there  any  Charge  upon  your  Rate  for  the  Returns  that  have  been  ordered 
by  either  House  of  Parliament  or  the  Secretary  of  State  ? 

I  know  but  of  Two  Instances;  I  was  paid  something,  and  the  Clerk  of  4,he 
Peace  was  paid  something,  for  a  considerable  Return,  Ten  Years  ago ;  and  [ 
have  lately  had  an  Order  made  by  the  Committee  for  Returns  made  within 
the  last  Seven  Years. 

Do  they  amount  to  a  considerable  Sum  ?  '  , 

The  Sum  I  was  paid  on  the  former  Occasion  was,  I  think,  Forty  Guineas, 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  Twenty  Guineas,  and  the  Sum  now  ordered  is 
Fifty  J  that  is  all  that  has  been  paid  that  I  know  of  within  the  last  Two-and- 
twenty  Years. 

What  is  the  Nature  of  the  Business  done  ? 

A  Variety  of  smaB  Returns ;  but  there  was  one  very  considerable  Return. 

Is  not  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in  the  habit  of  charging  in  his  Bill  to  the. 
County  for  Returns  that  he  makes  to  Parliament  or  the  Secretary  of^tate? 
I  have  no  Means  of  knowing  that  -,  I  do  not  see  his  Bill. 

Have  you  ever  heard  any  of  the  Justices  complain  that  they  are  called  upon 
to  pay  for  Returns  which  are  called  for  by  the  Secretary  or  State  or  by  one 
of  the  Houses  of  Parliament  ? 

I  never  heard  any  Complaint  'till  the  last  Sessions ;  for  I  have  never  known 
it  but  once  before  when  there  was  no  Complaint ;  a  Doubt  was  stated  whether 
the  County  were  liable,  and  I  urged  that  as  I  did  it  for  the  County  the 
County  ought  to  pay  it.  .  It  was  referred  to  the  Committee,  and  the  Committee 
have  reported  that  it  should  be  so  paid,  but  whether  the  Quarter  Sessions  will 
confirm  that  I  cannot  say. 

Are  there  any  Pensions  or  Retired  Allowances  paid  out  of  your  Rate? 
No,  there  is  no  Power ;  there  is  nothing  in  the  Nature  of  a  Pension  paid  out 
of  it. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  Number  and  Names  of  Offices  in  your 
County,  distinguishing  whether  the  Holders  are  paid  by  Salary,  Fees,  or 
Emoluments  ? 

I  could  if  I  had  my  Papers  here ;  from  the  County  Accounts  it  will  appear 
how  they  are  all  paid. 

Does  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in  your  County  receive  a  Salary  ? 

No }  he  is  paid  by  Bill  and  Fees.  , 

You  have  had  an  Opportunity  of  knowing  what  the  Expences  for  Prosecutions 
are  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  and  also  at  the  Assizes  ? 
I  have. 

Which,  in  your  Opinion,  is  the  heaviest? ' 

The  larger  Allowances  ^ire  at  the  Assizes,  certainly. 

Do  you  know  that  the  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses  have  a  greater  Rate  of 
Allowances  than  the  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

Yes ;  they  have  greater  at  the  Assizes  than  at  the  Quarter  Sessions ;  their 
Scale  of  Allowance -is  something  larger.  ^ 

Can  yoii  account  for  that  being  the  Case? 

That  the  Magistrates  allow  a  less  Sum — ^being  earnest  to  cut  it  down,  they 
allow  a  less  Sum  than  a  Man  can  maintain  himself  for. 

Does  thatprevent  Prosecutions  taking  place?    * 

It  is  a  Check  to  Prosecutions,  for  Individuals  do  not  like  to  put  themselves 
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J.  Smaiipeice  Esq.  to  an  extra  Expence.     A  Man  cannot  go  to  the  Sessions  and  prosecute  without 
'       being  at  an  extra  Expence. 

Does  he  get  something  in  his  Pocket  at  the  Assizes? 

No ;  there  have  been  very  large  Sums  paid  in  some  Cases  (I  think  in  one 
Case  300/.  was  paid)  for  Expences  in  Prosecutions. 

Has  not  the  repealing  the  Act  for  giving  Rewards  made  a  great  Difference 
in  the  Increase  of  County  Rates  ? 
I  should  think  not,  unless  they  gave  the  one  for  the  other.    They  did  not 

S'^ve  Expences  when  they  had  Rewards,  certainly,   and  in  that  respect  a, 
ifference  would  arise. 

The  Rewards  at  that  Time  were  paid  by  the  Treasury  ? 
They  were. 

The  Expences  are  paid  out  of  the  County  Rate  ? 
Yes. 

Has  not  the  taking  away  Rewards  therefore  added  very  much  to  the  County 
Rates? 

It  certainly  must  have  done. 

Would  you  see  any  Objection  to  a  Committee  of  Magistrates  sitting  in  the 
County  Town  to  recommend  to  the  Judges  the  Allowance  which  should  be 
made  ?  ^ 

Itis  already  done  by  a  Scale  of  Payment  and  of  Mileage ;  if  the  Scale  is  too 
high,  and  it  were  reduced,  that  would  be  doing  all  that  a  Committee  of 
Magistrates  could  do. 

The  Judge  does  not  look  into  the  Charges  at  all,  does  he  ?  Is  it  not  left  to 
the  Clerk  of  Assize  ? 

It  is  left  to  the  Clerk  of  Assize,  except  in  special  Cases ;  then  I  apprehend 
that  tne  Clerk  of  Assize  would  speak  to  the  Judge,  and  ask  whether  in  those 
special  Cases,  when  great  Exertions  had  been  used  and  great  Expences 
incurred  in  the  Apprehension  of  Prisoners,  and  so  on,  the  Judge  thought  fit  to 
allow  a  larger  Sum. 

Is  not  that  the  only  Case  in  which  the  OflBcer  applies  to  the  Judge  for 
Direction? 

I  apprehend  that  is  the  Case. 

Do  you  know  what  is  the  Rate  of  Mileage  at  Sessions  ? 

I  do  not  i  I  know  that  the  Sums  allowed  to  Witnesses  at  the  Sessions  are 
smaller  than  at  the  Assizes ;  but  the  Question  does  not  come  to  me,  and  I  am 
not  aware  of  the  Particulars. 

Are  the  Witnesses  detained  longer  at  the  Assizes  or  the  Sessions  generally  ? 

At  the  Assizes  generally ;  for  we  have*  Rule  at  the  Sessions  that  all  Country 
Cases  are  taken  first,  therefore  the  other  Parties  are  near  Home,  and  have  not 
any  travelling  Expences  to  pay.  Most  of  our  Cases,  at  the  Sessions  are  tried 
at  Horsemonger  Lane,  arising  in  the  Hundred  of  Brixton,  therefore  the  Parties 
are  not  allowed  travelling  Expences. 

All  the  Criminal  Trials  are  held  subsequent  to  tljp  Disposal  of  the  Civil 
Business  of  the  County  ? 

Not  now ;  the  Prisoners  are  taken  first ;  after  the  County  Day  the  Parties 
are  not  required  to  attend  on  the  County  Day ;  very  few  come  'till  afterwards. 

The  Offences  are  smaller,  perhaps ;  that  is  one  Reason  why  they  get  on  faster 
at  the  Sessions  ? 
Xes. 

The  Expences  am  now  greater  than  formerly  ? 

Yes;  and  the  Allowance  of  Expences  was  not  always  made  to  all  Parties, 
but  of  late  Years  all  Parties  have  taken  them. 

Rich  as  well  as  poor  ? 

Yes,  Peers  and  others  j  it  used  to  be  considered  that  it  was  made  only  to 
those  who  were  poor. 
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Application  was  not  made  unless  it  was  considered  that  the  Parties  could  ^'  SmaUpeke  Esq. 

not  afford  to  pay  them?  -^^ 

No ;  and  their  Circumstances  were  inquired  into. 

Now  every  Person  applies  without  Exception  ? 

Yes }  I  have  known  Peers,  not  in  their  own  Names,  but  their  Attornies  or 
others  have  asked.  I  know  we  paid  a  very  considerable  Sura  in  consequence 
of  LfOrd  Cowper*s  Robbery.  A  Sum  of  Money  was  carried  into  Surrey,  and 
was  found  in  the  Hands  of  a  Receiver  in  Surrey,  and  that  Man  was  prosecuted  ; 
a  considerable  Sum  was  paid  in  that  Case,  though  the  Robbery  was  committed 
in  Hertfordshire. 

In  which  County  was  the  Trial  in  reference  to  which  the  Charge  was  thrown 
'upon  the  County  Rates? 

The  Trial  took  place  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  the  Property  having  been 
found  in  that  County  ;  the  principal  Trial  for  the  Robbery  had  taken  place  in 
Hertfordshire. 

Have  you  been  able  to  form  an  Opinion  of  the  Increase  added  to  the  County 
Rates  by  giving  Costs  in  Misdemeanors  ? 

No. 

Can  you  state  that  by  reference  to  your  Accounts  ? 

I  do  not  apprehend  I  can,  because  the  Payments  are  put  under  one  Head, 
and  I  have  no  Means  of  ascertaining  that 

Can  you  find  out  the  Difference  of  Prosecutions  for  Thefts  committed  near. 
Towns  and  those  in  the  rural  Districts  ? 

No. 

Is  there  any  Difference  in  the  Number  ? 

There  is  an  immense  deal  of  Difierence  between  what  we  call  the  upper  Part 
of  the  County  and  the  other. 

The  principal  Burthen  thrown  upon  the  County  is  by  Prosecutions  from  the 
Town  Part  of  the  County  ? 
Yes. 

Does  not  the  principal  Payment  to  the  County  Rate  come  from  the  Country 
Part? 
No ;  I  think  the  Parts  near  London  pay  their  full  Proportion. 

When  was  the  County  last  assessed  .for  the  County  Rate  ? 
•  I  have  in  my  Possession  a  Paper  shewing  what  the  last  Rate  was,  and  the 
former  Kate,  and  the  Rate  between  the  Two,  but  I  have  not  got  it  here. 

You  have  stated  that  the  Expences  have  increased,  and  that  the  Means  of 
paying  them  have  also  increased  ;  do  you  mean  to  say  that  the  Rate  per  Pound 
has  increased? 

As  far  as  my  Recollection  carries  me,  a  Rate  of  2d.  in  the  Pound  raises  as  ' 
much  as  6d.  in  the  Pound  did  before ;  a  great  deal  of  Property  in  the  Neigh- 
bourhood of  London  came  to  be.  assessable,'  which  brought  in  more  Pund  to 
pay  the  Expences  with. 

Are  the  new  Districts  assessed  according  to  the  Value  ol^the  Buildings? 
Yes* 

When  was  that  done  ?   " 
About  Seven  Years  ago. 

According  to  your  Opinion,  the  Burthen  on  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County 
has  not  increased  in  proportion  to  the  Property  ? 

I  do  not  know ;  there  are  many  other  Expences  thrown  upon  the  County 
Rate  of  late  which  used  not  to  be.  We  have  had  an  immen^  Expenditure  in 
Surrey  on  account  of  the  Houses  of  Correction,  and  the  Maintenance  of  those 
Houses }  we  laid  out  about  70,000/.  in  building  Houses  of  Correction. 

You  say  that  the  Amount -of  rateable  Property  has  increased  about  Two 
Thirds  i  do  you  conceive  it  is  rated  in  the  same  Proportion  as  to  the  actual 
Value  as  it  was  ?  . 

I  am  not  capable  of  answering  that  Question.  I  know  that  a  ^d.  Rate 
raises  as  much  as  a  6d.  Rate  did  before,  and  I  believe  more. 
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J.  Smaiipeice  Eiq.       The  rateable  Property   has    increased    only  where  Buildings   have   been 

: increased  ? 

No ;  and  it  has  been  reduced  in  some  Places  on  Appeals,  where  Appeals 
have  been  made. 

In  rural  Districts  has  not  the  rateable  Property  diminished  in  Value? 

Certainly  ;  I  have  no  doubt  it  is  diminished,  inasmuch  as  the  Rent  of  Land 
has  diminished. 

Do  you  know  whether  the  Conveyance  of  Transports  to  the  Place  of 
Embarkation  is  paid  out  of  the  County  Rate  ? 

Yes. 

Is  that  a  heavy  Charge  in  Surrey  ? 

I  do  not  Icnow  what  the  Ainount  of  Charge  is  for  ;  it  is  paid  in  the  Gaoler's* 
Bill  of  Disbursements  j  he  has  to  convey  them,  and  it  goes  into  his  Disburse- 
ments, and  does  not  come  before  me  as  an  Item,  but  as  a  general  Sum  of  so 
much  disbursed  by  him. 

.  Do  not  you  also  pay  for  the  Clerk  of  Assize  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace's 
Certificates  given  upon  the  Removal  of  those  Convicts  ? 

The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  Clerk  of  Assize  have  Fees  upon  those  Orders 
of  Removal- which  are  paid  out  of  the  County  Rates. 

•The  Expenditure  of  the  County  of  Surrey  appears  in  1821  to  have 
been  16,896/.  16^.  8d. ;  the  Expenditure  in  1832  appears  to  have  been 
25,004/.  18s.  ? 

Yes. 

Can  you  turn  to  any  particular  Item  in  that  Account  which  would  show 
how  the  Difference  between  those  Sums  is  accounted  for  ? 

The  House  of  Correction  is  an  Increase  of  8,000/.  or  nearly ;  the  Conveyance 
of  Prisoners  has  very  materially  increased;  Assize  Prosecutions,  and  Sessions 
Prosecutions,  and  incidental  Expences  are  increased. 

The  main  Increase  in  the  County  Rates  in  your  County  arises  from  the 
Expence  attending  the  apprehending,  the  Conveyance,  and  the  Maintenance 
of  Prisoners,  and  the  building  of  Gaols  ? 

Yes  J  and  many  Parishes  pay  to  the  Police  Rate  in  addition  to  the  County 
Rate }  there  was  last  Year  or  the  Year  before  considerable  Expence  incurred 
under  the  Head  of  Special  Constables* 

From  the  Account  does  it  not  appear  that  the  Expences  attending  the 
Houses  of  Correction,  apprehending  Prisoners,  and  Trials  of  Offences  fully 
account  for  the  Difference  in  the  Amount  of  the  Expenditure,  arid  rather 
shew  that  the  Expenditure  upon  other  Objects  has  rather  decreased  than 
increased  ? 

Perhaps  it  might ;  the  Expence  of  conveying  Prisoners  has  greatly  increased 
.   and  is  increasing. 

Does  not  the  Allowance  to  Witnesses  and  Prosecutors  form  the  principal 
Item  of  Increase  in  that  Expence  ? 

The  House  of  Correction  is  the  principal  Increase. 

That  is  an  Expenfce  which  will  soon  cease  ? 

Yes ;  under  the  Head  of  Houses  of  Correction  I  calculate  the  Sum  of  jf  5,000 
annually  which  will  cease  after  this  Year. 

The  permanent  prospective  Increase  is  in  the  Allowance  to  Witnesses  and 
Prosecutors  ? 

Yes,  very  much  sa 

Would  you  see  any  Objection  to  the  Officers  of  the  County  being  paid  by 
Salary,  and  the  Fees,  if  .retained,  being  placed  to  the  County  Fund? 

I  am  not  awaife  of  any  Officer  being  paid  by  Fees  except  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  and  the  Criers  of  the  Court,  and  so  on  ;  Officers  attending  the  Court  j 
there  are  no  other  Officers  paid  by  Fees. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

JOHN  SMAIXPEICE  Esquire  is  ca^ed  in,  and  further  examined  as  follows :   j. ^maliprice Esq.

There  is  the  Clerk  of  Assize  and  Clerk  of  tlie  Peace  at  Quarter  Sessions,  and 
Clei-k  of  the  Peace  for  the  South wark  Sessions,  and  also  the  Town  Clerks  of 
Guildford  and  Kingston  ;  they  receive  Fees  on  Orders  for  Payment.  • 

Do  you  know  whetlier  they  receive  a  higher  Fee  for  a  large  Payment  than 
for  a  small  one  ?  * 

1  have  no  Knowledge  of  that,  but  I  believe  the  Fee  is  for  the  Order  they  get ; 
I  apprehend  a  fixed  Fee  by  a  Rule. 

Those  are  Orders  upon  the  County  Treasarer  ?

What  is  the  Scale  of  Expences  ? 

With  regard  to  the  Expences  at  the  Assizes  they  are  5s.  per  Day,  as  I  under- 
stand ;  I  am  not  speaking  from  my  own  Knowledge. 

Is  that  generally,  or  for  particular  Classes  of  Individuals  ? 
Generally  ;  I  understand  5s.  per  Day,  and  2s.  6d.  per  Night 

That  is  for  Witnesses  of  the  poorer  Class  ? 

For  all  Witnesses  j  the  Exception  is  for  the  higher  Classes  with  a  Mileage 
of  3rf.  per  Mile  for  each  Way  of  travelling.  Professional  Men  are  paid^xtra, 
and  I  believe  a  Guinea  a  Day  is  the  ordinary  Allowance.  ' 

By  Professional  Men  you  mean  Surgeons  ? 

Yes  i  they  are  mostly  called  on  to  attend  in  Criminal  Cases ;  and  to  other 
Professional  Men ;  an  Attorney  might  be  called  to  give  Evidence  in  some  parti- 
cular Case  ;  but  it  is  usually  Surgeons. 

Is  there  any  intermediate  Scale  between  the  Guinea  and  the  Five  Shillings  ? 

1  believe  not.  There  is  also  an  Allowance  of  One  Guinea  for  the  Brief,  and 
Two  Guineas  for  the  Counsels  Fee  :  thoSe  Allowances  are  over  and  above  the 
Fees  of  Court :  that  is  my  Understanding  of  what  is  done  at  the  Assizes.  At 
the  Sessions  at  Newington,  where  most  of  our  Criminal  Charges  are  tried,  the 
Allowance  is  the  3s.  per  Day  for  all,  with  the  same  Exception  of  Professional 
Men  ;  sometimes  they  are  allowed  more  by  special  Order  of  the  Court,  and 

never 
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JmSmailpeice  Esq.  never  exceeding  One  Guinea  per  Day;  if  above  Six  Miles  Is.  6d.  is  allowed  for 
•  Night,  and  a  Mileage  of  3d.  each  Way.  At  what  are  called  the  County  Ses- 
sions, being  in  contradistinction  to  those  held  at  Newington,  the  Allowance  is 
ifS.  per  Day,  with  the  same  Mileage  and  other  Allowances  as  in  the  first  Case* 
Under  this  Order  (D.)  the  Allowance  is  less  in  Southwark  than  at  Newing- 
ton ;  it  is.  25.  6d. 

Do  you  know  any  Reason  why  it  should  be  lower  ? 
They  are  more  immediately  local. 

The  Allowances  are  made  in  Southward  by  the  Lord  Mayor? 

By  Order  of  the  Court.  There  is  another  Item  of  Charge,  which  is  the 
Magistrate's  Certificate ;  the  Parties  attending  before  a  Magistrate  to  be  ex- 
amined on  Depositions  before  Commitment :  that  Allowance  is  fixed  by  a 
Resolution  at  Sessions  at  9s.  6d.  for  each  Day  the  Witness  shall  attend,  and 
a  Mileage  of  3d.  if  above  Six  Miles;  but  I  should  inform  your  Lordships  that 
those  Allowances  have  been  refused  by  the  JudgSs. 

As  being  too  low  ? 

I  believe  as  being  too  low  ;  they  have  been  twice  before  the  judges,  and 
were  not  allowed  ;  I  therefore  do  not  apprehend  they  are  compulsory  on  any 
particular  Magistrate,  if  he  thinks  fit  to  order  more,— that  the  Magistrate 
himself  is  not  under  Restriction. 

At  the  Assizes  the  Judges  allow  5s.  a  Day,  and  Half  a  Crown  a  Night ;  at 
the  Ses^ons,  3s.  a  Day,  and  Is.  6d.  a  Night? 
Yes,  if  above  Six  Miles. 

You  do  not  allow  them  to  claim  for  a  Night  if  not  above  Six  Miles  ? 
No. 

At  the  Assizes  they  have  3d.  a  Mile  to  and  from  ;  M  the  Sessions  3d.  a  Mile 
if  beyond  Six  Miles  ?        ' 

Yes.  ^ 

Have  you  ever  heard  any  Witnesses  or  Prosecutors  at  Sessions  complain  of 
the  Inadequacy  of  the  Allowance? 

Yes,  I  have  ;  when  they  come  from  the  Country  they  do  not  find  that  the 
Allowance  will  bear  them  out ;  a  Man  cannot  get  a  Bed  in  an  Assize  Town 
for  the  Sum  which  is  allowed. 

Could  you  inquire  as  to  the  Manner  in  which  the  Witnesses  come  to  the 
Town,  and  make  the  Allowance  personally ;  for  instance,  allowing  an  infirm 
Man  more? 

I  would  beg  to  say  a  Word  upon  the  Subject  of  the  Allowances.     They  are 
made  by  an  Officer  who  is  not  responsible  to  the  County,  and  that  is  not 
'  satisfactory.     The  Clerks  of  Assize,  as  your  Lordships  are  aware,  are  not  re- 

sponsible to  the  County,  and  that  perhaps  is  the  Feeling  in  every  County,  that 
the  Magistrates  cannot  control  those  Expences.  It  does  not  follow  that  there 
is  a  Charge  against  the  Clerk  of  Assize  for  making  undue  Orders,  for  I  believe 
Mr.  Clark,  the  present  Clerk  of  Assize,  is  very  careful  upon  that  Subject ;  but 
the  Magistrates  have  felt  on  some  Occasions  that  they  have  no  Means  of 
Cont^pl  in  themselves,  and  the  only  Way  of  creating  a  responsible  Check  I 
should  apprehend  would  be  that  some  Person  from  the  County  should  be  in 
the  Place  to  inquire  into  the  Orders. 

Should  not  that  Person  inquire  into  the  Circumstances  of  the  Party,  and  his 
real  Expences  ? 

That  would  come  of  course  if  he  is  allowed  a  discretionary  Power;  but  if 
there  is  a  fixed  Rule  for  each  Individual,  that  will  not  come  into  question ;  then 
he  would  have  to  inquire,  and  from  local  Knowledge  be  able  better  to  judge 
whether  the  Parties  state  their  Circumstances  correctly. 

Must  not  a  fixed  Rule  be  unjust  to  many  Parties? 
Certainly. 

If  a  Man  walks  Nine  or  Ten  Miles,  3d.  a  Mile  is  too  much,  is  it  not? 
Yes.

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If  from  his  Infirmities  he  is  obliged  to  hire  a  Carriage  that  is  too  little  ? 

Yes,  certainly  ;  and  an  Allowance  of  5s.  to  each  Man  is  not  in  proportion  to 
the  Circumstances  of  the  Party.  A  Tradesman  would  go  and  get  but  5s.  and 
would  lose  perhaps  HOs.  by  his  Absence.  ^ 

Would  it  not  be  in  your  Opinion  better  to  give  a  Discretion  to  some 
Individual  to  make  an  Allowance  which  was  just  according  to  the  Circum- 
stances of  the  Party  ? 

Yes. 

Then  that  Individual  should  be  an  Officer  of  the  County,  to  give  Satisfaction 
to  the  County  ? 

He  must  be  an  Officer  of  the  County  j  for  he  must  be  responsible  to  the 
County,  whose  Money  he  is  disbursing. 

Is  not  there  a  Feeling  in  the  County  against  the  County  Rate,  from  the 
Idea  that  it  is  not  under  sufficient  Controul  ? 

Yes,  that  is  the  Case.  Here  is  One  Order  I  have  brought  of  the  Expences 
of  the  Prosecution  of  a  Man  called  Cobbler  Will,  for  Murder  ;  the  County  may 
very  well  say  here  is  303/.  expended  for  a  single  Prosecution  on  this  single 
Certificate,  without  any  satisfactory  Explanation  on  the  Face  of  it.  I  obtained 
these  Particulars  afterwards,  for  the  Pui-pose  of  Explanation.

Do  you  know  whether  the  Magistrates  are  in  the  habit  of  delivering  stolen 
Goods  that  may  be  found  on  the  Person  of  a  Prisoner  to  the  Constable^  to 
take  to  the  Assizes  or  to  the  Sessions,  as  the  Case  may  be  ? 

It  is  very  often  done. 

Would  not  a  Prosecutor  or  some  other  Witness  be  equally  competent  to 
perform  that  Duty  ? 
Certainly. 

Would  not  such  a  Course  preclude  the  Necessity  of  the  Attendance  of  the 
Constable,  and  thereby  save  Expence  ? 
X  es. 

You  would  not  advise  this  Course  if  the  Prosecutor  was  not  a  respectable 
Man? 

No.  He  must  be  not  only  respectable  but  a  discreet  Man  ;  he  must  keep 
them  so  as  to  preserve  the  Identity. 

Miglit  not  a  Magistrate  choose  some  discreet  Person  who  must  necessarily 
attend  the  Court  to  produce  the  Goods  ? 

Yes.  I  have  seen  a  Constable  brought  down  to  produce  a  Thing,  who  could 
give  no  other  Evidence  than  the  Production  of  the  Thing  which  he  had  taken 
from  a  Party,  which  any  other  Person  might  have  brought,  and  his  Attendance 
have  been  saved ;  and  I  have  known  that  strongly  objected  to  by  the 
Judges. 

Might  it  not  be  right  to  invest  the  Magistrates  with  a  Discretion  to  place 
the  Goods  in  the  Custody  of  any  Person  in  whom  he  had  Confidence,  to  be 
taken  care  of  and  identified  ?  * 

I  apprehend  he  has  that  Power  now.  With  regard  to  Prosecutions,  we  have 
a  Practice  of  late  in  our  County  which  perhaps  your  Lordships  are  not  aware 
of,  that  Men  of  very  low  Grade  as  Attornies,  if  Attornies  at  all,  get  up  a 
Number  of  Prosecutions,  and  come  down  to  the  Assizes  with  a  great  many 
such  Prosecutions. 

Are  they  not  in  some  Way  connected  with  the  Magistrates? 
Not  directly ;  whether  they  have  a  Connexion  with  the  Police  Officers  I 
cannot  tell,  but  they  get  hold  of  a  good  many  Cases. 

Have  you  not  heard  of  such  Cases  being  conducted  by  a  Man  who  was  not 
jn  Attorney  ? 

Yes;  I  knew  a  Case  of  a  respectable  Man  who  had  got  connected  with  such 

9  a  Man. 
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a  Man.     I  asked  him  how  he  could  get  into  such  Hands.     He  said,  I  did  not  j.  Smaiipeke  Esq. 

know  that  I  was  in  such  Hands ;  he  was  a  Man  about  the  Police  Office.     I      

have  paid  a  large  Sum  to  such  Men  who  have  conducted  Prosecutions.  I  have 
no  Check  upon  them ;  they  bring  the  Order  to  me  or  to  the  Banker.  I  lodge 
much  Money  at  the  Bankers  at  Kingston  to  pay  the  Orders  of  the  Clerks  of 
Assize. 

How  does  it  happen  that  the  Clerk  of  Assize  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
delivers  the  Order  to  such  a  Man,  unless  they  know  that  they  are  accredited 
by  the  Magistrates? 

If  the  Order  is  made  out  for  the  Prosecutors  they  get  hold  of  the  Order. 
I  know  Mr.  Clark  does  every  thing  he  can  to  check  that.  1  know  a  Case, 
lately,  where  a  Party  complained  he  had  not  been  paid,  and  he  had  the 
Party  summoned  before  the  Court  of  Requests.  Mr.  Clark  rendered  all  the 
Assistance  in  his  Power,  and  at  his  Request  I  sent  to  him  the  Receipt  of  the 
Man  for  the  Money ;  it  did  not  go  to  a  Hearing,  for  the  Man,  finding  it  must 
go  against  him,  paid  the  Money. 

Have  you  known  of  Cas^s  of  such  Persons  getting  the  Money  and  cheating 
the  Witnesses  ? 

I  have  suspected  Cases  of  that  kind  ;  but  in  one  large  Case  I  took  the  Pains 
myself  to  pay  every  Witness,  lest  they  should  be  cheated. 

Could  not  this  be  prevented  by  the  Magistrate  specifying  the  Individual 
most  fit  to  be  trusted  with  the  Money  ? 

It  would  be  difficult,  because  where  there  are  15  or  16  Witnesses  some 
Person  must  take  upon  him  to  disburse  it;  the  Sums  are  very  small;  One  and 
Two  Pounds ;  there  is  but  one  Order  including  the  whole  of  them. 

Is  it  not  well  known  that  Witnesses  are  frequently  cheated  ? 
I  am  afraid  it  is  ;  but  I  believe  Mr.  Clark  does  every  thing  in  his  Power  to 
prevent  it. 

Does  any  Mode  occur  to  you  by  which  Protection  could  be  given  to  Witnesses 
against  such  Frauds  ? 

Mr.  Clark,  I  know,  in  some  Cases,  will  not  make  out  an  Order  without  a 
Direction  that  the  Money  sha,ll  be  paid  only  to  the  Person  to  whom  it  is  made 
out ;  still  the  Order  is  a  sort  of  Bank  Note  in  the  Hands  of  the  Person. 

Is  the  Order  payable  to  Bearer  ?  * 

It  is  made  so  m  Practice,  for  they  get  the  Order  perhaps  late  at  Night,  and 
want  to  go  away,  and  leave  it  to  another,  and  the  Bank  is  shut  up.  I  sometimes  ^ 
pay  Money  when  thc^Bank  is  shut  up,  to  prevent  their  being  inconvenienced, 
but  I  have  not  it  always  in  my  Pocket.  I  was  asked  on  the  former  Occasion  as 
to  my  objecting  to  Magistrates  Orders.  In  regard  to  Magistrates  Certificates, 
I  have  known  some  paid  which  have  been  decidedly  objectionable,  but  I  did 
not  discover  that  'till  they  were  paid  ^  particularly  for  the  Attendance  before 
Magistrates.  When  I  came  to  see  the  Bill  for  that  Amount,  I  found  it  was 
for  going  so  and  so  to  see  for  Evidence.  The  Act  of  Parliament  authorizes 
only  the  paying  to  Witnesses  for  their  Attendance  before  the  Magistrate.  I 
mentioned  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  was  paid  a  Fee  on  Transportations, 
but  I  do  not  think  the  Clerk  of  the  Peac^  for  our  County  is  paid  any  such 
Fee ;  he  considers  himself  entitled  to  it.  It  is  not  paid  by  me  under  that 
Head,  but  it  may  be  included  in  his  Bill  on  the  County.  The  Clerk  of  Assize, 
receives  it,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  South wark  also.  With  regard  to- 
the  Magistrates  Certificate,  there  is  no  Controul,  I  apprehend,  over  that,  as 
to  the  Parties  attending  before  them.  I  was  asked  a  Question  about  Soldiers 
Baggage.  The  Allowance  direct  from  the  Treasurer  to  the  Parishes  has  ceased  ' 

for  about  a  Year,  in  consequence  of  its  having  been  discovered  that  a  Clause 
that  used  to  be  in  the  Mutiny  Act  has  been  omitted.  This  is  the  present 
Order  with  regard  to  the  Payment  of  Baggage.

*  Whereas  by  Two  several  Acts  passed  in  the  Third  Year  of  His  present  Majesty's  Reign, 
the  one  intituled  **  An  Act  for  punishing  Mudny  and  Desertion*  and  for  the  better  Payment 
of  the  Army  and  their  Quarters," —  and  the  other  intituled  <<  An  Act  for  the  Regulation  of 
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J.Smullpeice  Esq.    His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  while  on  Shore/'  it  is  enacted^  that  fur  the  regular  Pro* 

vision  of  Carriages  for  His  Majesty's  Forces  and  their  Baggage  on  the  Marches^  all  Justices 

of  the  Peace,  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  being  duly  required,  shall  issue  Warrants 
to  the  Constables  having  Authority  to  act  in  any  Place  from,  through,  near,  or  to  which  the 
Troop  shall  be  ordered  to  march,  requiring  them  to  provide  Carriages,  Horses,  and  Oxen, 
and  Drivers.     And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  the  Rates  to  be  paid  for  such  Carriages  shall 
be  for  every  Mile  which  a  Waggon  with  Four  or  more  Horses,  or  a  Wain  with  Six  Oxen 
or  Four  Oxen  and  Two  Horses,  shall  travel.  One  Shilling ;  and  for  every  Mile  any  Waggon 
with  narrow  Wheels,  or  any  Cart  with  Foyr  Horses,  carrying  not  less  than  Fifteen  Hundred 
Weight,  shall  travel.  Nine-pence ;  and  for  every  Mile  every  other  Cart  or  Carriage  with 
less  tnan  Four  Horses,  and  not  carrying  Fifteen  Hundred  Weight,  shall  travel,  Sixpence. 
And  such  further  Rates  may  be  added  not  exceeding  a  total  Addition  per  Mile  of  Four- 
pence,  Three-pence,  or  Two-pence,  to  the  respective  Rates  of  One  Shilling,  Nine-pence,  or 
Sixpence,  as  may  seem  reasonable  to  the  Justices  assembled  at  the  General  Sessions  for 
their  respective  Districts.     And  the  Order  of  such  Justices  at  Session  shall  specify   the 
Average  Price  of  Hay  and  Oats  at  the  nearest  Market  Town,  and  the  Period  for  which 
the  Order  shall  be  enforced,  not  exceeding  Ten  Days  beyond  the  next  Session,  and  when 
the  Day's  March  shall  exceed  Fifteen  Miles  tlie  Justice  granting  his  Warrant  may  fix  a 
further  reasonable  Compensation  not  exceeding  the  usual  Rate  of  Hire  fixed  by  this  Act. 
^d  when  additional  Rates  of  Compensation  shall  be  granted,  the  Justice  shall  insert  in  his 
own  Hand  in  the  Warrant  the  Amount  thereof,  and  the  Date  of  the  Order  of  Session,  if 
fixed  by  Session;  and  the  Warrant  shall  be  given  to  the  Officer  commanding,  as  his  Voucher, 
provided  that  the  Officer  demanding  such  Carriages  shall  pay  down  intd  the  Hands  of  the 
Constables  the  proper  Sums,  who  snail  give  Receipts  for  the  same  on  unstamped  Paper. 
And  it  is  by  the  said  first-mentioned  Act  of  Parliament  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  assembled  at  tlieir  Quarter  Session   to  direct   the 
Treasurer  to  pay  out  of  the  Public  Stock  of  the  County  such  reasonable  Sums  as  shall  have 
been  expended  by  the  Constables  for  Carriages  and  Vessels,  over  and  above  what  was  or 
ought  to  have  been  paid  by  the  Officer  requiring  the  same,  regard  being  had  to  the  Season 
of  the  Year  and  the  Condition  of  the  Ways  by  which  such  Carriages  and  Vessels  are 
to  pass. 

And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court  that  at  this  Time  the  Average  Price  of  Hay  is  jf  4 
a  Load,  and  of  Oats  255.  a  Quarter,  in  the  Borough  of  Southwark,  being  the  nearest  Market 
Town,  and  that  it  is  reasonable  that  the  several  Persons  providing  such  Carriages  should  be 
paid  by  the  Officers  demanding  such  Carriages  the  several  additional  Rates  mentioned  in 
the  said  Acts  of  JParliament :  Now  it  is  ordered  by  this  Court,  That  whenever  any  Com- 
manding Officer  shall  demand  firom  any  Constable  any  Carriages  for  the  Purposes  mentioned 
in  the  said  Two  Acts,  he  shall  pay  down  in  hand  to  such  Constable,  for  the  Use  of  the  Owners 
of  such  Carriages,  the  Sum  of  Four-pence  in  addition  to  the  customary  Rate  of  One  Shilling 
for  every  Mile  which  any  Waggon  with  Four  or  more  Horses,  or  any  Wain  with  Six  Oxen 
or  Four  Oxen  and  Two  Horses,  shall  travel ;  and  the  Sum  of  Three-pence  in  addition  to  the 
customary  Rate  of  Nine-pence  for  every  Mile  any  Waggon  with  narrow  Wheels,  or  any 
Cart  with  Four  Horses,  carrying  not  less  than  Fifleen  Hundred  Weight,  shall  travel ;  and 
the  Sum  of  Two-pence  in  addition  to  the  customary  Rate  of  Sixpence  for  every  Mile  every 
other  Cart  or  Carriage- with  less  than  Four  Horses,  and  not  carrying  Fifteen  Hundred 
Weight,  shall  travel. 

Lastly,  It  is  ordered,  That  this  Order  be  in  force  until  the  next  General  Quarter  Session 
of  the  Peace  to  •beholden  in  and  for  this  County,  and  for  Ten  Days  longer.

I  was  asked  a  Question  respecting  the  Receiver  General.  He  is  not  to  be  said 
to  be  a  local  OflScer.  And  the  Tre*urer  of  the  County  is  required  to  have  a 
permanent  Office,  open  at  all  Times,  for  the  Payment  of  Orders.  I  have  Two 
permanent  Offices;  my  own  Office  at  Guildford,  and  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Peace  at  Lambeth.  I  receive  County  Rates  at  different  Parts  of  the 
County,  and  I  pay  Accounts  at  the  Sessions  and  Assizes,  which  the  Recdver 
General  could  not  do  unless  he  attended.  The  Treasurer  of  the  County  would 
be  more  competent  to  doing  the  Receiver's  Business  than  the  Receiver  that  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  County.  I  was  asked  as  to  the  Amount  of  my  Security. 
I  said  from  Ten  to  Fifteen  thousand  Pounds.  I  find,  from  Inquiry  at  the  Clerk 
of  the  Peace  Office,  that  1  give  Security,  with  Two  Sureties,  severally  in 
j€*10,000,  which  would  in  fact  be  for  j^30,000,  the  Parties  being  all  solvent. 

What  is  the  largest  Sum  you  ever  had  in  your  Hands  as  Treasurer  ? 

I  have  had  a  larger  Sum  when  the  Houses  of  Correction  were  building,  but  I 
never  have  now  more  than  jf  10,000  at  any  one  Time  ;  I  should  think  not  that* 
I  was  asked  about  the  Increase  of  the  County  Rate.   There  are  several  Items' 
that  have  been  of  late  Years  thrown  upon  the  County  Rate  which  were  not 

12  formerly 
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formerly^  and  I  believe  I  made  a  Mistake  about  Parliamentary  Returns — that  j.  Smaiipeice  Esq. 

other  Returns  might  have  come  under  that  Head ;  Returns  of  Populatioi^  Poor,  ~— _^ 
and   Highways  were  made  under  Acts  of  Parliament ;    they  have  therefore 
gone  under  their  proper  Heads. 

Do  the  Acts  require  them  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Rates  ? 
Yes.     There  is  Compensation  for  Prisoners  Fees  which  were  abolished  some 
Years  ago ;  Fees  on  Discharge. 

Is  there  any  thing  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  that  authori^s  the  Payment  of 
these  Fees  from  the  County  Rate  ? 

Yes,  there  is ;  and  there  is  a  new  Allowance,  which  I  mention  particularly, 
because  it  is  liable  to  great  Abuse ;  at  present  it  is  only  to  a  small  Amount. 
Prisoners  discharged  from  a  Prison  go  to  the  Overseers  and  claim  an  Allow- 
ance,  and  get  it,  and  I  repay  the  Overseer,  upon  his  Receipt^  bringing  me  also 
the  Receipt  of  the  Prisoner.  Most  of  those  Prisoners  give  their  Receipt  by 
a  Mark,  and  it  is  very  often  open  to  Forgery;  and  then  the  Overseer  brings  me 
his  Receipt,  which  I  am  to  repay  without  the  Intervention  of  a  Magistrate. 
That  is  for  the  Expences  of  their  Return  Home  from  Prison. 

What  Means  have  you   of  ascertaining  whether  they  are  on   their  Way 
Home  ? 
I  have  none.     They  bring  the  Discharge,  I  apprehend,  to  the  Overseer. 

Suppose  a  Man  was  to  say  that  his  Home  was  in  Cornwall,  and  that  he  had 
been  discharged  from  a  Gaol  in  Norfolk  ? 

I  will  take  the  Case  of  a  Man  discharged  from  the  Gaol  at  Ipswich,  going 
to  Sussex*  He  goes  through  Surrey ;  he  has  a  travelling  Allowance ;  in  any 
Parish  he  goes  through  he  demands  it  of  the  Overseer  and  obtains  it,  and  gives 
a  Receipt  to  the  Overseer;  he  is  discharged,  having  suffered  his  Punishment. 

The  Document  that  the  Overseer  produces  to  you  is  not  witnessed  ? 
If  it  is  witnessed  it  is  witnessed  by  John  Thompson  or  some  Man  of  whom 
I  know  nothing. 

You  do  not  know  that  the  Overseer  has  paid  the  Money  charged  to  the  In* 
dividual? 

No,  I  do  not.  I  have  been  struck  with  that  as  being  a  Thing  capable  of 
Abuse. 

The  Overseer  cannot  know  whether  the  Bearer  of  the  Order  is  the  Person 
who  received  the  Certificate  from  the  Gaoler  ? 
No. 

Did  it  never  occur  to  you  to  endeavour  to  check  the  possibility  of  such  a 
Fraud  ? 

It  has  not,  for  I  have  never  turned  my  Attention  to  it*  I  mention  it  as  a 
Thing  which  I  think,  on  Consideration,  is  capable  of  Abuse. 

Might  not  the  Magistrates  in  the  Place  where  the  Prisoner  is  discharged 
from  Gaol  be  reauired  to  inquire  as  to  the  Place  of  his  Home,  and  to  mark 
that  on  the  Certificate  ?  .  • 

I  apprehend  that  is  done.  When  he  is  discharged  he  travels  with  a  Pass 
from  the  Gaoler,  having  served  his  Six  or  Twelve  Months  Imprisonment 

Is  it  signed  by  the  Gaoler  or  the  visiting  Magistrates  ? 

I  am  not  prepared  to  say  ;  they  do  not  come  to  me.  There  is  another  Head 
of  Increase  of  Expence,  the  criminal  Lunatics,  which  is  something  consider- 
able ;  the  Reform  Act  also  has  brought  a  considerable  Increase  of  Expence ; 
another  under  the  Head  of  Tumult  and  Riot.  In  my  Account  of  1832  there 
was  a  considerable  Sum  for  swearing  in  Special  Constables,  in  consequence  of 
our  closeness  to  the  Metropolis.  The  Weights  and  Measures  has  also  occa- 
sioned a  considerable  Increase.    We  pay  the  Inspectors  Salaries  annually. 

is  that  a  new  Expence  ? 

It  is.  I  beg  to  state  that  there  were  some  Returns  laid  before  the  House  of 
Commons  from  1811  to  1823,  which  probably  the  Committee  will  find  very 
Useful.    This  is  a  Copy  of  my  Return*

Are  not  the  Penalties  on  false  Weights  so  small  that  a  Man  could  make  up 
his  Loss  for  Frauds  in  a  Week  ? 

I  think  the  Disgrace  is  greater  Punishment  than  the  Penalty^  that  a  Man 
being  taken  before  a  Magistrate,  he  would  lose  his  Custom  in  consequence  of 
the  Disgrace.  I  speak  of  Villages  in  which  I  have  seen  it  applied ;  the  Parties 
would  be  held  up  to  Shame,  and  their  Shops  would  suffer  in  consequence. 

It  appears  that  there  is  an  Increase  in  the  Charge  under  the  Head  of  Weights 
and  Measures ;  what  is  the  Reason  of  that  ? 

I  apprehend  that  the  first  Year  takes  in  a  certain  Provision  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  and  that  the  second  Year  takes  in  the  Salaries  of  Officers,  with  a 
further  Supply  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  sometimes  a  Man  does  not  take 
his  Salary  within  the  Year,  then  it  increases  the  Charge  of  the  next  Year. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

Sir  WILLIAM  COSWAY  is  called  in,  and  examined  as  follows : 

You  are  a  Magistrate  for  the  County  of  Kent  ? 
I  am. 

How  long  have  you  been  in  that  Situation  ? 
For  several  Years  past 

Has  your  Attention  been  drawn  to  the  County  Rates  of  Kent  ? 
I  have  been  Chairman  of  a  Committee  of  Magistrates  which  has  been 
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established^ince  1831,  for  the  Purpose*  of  examining  into  the  County  Expendi-     Sir  fv.  Coswag, 
tore  generally  ;  of  course  including  the  County  Rates.  

The  Committee  will  be  happy  to  hear  any  Matters  which  have  occurred  to 
you  in  the  Course  of  your  Investigation  on  this  Subject  ? 

The  first  Article  that  we  examined  into  was  the  Vagrant  Expences.  The 
Allowance  in  our  County  was  so  great,  that  in  sending  a  Man,  his  Wife  and  Four 
Children,  from  Dover  to  Canterbury,  16  Miles,  the  Allowance,  as  established  by 
the  Magisti^es  in  1816,  was  10^.  more  than  a  Post  Chaise  and  Four  would  have 
been  at  the  Price  they  were  then  posting  upon  that  Road ;  and  in  consequence 
we  have  established  a  Scale  by  wnich  the  Removal  of  the  same  Family  would 
now  cost  us  £1  3s.    This  is  the  Bill.

The  Expence  in  the  Year  before  we  altered  the  Regulation  for  the  County 
was  1,170/.  for  the  Conveyance  of  Vagrants.  In  examining  who  were  the  Parties 
to  whom  it  was  paid  1  found  that  One  Constable  at  Sittingbourn  received,  oi\t  of 
the  1,170/.,  730/. ;  that  he  transferred  the  Prisoners  %o  another  Man  at  Dartford^ 
who  received  ^551. ;  so  that  Two  Constables  received,  out  of  the  1,170/.,  betweeti 
900i  and  1,000/.  j  and  as  our  altered  Scale  came  into  play  the  next  Year  the 
County  Rate  was  brought  down  for  Vagrants  to  a  little  more  than  400/. 

Are  your  Observations  confined  to  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  County  ? 

To  the  whole  County  ;  we  have  no  separate  Expence  for  the  Two  Divisions ; 
we  have  a  General  Sessions  which  regulates  the  whole  for  the  County.  We 
have  also  found  that  the  Allowances  to  Witnesses  have  been  so  great  that  a 
great  Number  of  Witnesses  have  been  named  upon  the  Back  of  Indictments, 
perfectly  unnecessary  to  convict.  Our  Scale  of  Allowance  hitherto  has  been 
4^.  a  Day  and  4^.  a  Night  for  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses,  and  Sd.  a  Mile  each 
Way  for  travelling  Expences.  In  regulating  the  Allowances  to  Witnesses  I 
thought  it  was  desirable  that  Parties  whose  Wages  would  cease  when  they 
came  to  be  Witnesses  should  have  a  different  Allowance  from  those  who  con-  • 
dnued  to  receive  any — Shop<keepers  and  various  other  Persons  of  that 
Description.  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  was  out-voted  upon  the  Occasion.  And  having 
within  the  last  Year  and  a  Half  seen  that  a  great  Number  of  Police  came  to 
Maidstone  as  Witnesses — ^in  one  paiflcmar  Instance  where  a  Sheep  was  stolen 
that  Four  came  down  to  identify  it,  because  the  Mutton  had  been  passed  from 
the  one  to  the  other — I  was  indaced  to  go  this  Morning  to  the  Police  Office, 
to  inquire  whether  the  Police  Officers  who  attended  as  Witnesses  at  Maidstone 
continued  to  receive  their  Pay  from  the  Establishment.  The  Commissioner  told 
me  that  a  Correspondence  upon  this  Subject  had  within  these  few  Days  been 
sent  to  him,  which  I  read  :  it  was,  that  at  a  Court  Martial  at  Chatham  either 
Two  or  Three  Police  having  attended  as  Witnesses,  when  the  Brigade  Major 
sent  up  to  the  Secretary  at  War  the  Amount  of  the  Expences,  he  had  allowed 
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Sir  w.  Coiway.     those  Police  Officers,  Ss.  a  Day,  (being  the  actual  Allowance  nj^de  by  the 

County  of  Kent  to  all  Witnesses,)  the  Secretary  at  War  sent  to  the  Inspector  of 

Police  to  know  what  his  Opinion  was  as  to  the  Propriety  of  such  an  Allowance* 
His  Answer  was,  that  he  had  cut  it  down  to  5s.y  which  he  thought  ample.  I 
should  have  stated  that  the  Salaries  of  the  Police  Officers  do  go  on  when 
they  are  attending  the  Assizes. 

The  8s.  is  allowed  for  their  Expences  ? 

There  is  4^.  a  Day  and  45.  a  Night  allowed  for  Witnesses  by  the  Scale  established 
in  181 6.  When  the  Amount  of  the  County  Rate  in  Kent  had  produced  a  good 
deal  of  Excitement  in  the  County,  a  Committee  of  Magistrates  was  appointed 
to  revise  the  Scale  of  Allowances,  and,  as  Chairman  of  that  Committee,  I  pro- 
posed altering  the  Scale  according  to  the  Alteration  in  the  Price  of  the  Necessa- 
ries of  Life,  and,  taking  that  from  the  Canterbury  Market,  I  took  the  last  Five 
Years,  from  1810  to  1815,  and  the  Five  Years  from  1825  to  1830,  of  the  Four 
principal  Articles  of  the  Produce  of  the  Land,  which  were  Corn,.  Wool,  Meat,  and 
Timber ;  the  Fall  in  Price  was  37i  per  Cent,  j  I  therefore  proposed  to  the  Com- 
mittee, as  something  like  a  Standard  to  form  their  Judgment  by,  that  we  should 
reduce  our  Allowances  in  the  Proportion  of  about  One  Third.  I  attempted  that 
unfortunately  in  the  first  instance  with  the  Law  Charges,  and  there  I  was 
out- voted.  The  great  Bulk  of  the  Witnesses  being  of  the  poorer  Classes,  that 
was  acceded  to,  and  we  have  reduced  the  Allowance  to  o$.  for  the  Day  and 
Night ;  but  one  of  the  principal  Objects  that  all  the  Magistrates  had  was  to  fix 
determinately  whatever  Allowances  were  made,  and  not  to  allow  any  thing  like 
a  Margin,  for  we  have  found  almost  invariably  that  where  a  Discretion  was 
left  the  highest  Allowance  was  almost  always  given.  Having  drawn  up  this 
Scale  of  Alterations,  it  was  submitted  to  the  Judges.  The  first  Judges  to  whom 
it  was  submitted  werq  Lord  Tenterden  and  Mr.  Justice  Bayley ;  they  agreed  to 
them,  with  Four  Exceptions  ;  and  as  the  Magistrates  were  desirous  of  meeting 
*  their  Views,  we  agreed  to  Two  of  their  Propositions,  but  not  to  the  other  Two ; 

and  the  Two  Chairmen  of  the  Quarter  Sessions  and  myself  were  then  requested 
to  se^  Mr.  Justice  Bayley,  (Lord  Tenterden  having  died  in  the  meantime,) 
and,  after  having  explained  our  Reasons,  he  agreed  to  our  View.  It  was  then 
submitted  to  the  next  Two  Judges  who  came  the  Circuit,  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Tindal  and  Lord  Lyndhurst.  They  made  an  Objection  to  Two  other  of  our 
Points,  which  was,  first,  to  leave  a  Margin  as  to  Allowances  for  travelling 
to  Physicians,  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries,  so  as  to  cover  their  necessary 
IBienences ;  we  having  before  recommended  that  they  should  have  One  Guinea 
a  Day  for  their  Loss  of  I'ime  and  3d.  per  Mile,  each  Way;  and,  second, 
that  Allowances  may  be  increased,  if  the  Court  before  whom  the  Trial  is 
held  shall  think  it  right  so  to  do,  upon  Application  b)^  the  QflBcer  of  the 
Court.  The  whole  now  is  standing  fast  until  the  Judges  come  on  Monday  next, 
when  it  will  be  ascertained  whether  we  can  get  the  Allowance.  But  this  has 
been  going  forward  a  Year  and  a  Half;  for  though  the  Recommendation  of  the 
Magistrates  is  submitted  to  the  Judge  of  this  Assize,  no  Answer  is  given  'till 
he  comes  back  next  Assize,  so  that  there  is  pretty  nearly  Six  Months  before 
the  Answer  con>es,  if  the  same  Judges  come  ;  and  if  there  is  any  Difference 
of^l^inion  again,  the  same  must  be  gone  through  afresh.  In  the  Evidence 
given  before  the  Committee  in  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  Year  1825,  by 
Mr.  Justice  Bayley  and  Mr.  Baron  Hullock,  Mr.  Justice  Bayley  says,  that  as 
far  as  the  Quantum  of*  Allowance  goes  the  Judges  are  scarcely  competent  to 
form  an  Opinion ;  and  Mr.  Baron  Hullock  says,  that  the  Magistrates  should 
regulate  the  Allowances  according  to  Prices ;  and  my  Proceedings  have  been 
entirely  regulated  with  a  view  to  the  Evidence  of  those  Two  learned  Judges,  that 
is,  according  to  the  Prices.  I  may  state  that  the  County  of  Surrey  is  under  nearly 
the  same  Circumstances ;  the  MagistAe^there  in  1827,  according  to  the  Act 
passed,  (I  believe  Sir  Robert  PeePs,)  did  submit  also  a  Scale  to  the  Judges,  and 
the  Judges  differed  in  Opinion  with  them,  and  the  Question  has  never  been  settled 
to  this  Moment  Whatever  the  Jiidges  order,  the  Scale  of  Allowance  is  made 
out  by  the  Clerk  of  Assize.  It  is  not  possible  for  any  Judge  to  enter  into  these 
Minutiae  while  he  is  on  the  Judgment  Seat,  any  more  than  it  is  for  the  Chairman 
of  the  Quarter  Sessions  ;  and  these  Things  i«  the  former  instance  may  be  regu- 
lated by  Persons  Strangers  to  the  County,  and  having  no  particular  Interest  in  it. 
One  particular  Case,  which  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Maidstone  related  to  me, 
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shews  the  Manner  in  which  those  Allowances  are  .sometimes  most  improperly     sir  iv.  Coswoji. 

increased.  A  Horse  Stealer  was  tried  at  Maidstone ;  the  Bill  was  put  before  the      ^ 

Judge  to  sign ;  he  signed  it ;  when  it  was  presented  to  the  late  Mr.  Scudamore, 
the  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  the  Charge  for  following  this  Man  through 
several  Counties  was  between  One  and  Two  hundred  Pounds*  Mr.  Scudamore 
said  he  should  not  pay  it ;  the  Functionary  said  he  must,  for  that  was  the 
Judge's  Order;  he  was  obliged  fo  go  to  the  Judge,  and  the  Judge  set  it  to 
rights.  I  mention  these  Circumstances  to  draw  the  Attention  of  your  Lord- 
ships to  the  Subject ;  for  if  the  County  Rates  are  to  be  diminished  it  i^.most 
desirable  there  should  be  a  fixed  Scale  which  should  always  be  adhered  to. 
Although  no  Person  can  have  a  higher  Respect  for  the  Bench  than  I  have  in 
Points  of  Law,  as  far  as  the  Regulation  of  Expences  for  travelling  in  this 
Country,  or  what  the  lower  Classes  can  live  for  in  the  County  Town,  is  best 
known  to  Gentlemen  who  have  full  Opportunity  of  paying  the  Attention  to  it 
that  they  have  done ;  therefore  I  think  that  should  rest  with  Magistrates,  to  be 
determined  in  Two  successive  General  Sessions^  and  when  they  draw  up  a  Scale 
that  should  be  the  Scale  established  throughout  the  County  for  Allowances. 

You  stated  that  certain  Articles  had  fallen  SJ  per  Cent. ;  have  the  Expences 
of  Witnesses  at  an  Jnn  fallen  in  the  same  Proportion  ? 

When  first  we  met  in  this  Committee  at  Maidstone  1  took  two  of  the  Magistrates 
to  the  Inns,  and  I  found  that  the  Allowance  leaves  exactly  18d.  in  a  Man's 
Pocket  after  paying  his  Expences,  if  he  has  5$.  a  Day.  The  Bed  costs  him 
Is.  3d.,  and  there  is  3d.  for  the  Chambermaid.  As  good  a  Dinner  as  a  Man 
can  well  eat  is  to  be  had  there  for  lOrf.,  for  at  Maidstone  they  have  Eating 
Houses  as  they  have  in  London.  While  those  Two  Magistrates  were  there  I 
said,  Give  me  a  Plate  of  Meat.  One  of  them,  an  Ofiicer  in  the  Militia,  agr^efl 
with  me  k  was  as  much  as  a  Man  ought  to  have.  He  can  have  Haifa  Pint  of 
Coffee  and  Milk,  with  Three  good  Slices  of  Bread  and  Butter,  for  Breakfast,  for 
6d.;  he  may  have  the  same  in  the  Evening  j  I  will  give  him  the  8rf.  for  a 
Couple  of  Rnts  of  Porter ;  and  I  think  that  is  good  living  enough,  and  the  Man 
has  then  1^.  8d  in  his  Pocket.  Your  Lordships  must  perceive  that  in  coming 
to  the  Assizes  the  Witnesses  are  frequently 'detained  Three,  Four,  and  Five 
Days.  The  Scenes  of  Drunkenness  and  Demoralization  which  take  place  in  our 
County  Towns  I  believe  are  attended  with  the  very  worst  Effects  on  our 
Agricultural  Population.  A  large  Proportion  of  our  Witnesses  are  Labourers^ 
particularly  at  Sessions,  and  if  they  receive  8^.  a  Day,  which  is  pretty  nearly  a 
We^'s  Wages,  they  go  back  often  ruined  in  Health  and  in  Morals,  and  they 
are  dissatisfied  for  Half  a  Year  afterwards  with  the  Money  received  for  a  hard 
Week's  Labour.     It  is  not  only  the  Loss,  therefore,  of  the  Money  ;  for  it  had  • 

better  been  thrown  into  the  Sea. 

In  your  Judgment,  5s.  a  Day  would  give  a  Man  something  beyond  his 
Expences  ? 
Yes ;  Is.  6d. 

How  are  they  to  pay  their  Expence  to  and  from  the  County  ? 
They  are  allowed  Three-pence  a  Mile  to  and  from.    We  make  no  Difference 
between  our  Sessions  and  Assizes,  which  is  perhaps  a  great  Oversight. 

Have  you  not  Reason  to  believe  that  the  Expence  of  Beds  is  mudi  increased 
in  the  Time  of  Assizes  ? 

Yes ;  and  I  took  Two  Gentlemen  round  one  Day  in  the  Assizes. 

You  think  that  the  Expence  for  Beds  would  be  less  at  the  Sessions  ? 

Certainly.  In  the  Year  1812  the  Maintenance  of  Prisoners  in  Kent  cost 
1,770/. ;  the  Conveyance  of  Prisoners,  448/.    In  the  Year  1823  the  Maintenance  v 

was  1,516/.,  and  the  Conveyance  1,600/.,  so  that  in  the  former  Case  the  Convey- 
ance was  One  Fourth  of  the  Maintenance,  and  in  1823  it  is  above  the  Mainte-  , 
nance ;  so  that  there  is  a  Difference  of  more  than  Three  hundred  per  Cent, 
jn  the  Conveyance  alone.     One  Third  of  all  the  Prisoners  who  are  brought  to 
Maidstone  Gaol   come  from  the  Greenwich,  Woolwich,  and  Deptford  Dis-  ^ 
tricts;    the  Distance  is  about  SO  Miles;   that,  by  the  Allowance  made   by 
the  County,  comes  to  7^.  6rf.  ;  the  Rule  of  the  Road  is,  that  tbey  charge 
5s.  for  every  Person  going  outside  the  Coach  down  to  the  Assizes,  whether  . 
Witness  or  Constable^  and  Sixpence,  if  they  give  that,  to  the  Coachman  j  so 
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Sir  fT.  CtMtroy.     that  the  Constable,  and  every  Witness,  and  every  Prisoner,  is  2«.  in  Pocket ; 

therefore,  the  more  Witnesses  the  Constable  can  bring  the  more  Qs.  he  puts 

into  his  Pocket  each  Way,  if  he  receives  the  Allowance  for  them. 

That  is  assuming  that  he  is  paid  for  the  whole  ? 

Yes,  he  is  generally  paid  ;  and  that  is,  I, think,  a  bad  Custom.  The  Practice 
was,  for  the  Order  to  be  made  out,  and  giveif  to  tlie  Solicitor  or  the  Constable. 

You  mean  to  say  the  Constable  receives  for  the  bringing  a  Witness,  from 
Woolwich,  for  instance,  more  than  he  actually  pays  ? 

Yes  ;  the  Allowance  is  2^.  more  at  least  than  is  actually  paid. 

Have  the  Witnesses  any  Power  of  claiming  the  Payment  ? 

I  suppose  they  have,  but  it  is  not  practically  done,  for  sometimes  the  Con- 
stable  advances  the  Money.  If  the  Treasurer  for  the  County  had  to  pay  every 
Individual  his  Time  would  be  so  fully  occupied  that  he  could  not  get  through 
it ;  it  is  paid  either  to  the  Constable  or  to  the  Attorney. 

Are  you  certain  the  Witnesses  do  not  receive  the  7^-  6</*  ? 

I  think  I  may  say  so,  frequently  as  to  the  Carriage  ;  there  may  be  Exceptions, 
if  the  Person  is  a  sharp  shrewd  Fellow ;  but  if  the  Constable  receives  it  he  pays 
the  Expences  out  of  it.  I  dare  say  the  Police  Constables  take  care  to  have  their 
full  Allowance.  Practically,  the  Money  is  paid  either  to  the  Solicitor  who 
distributes  it,  or  to  the  Constable. 

Have  you  a  general  Scale  of  Allowance  which  the  Judges  have  approved  of? 

The  Judges  have  not  yet  approved  the  altered  Scale  of  Allowance,  and  they 
wished  to  deviate  from  it  in  several  Instances.  There  is  the  Scale  of  1816,  by 
which  all  the  Allowances  are  regulated. 

At  the  Sessions^  you  are  at  liberty  to  adhere  to  your  own  Scale  ? 

That  is  doubtful,  for  the  Regulations  of  Allowances  for  the  Sessions  are 
approved  of  by  the  Judges  of  Assize  j  for  though  the  Magistrates  might  make 
'  what  Alterations  they  please,  I  believe,  for  the  Sessions,  the  Judges  are 
supreme  at  the  Assizes.  But  having  established  this  Scale,  the  Clerk  of  Assize 
has  made  out  the  Allowance  in  accordance  to  this  Book,  and  we  follow  that 
alsfo  at  the  Sessions.  Whenever  the  Judges  approve  of  our  proposed  Reductions 
•^  we  shall  then  be  at  liberty  to  follow  the  reduced  Scale;  but  I  fear  we  are 
bound  by  this  Book  'till  we  get  the  Judges  to  concur  in  the  new  Scale. 
Perhaps  your  Lordships  will  allow  me  to  make  one  Observation..  Among  the 
great  Abuses  in  County  Expenditure  is  the  Allowance  for  Recognizanc^ ;  it 
^  was  brought  to  my  Notice  by  a  Professional  Gentleman.     By  the  Regulations 

of  our  County  the  Clerk  of  the  Magistrates  is  allowed  to  charge  for  each 
Recognizance  Half  a  Crown,  if  for  the  Attendance  of  One  Person,  and  for 
every  other  Person  bound  to  appear,  under  iFive,  Sixpence ;  so  that  in  point 
of  fact  if  Five  Persons  are  bound  on  the  same  Day  the  Charge  would  be 
4f$.  6d.  1  hold  in  my  Hand  a  Calendar  of  a  Gaol  Delivery ;  and  as  most 
Reformers  have  a  good  deal  of  Difficulty  in  carrying  their  Reform  into  execu- 
tion, when  the  Calendar  came  before  me  I  saw  one  particular  Case  where  there 
were  a  great  Number  of  Witnesses — I  was  then  on  the  Grand  Jury— I  sent 
down  to  ask  to  see  the  Recognizances,  and  had  some  Difficulty  in  seeing  them  ; 
I  was  rather  taken  to  task  by  the  Chairman  of  one  of  our  Quarter  Sessions  the 
next  Time  for  having  sent  for  them  ;  but  having  got  a  Sight  I  made  this  Note : 
*^  The  Prosecutor  was  called — Catherine  Claris  ;  there  was  One  Recognizance 
for  her ;  there  was  another  Recognizance  for  Catherine  Claris  as  a  Witness ; 
and  there  were  Eight  other  Witnesses  for  whom  there  were  Three  Recog- 


nizances." 


Dp  you  mean  to  say  there  were  Two  Recognizances  for  the  same  Indi- 
vidual ? 
Yes. 

Was  the  same  Person  put  under  Recognizance  in  40/.  in  each  Recog- 
nizance ? 

No ;  40/.  in  the  first,  and  20/.  in  the  other.  There  was  another  Case  of  Arson, 
where  there  were  Twelve  or  Thirteen  Witnesses,  and  a  separate  Recognizance 
for  every  one. 

Were 
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Were  those  Witnesses  bound  over  on  the  same  Day  ?  sk  w.  Comay. 

Yes,  I  am  pretty  sure  they  were  all  bound  over  on  the  same  Day.    This      

appeared  to  me  such  an  Abuse  that,  the  next  Man  I  had  to  commit,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Magistrates  in  the  Division  in  which  I  act  put  his  Bill  before  me,  which 
came  to  \l.  Os.  Qd. ;  there  wei-e  only  Two  Witnesses,  and  I  reduced  it  accords 
ing  to  our  Scale  to  15s.  6d.  I  then  thought  it  my  Duty  lo  write  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  East  Kent  Quarter  Sessions,  (for  it  is  the  Custom  in  East 
Kent  for  the  Chairman  to  sign  all  the  Allowances — ^it  is  not  so  in  West  Kent,) 
stating  the  Circumstance.  But  your  Lordships  Will  perceive  it  becomes  an 
exceedingly  invidious  Affair  for  one  Magistrate  to  be  acting  upon  this  Prin- 
ciple  if  the  others  do  not  generally  do  the  same  ;  I  do  not  think  any  Papers 
have  ever  been  put  before  me  for  Commitments  to  be  signed  since.  The  whole 
5s.  here  arises  from  the  Recognizance.  The  following  is  the  Clerk's  Charge : 
Information  and  Complaint,  25.,  allowed ;  Warrant  against  Two  Prisoners, 
Is.  6d.y  allowed  ;  the  Oath  of  Evidence  of  the  Prosecutor,  1^.  6d.,  allowed 

H^  Is.  6d.  been  allowed  by  the  Magistrates  for  the  Oath  of  Evidence  ? 
For  the  Examination  and  Oath  of  every  Witness  on  the  Information  under 
a  Penal  Statute. 

Does  that  include  taking  down  the  Deposition  ? 

No.  The  Recognizance,  and  Notice  to  the  Prosecutor,  (this  is  a  little  printed 
Paper  given  to  the  Person  in  the  OflSce,  although  he  is  in  the  OflSce,)  S^., 
allowed ;  the  next  Thing  was  the  Oath  of  Evidence  and  Recognizance,  Chester, 
a  Witness,  4fS.  6d. ;  ditto,  Kettle,  a  Witness,  4^.  6d. ;  instead  of  that  9^.  I 
allowed  7^* ;  the  Examination  of  the  Prisoner,  2s.y  which  I  allowed  j  the 
Commitment,  1^.  6rf.,  which  I  allowed.     The  Result  was,  that  I  deducted  2s. 

The  Ground  of  your  Abatement  was  the  Recognizance  ? 

It  was  ;  and  it  was  explained  by  me  to  the  Magistrates,  to  draw  their  Atten- 
tion to  it.  There  is  a  Deduction  of  10  per  Cent  on  one  single  Account,  and 
on  one  Item. 

You  were  yourself  the  committing  Magistrate? 
Yes. 

Have  you  known  any  Case  in  which  such  Charges  have  been  brought  before 
other  Magistrates  ? 

I  have  before  mentioned  Two  Cases  of  Burglary  and  Arson ;  in  the  latter 
there  was  a  separate  Recognizance  for  every  Witness ;  and  what  I  have  read 
of  the  Calendar  shews  there  were  Two  separate  Recognizances  for  the  same 
Individual,  and  that  even  the  others  contained  only  Tmp  or  Three  Names, 
though  by  the  Regulations  they  ought  to  contain  Five* 

In  case  of  your  committing  a  Prisoner  for  Trial,  certain  Charges  being 
incurred  in  Proceedings  before  you,  are  those  Charges  carried  to  Magistrates 
who  know  nothing  of  the  Proceedings,  or  ar6  they  brought  before  you  ? 

No,  I  do  not  think  they  would  be  authorized  to  dp  so ;  but  we  meet  once  a 
Week  in  our  Division,  and  there  are  generally  Two  or  Three  Magistrates,  and 
I  have  been  saved  the  Trouble  of  committing. 

You  stated  that  the  Charge  allowed  for  travelling  Expences  between  Green- 
wich and  Maidstone  is  too  great;  how  do  they  manage  in  cross  Roads? 

The  District  in  which  I  act  is  rather  a  retired  one,  and  the  Distance  from 
Elham  to  Canterbury  is  Eleven  Miles  ;  the  Allowance  we  make  to  a  Constable 
for  carrying  a  Prisoner  to  Gaol  haW  been  Is.  a  Mile  for  One  Prisoner,  and  for 
every  Prisoner  beyond  that  C>d.  additional  j  we  have  lately  cut  it  down  to 
lOd.  for  One,  and  3d.  for  each  additional ;  and  the  Constable  of  that  Division, 
a  very  respectable  Man,  puts  some  Trifle  into  his  Pocket  on  this  reduced  Scale, 
he  hiring  a  Cart,  and  the  Distance  being  Eleven  Miles ;  he  pays  for  this  Cart 
7^.  6d.,  and  as  we  allow  lOd.  a  Mile  for  One,  and  3d.  a  Mile  for  every  addi- 
tional  one,  that  will  shew  what  he  is  in  Pocket. 

How  would  you  get  a  Witness  across  the  Country  to  the  Assizes  at  3d.  a 
Mile,  where  there  is  no  public  Conveyance  ? 

I  cannot  say ;  he  must  make  his  Way  to  the  nearest  Road  he  can ;  Carts 
are  not  very  dear ;  and  there  are  other  Ways  of  getting  to  the  main  Road 
without  any  extraordinary  Fatigue  or  Exertion^ 

Could 
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Sir  W.  Cosway.        Could  he  by  means  of  a  Cart  come  to  the  Assizes  at  that  Expence  ^ 

• One  single  Witness  could  not ;  for  Eleven  Miles  he  would  pay  7^.  ^d.  from 

Elham  to  Canterbury,  bilt  that  Cart  would  carry  Four  or  Five ;  if  to  go  to 
Maidstone^  the  Distance  being  greater,  the  Cost  would  be  proportionably  les*. 

Suppose  thefe  were  a  single  Witness^  would  the  Allowance  be  sufficient  ?  . 

It  is  very  rare  that  there  is  but  One  ;  it  scarcely  ever  occurs  tha^t  there  is 
but  one ;  but  if  a  Witness  cannot  walk,  let  him  get  a  Horse.  My  principal 
Objection  is  to  the  Witnesses  having  Allowance  so  disproportioned  to  their 
Wages.  I  will  suppose  there  are  Three  Witnesses ;  that  is  9d.  a  Mile ;  that 
would  be  8$.  3d. ;  whereas  a  Cart  can  be  had  for  7^.  6rf. 

As  you  appear  to  have  turned  your  Attention  to  the  Subject,  and  have  been 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Magistrates,  the  Committee  is  desirous  of 
knowing  if  you  have  any  Plan  to  propose  which  would  remedy  the' A  buses  of 
the  present  System  ? 

With  that  view  I  have  written  down  some  Observations,  which,  if  your 
Lordships  will  allow  me>  I  will  read  as  they  stand  on  my  Paper.  The  first  is, 
that  all  County  Business  should  be  transacted  in  open  Court.  The  next  i», 
that  the  Treadmill  Conviction  should  never  exceed  Three  Months ;  the  principal 
Keason  why  I  should  recommend  that  Period  as  a  Maximum  is,  that  Punish- 
ment  to  be  effective  should  be  sharp,  short,  and  as  soon  after  the  Offence  is 
committed  as  possible.  At  the  Time  of  the  Fires  there  were  Two  Boys  com- 
mitted to  Canterbury  House  of  Correction  as  being  connected  with  them  ;  the 
Evidence  became  stronger  while  they  were  in  Gaol,  and  they  were  ordered  to 
be  sent  to  Maidstone  to  be  tried  for  the  Capital  Offence.  I  saw  the  Boys,  and 
asked  the  Master  of  the  House  of  Correction  what  Influence  it  would  have 
upon  them  when  they  knew  they  were  to  be  committed  to  Maidstone  to  be 
tried  for  the  Capital  Offence  ?  His  Answer  was.  These  Boys,  Sir,  when  first  they 
came  here,  were  for  Eight-and-forty  Hours  under  great  Tribulation  ;  they  will 
go  to  Maidstone  To-mbrrow  for  the  Capital  Offence ;  they  will  be  in  great 
Tribulation  again  for  about  Four-and-twenty  Hours  longer,  and  then  it  all 
ceases.  We  had  to  commit,  the  other  Day,  a  Man  of  the  Ville  of  Dunkirk  in 
Kent,  (an  out-of-the-way  Place,)  at  the  Spring  Assizes.  The  Man  had  lefl  his 
Wife  ;  he  could  not  get  Employment.  He  was  taken  up  by  the  Parish  Officers^ 
and  brought  down  for  Trial.  A  Man  of  bad  Character.  He  was  committed 
for  Six  Months.  This  Man  was  willing  to  work  (I  ascertained  his  Character 
afterwards)  if  he  could  get  it;  but  in  the  Agricultural  Districts,  during  the 
Winter,  there  is  great  Difficulty  in  obtaining  it.  He  was  confined  at  the  Tread- 
mill for  Six  Months  and  let  out  in  the  Month  of  October.  Now  your  Lordships 
may  judge  what  Chance  that  Man  had  of  getting  Employment.  For  a  great 
Number  of  Offences  they  are  now  sent  to  the  Treadmill  for  Six  or  Twelve 
Months,  when  they  become  a  very  heavy  Charge  on  the  County  Rates,  and 
their  Families  a  Charge  to  the  P^^-ish  also.  It  would  be  much  better  to  send 
them  to  New  South  Wales  ;  this  will  free  our  Gaols  from  being  encumbered  in 
the  Way  they  are  now,  and  it  is  impossible  in  our  County  to  classify  Prisoners. 
But  if  there  is  some  Check  to  those  Six  and  Twelve  Month  Treadmill  Cases, 
we  should,  probably,  then  have  an  Opportunity  of  classing  them. 

Have  you  ever  tried,  in  the  Gaols  or  Houses  of  Correction  in  the  County  of 
Kent,  the  enforcing  Silenced  among  the  Prisoners  ? 

We  have  not.  I  have  been  reading  the  Evidence  upon  that  Subject  in 
America.  Kent  has  already  laid  out  2S0,000/.  in  building  the  Gaol,  and  it  is 
quite  impossible,  without  enlarging  the  Gaol.  Unless  we  can  get  rid  of  those 
People  we  cannot  try  it  j  we  have  not  Space  for  it. 

Are  you  aware  that  in  the  Penitentiary  at  Milbank  Silence  has  been 
enforced,  and  that  very  good  Effects  have  resulted  from  it  ? 

I  am  aware  of  that.  I  have  also  read  a  Letter  which  has  been  published  on 
the  Effects  of  that  Description  of  Punishment  in  America,  in  a  very  large 
Establishment  near  New  York ;  it  has  been  attended  there  with  the  most 
extraordinary  Results.  It  is  considered  a  great  Punishment  by  the  Americans, 
who,  perhaps,  are  not  quite  so  tenacious  of  Life  as  some  others,  but  they  would 
rather  be  hun^.    They  are  worked  hard,  and  not  allowed  to  converse  at  all. 
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If  that  System  was  adopted  generally  in  England,  would  it  not  render  Classi-     Sir  w.  Cosway. 
ficdtipn  of  less  Importance  ?  

That  is  a  Question  I  cannot  answer  without  further  Reflection.  I  have 
brought  with  me  our  Calendar  Three  Years  ago  from  East  Kent  There  were 
Seventyrfive  Prisoners  tried ;  of  the  Seventy-five  there  were  Twenty^ne  who 
were  committed  for  stealing  not  exceeding  5s.j  and  One  not  exceeding  7^. 
Without  entering  into  the  Question  of  Expence  to  the  County,  which  is 
enormous,  I  would  sfstte,  one  was  for  steaHng  a  Stake,  another  a  Gander, 
and  those  Persons  may  remain  in  our  Gaol  between  Thf  ee  and  Four  Months  ; 
and  unfortunately  Greenwich,  Woolwich,  and  Deptford  belong  to  us;  they 
pay  to  our  County  Rate  One  Ninth,  and  they  cost  us  very  nearly  One  Half 
of  the  whole  County  Rate,  The  most  accomplished  Thieves,  perhaps,  in  Eng. 
land,  remain  in  our  Gaol  for  this  Time,  contaminating  all  they  come  in  contact 
with.  I  will  beg  to  submit,  that,  as  most  of  those  Boroughs  are  now  to  be 
incorporated,  and  to  have  Recorders,  they  should  have  a  separate  Jurisdiction  ; 
that  would  be  a  great  Relief  to  the  Agricultural  Interest.  If  this  were  done  I 
should  not  urge  that  which  I.  otherwise  should  as  strongly  as  possible,  that 
with  a  view  to  diminishing  the  County  Rates  the  Expence  of  Constables  and 
Witnesses  should  be  paid  by  the  Parishes  instead  of  by  the  County. 

When  you  say  that  they  should  have  special  Jurisdiction,  you  mean,  of 
course,  that  they  should  not  pay  to  the  County  Rate  of  the  County,  but  that 
they  should  raise  Money  within  their  own  Jurisdiction,  and  pay  all  their  own 
Expences  ? 

Yes  ;  I  should  say,  let  them  take  care  of  their  own  Prisoners,  and  raise  their 
own  Rates.  IndependenUy  of  the  enormous  Saving  to  the  Agriculturalists,  it 
would  have  the  Effect  of  keepipg  those  accomplbhed  Thieves  out  of  our 
Gaols  ;  and  I  fear  that  they  steal  and  rob  all  the  Way  back.  It  would  at  once 
reduce  our  County  Rates  4U  to  50  per  Cent, 

You  propose  that  the  Expences  of  Constables  and  Witnesses  should  be 
borne  by  the  Parish  ?    * 

If  the  Parishes  were  to  nay  the  Expences,  those  Parishes  of  Greenwich, 
Woolwich,  and  so  on,  woula  raise  their  own  Rate ;  but  if  the  Parishes  pay  their 
Expences  they  will  pay  only  the  Expences  really  incurred,  and  if  out  of  7^.  2^. 
is  Excess,  the  paying  it  bad  better  be  turned  over  to  some  Persons  who  have 
a  more  direct  and  lively  Interest  in  it.  If  the  Parishes  were  to  pay  the  Con- 
stables and  Witnesses  it  would  have  this  great  Advantage ;  there  are  little 
pettifogging  Attornies  every  where,  and  it  is  worth  their  while  to. bring  Prose- 
cations,  which  would  be  quickly  made  up  if  the  Parishes  were  to  pay  the  Ex» 
peaces,  instead  of  going  to  the  County  Rates.  It  is  too  small  a  Sum  to  influence 
Individuals  of  Station,  who  do  not  attend  sufficiently  to  the  Shillings  and 
Sixpences.  ' 

Do  you  not  think  that  Farmers  and  others  resident  in  Parishes  would  look 
after  their  Property  better,  and  not  expose  it  to  Temptation,  if  they  felt  that 
the  whole  of  the  Expence  of  bringing  Offenders  to  Justice  was  to  be  defrayed 
by  a  Parochial  Rate  ? 

That  is  my  Opinion.  I  think  that  the  Expences,  up  to  the  Trial  at  least, 
should  be  paid  by  the  Parish,  but  when  they  come  to  the  Assizes  I  apprehend 
that  they  must  be  paid  by  the  County  ;  but  that  even  would  be  a  great  Check, 
becaose  if  the  Parish  were  to  pay  the  Expences  they  would  stop  many  trifling 
Prosecutions.  • 

Do  you  not  fear  tliat  that  would  be  attended  with  the  Effect  of  Immunity  to 
Offenders  ? 

I  think  that  the  great  Object  should  be  rather  to  check  than  to  encourage 
Prosecutions.  The  great  Tendency  of  the  Observations  of  Mr.  Justice  Bayley 
and  Mr.  Baron  Hullock  was,  that  it  was  the  great  Allowances  which  occasioned 
so  enormous  an  Increase  of  Prosecutions.  In  this  Calendar  is  a  Charge  against 
one  Man  for  stealing  a  Piece  of  Wood,  Value  4rf. 

Has  it  ever  occurred  to  you,  to  consider  whether  it  would  be  desirable  to 

?'ve  Two  Magistrates  the  Power  of  slightly  punishing  Boys,  for  instance,  under 
welve  Years  of  Age,  and  not  committing  them  ?  , 

I  should  say,  that  in  all  those  petty  Offences  the  best  Course  would  be,  not 
to  leave  it  to  single  Magistrates,  but  to  a  Petty  Sessfons  of  not  less  than  Three ; 
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Sir  m  Coiwai/.    and  that  they  should  have  the  Power  of  ordering  at  once  some  moderate  but 
—       defined  Correction  by  the  Parish. 

Does  it  not  occur  to  you,  that  other  Punishments  might  be  provided  for 
Boys  in  many  Cases  ? 

I  think  in  many  Cases  the  best  Way  would  be  to  give  them  a  good  Whipping, 
as  Boys  at  public  Schools  are  treated,  and  send  them  awaj'.  If  there  were 
the  Authority  of  Law  for  it,  I  should  say  so,  decidedly.  What  can  be  more 
ridiculous  than  sending  a  Boy  to  be  tried  for  stealing  Apples,  for  instance, 
which  most  of  us  have -done  when  Boys,  I  dare  say? 

Have  not  many  Boys  on  that  account  been  sent  to  Gaol  who  have  come 
back  perfect  Thieves? 

Yes,  just  so ;  for  stealing  Fowls,  Faggots,  and  Things  of  that  kind.  It  would 
be  better  to  determine  these  Offences  at  once  b}'  a  Petty  Sessions,  but  of  not 
less  than  Three  Magistrates. 

To  what  would  you  limit  the  Punishment  ? 

Never  to  exceed  Three  Months  Tread  Mill^  and  that  should  be  a  very 
extreme  Case ;  a  good  Whipping  is  generally  enough. 

Would  you  empannel  a  Jury  of  Six  or  Twelve  for  the  Trial  of  minor 
Offences? 

If  the  Local  Act  passes^  it  may  form  a  Part  of  the  System.  I  am  par- 
ticularly anxious  to  draw  your  Lordships  Attention  to  the  Limitation  of  Three 
Months  to  the  Tread  Mill,  whether  from  the  Assizes,  Sessions,  or  elsewhere  ; 
and  that  if  Offences  are  committed  calling  for  a  greater  Degree  of  Punishment^ 
that  they  should  be  transported,  if  the  Government  would  pay  the  Expence 
(and  Government  might) ;  it  would  not  cost  more  than  lOL  a  Head  to  send 
them  to  New  South  Wales  ;  if  the  Government  will  give  us  the  Premium  at 
that  Place>  for  they  pay  a  Premium  at  6/.  a  Head,  I  am  sure  there  are 
Persons  who  would  contract  to  send  them  out  for  15A  a  Head.  I  have  sent 
out  some  People  to  Van  Diemen's  Land  at  nearly  that  Expence  If  a  Man  is  to 
be  maintained  in  Prison  for  Twelve  Months,  and  his  Family  come  upon  the 
Parish^  they  cost  double  that  before  the  Man's  Period  of  Confinement  is 
Out. 

Are  you  not  by  a  System  of  Emigration  encouraging  good  People  to  go, 
whereas  you  may  diminish  the  Population  by  forcing  the  bad  ? 

That  IS  exactly  the  View  I  take  j  for  though  I  took  an  active  Part  in  the 
Emigration  Committee,  I  see  the  Evil  Aow,  that  we  are  beginning  to  lose  some 
of  the  best  of  our  Farmers^ 

When  you  say  Farmers,  do  you  mean  Men  of  Capital  ? 

Yes  i  who  have  from  Twp  to  Six  or  Eight  hundred  Pounds^  or  more. 

Will  not  such  Emigration  to  a  British  Possession  benefit  the  Country  at 
large  by  increasing  the  Prosperity  of  the  Colony  ? 

That  is  very  likely ;  but  as  we  look  to  our  own  Benefit  first  we  would 
rather  get  rid  of  the  bad,  and  not  those  Persons  who  in  the  Time  of  Difficulty 
are  the  Persons  to  stand  by  us.  I  assisted  in  sending  a  Man^  his  Wife,  and 
Eight  Children  to  York,  in  Upper  Canada,  last  Year,  who  were  landed  there 
for  3^L  105.,  without  Provisions  $  including  the  latter,  the  Expence  would  not 
exceed  50/.  ^ 

Has  the  Act  brought  in  by  Sir  Rdbert  Peel,  which  alfows  Transportation 
for  Life  on  a  Second  Conviction,  been  acted  on  ? 

It  has  been  acted  on  ;  but  I  cannot  ^ive  «ny  Opinion  as  to  its  Efl^ct ;  there 
has  not  been  Time  yet  to  judge  of  its  Efiect. 

Is  there  any  other  Suggestion  which  occurs  to  you  ? 

In  the  County  of  Kent  we  have  no  Committee  of  Accounts ;  the  whole  is 
submitted  annually  to  the  Body  of  Magistrates.  I  think  that  is  a  very  objec- 
tionable Way.  1  think  it  would  be  infinitely  better  if  a  Committee  were 
appointed,  say  Three,  or  at  the  utmost  Five ;  I  believe  Three  would  be 
bqtter,  because  with  so  large  a  Body  there  is  not  any  thing  like  individual 
Responsibility,  and,  according  to  the  old  Doctrine,  what  is  every  body's 
Business  is  nobody's  Business.  Those  Three  Gentlemen  would  be  aware  that 
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the  Eyes  of  the  County  were  upon  them^  and  if  there  were  found  to  be  any    Sir  w.  Cosway. 
Excess  or  Abuse  of  Expenditure  that  would  come  home  to  them.     I  should  » 

propose,  if  this  Committee  were  appointed.  One  should  go  out  yearly,  and  in 
the  divided  Counties  that  they  should  go  out  alternately  from  each  Division, 
80  that  West  Kent  may  not  be  pitted  against  East  Kent,  and  go  on,  but  have 
always  One  from  each  Division  of  the  County.  One  Chairman  of  the  Quarter 
Session  only  should  be  on  it.  The  Magistrates  would  solicit  those  Persons 
who  perhaps  had  most  Time  to  attend  to  the  Accounts,  and  had  most 
Ificlination  and  Capacity  for  it 

«p 
You  would  propose  that  they  should  make  a  Report  to  the  General  Sessions  ? 

Yes. 

« 

Is  there  no  Committee  to  prepare  the  Accounts  for  the  General  Sessions  ? 

The  Habit  in  Kent  is,  that  some  Time  in  June,  the  Commission  Day  in  fact 
of  the  Summer  Assizes,  a  Week  before,  certain  Gentlemen  do  meet  at  Maid<- 
stone,  but  it  is  more  as  Auditors  of  Accounts  than  Comptrollers  or  Superin^ 
tendents  of  Expenditure. 

Is  there  any  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Statement  of  Accounts  to  be 
laid  before  the  General  Sessions  ? 

No.  The  visiting  Magistrates  at  Maidstone  prepare  a  Detail  of  the  Expen* 
diture  of  the  Prison  at  Maidstone,  and  an  Abstract  under  the  several  Heads  of 
County  Expenditure ;  they  meet  a  Week  before  the  General  Session,  when  the 
Accounts  are  put  before  them,  and  that  Day  Week,  when  the  Session  is  opened, 
all  the  Magistrates  meet  and  sign  them  ;  they  just  go  through  the  Sums,  and 
see  that  the  Totals  are  correct. 

They  do  not  go  through  the  Items  ? 

arhey  may  if  they  please ;  but  I  should  propose  that  the  Committee  of 
Accounts  should  give  their  constant  Attention  to  the  general  Expenditure  of 
the  County.  If  there  were  a  permanent  Committee  of  Three  for  the  Year, 
those  Three  would  have  their  Attention  constantly  on  any  extra  Charge,  and  if 
any  Magistrate  saw  an  extra  Charge  he  would  draw  their  Attention  to  it, 
and  they  would  give  their  Attention  to  it.  Many  have  a  great  Way  to  return, 
and  the  Business,  in  consequence,  does  not  receive  that  minute  Attention 
which  it  would  from  a  permanent  Committee  of  Accounts. 

How  would  you  give  Publicity  to  the  Accounts  ? 

They  ilre  annually  published.  But  every  thing  should  be  done  in  open 
Court.. 

Dp  you  mean  that  to  refer  to  the  Accounts? 

I  should  propose  that  the  Committee  should  report  to  the  Magistrates  openly 
tiie  State  of  the  Accounts.  I  beg  to  call  the  Attention  of  your  Lordships  to 
the  Manner  in  which  the  Clerks  of  the  Magisthites  are  paid.  The  Clerks  of 
the  Magistrates  have  so  much  for  an  Examination,  so  much  for  a  Recognizance, 
and  so  on  ;  they  are  very  respectable  Persons  who  hold  those  Situations,  but  it 
is  the  Nature  of  County  Business  to  draw  Business.  They  may  have  an 
Inducement,  therefore,  to  make  as  many  Prosecuticms  as  possible,  and  that  as 
many  Witnesses  as  possible  should  be  bound  oven  I  would  submit  that  it 
would  be  better  to  pay  the  Clerks  of  the  Magistrates  a  fixed  Sum.  I  know  the 
average  Receipts  of  the  Clerk  of  my  own  Division ;  and  I  think,  if  ^  fixed  Sum 
were  paid  to  them;  there  would  be  no  Interest  in-incr^sing  Causes  or 
increasing  the  Number  of  Witnesses*  The  Division  I  attend  consists  of  24 
Parishes ;  the  Receipts  of  our  Clerk  come  to  about  200A  a  Year  \  another 
adjoining,  950/.  a  Year;  I  believe,  that  is  the  Outside*  I  think  they  should  have 
about  5L  for  each  Parish  belonging  to  their  Divisions ;  lgO/«  a  Year  in  mine* 
While  waiting  in  the  Ante-room  To-day,  I  met  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peacef 
fi}r  Surrey,  and  I  asked  him  which  was  the  largiest  Division  in  that  County ; 
he  said  uuildford.  TItet  happens  to  contain  39  Parishes.  I  asked  what  the 
Clerk  of  the  Magistrate  had ;  he  said  he  could  not  tell  exactly,  because  he  was 
m  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace's  Department^  but  something  between  Two  ahd 
Three  hundred  Pounds ;  whiph  approj^imates  the  5L  to  a  Parish,  and  as  the 
Payment  would  be  positive  less  ought  to  suffice* 
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The  Clerk  of  the  Magistrates  at  this  Moment  receives  Fees  on  Warrants  for 
Assaults^  and  so  on  ? 
Yes. 

Do  you  not  thjnk  that  if  the  Fees  on  granting  Warrants  for  Assaults  were 
abohshed  that  the  Applications  would  increase? 

It  might  be  easily  managed  so  that  the  Clerk  might  account  for  all  the 
Fees  to  the  County, 

You  would  carry  all  the  Fees  fit  to  be  retained  to  the  County  Purse? 

I  would.  The  next  is  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace.  He  brings  in  his  Bill  to  us 
for  County  Business,  and  besides  his  Bill  for  the  County  Business  he  has  various 
Allowances  which  are  not  established,  but  which  ought  to  have  been  estab- 
lished according  to  the  Act  of  Parliament  which  passed  in  1819.  There  was  a 
Committee,  of  which  Sir  Edward  Knatchbull  was  Chairman,  which  went  as  far 
as  they  could,  but  they  did  not  complete  it.  Independent  of  his  Bill  for 
Business,  which  this  last  Year  has  been,  in  Kent,  upwards  of  1,000/.,  he  has 
the  Allowances  connected  with  the  Legal  Proceedings.  In  our  County,  and, 
I  believe,  in  most  others,  it  is  a  Patronage  in  the  Hands  of  the  Lord  Lieu* 
tenant,  and  he  usually  gives  it  to  his  own  Solicitor,  who  rarely  acts  himself^ 
but  appoints  a  Deputy  ;  the  Deputy  receives,  therefore,  only  a  certain  Propor- 
tion  of  those  Allowances ;  I  know  pretty  well  what  that  Proportion  is,  but 
it  would  be  difficult  generally  to  say  what  should  be  allowed  where  there 
is  a  Deputy.  The  County,  independent  of  those  Allowances  in  the  Courts, 
pays  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  upwards  of  1,000/.  I  think  he  had  better  be 
paid  a  Salary,  like  the  Magistrates  Clerks,  on  the  Principle  that  there  could  be 
no  Inducement  toincrease  Business  ;  if  I  might  presume  to  state  the  Amount,  I 
shpuld  say  that  600/.  for  transacting  the  Business  of  the  County  would  be  just 
and  fair.  The  Fees  received  in  the  Courts  for  Law  Business  should  be  ac- 
counted for  to  the  County  Pqrse,  in  like  Manner  as  is  proposed  for  the  Magis- 
trates Clerks. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  would  be  put  to  some  Expence  in  travelling,  and 
in  paying  for  his  Lodging  in  the  different  Quarter  Sessions  Towns  ? 

Yes;  and  while  attending  at  Canterbury  (supposing  he  lives  at  Maidstone) 
I  would  allow  him  ^.  per  Mile  for  travelling,  and  1/.  a  Day  for  £xpences. 

Would  it  not  be  necessary  to  make  a  different  Allowance  for  this  Purpose  in 
almost  every  County  ? 

I  should  think  so ;  but  it  might  be  settled  on  a  Reference  to  his  Accounts 
for  a  few  Years.  It  is  not  fair,  that  if  there  are  different  Places  to  which  he  has 
to  travel  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  he  should  have  to  pay  his  travelling  Expences 
out  of  600/.  a  Year.  If  it  were  established,  I  should  say  that  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  should  devote  his  Time  to  the  Business  of  the  County.  At  present  all 
Orders  for  Money  that  are  made  are  made  by  the  Magistrates  upon  the  Trea- 
surer, who  has  no  Discretion  to  refuse;  but  the  Treasurer  never  compares 
those  Orders  with  the  Book  of  Allowances ;  therefore  I  should  submit  that 
the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  being  required  to  attend  to  the  Business  of  the 
County,  all  Orders  on  the  Treasurer  should  first  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace,  who  should  examine  whether  they  are  conformable  to  the  Regulations^ 
and  should  affix  his  Initials  to  the  Order  before  it  is  paid.  Under  these  Cir-^ 
cumstances  the  Recognizances  I  have  referred  to  would  not  have  been  paid ; 
01',  if  they  were,  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  should  refund  it. 

You  would  propose  that  the  Clerk  6f  tlie  Peace  should  perform  that  Duty 
to  the  County  which  -the  Accountant  General  performs*  to  the  Public  in  the 
Departments  of  the  Revenue  ? 

Yes,  just  so.  I  should  propose  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  should  be 
settled  by  the  Magistrates  in  Quarter  Sessiq^is,  at  Two  successive  Meetings, 
both  for  Allowances  at  the  Assizes  and  Sessions,  and  not  by  the  Judges.  At 
present,  by  Law,  the  Judges  at  the  Assize  settle  them,  but  in  general  they 
^dopt  the  Allowances  the  Magistrates  have  adopted  for  the  rest  of  the  County* 
By  Law,  the  Power  is  entirely  in  the  Judges,  at  leaist  f*  Assize  Causes. 

You  think  that,  as  the  Magistrates  are  the  Guaitiians  of  the  County  Purse, 
they  should  be  the  Persons  to  exercise  the  Controul  ? 

That  is  my  Opinion,  but  in  open  Court,  under  the  Controul  of  Public 

Opinion.     There  is  One  Observation  I  would  make,  that  until  the  Reign  of 
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George  the  Third  Allowances  were  not  made  except  to  the  poorer  Sort ;  now    ^ir  w.  Comay. 

some  instances  have  come  before  me  in  which  Persons  of  Estate  have  received      

those  Allowances*  Persons  having  Properin  should  be  at  the  Expence  of 
defending  their  Property.  For  Capital  Offences  it  may  be  different ;  but  in 
Cases  of  Petty  Larceny  frequently  the  Owner  has  not  taken  adequate  Precau- 
tion.  In^East  Kent  it  has  become  a  very  heaty  Burthen  on  the  small  Proprietors, 
being  so  frequently  summoned  on  Grand  and  Petit  Juries ;  it  is  divided  into 
Hundreds,  and  every  one  is  summoned  the  Fourth  Year.  But  our  Sessions  are 
held  in  Canterbury  and  Maidstone,  which  are  separate  Jurisdictions,  so  that 
if  we  were  short  of  Grand  Jurymen  we  could  not  get  one  at  the  Moment. 
Whether  that  can  be  provided  for,  I  cannot  say ;  perhaps  we  might  as  well 
summon  a  smaller  Number,  and  fine  those  that  do  not  come,  and  One  or  Two 
rigid  Finings  would  thereafter  ensure  such  an  Attendance .  that  the  Turn 
would  not  come  more  than  ence  in  Six  Years. 

Do  you  see  any  Reason  why  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  the  Assize  should  not ' 
be  consolidated  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  ?  > 

I  do  not  know  any  Reason.  The  Clerk  of  Assize  is  appointed  by  the 
Judges,  and  goes  the  whole  Circuity  while  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is  fixed. 
There  would  be  this  Advantage,  however,  in  uniting  the  Offices,  that  the 
Indictments  would  be  preparing  Days  before  the  Assize  begins ;  whereas  at 
present  the  Clerk  of  Assize  arrives  generally  about  the  samj|  Time  as  the 
Judges,  and  that  is  often  attended  with  great  Inconvenience. 

If  those  Two  Offices  were  consolidated,  and  the  Fees  which  are  received 
by  both  were  carried  to  the  County  Fund,  would  not  that  leave  a  large  Profit 
to  the  County,  after  giving  an  adequate  and  fair  Remuneration  to  a  respectable 
Gentleman  for  holding  the  consolidated  Situation  ? 

The  Clerk  of  Assize  who  goes  the  Home  District  is  a. Barrister;  tliere 
cannot  be  a  more  respectable  or  amiable  Man ;  but  the  Appointment  is  in 
the  Judges^  and  in  former  Times,  on  the  Western  Circuit,  there  is  an  instance 
of  its  being  sold  for  SfiOOL 

Do  you  pay  for  the  Conveyance  of  Soldiers  Baggage  out  of  the  County 
Rate? 

Yes  i  we  have  not  entirely  cut  it  off,  but  it  is  lowering.  Last  Year  it  was 
ML

Mr.  RICHARD  JAMES  CORNER  is  called  io,  and  examined  as  follows :      Mr.  r.j.  Comer. 


What  are  you  ? 

I  am  Clerk  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Surrey, 

How  long  have  you  held  that  Situation  ? 

Upwards  of  Eight  Years.  I  attend  all  Mr.  Lawioti's  Sessions  for  him  con* 
stantly ;  sometimes  in  his  Absence. 

Are  you  a  professional  Man  ? 

I  am  a  Member  of  the  Inner  Temple. 

Do  you  act  in  private  Practice  ? 

Is  Mr.  Lawson  a  professional  Man  ? 
A  Barrister. 

Does  he  act  in  private  Practice  ? 

No. 

Is  he  paid  by  Salary  ? 
No,  he  is  not. 

Is  he  paid  by  Fees  ? 
He  is. 

Do  you  know  what  is  the  average  Remuneration  he  receives  from  the 
County? 

I  have  not  made  out  an  Average,  but  I  have  got  the  Statement  of  his  Bills 
on  the  County  for  a  Series  of  Years  past. 

Does  the  Bill  show  the  Amount  of  the  Fees  ? 
Not  the  Fees  paid  by  the  Public. 

The  Bill  would  contain  those  Charges  paid  by  the  County  ? 
It  would. 

Have  the  goodness  to  refer  to  the  Bills,  and  state  the  Amount  ? 
Mr.Lawson's  Bill  for  the  Year  ending  Michaelmas  1832,  which  is  the  last 
I  have,  was  1,010/L  7^. 

Have  you  any  Objection  to  deliver  in  the  Bill  ? 

The  Bill  itself  is  a  Record ;  I  will  deliver  a  Copy.  In  I83o  a  Return  was 
made  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons,  consisting  of  a  Copy 
of  Mr.  Lawson's  Bill  for  the  then  preceding  Year,  with  the  Authority  stated 
for  all  the  Fees,  which  I  believe  has  been  printed,  and  also  a  Return  was  made 
at  the  same  Time  of  the  Office  Fees ;  the  whole  Fees  of  the  Office. 

What  was  the  Amount  of  the  last  Bill  ? 
I  think  Nine  hundred  and  odd  Pounds* 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  procure  a  Copy  of  Mr^Lawson^s  last  BilL 

Do  you  suppose  the  Office  Fees  amount  to  500/.  more  ? 

In  1830,  and  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  materia)  Alteration,  the  other  Fees 


amounted 
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Mr*  R.  J.  Corner,   amounted  to  595L9  from  Which  would  be  to  be  deducted  the  whole  Expences 
»  of  the  Office  for  County  Business  and  Public  Business,  and  all  amounting 

to  678/.  ' 

Does  that  include  the  Payment  of  Clerks  and  travelling  Expences  ? 
Yes ;  all  Expences  of  every  kind,  I  believe. 

In  that  Account  of  Fees  do  you  take  into  consideration  the  Remuneration 
paid  by  virtue  of  several  Acts  of  Parliament  j  for  instance.  Insolvent  Debtors 
Act,  &c.  ?  . 

Mr.  Lawson  receives  nothing  of  that  sort  but  Fees  on  Acquittals  of  Prisoners 
which  were  abolished  by  Statute. 

Is  his  Bill  for  Law  Business  ?  .  ^ 

For  County  Business  relating  to  Gaols,  Houses  of  Correction,  and  Bridges, 
and  any  Subject  the  Sessions  feel  it  necessary  to  in<}uire  into. 

Does  Mr.  Lawson  receive  any  Fee  on  Sums  of  Money  ordered  to  be  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  ? 

He  has  5s.  Fee  on  every  Order  of  Court  for  Payment  of  Money,  except  in 
particular  Cases,  Buch  as  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses.  All  Mr.  Lawsqn's  Fees 
that  are  received  from  the  County  as  well  as  from  the  Public  are  fixed  by  a 
Scale  which  has  been  in  use  from  the  earliest  Time  that  we  have  any  Record 
in  the  Office. 

It  has  never  been  varied  ? 

No;  except  where  new  Duties  have  been  imposed,  and  they  have  been 
always  assimilated  to  the  former  Scale  as  much  as  possible. 

Have  the  Judges  of  Assize  allowed  those  Fees  ? 
No. 

Is  your  Table  of  Fees  the  same  as  in  other  Counties  ? 
We  have  no  Table  fixed.    The  Sessions  have  never  fixed  any  Table  of  Fees 
for  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Then  how  do  you  regulate  it  ? 
By  the  ancient  Fees. 

Can  the  Public  see  what  the  Fees  are  ?    Is  there  any  printed  Table  ?  * 

There  is  not. 

You  said  when  there  were  new  Duties  imposed  on  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
the  Fee  upon  those  was  in  proportion  to  those  for  similar  Acts  of  Duty ;  by 
whom  were  they  fixed  ? 

The  Committee.  Mr.  Lawson's  Bill  is  examined  once  a  Year  by  a  standing 
Committee  of  Magistrates,  and  if  any  new  Duties  are  imposed  they  inquire 
what  are  the  Fees  for  similar  Duties. 

You  state  that  the  Expence  Mr.  Lawson  was  put  to  was  678/.}  is  that  taken 
out  of  the  6251.  and  the  1,010/.? 
It  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  Two. 

Has  the  County  Rate  in  Surrey  increased  ? 
Very  considerably. 

What  was  the  Amount  according  to  the  last  Account  ? 
The  Expenditure  of  the  last  Year  which  was  made  up  to  Midsummer  was 
27,183/. 

. 

Hqw  do  you  account  for  the  Increase  ? 

J  have  been  analyzing  the  principal  Items,  and  I  find  that  the  Increase  is 
principally  in  the  Expences  of  the  Houses  of  Correction,  Gaols,  Prosecutors, 
and  Witnesses,  and  Conveyance  of  Prisoners. 

Are  the  Witnesses  kept  longer  at  the  Assizes  than  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

That  will  depend  on  Circumstances ;  not  in  general.  I  should  say  we  have 
such  heavy  Calendars  now,  frequently  at  the  Sessions  longer  than  at  the 
Assizes,  that  they  are  delayed  longer. 

.   Is 
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Is  the  Scale  of  Allowance  at  your  Assizes  greater ,  for  Prosecutors  and  Wit-   muR.j.  Comer. 
nesses  than  it  is  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  ?  '  ' 

Very  considerably.  I  have  a  sort  of  Average  which  was  ascertained  by  a 
Committee  of  Magistrates  a  short  Time  since  from  Three  Years  Expences. 
The  Committee  of  Magistrates  in  March  last  reported  that  they  had  inquired 
into  the  Costs  at  the  Assizes  and  Sessions  ;  that  they  found  that  the  Costs  and 
Expences  allowed  to  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses  in  each  Case  tried  at  the 
Assizes  were,  at  an  Average,  in  the  Year  ending  Midsummer  1830, 13/.  \9,s. ; 
in  the  Year  ending  Midsummer  1831,  11/.  17^.;  in  the  Year  ending  Midsummer 
1832,  13/.  85. ;  that  the  Costs  at  the  Sessions  for  the  same  Periods  respectively 
were,  2/16^.,  2/.  12^.,  and  2/.  12^.  The  Average  on  the  Three  Years  would 
be  13/.  7^.  Qd.  for  the  Assizes,  and  2/.  135.  46f.  for  the  Sessions. 

How  do  you  account  for  the  Difference? 

The  daily  and  nightly  Allowance  is  greater  at  the  Assizes ;  and  they  are  in 
the  habit  of  allowing  Counsel  and  Briefs  at  the  Assizes,  which  they  do  not  at 
the  Sessions.  / 

Do  not  you  attribute  something  to  the  heavier  Class  of  Offences  triable  at 
the  Assizes  ? 

There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  attributed  to  that,  and  another  Cause,  that  the 
Assizes  are  always  held  in  the  County  at  Kingston,  Guildford,  and  Croydon  ; 
the  greater  Number  of  the  Offences  at  the  Sessions  are  tried  at  Newington. 

Do  you  conceive  that  the  Allowance  now  made  to  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses 
at  the  Sessions  is  ample  ? 

I  should  think  in  the  Majority  of  Cases  it  is  a  Remuneration.  There  are 
many  Cases,  unquestionably,  where  it  does  not  bear  the  Expence  ;  but  there 
are  others  in  which,  perhaps,  it  rather  over  pays  than  under;  but  those  are 
only  in  the  lower  Class  of  Prosecutors.  The  Allowance  is  only  3^.  a  Day  at 
the  Sessions  in  Town. 

Have  the  Judges  been  applied  to  to  reduce  the  Allowance  at  the  Assizes? 
The  Scale  allowed  at  the  Sessions  was  made  for  the  Assizes  as  well,  but  the 
Judges  refused  to  allow  it. 

When  did  they  refuse  to  allow  it  ? 

I  have  the  original  Order  which  was  laid  before  them  for  that  Allowance ; 
it  was  in  1827- 

Did  they  state  any  Grounds  ? 

Yes.  1  believe  the  Reasons  assigned  by  the  Judges  for  it  was,  that  they 
considA^d  the  Allowance  for  the  Night,  only  1^.  Qd.y  not  suflBcient. 

Can  a  Man  get  a  Bed  at  an  Assize  Town  for  1^.  Qd.  ? 

I  should  think  not  of  any  Description.  The  us^ual  Charge  is  a  Guinea  for  a 
Bed  in  any  Assize  Town  j  charging  that  for  whatever  Time  it  is  occupied. 

You  do  not  mean  that  a  Guinea  is  charged  to  a  Labourer  for  a  Bed  ? 
No.    I  do  not  know  for  what  he  can  get  a  Bed,  but  I  should  think  not 
for  Is.  6d. 

Could  not  he,  within  Two  or  Three  Miles  of  the  Assize  Town,  procure  a 
Bed  for  ls.6d.? 
1  should  doubt  it. 

Are  the  Expences  of  Prosecutions  applied  for  by  Persons  in  all  Ranks  of 
Life? 

They  are.        * 

Therefore  it  is  vefy  diflBcult  to  state  what  Allowance  should  be  given  to  a 
Witness,  as  you  do  not  know  what  his  Rank  of  Life  may  be  ? 

Just  so.  To  illustrate  the  Case,  I  have  known  manv  Instances  in  which 
Persons  hive  been  very  well  satisfied  with  the  Pay;  Labourers  for  instance. 
From  Medicat  Men  we  frequently  have  very  heavy  Complaints,  and  the  Court 
have,  though  it  is  not  recognized  in  the  Scale,  given  way  in  their  Case,  and 
made  an  extra  Allowance.

!dr.R.j.Comtr.        At    the  Quarter  Sessions,    are    the  Cases   conducted    by  Counsel  or  by 
■  Solicitors  ? 

Sometimes  Counsel  are  employed  by  the  Parties,  but  the  Expence  is  never 
allowed  by  the  Quarter  Sessions. 

It  is  allowed  at  the  Assizes  ? 

Usually,  unless  the  Judge  thinks  it  was  a  Case  that  did  not  require  the 
Assistance  of  Counsel.  They  do  not  allow  for  a  Bed  at  the  Sessions  unless 
they  come  Six  Miles. 

Does  the  Judge  make  an  Allowance  for  a  Bed  if  the  Individual  lives  witliin 
Three  Miles  ? 

I  am  not  certain  of  that ;  I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  attending  the  Assizes 
constantly  ;  but. I  think  not. 

To  whom  is  the  Money  for  the  Expences  usually  paid  ? 

At  the  Assizes,  if  there  is  an  Attorney  of  any  Description  employed  it  is 
usually  paid  to  him.  At  the  Sessions  we  generally  pay  it  to  the  Prosecutor, 
in  every  Case  where  we  can ;  sometimes  it  is  paid  to  the  Constable,  who,  in 
the  Absence  of  an  Attorney,  is  the  Person  conducting  the  Prosecution ;  but 
it  is  a  sort  of  Rule  with  us  to  pay  it  to  the  Prosecutor  at  the  Sessions,  if 
possible. 

Do  you  know  what  has  been  the  average  Imprisonment  of  Persons  under 
Sentence  in  the  Gaols  or  Houses  of  Correction  in  Surrey  ? 

I  have  never  made«any  Average  or  seen  one ;  it  varies  from  Seven  Days  to 
Two  Years.  A  Return  could  be  made  if  it  is  desired.  At  a  Guess,  I  should 
state  the  Average  at  about  Two  Months. 

Are  any  Persons  receiving  Retiring  Allowances  or  Pensions  out  of  the 
County  Rate  ? 
No,  not  any. 

Is  your  County  Rate  charged  with  the  Conveyance  of  Soldiers  Baggage? 

We  have  paid  a  small  Sum,  in  the  Year  ending  Midsummer  1833,  of  25/.  1 2^.  8(/*; 
but  that  is  decreasing  gradually,  and  appears  likely  to  be  extinguished  altogether, 
under  the  Alteration  in  the  Mutiny  Act. 

Have  you  had  Time  enough  to  know  the  Effect  of  the  Act  of  last  Session, 
which  came  into  effect  this  Year,  in  respect  of  the  Removal  of  Irish  Paupers  ? 

As  far  as  our  Experience  goes,  it  appears  to  have  diminished  the  Expence 
very  much.  We  have  had  most  unexpectedly  very  few  Applications  for  Re- 
movals ;  and  I  have  inquired  of  the  Parish  OflBcers,  and  they  state,  that  they 
refuse  to  be  removed.  The  last  Order  they  issued  was  in  the  Case  of  a^oman 
pregnant ;  she  applied  to  the  Parish  for  Relief,  and  they  got  an  Order  to  ship 
ner  on  board  the  Steam  Company's  Vessel,  and  she  refused  to  go  unless  they 
used  Force,  but  she  took  herself  off. 

The  County  and  the  Parishes  were  no  longer  burthened  with  her  ? 
Mo.    For  the  last  Six  Weeks  we  have  not  had  a  single  Application. 

Formerly  you  had  a  great  many  ? 

They  did  not  come  on  our  own  County ;  but  we  had  a  Return  by  which  it 
appeared  that  about  1,200  Irish  and  Scotch  were  removed  in  the  course  of  the 
Year  from  our  County  by  different  Parishes.  I  inquired  of  a  large  Parish, 
St.  George's,  lately,  whether  it  was  not  extraordinary  that  they  had  no  Paupers 
to  remove  lately  ;  they  said  that  they  refused  to  go. 

Do  you  know  what  the  Charge  on  the  Parishes  was  before  the  Alteration  of 
the  Law? 

No ;  the  Expence  we  had  formerly  was  in  the  passing  of  the  Vagrants  from 
other  Counties  through  the  County. 

Have  the  Gaolers  any  Fees  ? 

The  Keeper  of  the  County  Gaol  has  Fees  on  Copies  of  Commitments  and 
Copies  of  "Papers  he  is  obliged  to  furnish  to  Parties  on  Application. 

Tho^e  are  paid,  not  by  the  County,  but  by  the  Persons  applying  ? 
Just  so. 

Does 
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Does  the  Under  Sheriff  receive  any  thing  from  tBe  County  Rate  ?                     Hr.  R,  j.  Corner. 
He  receives  a  Compensation  for  certain  Fees  abolished.  

Do  you  give  a  Salary  to  the  High  Constables  in  Surrey  ? 
No  J  they  are  paid  nothing  whatever. 

What  is  the  Expence  of  Conveyance  of  Prisoners  ? 

In  1813  it  amounted  to  28/.  ds,  6d. ;  it  has  gradually  increased,  'till  in  1833 
it  is  1,345/.  19^. 

Has  the  Rate  of  Allowance  for  that  Coaveyance  been  increased  in  that 
Period? 

A  Scale  was  fixed  Three  or  Four  Years  since,  but  I  do  not  think  that 
materially  altered  it.  We  had  not  a  Scale  before,  an4  the  Magistrates  used 
to  allow  what  they  thought  proper. 

You  attribute  it  to  the  Number  of  Prisoners  only  ? 

Not  entirely ;  there  is  something  to  be  allowed  for  the  different  Situations 
of  the  Prisons.  There  was  a  House  of  Correction  adjoining  the  County  Gad, 
where  a  great  Majority  of  the  Prisoners  were  placed,  but  since  the  Erection 
of  the  Houses  of  Correction  at  Guildford  and  Brixton  the  greater  Distance 
of  those  Prisons  from  Town  has  occasioned  a  Part  of  the  Increase  of  Expence.  • 

There  is  a  great  Increase  of  Prisoners  from  1825  to  1833  j  it  is  nearly  100 
per  Cent. 

Have  you  got  the  Scale  of  Magistrates  Allowance  for  the  Conveyance  of     • 
Prisoners? 
I  have  ;  it  is  1^.  a  Mile,  and  for  every  Prisoner  beyond  One,  3d.  a  Mile. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

PETER  LAURIE  Esq.  is  called  in,  and  examined  as  follows :  Peter  Laurie  Esq. 

You  are  a  Ms^istrate  of  the  County  of  Middlesex  ? 
I  am. 

Have  you  turned.your  Attention  to  the  County  Rates  ? 
I  have. 

Have  you  any  Han  for  their  Amendment  ? 

The  principal  Source  of  Increase  of  the  County  Rates  of  Middlesex  has 
been  the  Buildings  for  the  new  Gaols,  the  Westminster  Bridewell,  and  the 
Hanwell  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  the  Interest  upon  those  Debts,  and  the  Prose- 
cutions of  Criminals.  I  think  a  considerable  Diminution  might  be  made  in 
the  Expences  of  Prosecutions  of  Criminals  by  having  intermediate  Sessions  at 
the  Old  Bailey.  There  have  been  intermediate  Sessions  held  at  Clerkenw.ell 
which  have  been  a  Source  of  considerable  Increase,  for  this  Reason:  the 
Courts  at  the  Old  Bailey  sit  Twenty  Hours  a  Day ;  one  Court  sits  from  Nine 
in  the  Morning  'till  Nine  in  the  Evening,  and  sometimes  longer ;  for  instance, 
if  a  Trial  should  come  on  at  Eight  o'Clock  and  last  'till  Twelve  they  sit  ft  out — 
the  other  sits  about  Eight  Hours  ;  they  never  sit  fewer  Hours  than  Twenty, 
whereas  the  Court  at  Clerkenwell  sits  but  Six  Hours  as  the  regular  Hours  of 
sitting  ;  the  Consequence  is,  a  much  fewer  Number  of  Trials  is  disposed  of  in 
that  Time,  and  the  Expences  of  Witnesses  are  very  materially  increased.  The 
average  Number  of  Trials  at  the  Old  Bailey  is  at  least  Thirty-five  per  Day,  and 
at  Clerkenwell  not  above  Sixteen.  A  Saving  will  accrue  to  the  County  of 
Middlesex  in  One  Item  by  holding  an  intermediate  Sessions ;  Prisoners  being 
detained  a  shorter  Time  in  Prison,  the  Expence  of  Maintenance  is  less.  If  an 
additional  Number  of  Prisoners  is  committed  the  Expences  will  of  course 
increase  in  the  same  Proportion. 

Do' not  the  Magistrates  always  take  into  consideration  the  Length  of  Time 
that  a  Man  has  been  in  Gaol  previous  to  Trial  in  passing  Sentence  ?* 

It  very  much  depends  upon  the  previous  Character  the  Prisoner  has  borne ; 
if  the  Offence  is  not  of  a  very  grave  Character,  and  it  appears  to  be  the 
Prisoner's  first  Offence,  that  is  taken  into  consideration. 

12  Are 
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Peter  Laurie  Esq.       Are  you  not  of  Opinioh  that  Nine  o'Clock   is  too  late  for  a  Trial   to 
■  commence  ? 

Not  as  to  the  Old  Bailey,  because  the  Jury  that  sits  at  Nine  o'CIock  comes 
on  •at  Five  ;  there  are  different  Juries.  It  would  be  a  very  long  Time  for  One 
Jury  to  sit. 

Would  it  not  be  a -very  great  Inconvenience  for  Jurymen  to  be  kept  at 
the  Quarter  Sessions  'till  Nine  o'Clock  at  Night  ? 
I  should  think  so. 

WouW    it    be   a '  greater  Inconvenience   than   to  come    again    the    next 
Morning? 
That  depends  upon  ^their  Occupation,  and  the  Value  of  their  Time. 

Is  there  any  other  Suggestion  you  can  make  that  would  tend  to  the  saving 
of  Expence  ? 

A  very  considerable  Expence  is  incurred  by  the  Attendance  of  Witnesses 
before  Grand  Juries,  which  I  think  is  not  at  all  counterbalanced  by  the  Advan- 
tage  which  it  affords. 

^  Would  you  abolish  the  Grand  Jury  ? 

In  Middlesex,  decidedly.  . 

What  Protection  would  a  Person  have  against  Power  on  the  one  Hand,  and 
•     Clamour  on  the  other  ? 

Publicity.  A  Grand  Jury  is  the  best  Protection  a  bad  Magistrate  can  have. 
A  Prisoner  is  exposed  to  being  attacked  behind  his  Back  before  a  secret 
Tribunal  at  which  no  one.  is  allowed  to  be  present  on  his  Behalf.  The  Grand 
Jury  System  as  at  present  administered  is  at  variance  with  the  first  Principles 
of  our  Law ;  the  Evidence  being  wholly  ex  parte.  It  is  said  it  will  protect  a 
Man  from  Publicity ;  but  the  great  Space  devoted  every  Day  by  the  Public 
Press  to  Police  Reports  shows  that  is  not  the  Case.  It  appears  that  13,000 
Persons  in  Seven  Years  have  been  discharged  by  Grand  Juries.  One  Con- 
sequence must  follow,  either  that  they  had  been  improperly  committed  by 
Magistrates,  or  that  the  same  Evidence  had  not  been  given  before  the  Grand 
Jury  which  induced  the  Magistrates  to  commit,  and  they  have  been  improperly 
discharged.  The  great  Fault  (not  that  I  impute  Blame,  but  it  is  Part  of  the 
System)  is,  from  no  Middlesex  Magistrate  being  on  the  Grand  Jury,  there  is  no 
Check  upon  the  Witnesses  or  upon  the  Prosecutors.  There  is,  in  my  Opinion, 
great  Suppression  of  Evidence,  both  wilful  and  unintentional ;  and  Prosecutors 
are  tampered  with,  and  their  Feelings  worked  on  to  induce  them  to  alter  their 
Evidence  in  order  to  lead  the  Grand  Jury  to  throw  out  the  Bill.  There  is  at 
this  Moment  a  Person  in  Confinement  in  the  House  of  Correction  for  tampering 
with  Witnesses,  and  receiving  Money  for  suppressing  Evidence.  This  Person 
at  the  Time  the  Offence  was  committed  was  a  Policeman,  and  a  principal 
Witness  in  the  Prosecution. 

You  mean  that  13,000  Persons  were  discharged  by  Grand  Juries  in  England 
in  Seven  Years  ? 

Throughout  England  and  Wales.  I  have  the  Number  of  London  and 
Middlesex. 

Is  it  not  fair  to  suppose  tbat  a  great  Number  of  those  Persons  were  not 
guilty  ? 
Certainly. 

And  that  in  consequence  of  the  Bill  not  having  been  found  they  were  saved 
the  Inconvenience  of  bein^  arraigned  in  open  Courts  ? 

In  the  Country  it  is;  but  in  Middlesex  they  are  not  so  saved  from 
Publicity,  because,  if  there  is  any  thing  peculiar  in  the  Nature  of  the  Crime^ 
or  any  thing  in  the  Person's  Situation  in  Life — for  instance,  if  any  respectable 
^  Person  is  accused  of  a  Crime,  he  is  sure  of  being  exposed  in  the  Police  Reports, 
which  are  given  much  fuller  than  the  Reports  of  the  Trials,  and  in  a  more 
attractive  Form. 

Should 
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Should  not  you  say  that  the  Fact  of  a  Bill  not  being  found  against  an  In-   Peter  LaurU  E$q. 

dividual  by  the  Grand  Jury  cleared  his  Character  quite  as  much  as  a  Verdict      

of  Not  Guilty  by  a  Petty  Jury  ? 

I  should  think  not,  because  we  cannot  tell  what  Evidence  has  been  given 
before  the  Grand  Jury. 

Is  your  Observation  against  the  System  of  Grand  Juries  in  general,  or# 
against  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  Middlesex  because  Magistrates 
are  not  eligible  to  serve  on  it  ? 

That  is  one  great  Fault,  and  from  the  great  Speed  with  which  they  are 
obliged  to  proceed.  In  Middlesex,  a  few  Years  ago,  600  Bills  were  disposed  of 
in  Six  Days,  allowing  about  Five  Minutes  for  each  Bill. 

How  does  it  happen  that  the  Magistrates  are  excluded  from  the  Grand 
Jury  ir>  Middlesex  only  ? 

Magistrates  are  never  on  Grand  Juries  for  Sessions^  and  there  are  no  Assizes 
in  this  County.  One  Bill  in  Eight,  upon  the  Average,  is  ignored  in  Mid- 
dlesex. 

That  saves  that  One  Individual  from  being  placed  in  a  very  unpleasant 
Situation,  and  one  in  which  he  must  not  only  have  been  put  to  great  Expence 
in  having  Counsel  to  defend  him,  but  also  the  County  would  have  had  to 
defray  the  Expences  of  the  Witnesses  remaining  for  the  Trial  ? 

There  is  a  Saving  to  that  Amount,  certainly,  but  the  Expence  of  attending 
befiife  the  Grand  Jury  would  not  have  been  incurred. 

Is  there  not  a  Saving  to  the  Individual  ? 

It  is  not  so  satisfactory  a  Termination  of  the  Inquiry  as  an  Acquittal  in 
open  Court  after  a  full  Inquiry.  , 

Do  you  not  think  that  Individuals  would  prefer  having  the  Bill  thrown 
out  by  the  Grand  Jury  than  to  be  kept  Two  Days  in  suspense,  and  then  to 
be  tried  by  a  Petty  Jury  at  Nine  o'Clock  in  the  Evening  ? 

I  should  think  not,  if  the  preliminary  Investigation  has  been  made 
public 

A  Man  may  give  Evidence  before  the  Magistrates,  and  when  he  comes 
into  Court  he  may  swear  directly  the  reverse  ? 

That  is  my  Objection  to  the  Grand  Jury ;  they  may  do  that  before  the  Grand 
Jury  without  Fear  of  Detection  ;  it  is  more  than  suspected  that  great  Suppres- 
sion of  Evidence  and  Prevarication  takes  place  in  consequence  of  so  many  Bills 
being  thrown  out  where  the  Evidence  before  the  committing  Magistrate  was 
of  the  clearest  possible  kind. 

Do  you  mean  you  would  have  no  Check  between  the  Committal  by  a  Ma- 
gistrate and  the  putting  the  Man  on  his  Trial  ? 
Not  in  Middlesex. 

Your  Opinion  is,  that  the  general  Circulation  of  Information  in  Middlesex  is 
so  rapid  and  so  influential  it  is  better  contradicted  by  the  Verdict  of  a  Petty 
Jury  than  by  a  Grand  Jury  ignoring  the  Bill  ? 

It  is. 

You  would  not  apply  the  same  Argument  to  the  rest  of  England  ? 

No  J  for  the  Magistrates  being  on  the  Grand  Jury  prevent  that  Suopression 
of  Evidence  which  takes  place  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  and  which  is  sus- 
pected  at  this  Moment. 

The  Depositions  are  always  returned  to  the  Court  ? 
*   Yes,  but  not  to  the  Grand  Jury ;  they  have  no  Depositions  to  guide  them 
or  to  check  the  Witnesses,  nor  any  legal  OflScer  to  afcist  them. 

Would  not  your  Objection  be  very  much  got  rid  of  if  the  Depositions  were 
sent  to  the  Grand  Jury  ? 

Yes,  very  much ;  it  would  prevent  Suppression  of  Evidence  to  such  an 
Extent.  The  Clerk  of  Indictments  in  Middlesex  labours  under  a  considerable 
Disadvantage  from  the  Depositions  not  being  sent  to  him  as  they  are  to  Clerks 
of  the  Peace  in  the  different  Counties;  they  are  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  Arraigns 
at  the  Old  Bailey. 

Have 
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Feter  Laurie  Esq.       Have  you  any  Other  Suggestion  to  make  ? 

— —  No ;  but  I  think  a  Saving  might  be  made  if  the  Prisoners  Labour  could  be 

made  productive  ;  it  is  at  Preston  in  Lancashire  and  in  Glasgow.  I  have  an 
Account  of  the  Year  ending  the  7th  of  August  1833,  by  which  it  appears  that 
2,075  Prisoners  were  confined  in  the  Bridewell  at  an  Expence  of  725/.  18*.  7i/., 
being  about  lOirf.  a  Week,  the  Produce  of  their  Labour  being  %^6L  9s. 

Do  you  know  on  what  Labour  they  were  engaged  in  ? 

They  were  employed  by  the  Manufacturers  sending  in  Yarn  for  the  Purpose 
of  twisting,  and  manufacturing  Shoes^  Straw  Bonnets,  and  other  trifling  Articles 
where  there  is  not  much  Machinery  required. 

Do  not  you  think  a  great  Part  of  the  Inconvenience  you  have  spoken  of 
with  regard  to  the  Interposition  of  a  Grand  Jury  might  be  avoided  by  the 
holding  the  Sessions  more  frequently  and  more  constantly  ? 

Yes,  certainly.  I  think  the  frequent  holding  of  Sessions  is  a  very  great 
Convenience ;  it  obviates  a  great  deal  of  Disinclination  to  prosecute  which 
Persons  have  when  Time  has  elapsed  since  the  Injury,  whatever  it  is,  has  been 
inflicted  ;  Persons  become  more  unwilling  to  prosecute  as  the  Sense  of  Injury 
is  less  keen,  and  the  Grand  Jury  would  have  much  more  Time. 

Tlie  Old  Bailey  Sessions  are  Eight  Times  a  Year,  are  they  not  ? 

Yes,  and  the  Clerkenwell  Sessions  are  now  Twelve.  It  would  be  a  very 
great  Advantage  if  intermediate  Sessions  were  held  at  the  Old  Bailey,  for 
Newgate  is  inconveniently  crowded  sometimes. 

You  consider  the  Punishment  following  the  Offence  more  speedily  likely  to 
be  attended  with  great  Benefit  ? 
I  do. 

The  Judges  preside  at  the  Old  Bailey  ? 

Yes  ;  Two  always,  in  Capital  Cases.  A  Saving  might  accrue  by  trying  the 
petty  Cases  first,  because  if  Five  or  Six-and-thirty  Cases  a  Day  can  be  disposed 
of  by  the  Two  Courts  that  sit  so  long  a  Time,  that  Number  of  Sets  of  Witnesses 
which  may  be  detained  by  one  Trial  lasting  a  very  long  Time  might  be  got 
rid  of,  and  a  large  Body  of  Police  detained  to  give  Evidence  would  be  allowed 
to  return  to  their  regular  Duties.  *. 

Is  there  only  One  Court  going  on  when  the  Judges  are  at  the  Old  Bailey  ? 
No ;  Two  of  the  Judges  sit  in  what  is  called  the  Old  Court,  and  the  Recorder 
or  Common  Serjeant,  or  Mr.  Serjeant  Arabin,  sits  in  the  New  Court. 

Do  you  think  there  is  any  Necessity  for  Two  Judges  to  sit  ? 

There  must  i)e  Two  Commissioners  present  by  the  Terms  of  the  Commis- 
sion ;  Points  of  Law  sometimes  arise  which  makes  it  desirable  there  should  be 
Two  Judges  present. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

Lerd  ff'harnciiffe.    The  Right  Honourable  The  Lord  WHARNCLIFFE,  a  Member  of  the  Com- 
mittee,  is  examined  as  follows  : 

You  have  been  for  some  Time  Chairman  of  tiie  Quarter  Sessions  for  the 
Wesl  Riding  of  Yorkshire  ? 

It  is  necessary  I  should  explain  the  Circumstances  under  which  the  Quarter 
Sessions  are  held  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  The  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire  extends  more  .than  100  Miles  from  one  End'of  it  to  the  other; 
therefore  it  would  be  exceedingly  inconvenient  to  bring  all  the  Parties  who  are 
Suitors  to  the  same  Spot  at  every  Quarter  of  the  Year,  and  in  consequence 
•  the  Sessions  are  held  in  Three  Divisions  j  they  begin  in  the  Northern  Division, 
and  then  are  continued  by  Adjournment  into  the  Middle  and  Southern 
Divisions.  In  those  Three  Quarters  of  the  Year  J  have  sat  for  several  Years 
as  Chairman  of  the  Southern  Division,  and  at  the  Easter  Sessions  which  are 
held  for  ihe  whole  Riding.  At  one  Place,  Pomfret,  I  have  been  Chairman 
between  Twenty  and  Thirty  Years. 

7  What 
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What  is  the  general  Practice  at  the  West  Riding  Sessions  in  respect  of  the   Lord  whamdifft. 
Financial  Business  of  the  County  ?  "*  

All  the  Financial  Business  of  the  County  is  done  at  one  Time  of  the  Year 
and  upon  one  Day  in  the  Year.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  if  the  Business  to  be 
done  is  of  great  Extent  it  may  not  be  carried  on  to  another  Day,  but  that 
the  Business  is  advertised  and  always  begins  at  a  certain  Hour  on  a  certain 
Day,  at  the  Easter  Sessions  j  that  Day  is  the  Wednesday  in  the  Sessions  Week. 
The  first  Step  that  is  taken  after  the  Meeting  of  the  Court  on  the  Monday,  at 
Pomfret,  is  the  Appointment  of  a  Finance  Committee.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee proceed  immediately  to  call  upon  the  Treasurer  for  his  Accounts^  and 
his  Accounts  are  audited  and  prepared  for  us  on  the  Wednesday.  Notes  are 
taken  by  the  Committee  of  any  Charges  they  may  think  improper,  to  be  brought 
before  the  whole  Body  of  Magistrates  to  be  inquired  into. 

What  is  the  Object  of  confining  it  to  one  particular  Period  of  the  Year  ? 

The  Object  in  the  West  Riding  is  undoubtedhr,  or  rather  it  was  originally, 
this :  that  whereas  the  Sessions  at  other  Times  of'^the  Year  are  held  in  different 
Divisions  of  the  Riding,  Orders  might  be  made  in  one  Division  of  the  Riding 
that  might  not  be  allowed  in  the  ^other,  and  that  Sums  of  Money  might  be 
given  which  would  not  be  approved  of  in  the  other ;  therefore  it  was  decided 
Uiatall  the  Business  should  be  done  at  one  Sessions,  where  all  the  Magistrates 
are  present ;  and  by  several  Acts  of  Parliament  certain  special  Matters  are 
now  ordered  to  be  done  at  Pomfret  Sessions,  ahd  Pomfret  Sessions  only }  which 
Circumstance  would  naturally  go  to  increase  the  Effect,  which  has  certainly 
been  rather  to  check  the  Expenditure  of  the  Riding  and  make  it  more  public. 
I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  from  its  being  known  that  on  that  Day 
alone  the  Financial  Business  of  the  Riding  will  be  transacted  more  Attention  has 
been  drawn  to  that  Subject  throughout  the  Riding,  and  that  there  has  been 
a  much  greater  Disposition  to  watch  the  Proceedings  of  the  Magistrates  upon 
that  Occasion. 

Is  the  Business  transacted  in  open  Court  ? 

The  Business  is  now  transacted  in  open  Court.  When  I  first  sat  as  Chairman^ 
and  for  several  Years  aflerwards,  I  should  think  Ten  or  Twelve,  it.  was 
transacted  in  a  Room,  not  in  the  Court  in  which  we  sat,  but  in  a  Room  of 
considerable  Size  adjoining  the  Court,  the  Door  being  always  open,  into  which 
Room  Counsel  were  admitted,  and  any  body  else,  who  chose  to  come ;  but 
unless  on  a  particular  Occasion  there  were  seldom  any  Persons  that  came  but 
the  Magistrates.  There  was  a  sort  of  Talk  in  the  County  that  we  did  our 
Business  in  a  private  Room,  and  on  that  Account  I  determined  on  my  own 
Authority,  without  taking  any  Vote  upon  the  Subject,  on  a  certain  Day,  to 
begin  the  Business  in  open  Court  at  once,  and  from  that  Time  every  Grant  of 
Money  has  been  made  in  open  T^ourt,  and,  generally  speaking,  by  Motion  of 
Counsel. 

What  has  been  the  Effect  of  granting  Money  in  open  Court  and  on  Motion 
of  Counsel  only  ? 

I  think  the  Effect  has  been  very  great  in  satisfying  the  Public  that  there  wa!^ 
no  Disposition  on  the  Part  of  the  Magistrates  to  spend  the  Money  uselessly 
or  to  engage  in  Jobs*  At  Twelve  o'Clock  on  Wednesday,  provided  the  Trial 
in  which  the  Court  has  been  engaged  is  over,  or  as  soon  after  as  it  is  over, 
I  dismiss  the  Jury  for  that  Day,  and  dismiss  Parties  there  on  Prosecutions,  and 
then  I  call  upon  the  senior  Counsel  to  know  if  he  has  any  Motions  to  make 
for  Gratuities  or  other  Things;  if  he  has  any  Motion  he, stands  up  and  makes 
such  Case  as  he  can  for  it ;  if  there  are  any  Parties  opposing  by  Counsel,  they 
oppose  in  the  same  Way,  and  if  there  are  Parties  who  choose  to  oppose  without 
Counsel,  they  do  so ;  then  a  Decision  is  made,  and  that,  in  a  Court  of  con- 
siderable Size  and  holding  a  great  many  People,  ensures  Publicity*  If  there 
is  an  improper  Grant  nflide,  there  will  of  course  be  an  Exhibition  of  public 
Opinion  upon  the  Subject,  which  will  check  such  a  Proceeding,  When  I  say 
that  nothing  is  granted  without  a  Motion  of  Counsel,  I  must  beg  to  say  that 
that  refers  to  any  Motion,  for  instance,  for  a  Gratutity  out  of* the  County 
Rate.  Your  Lordships  know  that  we  are  authorized  to  give  Gratuities  in 
case  of  Accidents  by  Fire  or  Flood,  and  so  forth,  and  we  have  certain  Rules 
laid  down  which  a  Person  must  go  through  previously  to  coming  to  us  for  a 
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Lord  Wharnciiffe.  Gratuity.     Itistlie  Custom  always  that  that  Person  employs  a  Counsfel  to 

.   bring  his  Case  before  us,  and  to  prove  that  Case  before  us  by  the  Oath  of 

Witnesses.  When  they  have  done  so,  then  probably  some  of  the  Magistrates 
in  the  Neighbourhood  know  some  of  the  Circumstances  of  the  Case,  and 
speak  for  or  against  the  Gratuity,  as  the  Case  may  be,  and  we  have  the 
Case  before  us  fairly  before  we  decide  upon  it.  Then,  in  the  Case  of  Non- 
repair of  a  Bridge,  the  Proceedings  being,  in  the  first  instance,  either  the 
Indictment  of  9ie  Bridge  or  a  Presentment  by  a  Magistrate,  the  next 
Thing  is  that  the  County  either  traverses  or  submits,  and  a  Verdict  is 
given  in  the  first  Case,  or  the  Plea  of  Guilty  taken  by  Submission  in  the 
other,  and  the  Riding  becomes  responsible.  Under  these  Circumstances 
nothing  more  is  done  until  the  Prosecutor  moves  the  Court  for  Judgment. 
When  he  moves  the  Court  for  Judgment  the  Court  call  upon  the  Prosecutors 
to  show  the  Circumstances  of  the  Case ;  and  the  Bridgemaster  has  then  to 
produce  a  Plan  in  open  Court,  which  Plan  is  looked  into.  The  Prosecutor's 
Counsel,  or  he  himself,  if  he  be  in  Court,  have  an  Opportunity  of  seeing' 
it,  and  if  there  are  any  Alterations  proposed,  either  by  the  Neighbour- 
hood in  which  the  Bridge  is  situate,  or  any  body  else  for  the  Public  Con- 
venience, there  is  an  Opportunity  for  them  to  state  them,  and  they  are  fully 
heard,  and  then  the  Decision  is  made  by  the  Bench  upon  them  ;  so  in  almost 
every  other  respect.  There  are  some  Expences  that  are  paid  which  are  not 
always  moved  by  Counsel  in  ogen  Court ;  for  instance,  suppose  the  Case  of 
a  casual  Pauper  taken  ill  in  a  Parish.  There  are  certain  Rules  which  we  have 
laid  down  for  those  Expences  beyond  which  no  individual  Magistrate  can  order 
Payment  to  the  Overseers,  aqd  that  Parish  may  go*  to  that  Extent,  and  no 
more  ;  and  no  Medical  Assistance  is  to  be  called  for  without  the  Sanction  of  a 
Magistrate.  When  that  has  taken  place,  the  Bill,  before  it  is  carried  to  the 
Treasurer,  must  be  brought  to  the  next  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Division,  signed 
by  the  Magistrate,  and  it  is  countersigned  by  the  Chairman  of  those  Sessions. 
At  Pomfret  Sessions  it  frequently  happens  that  those  Expences  which  are  ac- 
cording to  the  Order  do  not  c^er  the  real  Expence,  and  that  the  Magistrate  who 
has  ordered  the  Relief  comes  there  and  states  to  the  Magistrates  in  their  private 
Room,  when  looking  over  the  Account,  *'  Here  is  a  Case  in  which  so  much 
w^as  paid  to  the  Parish ;  herie  is  the  actual  Expence,  which  is  considerably 
more  than  is  allowed  by  your  Rules,  and  which  additional  Expence  arose  in 
consequence  of  Circumstances  not  under  our  Controul,  therefore  I  Hope  you 
will  allow  a  further  Sum  ;'*  and  that  is  sometimes  done  ;  but,  generally  speaking, 
it  is  our  Object  to  bring  the  Expenditure  of  all  Public  Money  under  the 
Condition  of  a  Motion  being  made  in  public  Court  by  Counsel.  In  a  Case  of 
a  Parish  having  been  put  to  any  Expence  upon  any  Circumstance  of  Riot,  or 
so  forth.  Applications  are  ipade  by  Counsel  to  the  Bench  to  make  some 
Allowance  out  of  the  County  Rate  for  that -Purpose;  and  there  are  other 
Matters  of  that  sort ;  but  in  all  Cases*  where  we  possibly  can  we  have  the 
Matter  brought  forward  by  Counsel,  have  the  Circumstances  inquired  into, 
and  then  the  Magistrates,  in  open  Court,  dispose  of  the  Question,  unless 
there  is  great  Difference  of  Opinion,  and  then  we  go  into  our  private  Room 
to  discuss  it  privately,  as  we  should  if  there  was  a  Difference  of  Opinion  with 
respect  to  a  particular  Sentence.  * 

Can  your  Lordship  state  the  Limit  to  which  the  Sessions  at  the  other  Periods 
of  the  Year  go  in  particular  Cases  ? 

No,  I  cannot  particularize  any  Case  j  but  this  I  would  say,  that  it  for  ever 
happens  that  Persons  come  to  us  and  say  it  is  very  hard  we  do  not  receive  more, 
and  the  universal  Answer,  and  a  very  convenient  one  for  us,  as  Chairmen,  is,  that 
the  Application  must  be  made  at  Pomfret  Sessions,  and  that  we  cannot  attend 
to  it  at  these  Sessions.  • 

Do  you  know  the  Amount  granted  in  any  Year  in  that  Way  ? 

For  the  building  and  Repair  of  Bridges  the  whole  Sum  in  the  Year  183«  is 
4,700/.  J  I  should  think  more  than  Three  Fourths  of  that  were  voted  in  open 
Court.  Gratuities  differ  very  much ;  in  1821  they  amounted  to  1,256/.  15^,, 
and  in  the  Year  1832  they  were  reduced  to  86/. 

Pomfret  Sessions  is  your  only  General  Sessions  ? 

Yes;  and  Trom  that  I  have  no  doubt  the  Scheme  of  having  the  whole 
Financial  Business  of  the  Riding  transacted  there  arose. 
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Will  your  Lordship  have  the  goodness  to  state  your  Opinion  of  tlie  Cause  of  Lord  H'hamciiff^ 

the  Increase  of  the  County  Rate  in  the  West  Riding  ?  

I  hold  in  my  Hand  a  Paper  which  makes  it  quite  clear  that  but  for  the  Ex-  • 

Eence  of  Prosecutions,  and  the  Expences  which  are  temporary,  such  as  the 
uilding  of  York  Castle,  and  so  forth,  a  very  considerable  Decrease  of  the 
County  Rates  would  have  taken  place  in  the  West  Riding  between  the  Years 
1821  and  1832,  The  Number  of  Prosecutions  at  the  Assizes  in  1821  was  Sixty* 
six,  and  the  Expence  of  those  Prosecutions  was  2,762/.  18^. ;  the  Number  of 
Prosecutions  at  the  Assizes  in  1832  was  Eighty*eight,  and  the  Expence  was 
4,555/.  18^.  8rf.,  being  an  Excess  in  1832  of  1,792/.  19^.  4(/.  The  Number 
of  Prosecutions  at  the  Sessions  in  1821  was  Two  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and 
in  1832  they  had  been  increased  to  the  Amount  of  Nine  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  ;  the  Expence  of  the  fii-st  was  1,603/.  145.  4t/.  j  the  Expence  in  the  latter 
Year  was  7,720/.  135*  6t/.,  making  an  Addition  of  6,117/,  19^.  2rf.j  and  so 
through  all  the  Items  which  are  connected  with  tlie  Police  of  the  County, 
with  the  Apprehension  of  Prisoners,  the  conveying  of  Convicts,  the  current 
Expence  of  York  Castlfe  and  of  Wakefield  House  of  Correction  ;  so  that  the 
Difference  of  Expenditure  upon  those  Items  between  1821  and  1892  amounts 
to  no  less  a  Sum  than  10,804/.  155.  7d. 

The  Rate  of  Allowance  having  continued  the  same  ? 

It  has  been  ratlier  less;  indeed  considerably  less  than  it  was  in  1821.  Then 
to  4hat  there  should  be  added  the  Expence  of  the  new  Buildings  at  York 
Castle,  which  in  1832  were  12,124/.  45.  2(/.,  which  is  a  temporary  Charge 
only,  and  new  Burthens  placed  upon  the  County  Rate,  the  Expence  under 
the  Reform  Bill,  amounting  to  457^  75.  ll(/.,and  discharged  Prisoners  on  their 
Route,  219/-  105.  6d.  If  those  Three  Items  are  added  to  the  10,804/.  155.  7rf. 
before  mentioned,  they  make  a  Total  of  23,605/.  I85.  2d.  Now  the  Expenditure 
upon  the  County  Rate  in  1821  was  32,917/.  125.  4(/.,  that  of  1832  was 
53,477/.  25.  5c?.,  making  an  Excess  of  Expenditure  in  1832  of  20,559/.  IO5.  Ic?., 
which  being  deducted  from  the  Increase  upon  the  Items  I  l^pve  already  men- 
tioned, and  from  those  other  Items  composing  the  Sum  of  20,559/^  165.  Irf., 
will  leave  a  Difierenqe  of  Expenditure  upon  other  Subjects  m  favour  of  1832 
of  3,046/.  85.  Id.  I  should  also  mention  that  besides  the  Public  hearing  every 
thing  connected  with  the  Finance  of  th^  Riding,  we  have  also  printed  Books, 
of  which  every  Parish  may  have  one  oil  paying  the  Sum  of  I5.,  or  some  very 
small  Sum,  which  contain  the  whole  Expenditure,  every  Item  paid  by  the 
Treasurer;  so,  that  the  Riding  has  an  ample  Opportunity  of  checking  our 
Proceedings,  and  bringing  forward  any  Complaint  they  may  choose  at  the 
following  Pomfret  Sessions. 

Is  it  not  the  Practice  to  imprison  Convicts  for  a  longer  Period  in  the  last 
than  in  the  former  Period  ? 

My  own  Practice,  and  I  have  tried  the  greatest  Number  of  those  Prisoners, 
has  been  to  curtail  the  Sentence  of  Imprisonment  j  and  not  only  that,  but  there 
have  been  a  great  many  more  Persons  remaining  out  on  Bail  previous  to  Trial 
than  there  used  to  be.  It  has  been  recommended  by  the  Sessions,  to  dectease 
the  Expence,  that  the  Magistrates  should  take  Bail  wherever  they  can,  rather 
than  commit  the  Prisoner ;  and  that  has  been  done  in  many  Instances,  so  that 
there  have  been  fewer  Persons  confined  in  the  House  of  Correction  than  before,  . 
and  for  a  shorter  Period,  in  proportion  to  the  Number  tried* 

What  is  the  Result  with  respect  to  those  Culprits  being  again  chargeable 
with  Offences?  • 

In  my  own  Opinion  it  makes  no  Difference  at  alK  Since  I  have  had  any 
thing  to  do  with  the  Administration  of  Justice,  and  I  have  seen  a  good  many 
Plans  tried,  I  think  they  have  universally  failed  in  producing  any  Effect  of 
that  kind  ;  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  I  think  there  has  been 
more  Money  uselessly  expended  on  the  Subject  of  Prisons  in  this  Country 
than  almost  any  Subject  I  know. 

Is  there  much  Pains  taken  in  the  Prisons  in  the  Wfest  Riding  to  establish 
good  Discipline  ? 

Great  Pains ;  in  none  more.  We  have  made  an  Experiment  at  our  own  Risk 
upon  that  Subject,  which  I  hope  will  be  an  Example  to  the  rest  of  the  Kingdom, 
and  prove  to  be  the  only  real  Mode  of  decreasing  the  Number  of  Prisoners  and 
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Jtord  WhamcViffe.  the  Number  of  Trials,  which  is  the  Enforcement  of  perfect  Silence  in  the  Prison. . 

^       About  Ten  Years  ago  we  enlarged  the  House  of  Correction  at  Wakefield, 

^  finding  that  our  Prisoners  were  increasing  upon  our  Hands,  and  it  was  becoming 

too  small  J  and  in  conseauence  of  what  was  g^oing  forward  in  the  Improvement 
of  Prison  Discipline,  ana  the  Classification;  we  increased  that  Prison  to  a  very 
great  Extent — to  such  an  Extent  that  we  thought  it  impossible  that  the  Quantity 
of  Crime  within  the  Riding  would  become  so  great  as  to  give  us  such  a  Number 
of  People  as  could  not  be  confined  in  it  according  to  the  Act  of  Parliament. 
However,  at  the  last  Pomfret  Sessions  of  1 833,  a  Year  later  than  these  Returns, 
and  I  mention  that  to  show  that  the  Number  has  not  been  reduced,  the 
Quantity  of  Prisoners  in  the  Gaol  was  so  excessive  that  we  had  Three  sleeping 
in  a  Cell,  whereas  there  ought  to  have  been  but  One.  Upon  this  it  was  deter- 
mined to  try  whether  something  might  not  be  hit  upon  that  would  make  the 
Prison  a  less  agreeable  Residence  than  it  appeared  to  be,  and  we  determined, 
after  the  October  Sessions,  at  our  own  Risk,  having  no  Authority  from  the 
Judges,  to  make  the  Experiment,  and  to  see  whether  keeping  entire  Silence  in 
Prison  would  not  have  the  Efiect  of  making  the  Residence  there  less  agreeable. 
We  did  so  from  the  Month  of  October  to  the  Month  of  January,  and  un* 
doubtedly  with  the  very  best  possible  Effect.  We  kept  Silence  without  any 
very  great  Degree  of  additional  Expence ;  we  kept  Silence  in  great  part  by 
Means  of  the  Prisoners  themselves,  and  never  had  occasion  to  have  recourse 
to  a  Punishment  for  a  Breach  of  the  Order  of  the  Prison  beyond  that  of 
stopping  a  Man's  Breakfast  or  Pinner.  We  never  had  to  place  a  Man  in 
solitary  Confinement  at  all.  However,  at  the  January  Sessions  we  were  told 
by  some  of  the  Bar  that  they  had  been  spoken  to,  and  asked  whether  they 
could  draw  an  Indictment  against  the  Gaoler  if  we  proceeded  to  enforce  this 
Regulation  by  solitary  Confinement,  and  they  warned  us  to  mind  what  we 
were  about,  for  that  the  Gaoler  would  in  such  Case  be  prosecuted.  This  of 
course  put  a  stop  to  it,  but  we  determined  to  bring  the  Matter  fairly  before  the 
Judges,  and  therefore  we  drew  up  Rules,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Judges 
at  these  Assizes, %)r  the  express  Purpose  of  maintaining  Silence.  I  am  happy 
to  say  I  have  had  Communications  with  the  Secretary  of  State  upon  this  Subject, 
who  sees  it  exactly  as  I  do.  Communications  have  been  had  with  the  Judges, 
and  I  have  very  little  Fear  that  they  will  not  approve  of  those  Rules.  In  that 
Case  I  have  no  doubt  whatever  that  #ie  Numbtr  of  Prisoners  in  our  House  of 
Correction  will  be  very  much  diminished.  As  to  the.  Treadmill,  I  really  believe 
it  has  now  very  little  Effect  indeed, •whatever  it  may  have  once  had ;  and  as  to 
all  the  Classification,  it  has  been  as  complete  a  Failure  as  can  be.  It  has  in- 
creased the  Expence  to  Counties  exceedingly,  and  not  had  the  Effect  that 
Persons  were  so  sanguine  about.  Classification  to  Men  of  that  Description, 
whether  they  be  committed  for  Misdemeanors  or  for  Felony,  is  of  little  Use. 
The  Misdemeanant  has  as  great  Means  of  contaminating,  and  is  as  likely  to 
do  so,  as  a  Felon.  All  Persons  accustomed  to  the  Administration  of  Justice  must 
know  that  very  often  the  greatest  Scoundrels  are  committed  for  Trial 'for  the 
smallest  Offences.  But  if  we  can  obtain  perfect  Silence  it  does  not  much 
signify  whether  w6  put  the  greatest  Rascal  next  to  the  most  innocent  Man,^ 
for  he  cannot  contaminate  him  without  the  Use  of  Words. 

It  will  decrease  the  Necessity  of  keeping  them  so  long  in  Gaol  as  a  Punish- 
ment? 
,^  Yes,  and  prevent  their  coming  again,  I  have  no  doubt.  We  have  great  Proof, 

in  Two  Ways,  of  the  Effect  of  it,  from  the  Letters  the  Prisoners  sent  to  their 
Friends ;  we  have  Proofs  that  the  better  Sort,  the  more  innocent  Persons 
brought  there,  have  rejoiced  at  it,  as  they  have  been  spared  the  Oaths  and  the 
Blasphemy  they  would  otherwise  have  heard;  and  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Letters  of  the  greatest  Rascals  have  been  full  of  Entreaties  to  their  Friends 
that  they  would  use  every  Means  to  get  them  out  of  that  "  Hole/'  as  they 
termed  ft. 

How  does  that  Regulation  apply  to  Night  ? 

The  Cells  all  open  into  a  Gallery ;  all  Night  long  we  have  Persons  walking 
in  those  Galleries  with  List  Shoes  on,  artd  there  is  not  a  Whisper  which  may 
not  be  heard  by  those  Persons. 

What 
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What  would  be  the  probable  Effect,  in  your  Opinion,  of  throwing  the   ^ord  Whamdigc. 

Expence  of  the  Apprehension  and  Prosecution  of  Felons  on  the  'general  Ex-      -^^ 

penditure  of  the  Kingdom,  instead  of  on  each  County,  as  at  present  ? 

With  the  vast  Quantity  of  Crime  and  the  vast  Number  of  Trials  we  have, 
I  think  it  would  be  almost  impossible.  There  appear  to  me  several 
Objections  to  it.  In  the  first  place,  in  every  Case  of  Prosecution  there  must  be 
somebody  or  another  who  is  to  judge  in  the  first  instance  what  Persons  shall 
be  committed  for  Trial.  As  we  have  gone  on  hitherto,  it  has  been  left  un- 
doubtedly in  the  Hands  of  the  County  Magistrates,  and  I  am  very  much  inclined  ^ 
to  think  it  is  very  well  placed  there,  for  the  County  Magistrates  know  a  good  % 
deal  better  than  any  Person  could,  here,  the  Character  of  the  Persons  brought 
before  them ;  and  it  is  very  often  the  greatest  Scoundrels  who  are  brought  before 
them  for  the  smallest  Crimes,  which  to  a  Stranger  would  scarcely  appear  worth 
Prosecution.  Then,  when  we  come  to  the  Expences  of  apprehending  Persons, 
a  Person  living  at  a  Distance  could  only  go  by  very  general  Rules ;  there  may 
be  Cases  where  the  Apprehension  of  a  Prisoner  may  be  very  diflScult,  in  whicn 
Case  it  is  necessary  to  employ  a  Person  to  look  after  him  at  a  considerable 
Expence,  and  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  Persons  on  the  Spot,  if  they  do 
th^ir  Duty,  are  more  able  to  see  that  Persons  are  properly  and  fairly  remune- 
rated  than  Persons  at  a  Distance.*  Then,  with  respect  to  the  Expences  of  Pro- 
secutions, I  should  think  no  Person  in  London  could  be  a  very  good  Judge  of 
what  the  necessary  Expences  of  Witnesses  attending  the  Sessions  in  Yorkshire 
are ;  on  the  contrary,  that  the  Magistrates  living  in  those  Places  know  much 
better  than  any  Persons  here.  Then  there  is  another  thing,  that  those  Matters 
have  hitherto  been  left  to  the  Country  Gentlemen  in  England  to  manage ;  and 
it  is  one  of  the  Distinctions  in  England  that  Gentlemen  do  manage  their  own 
County  Affairs,  and  I  do  not  like  to  approach  to  meddling  with  that  System 
more  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  (This  I  state  as  Matter  of  Opinion  and  FeeK 
ing  ;  not  as  that  which  may  weigh  either  with  the  Legislature  or  the  Govern-  * 
ment.)    I  doubt  very  much  whether  upon  the  whole  it  would  produce  any            •  • 

freat  Diminution  of  Expence.  In  the  fir^t  place,  there  would  not  be  so  many 
ersons  on  the  watch  to  pievent  Expence.  The  County,  being  no  longer  at 
the  sole  Expence,  would  be  only  glad  that  the  Parties  got  as  much  Money  ts 
they  could  ;  now  the  whole  Object  of  the  Magistrates,  where  tJie  Duty  is  pro- 
perly done,  is,  for  their  own  Sakes,  to  make  the  Expences  as^w  as  possibly 
consistently  with  the  Maintenance  of  the^eace  and  good  Order  of  the 
County. 

Are  you  not  of  opinion  the  Judges  should  allow  in  every  Case  the  same 
Expences  as  are  fixed  by  the  Magistrates  ? 

The  Cases  before  the  Judges  are  much  heavier  than  those  before  the  Ma- 
gistrates. In  very  many  Cases,  before  the  Judges,  it  is  necessary  to  have  Two 
Counsel  to  conduct  a  Case  properly,  there  being  a  Fee  to  the  Junior  and  a 
Fee  to  the  Senior,  the  Amount  of  which  must  depend  on  Circumstances,  and 
the  Magistrates  sitting  in  Quarter  Sessions  cannot  have  a  very  good  Notion  of 
what  is  to  be  allowed  in  these  Cases.  Then  there  are  other  Expences  attend- 
ing the  Assizes  that  I  do  not  know  whether  they  could  very  well  controul ; 
but,  at  the  same  Time,  I  have  never  found  tha^  when  the  Judges  were  spoken 
to  on  the  Subject,  which  we  have^  done  several  Times,  they  were  not  very 
willing  to  attend  to  us,  and  to  decrease  those  Expences ;  but  the  Nature  of 
the  Cases  brought  before  the  Judges  and  before  the  Sessions  are  so  very  dif- 
ferent it  is  not  very  easy  for  the  Justices  to  confine  the  Judges.  We  have  got 
rid  of  a  considerable  Part  of  that  Expence  at  the  Assizes  in  consequence  of 
Offences  of  much  greater  Magnitude  being  tried  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  than 
used  to  be.  The  Judges  have  always  held  out  to  us  to  commit  as  few  Persons 
as  we  could  for  Trial  at  the  Assizes ;  and  I  have  heard  more  than  One  Judge 
say,  that,  except  in  Cases  of  Capital  Offences,  they  are  much  better  disposed 
of  at  the  Sessions  than  thfere.  We  do,  in  consequence,  try  many  Cases  at  the 
Sessions  which  would  some  Years  ago  have  been  sent  to  the  Assizes ;  for  in- 
stance, there  is  nothing  more  common  than  to  try  Cases  as  Common  Larceny 
at*  the  Sessions  which  are  in  point  of  fact  Burglaries, 'and  Burglaries  of  a 
very  heavy  Nature,  but  not  Burglaries  attended  with  Violence  to  the  Person, 
but  having  all  the  Characteristics  of  Burglary,  of  entering  the  House  at  Nightj^ 
and  taking  away,  and  so  on.    Those  Cases,  Fifteen  Years  ago,  would  have  been 
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Lord  WharncUffe.   sent  to  tli€J\8sizes,  but  are  »ow  seat  to  the  Sessions.    By  a  late  Act  of  Par- 

liaraent  the  Cases  of  Sheep-st^aling  and  Horse-stealing  are  now  tried  at  the 

Sessions.  These  have  diminislied  the  Number  of  Persons  senit  to  the  Assizes  in 
proportion  to  the  Crimes  committed. 

Do  you  think  there  is  any  Difference  in  the  Disposition  of  the  Jury  to  find 
a  Verdict  at  the  Sessions  and  at  the  Assizes  ? 

I  think  not.   That  must  depend  partly  on  the  Jury ;  partly  on  the  Chairman. 

Have  not  the  Judges  expressed  an  Opinion  that  the  Magistrates  ought  to 
^  cODomit  to.  the  Gaol  which  will  be  first  delivered  ? 

I  do  not  know  that  they  have  given  so  general  an  Opraion  as  that,  but  they 
have  said  for  some  Time  to  us,  **  Do  not  send  us  any  but  heavj^  Cases  if  you 
can  help  it ;"  and  I  believe  we  send,  in  the  West  Riding,  much  feweF  Cases  in 
proportion  to  the  Assizes  than  the  East  and  North  Ridings, 

Do  they  recommend  it  with  a,  view  to  the  Diminution  of  the  Business  at 
the  Assizes  or  a  Regard  to  the  Expence  ? 

Any  Cases  affecting  the  Life  of  the  Individual  must  of  course  go  there;  but 
no  doubt  in  general  heavy  Cases  are  better  tried.  In  the  first  place,  they 
have  a  better  Jury,  and  many  Circumstances  rendering  it  desirable  they 
should  have  a  Trial  there ;  but  the  Sessions  in  the  West  Riding  are  in.  fact 
very  nearly  an  Assize^  When  I  state  that  we  have  a  Bar  of  between  Tliirty  and 
Forty  Counsel^  many  very  eminent  in  the  Pyfession,  who  never  leave  us  till 
they  have  a  Silk  Gown,  and  then  by  Etiquette  they  cannot  attend  the  Ses- 
sions, it  may  be  imagined  the  Trials  are  conducted  almost  as  well  as  they  can 
be  at  the  Assizes,  as  far  as  the  Counsel  go. 

What  is  your  Opinion  of  the  Payment  of  Fees  to  Counsel  out  of  the  County 
Jlate  ? 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  speaking  to  the  Advantage  of  that.  We,  in  the 
'  West  Riding,  allow  the  Counsel  a  Fee  of  a  Sovereign  in  every  ]h*osecution  for 

Felony.  In  the  Cases  of  Misdemeanors  we  allow  only  under  particular  Cir- 
cumstances, under  the  late  Act  of  Parliament  j  but  in  every  Case  of  Felony 
the  Counsel's  Fee  is  allowed  by  the  Cburt  j  and  the  Consequence  is,  in  the 
first  place,  a  gtfat  Saving  of  Time.  A  Case  is  brought  before  the  Court  with 
Clearness ;  th^counsel  has  his  Brief, he  states  his  Case  to  the  Jury,  he  knows 
the  Point,  and  the  Case  is  bett#  tried.  There  is  another  great  Advantage  j 
which  is,  securing  the  Attendance  of  a  Bar  for  all  Purposes ;  and  I  cannot  help 
thinking  that  the  Magistrates  who  preside  over  a  Court  of  that  kind,,  feeling 
that  they  have  the  Eyes  of  those  Persons  upon  them,  and  that  they  must 
conduct  the'Bii^ness  so  as  to  give  Satisfaction,  or  that  th/eyare  subject  tq 
Remarks  and  Censures  which  no  Man  would  like  to  undejrgio^  the  Business  is 
coQsequi^ntly  much  better  conducted,  and  the  Money  expended  on  Fees  to 
Counsel  is  very  well  expended.  I  have  every  Reason  to  know  that  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  as  it  is  administered  in  the.  West  Ridings  does  give  greal 
Satisfaction* 

Do  you  tliink  it  would  be  advisable  to  enable  the-  Magistrates  to  punisb 
summarily  certain  small  Offends  now  sent  for  Trial  to  the  Sessions  ? 

1  have  not  the  least  Doubt  of  that ;  particularly  young  Persons,  of  which  On^ 
Third  at  least  of  those  brought  to  the  Sessions  consist  of  Lads  under  Twenty.. 
1  have  no  doubt,  if  it  was  not  thought  proper  to  put  the  Power  into  the  Hands 
of  One  Magistrate  or  Two  Magistrates,  if  they  were  allowed  to  summon  a  Jury 
de  circumstantibus,  and  try  them>  and  order  their  Punishment  immediately,  it 
,  would  produce  a  very  important  Effect,  and  save  a  great  deal  of  Money.     I 

had  an  Instance  the  last  Pomfret  Sessions,  of  a  Boy  brought  before  us  for 
stealing  Two  or  Three  Eggs ;  the  Case  happened  to  come  from  a  Part  of  tlie 
County  very  distant  from  romfret,.  in  the  Northern  Part  of  Craven  j  that  Trial 
for  those  Eggs  cost  the  County  nearly  14/.  I  thought  it  a  very  strong  Case,, 
but  it  could  not  be  helped.. 

Do  you  recollect  what  was  the  Sentence  in  that  Case  ? 
I  do  not  recollect.     I  believe  the  Lad  would  not  have  been  sent  for  Trial 
but  for  his  previous  bad  Character. 
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What  may  be  the  probable  Eflfect  of  throwing  the  Expence  of  PriflODs  on  the  Lord  whamcUfe.^ 
general  Fund  of  the  Country  ?  __«^_ 

I  do  not  see  much  Objection  to  that,  I  should  rather  prefer  the  Prisons 
being  \n  the  Hands  of  some  responsible  Officer  of  Government  than  in  the  Hands 
of  the  Magistrates.  I  think  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  put  all  the  Expence  of 
bringing  the  Prosecution  and  the  Management  of  it  on  the  Country  j  but  that, 
tfler  he  is  convicted,  the  Prisoner  should  be  handed  over  to  the  Government, 
to  be  dealt  with  according  to  his  Sentence.  It  would  introduce  a  more  uniform^ 
Mode  of  Prison  Discipline  than  there  is  now*  I  understand  in  Ireland  there  is  what 
is  called  an  Inspector  of  Prisons,  who  goes  round  and  inspects  periodically ; 
and  I  think  that  would  be  advanta^oos  here,  if  it  was^  thou^t  desirable  to 
take  the  Prisons  into  the  Hands  of  Government.  I  see  no  Objection  to  that 
Change. 

Who  is  in  that  Case  to  bear  the  Expence  of 'maintaining  a  Prisoner  before 
he  is  tried  ?   • 
The  County  should  bear  that  Expence,  in  my  Opinion. 

Do  you  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  a  divided  Jurisdiction  in  the 
Gaol  ? 

No ;  I  would  have  the  Prisons  entirely  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  Govern- 
ment. 

Your  Lordship  was  understood  to  say  that  after  the  Prisoners  were  convicted 
the  Expence  should  be  borne  by  Government,  and  that  an  Inspector  on  the 
Part  of  the  Government  should  att'end,  who  should  have  supreme  Power  ? 

Then  I  was  mistaken.  I  went  further  than  that;  I  only  referred  to  that  to 
show  that  in  one  Part  of  the  Kingdom  there  is  a  Superintendent  on  the  Part 
of  Government.  I  think  the  Prisons  should  be  entirely  under  the  Power 
of  Government ;  that  the  Magistrates  should  have  the  Power  of  committing  to 
those  Prisons ;.  that  the  Expence,  until  Trial,  should  be  thrown  on  the 
County^  and  after  Trial  on  die  Kingdom  at  large. 

Yoa  would  propose  that  the  Management  of  the  Prisons  should  be  under 
the  Controul  of  Government  ? 

Yes ;  but  \  ^ve  that  merely  as  Opinion.  That  is  the  only  Alteration  that 
strikes  me  as  likely  to  answer;  still  I  do  not  mean  to  pledge  myself  that  I 
might  not  alter  my  Opinion  upon  further  Consideration. 

You  wauld  propose  that  the  Custody  <^  the  Prisoners  should  be  transferred 
to  the  Government,  even  before  Trial  ? 

Yes;  but  the  Maintenance  of  the  Prisoneft  up  to  Conviction  I  would  leave 
on  the  County,  and  after  that  Period  it  should  lie  on  Government 

Why  would  you  make  a  Distinction  between  the  Support  of  Prisoners  before 
and  after  Trial  ? 

I  think  it  is  a  Burthen  thrown  on  every  County  to  keep  its  own  Police,  if 
one  may  say  so  ;.  but  after  Conviction  it  appears  to  me  it  is  but  fair  to  say  that 
the  Country  at  large  should  bear  the  Expence  attending  the  Punishment 

Up  to  Conviction  where  would  be  the  Objection  of  throwing  the  Expence 
of  the  Maintenance  upon  the  Country  generally,  and  not  exclusively  upon  the 
Poor  Rates  of  the  County,  by  throwing  the  Charge  on  the  Receiver  of  the 
County,  instead  of  upon  the  Receiver  only  of  the  Poor  Rates  ? 

I  do  not  know  that  there  is  any  Objection  to  that ;  that  is»  in  fact,  the 
Government  pay  it  out  of  the  general  Taxes  of  the  Kingdom. 

Does  it  not  appear  to  you  more  just  and  equitable  that  the  Public  Funds, 
Personal  as  well  as  Real  Property,  should  be  called  in  for  the  Maintenance  of 
Prisoners  up  to  the  Time  when  you  would  hand  them  over  to  Government^ 
inasmuch  as  the  Personal  Property  of  the  County  is  as  much  exposed  to 
Depredation  as  the  Real,  or  more  so  ? 

We  are  at  this  Time  revaluing  the  West  Riding  for  the  Purpose  of  a  fresh 
Assessment  of  the  County  Rate,  and  we  do  assess  all  the  Personal  tangible 
Property  we  can ;  for  instance,  we  assess  Machinery,  or  rather  the  Building  in 
which  the  Machinery  is  contained,  according  to  its  Power.  There  are  certain 
Descfriptions  of  Personal  Property  which  cannot  be  got  at,  such  as  Money ; 
but  all  the  Personal  Property  which  is  possibly  tangible  we  are  now  in  point 
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l^ord  Wharnciiffe.   of  fact  assessing;  by  that  Means,  we  do  not  eo  nomine  assess  it  as  Personal 
— Property,  but  we  assess  the  Manufactory  according  to  its  Power, 

,      You  think  it  proper  that  Personal  Property  should  be  called  on  for  Mainte- 
nance of  Prisoners  ? 
Yes. 

Then  why  not  bring  in  all  Personal  Property,  and  charge  all  those  Expences 
charged  on  the  Receiver  General  of  the  County  ? 
I  see  no  Objection  to  that,  if  it  be  possible. 

Do  you  think  that  if  the  Laws  remained  as  at  present  with  respect  to  the 
Conveyance  to  Gaol  it  would  be  better  to  make  that  Charge  of  conveying  to 
Gaol  fall  on  the  particular  Parish  instead  of  upon  the  County  at  large  ?  • 

No  J  I  think  it  would  be  hard  to  throw  it  upon  the  particular  Parish. 

Do  you  not  think  it  would  work  great  Injustice  to  a  Parish  distant  from  the 
County  Gaol? 

Yes,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  that;  for  instance,  in  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire  the  House  of  Correction  is  at  Wakefield  j  take  the  Case  of  a 
Prisoner  to  be  conveyed  from  Craven  ;  it  would  take  more  than  One  Day,  and 
the  Expence  to  which  the  Parish  would  be  put  would  be  very  great  indeed, 
and  very  unfair  upon  them. 

Can  you  give  any  Opinion  as  to  the  Possibility  of  reducing  the  Expence, 
if  they  were  left  where  they  now  are  ? 

I  really  do  not  see  any  Probability  of  reducing  the  Expence,  except  in  the 
Instances  I  have  mentioned ;  in  the  Prosecutions  and  so  fortl^;  and  that  of 
course  must  depend  very  much  upon  the  Quantity  of  Crime,  and  of  Cases 
actually  prosecuted.  I  am  almost  afraid  that  with  our  increasing  Population 
we  cannot  look  to  much  Diminution  in  that  respect.  The  only  Two  possible 
Checks  I  see  are  that  which  is  now  in  operation,  namely.  Education,  which 
one  would  hope  would  have  the  Effect  of  making  People  better,  or  it  will 
be  of  very  little  Use;  the  other,  a  severer  Description  of  Prison  Discipline, 
and  a  severer  Description  of  secondary  Punishment.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  'till  of  late  the  only  secondary  Punislirfient  we  have  had,  tliat  of  Trans- 
portation, has  been,  instead  of  being  looked  on  as  a  great  Misfortune,  rather 
coveted  by  the  Prisoners.  I  am  in  hopes,  from  what  I  have  heard,  that  when 
it  comes  to  be  known  what  the  present  Treatment  of  those  Persons  is  in 
Australia,  a  different  View  will  be  tHken  of  that  Punishment  than  has  been 
taken  by  Prisoners  who  have  betn  hitherto  liable  to  it.  Those  are  the  only 
Two  possible  Checks  I  can  see  to  that  Expenditure.  I  believe  that  some 
Persons  conceive  that  Persons  are  more  lightly  sent  to  l^  tried  by  Magistrates 
than  they  used  to  be.  I  confess  I  am  not  aware  that  such  is  the  Case. 
I  know  there  is  very  great  Objection,  though  the  Expences  are  in  a  great 
measure  paid,  to  the  Loss  of  Time  and  Trouble  a  Prosecution  occasions, 
besides  all  those  Motives  of  Humanity  that  press  upon  People  now  just  as 
much  as  they  did.  I  cannot  think  much  is  attributable  therefore  to  that;  but 
it  would  appear,  in  the  West  Riding,  the  Increase  from  251  in  1821  to  976  in 
*    1832  is  an  enormous  Increase  indeed. 

Do  you  sit  late  in  your  Courts  ? 

I  have  at  Times  sat  very  late  indeed.  But  the  usual  Course  is  this  :  we  begin 
on  the  Wednesday,  which  is  the  common  Day  for  beginning  at  the  usual 
Periods  of  the  Year  ;  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  we  break  up  at  Six 
or  Seven  o*Clock,  but  on  the  Saturday  1  have  very  often  sat  'till  Twelve 
o'clock  at  Night,  and  last  October  I  sat  from  Nine  in  the  Morning.  This  was 
considerable  Fatigue,  more  particularly  to  the  Chairman.  With  respect  to  the 
Jury,  all  the  Chairman  ever  did  was  to  let  the  Jury  go  out  for  Ten  Minutes 
at  a  Time,  and  other  Business  was  proceeded  in.  Motions  were  made,  or  some- 
thing of  that  kind,  to  fill  up  thfe  Time.  As  to  the  Chairman,  I  have  left  the 
Chair  for  a  few  Minutes,  and  gone  into  the  Back  Room,  got  something  to  eat, 
and  come  back  again.  If  tha  Court  had  not  sat  'till  Twelve  that  Night  the 
Consequence  would  have  been  that  the  Jurors,  the  Suitors,  and  Counsel  must 
have  come  again  on  the  Monday,  and  all  Parties  infinitely  preferred  to  get 
through  the  Business.    I  never  perceived  any  gr«t  Inconvenience  from  it. 
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Could  not  you  remedy  that  by  sitting  on  the  Tuesday  ?  Lord  Wharndiffe. 

No ;  it  would  interfere  with  the  other  Business.    At  Pomfret  Sessions,  for       

instance,  we  begin  on  the  Monday,  and  sit  very  often  'till  late  on  Saturday 
Night,  and  often  late  on  Friday  Night,  for  the  Purpose  of  getting  through  the 
Business  before  Sunday.  With  respect  to  the  other  Sessions,  we  begin  on  the 
Wednesday ;  we  cannot  begin  before  that,  for  Leeds  Borough  Sessions  occupy 
the  Monday  and  the  Tuesday,  taking  the  Counsel  and  many  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Court,  and* if  we  went  on  to  the  next  Week  it  would  interfere  with  the 
Counsel  being  back  to  attend  the  Term  ;  they  go  off  the  Moment  our  Sessions 
are  over. 

Have  you  a  separate  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  each  Riding  ? 
We  have,  and  a  Deputy  in  the  West  Riding. 

Does  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in  the  West  Riding  perform  his  Duty  in 
Person  ? 

He  does ;  both  himself  and  his  Deputy  are  always  in  Court. 

Do  y#u  know  how  they  are  paid  ? 

They  are  paid  by  Fees  of  Court  and  by  a  Bill. 

The  Deputy  is  appointed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  ? 
He  is.  ^ 

Do  you  know  what  his  Situation  is  worth  on  the  Average  ? 
I  cannot  say  offhand,  but  a  considerable  Sum. 

Is  he  a  Barrister  ? 
He  is. 

Could  not  he  act  as  Clerk  of  Assize  ? 

I  am  not  able  to  answer  that  Question ;  he  practises  at  present  at  the 
Assizes  as  a  Counsel. 

What  is  your  Lordship's  Opinion  of  dispensing  with  the  Grand  Jury  ? 

I  think  it  is  the  most  extraordinary  Proposition  I  ever  heard,  that  we  are 
to  have  no  Check  between  the  immediate  Commitment  of  a  Person  and  his 
being  put  to  the  Bar,  and  arraigned  to  take  his  Trial.  It  'seems  that  is  the 
Case  in  no  Part  of  the  Kingdom.  Even  in  Scotland  the  Lord  Advocate 
intervenes  between  the  committing  Magistrate  and  the  Trial.  No  Trial  is  had 
without  a  Fiat  of  the  Lord  Advocate  in  Scotland. 

The  Grand  Jury  is  a  great  Protection  to  the  Subject  against  arbitrary 
Power  ? 

Yes ;  and  in  Counties  the  assembling  Persons  and  making  them  sit  on  the 
Grand  Jury  makes  them  see  what  the  Course  of  Justice  is,  and  brings  Parties 
together  in  the  Administration  of  Justice  and  doing  the  Business  of  the 
County  in  a  Way  which  is  very  advantageous.    * 

By  the  Substitution  of  a  Law  authorizing  a  summary  Punishment  to  be 
inflicted  on  a  Boy  for  a  trifling  Offence,  a  shorter  Imprisonment  would  be 
required,  Expence  would  be  diminished,  and  the  Danger  of  Contamination 
from  remaining  previously  to  Trial  with  a  Number  of  other  Prisoners  would 
be  avoided? 

Yes ;  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  that ;  and  there  is  a  great  Difference  in  ^ame. 
A  Person  being  sent  to  Gaol  loses  his  Character  under  any  Circumstances, 
and  therefore  it  is  desirable  not  to  commit  young  Persons  to  Gaol.  There  is 
another  Advantage  if  once  a  System  of  entire  Silence  can  be  adopted,  there 
will  be  no  Occasion  for  Classification,  and  therefore  no  Occasion  for  Three 
Parts  of  the  Expence  we  have  been  at  in  our  Gaols,  and  the  great  Expence  in 
building  Gaols  in  general  is  in  fact  to  provide  for  that ;  but  if  Persons  cannot 
talk  to  one  another  there  is  no  further  Occasion  to  pursue  that ;  and  I  am 
equally  satisfied  that  the  System  of  Classification,  and  every  thing  hitherto 
devised  in  Prison  Discipline^  lias  not  had  the  Effect  that  humane  Persons,  who 
once  were  most  sanguine  upon  the  Subject,  thought  it  would  produce. 

Are 
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Lord  wharndiffe.       Are  you  aware  that  in  the  American  Prisons  there  is  a  Degree  of  Severity 
~ — —      practised  which  we  have  not  in  this  Country  ? 

I  am  aware  that  there  is ;  but  I  very  much  doubt  whether  that  is  necessary. 
I  should  at  all  events  wish  to  try  the  Experiment  without  it. 

Are  you  aware  that  by  the  Act  of  5  George  4,  Chapter  83,  Section  15, 
when  a  Prisoner  is  discharged  from  Gaol,  the  visiting  Justices  may  give  him 
a  Certificate  to  receive  Relief  from  the  Overseers  of  every  Parish  on  his  Route 
to  his  Settlement  ? 

I  was  not  aware  of  that.

The  Duke  of  RICHMOND  in  the  Chair.  Evidence  on 

County  Rates  in 
England  &  Wales. 

Mr.  MICHAEL  IRISH  is  called  in,  and  examined  as  follows :  Mr. M.Irish. 

Have  you  prepared  the  Returns  from  the  Parliamentary  Papers  which  you 
were  directed  to  do  ? 
I  have. 

Will  you  deliver  them  in  ? 

The  Witness  delivers  in  thesairje.     {Vide  No.  1.  qf  Papers  delivered  in  by 
the  Witness^,  pp.  89  to  274.) 

Are  they  correct? 
.  They  are  ;  they  are  made  from  the  Reports  of  1825,  1832,  and  1833. 
Some  of  those  are  incorrect,  and  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  complete  one 
Branch  in  particular,  that  is  the  **  Expence  of  Prosecutions.*'  In  many  In- 
stances they  have  returned  the  whole  of  the  Expences  together,  and  in  other 
Instances  they  have  not  carried  out  how  many  Prosecutions  there  were  ; 
therefore  in  those  Cases  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  the  .Expence  of  each 
Prosecution. 

Have  they  stated  in  any  of  the  Returns  that  they  could  not  divide  them  ? 

No  ;  I  rather  think  it  arises  from  the  careless  Manner  in  which  the  Returns 
have  been  made  out.  As  to  the  Debts  of  the  Counties^  in  many  Instances 
there  are  no  Returns  of  the  Amount  although  there  is  Interest  paid.  This 
(deUvering  in  a  Papery  vide  No.  2.  p.  275,)  is  a  Sunnnary  of  the  Increase  • 
of  Expenditure ;  and  these  (delivering  in  another  Paper,  vide  No.  3,  pp.  277— 
i9Qi)  are  Remarks  which  occurred  to  me  as  I  passed  through  the  Accounts. 

The  several  Papers  are  then  read. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

Sir  WILLIAM  COSWAY  is  called  in,  and  further  examined  as  follows :         sir  W.  Camay. 


Have  yOu  any  other  Suggestions  to  offer  to  the  Committee  ? 

Since  I  had  the  Honor  of  being  examined  before  your  Lordships  I  have 
been  down  to  our  Assizes,  and  have  made  further  Inquiries  respecting  the 
Union  of  the  Offices  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  Clerk  of  Assize,  and  I  think 
it  appears  there  would  be  no  practical  Difficulty  in  the  Union  j  on  the  con- 
trary, there  would  be  this  great  Advantage ;  the  Grand  Jury  were  detained 
th^re  an  extra  Day,  waiting  for  the  Indictments ;  the  Clerk  of  Assize  comes 
round  the  Circuit  with  the  Judges,  and  generally  arrives  One  or  Two  Hours 
before  them  ;  he  does  not  fill  up  the  Indictments,  but  employs  a  Person  in  the 
Office  below  to  do  so.  On  the  First  Day  the  Grand  Jury  were  summoned,  we 
were  detained  Two  Hours  without  a  Bill  before  us,  and  we  went  into  Court  and 
coinplained  to  the  Judge  of  it.  The  Second  P'y  we  had  to  renew  the  Com- 
plaint, and  we  were  detained  a  Third  Day,  though  the  Business  might  have 
been  settled  Hours  before  the  Second  Day  was  finished  if  the  Indictments  had 
been  prepared.  From  all  the  Inquiries  I  have  made,  if  the  Clerk  of  As^e 
had  been  tliere  early  on  the  Morning  of  the  First  Day,  the  whole  Business 
might  have  been  done  with  the  greatest  Ease. 
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Sir  w.  Coiway.         Are  there  not  many  Cases  in  which  the  getting  up  of  the  Bills  takes  place 

-^ between  the  Period  of  the  judge  visiting  the  first  Place  on  the  Circuit  and  the 

Time  of  his  visiting  some  of  the  later  Counties  in  the  Circuit  ? 
No  doubt. 

Supposing  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  were  to  be  an  ambulatory  OflScer,  like  the 
Clerk  of  Assize,  how  could  he  prepare  those  Things  in  the  latter  Places  ? 

It  is  the  reverse.  I  want  the  Clerk  of  Assize  to  be  fixed  the  same  as  the  Clerk 
of  the  P^ace  is  at  present ;  in  fact^  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  should  be 
Clerk  of  Assize.  I  went  down  to  look  at  the  Manner  in  which  the  Indictments 
were  drawn  up ;  the  Clerk  of  Assize  does  nothing  himself  with  the  Indict- 
ments ;  he  sits  in  Court  with  the  Judge,  and  employs  a  Solicitor  or  a  Clerk  in 
the  Office  below  to  fill  up  the  Indictments. 

You  mean  that  there  should  be  as  many  Clerks  of  Assize  as  there  are 
Counties? 

Yes,  Just  so  i  that  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  Clerk  of 
Assize  should  be  joined. 

Is  not  it  a  particular  Branch  of  the  Profession,  which  requires  great 
Knowledge  ? 

The  Indictment  is  drawn  up  in  the  Office  below ;  and  I  apprehend  the  Clerk 
of  Assize,  unless  in  an  extraordinary  Case,  has  nothing  to  do  with  it ;  but  it  is 
a  Clerk  he  employs,  or  any  Person  he  chuses  to  name  to  fill  that  Office. 

Is  it  not  a  Person  supposed  to  have  particular  Experience  in  that  Line  ? 

I  apprehend  not ;  indeed  I  could  speak  decidedly  as  far  as  Kent  is  con- 
cerned. The  Person  who  really  fills  up  the  Indictments  is  a  Solicitor,  not  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace ;  if  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace*  were  the  Clerk  of  Assize,  and 
there  were  any  Difficulties,  he  would  probably  consult  either  a  Special  Pleader 
or  some  Person  of  standing  at  the  Bar  $  but  the  Clerk  of  Assize  himself  is 
always  in  Court,  and  therefore  cannot  fill  up  the  Indictments  which  are  drawn 
in  the  Office  below. 

Do  not  you  conceive  the  Agent  of  the  Clerk  of  Assize  refers  to  the  Clerk 
of  Assize,  who  is  always  a  considerable  Crown  Lawyer,  in  case  of  any  thing 
special  in  the  Indictment  ? 

I  should  have  no  doubt  he  does.    I  should  think  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in 

feneral  has  sufficient  Knowledge.  Some  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  are 
tarristers ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Surjey  is  a  Barrister  of  considerable 
Eminence ;  and  they  would  probably,  in  case  of  Difficulty,  refer  to  a  Barrister 
going  the  Circuit* 

Does  not  the  Person  who  draws  up  the  Indictment  for  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assize  take  the  whole  of  the  Circuit  P 

I  believe  he  does  \  he  is  called  Clerk  of  the  Indictments^ 

Still  it  is  a  Man  of  considerable  Practice  who  performs  those  Duties  ? 
If  I  were  to  judge  by  the  Indictments  which  come  up,  I  should  think  if  he 
has  a  considerable  Practice,  it  has  not  much  benefited  him. 

Who  should  you  suggest  should  have  the  Appointment  of  the  Clerk  of  tbe 
Peace,  according  to  your  Proposal  ? 

That  is  a  Point  on  which  1  can  give  no  Opinion ;  the  one  is  appointed  at 
present  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant ;  that  is  very  objectionable,  as  I  stated  ^n  a 
former  Day,  for  the  Magistrates  have  very  little>  if  any  Control  over  him ; 
and  the  Office  is  almost  always  done  by  Deputy  \  and  in  endeavouring  to 
make  out  a  Scale  of  Fees  in  1819>  we  found  a  very  great  Difficulty  on  that 
Ground. 

When  you   say  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace   is  appointed   by  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  you  mean  by  the  Custos  Rotulorum  ? 
Yes. 

You  state  that  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  generally  do  their  Duty  by  Deputy ; 
are  you  certain  that  that  is  the  general  Practice  ? 

It  is  so  in  Kent ;  and  I  believe  it  is  so  in  most  Counties;  it  must  be  some 
one  residing  at  the  County  Town  who  does  the  Duty.

Do  you  know  who  is  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Sussex,  and  whether  he  acts     Sir  w.  Cosway. 

by  Deputy  or  not  ?  

I  do  not 

Does  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Surrey  act  by  Deputy  ? 

He  does  the  Duty  himself*     In  Middlesex  the  Duty  is  done  by  Deputy, 

If  the  Alteration  were  to  take  place  which  you  suggest^  should  you  think  \ 

it  better  that  the  Appointment  should  be  made  by  a  Judge  or  by  the  Custos 
Rotulorum  ? 

No,  I  should  say  not.  If  what  has  been  proposed  were  a  Part  of  the  new 
Arrangement,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  should  check  all  the  Bills  before 
they  were  drawn  by  the  Treasurer,  it  ought  to  be  a  Person  having  an 
Interest  in  the  County  Affairs,  and  the  Judge  would  most  likely  appoint  a 
Person  not  of  the  County*  I  think,  perhaps,  both  Parties  ought  to  have  a 
VcMce  upon  it. 

Do  not  you  consider  the  Election  of  Officers  by  Magistrates  to  be  objec-^ 
tionable  where  it  can  be  avoided  ? 

I  think  it  is ;  but  it  should  be  indispensable  that  the  Prinqipal  should  dis*  ' 
charge  the  Duty  himself. 

Do  not  you  conceive  it  would  be  unpleasant  to  the  Judges  if  any  one  but 
themselves  w^  to  appoint  who  should  be  their  Clerk  of  Assize  ? 

That  is  a  Matter  on  which  I  can  give  no  Opinion  ;  if  I  were  a  Judge  I  think 
I  should  be  glad  to  get  rid  of  it.  It  is  disagreeable  to  have  a  Person  appointed 
by  the  Judge  found  fault  with ;  this  is  the  Second  Time  within  these  Two 
Years  that  the  Jury  have  come  before  the  Court  to  complain  of  the  being 
stopped  for  Want  of  Indictments. 

The  Depositions  are  always  submitted  by  the  Clerk  of  Assize  to  the  Judge  ? 
They  are,  I  believe. 

How  would  you  propose  they  should  be  so  submitted  if  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  were  Clerk  of  Assize  for  the  County  ? 

The  Depositions  are  sent  by  the  committing  Magistrate  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace,  and  if  he  were  Clerk  of  Assize  he  would  have  them  ready  to  put  into 
the  Judges  Hands. 

Do  not  they  get  on  with  great  Rapidity  in  finding  Bills  in  the  County  of 
Kent? 

They  do.  But  I  have  had  something  to  do  with  Devonshire  in  former  Years, 
and  I  have  found  them  get  on  as  fast  there. 

Do  not  you  know  that  it  is  not  so  much  the  Fault  of  the  Clerk  of  Assize  as 
that  he  cannot  get  the  Witnesses  up  to  inform  himself  of  the  Facts  ? 

At  the  late  Assize  I  spoke  to  several  of  the  Magistrates  on  the  Subject,  Lord 
Brecknock  our  Foreman,  and  others,  and  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  Fault  was 
more  with  the  Office  than  with  the  Witnesses ;  several  Witnesses  had  come  on 
Monday  Morning  to  the  Office,  and  were  sent  away  and  told  to  come  again  the 
next  Day. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  cannot  have  more  than  a  certain  Number  in  his 
Office  at  once.  Has  there  been  more  Time  consumed  than  was  necessary  for 
the  drawing  the  Indictments  after  having  heard  those  Witnesses? 

The  Fault  we  had  to  find  at  the  last  Maidstone  Assizes  was,  that  the  Clerk 
of  Indictments  was  not  in  his  Office  so  long  as  he  ought  to  have  been. 

How  many  Hours  a  Day  was  he  in  the  Office  ? 

The  Judges  come  in  on  Monday  ;  the  Clerk  of  Assize  goes  to  work  almost  im- 
mediately. We  were  informed  that  some  Witnesses,  when  they  went  to  his  Office 
at  Three  or  Four,  were  told  to  come  again  after  Dinner,  and  when  they  came 
between  Six  and  Seven,  the  Office  was  not  open. 

Do  not  you  know  that  a  great  many  Witnesses  have  a  great  Desire  to  stay  at 
the  Assize  Town,  and  that  they  will  not  hasten  in  going  to  the  Office  ? 

Exactly  so  -,  and  that  is  the  Reason  I  wish  to  see  the  Allowances  reduced. 
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Sir  w.  Camay.        Is  there  any  Regulation  in  the  County  of  Kent  as  to  any  particular  Numbers 

in  the  Calendar  coming  on  at  particular  Times  or  on  particular  Days  ? 

None.  But  I  proposed  a  Year  and  a  Half  ago  to  the  Committee,  of  which  I 
was  Chairman,  that  such  Cases  should  be  advertised  to  come  on  the  First  Day, 
and  other  Cases  on  subsequent  Days  ;  and  that. is  done  at  Lancaster  and  in  the 
West  Riding  of  York  ;  but  we  found  that  unless  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
Judges  would  sit  Three  Days  or  more  it  would  not  benefit  us  at  all  j  we  are  still 
anxious  to  do  something. 

Have  you  not  frequently  heard  the  Judges  give  an  Order  that  Proclamation 
should  be  made,  that  if  the  Witnesses  did  not  immediately  go  to  the  Clerk  of 
Assize,  and  give  Instructions  for  the  Indictmeat,  they  should  not  be  paid  their 
Expences  ? 

I  have. 

Was  not  that  in  consequence  of  its  being  known  that  the  Witnesses  were 
skulking  about  the  Town,  and  that  they  would  not  go  to  the  Office  of  the 
Clerk  of  Assize? 

I  apprehend  there  could  be  no  other  Cause  for  it. 

The  Senior  Judge  in  the  Commission  for  the  Assize  at  which  a  Vacancy 
occurs  appoints  the  Clerk  of  Assize  ? 
Yes. 

Therefore  the  Judge  of  the  succeeding  Assize  has  not  a  Clerk  of  Assize  of 
his  own  Appointment  ? 
Of  course  not. 

Do  not  you  think  it  important  that  a  learned  Person  like  the  Judge  should 
appoint  the  Clerk  of  the  Assize  rather  than  the  Custos  Rotulorum,  taking  them 
indiscriminately  ? 

That  is  Matter  of  Opinion.  I  suppose  Judges  are  sometimes  influenced  by 
Partiality,  as  other  Men  are. 

Do  not  you  suppose  that  the  Judges  of  Assize  are  more  competent  to  form  a 
correct  Judgment  of  the  Fitness  of  the  Clerk  of  Assize  than  the  Ciistps 
Rotulorum  are  ? 

Yes,  as  to  their  legal  Qualifications. 

Have  you  brought  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Allowances  to  Prosecutors 
and  Witnesses  in  Felonies  at  the  Assizes  and  Sessions  for  the  County  of 
Kent  ? 

I  have. 

The  same  is  delivered  in  and  read,  and  is  as  follows : 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  Allowances  to  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses,  &c.  &c. 

Kent  to  wit. — Orders  and  Rules  for  the  more  effectual  Payment  of  Charges  of  Witnesses

Kent— At  the  Annual  General  Session  holden  at  Maidstone,  by  Adjournment,  on  the 
Ibth  of  March  1816,   56  Geo.  Sd,  &c. 

Ordered,  That  the  Constable  be  paid,  by  the  County  Treasurer,  One  Shilling  for  every 
Waggon  or  Cart  pressed  by  him,  but  if  the  Number  exceeds  Ten  at  One  Time,  then  Six- 
pence for  each  above  that  Number,  on  Production  of  the  Justice's  Press  Warrant ;  or,  if 
that  should  be  demanded  by  tlie  Military  Officer,  on  Production  of  the  Certificate  of  the 
said  Justice. 

Ordered,  That  when  a  Vagrant  is  directed  by  the  Certificate  of  a  Justice  to  be  carried, 
there  shall  be  allowed  One  Shilling  per  Mile  for  One  Vagrant,  and  Sixpence  per  Mile 
additional  for  each  above  that  Numl^r,  except  in  the  Case  ot  Children  under  Twelve  Years 
of  Age,  for  each  of  whom  Three-pence  per  Mile  shall  be  allowed.

Are  not  the  Clerks  of  Assize  Men  of  considerable  legal  Knowledge  in  the 
Crown  Law  ? 

I  am  not  competent  to  answer  that  Question.  Mr.  Clark,'  who  attends  the 
^ome  Circuit,  is  a  clever  Man ;  I  can  only  speak  of  his  general  Ability  ;  he  is 
a  very  respectable  excellent  Man.  * 

Do  you  know  Mr.  Chambre,  the  Clerk  of  Assize  for  the  Western  Circuit  ? 
I  do,  generally. 

Has  he  not  the  Character  of  a  Man  very  superior  in  his  Qualifications  for  the 
Clerkship  of  Assize  ?  • 

I  cannot  say.  The  last  Time  I  had  the  Honor  of  appearing  before  your 
Lordships  I  mentioned  the  Subject  of  Committals  to  the  Treadmill ;  our  Gaol 
is  now  so  full  that  we  are  unable  to  put  the  Prisoners  Upon  the  Treadmill, 
although,  I  believe,  it  is  among  the  largest  Gaols  in  England ;  and  I  have  a 
Return  here  of  the  Number  now  in  the  Prison  who  have  been  sentenced  for 
longer  Periods  than  Three  Months,  and  for  shorter  Periods  than  Three  Months ; 
the  Number  now  confined  to  Periods  above  Three  Months  is  92,  for  less 
than  Three  Months  132 ;  the  Number  of  Soldiers  who  were  committed  by 
Sentence  of  Court-martials  has  so  increased  the  Number  for  the  Treadmills 
that  we  cannot  put  them  on  ;  it  is,  of  course,  our  Duty  to  look  after  our  own 
People  before  we  look  after  the  Soldiers ;  this,  I  presume,  is  the  Result  of 
their  not  flogging  them  j  and  there  was  a  sort  of  Mutfty  the  first  Day  the 
Judges  came  round ;  there  were  Eleven  or  Thirteen  who  were  to  be  liberated 
that  Day;  when  they  went  away  others  said  they  would  not  work,  and  we 
were  obliged  to  use  Force  to  make  them  work.  Those  Soldiers  are  filling  op 
our  Treadmill  so  much  that  we  cannot  put  them  on. 

What  Number  of  Soldiers  were  in  your  Gaol  at  that  Time  ? 

On  the  10th  of  March  there  were  Sixty-two  by  Sentence  of  Court-martial 
to  hard  Labor,  and  Three  in  solitary  Confinement ;  there  are  certain  Cells  put 
aside  for  those  who  offend  against  the  Rules  of  the  Prison,  which  the  Gaoler 
puts  them  into. 

Is  that  a  very  unusual  Number  ? 

It  is  J  the  Number  has  been  very  greatly  increased  within  the  last  Twelve- 
month. 

Do  you  know  the  Strength  of  the  Regiments  from  which  these  Soldiers  were 
sent? 
I  do  not. 

Do  you  know  from  what  Regiments  they  were  committed  ? 

No  J  principally  from  Chatham ;  but  we  have  Three  Garrison  Towns  in 
Kent.  ^Chey  are  generally  Men  who  have  come  Home  from  Abroad,  who  have 
got  inton)ad  Conduct  on  their  first  Arrival,  I  mentioned  on  my  former  Ex- 
amination about  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  the  Clerks  of  Magistrates  being 
paid  by  fixed  Salaries ;  I  would  beg  to  add,  it  would  be  a  ftiost  desirable  Thing 
if  the  Clerks  of  the  Magistrates  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace  were  not  allowed  to 
practise  at  the  Assizes  or  the  Sessions  in  Cases  that  were  sent  by  the  Magis- 
trates of  the  Division  in  which  they  act. 

Is  it  the  Practice  in  the  County  of  Kent  ? 

There  is  no  Rule  against  it,  and  occasionally  they  do. 

Did  you  ever  know  an  Instance  of  the  Qerk  of  the  Peace  practising  at  the 
Sessions  ? 

No }  but  his  Partner  may.

Never ;  but  if  the  Clerks  of  the  Magistrates  were  paid  by  Salary,  the  Rule      

of  the  one  would  apply  to  the  other,  for  the  Depositions  are  always  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Peace.  I  should  propose  it  only  in  the  Districts  in  which 
they  act  as  Clerks  of  the  Magistrates. 

You  have  alluded  to  the  Gaol  at  Maidstone  being  crowded,  and  that  you 
had  not  tl^  Power  to  place  the  Prisoners  on  the  Mill ;  what  Regulations  have 
you  adopted  in  respect  to  those  Prisoners  ?        % 

As  this  happened  only  on  the  Day  of  Assize  the  Regulations  we  should  finally 
conclude  oh  were  not  concluded  when  I  left  Maidstone,  but  that  we  should 
take  care  of  our  own  People^  and  the  Soldiers  come  second* 

Are  the  Expences  of  the  Confinement  of  Soldiers  for  military  Ofiences  paid 
out  of  the  County  Rate  ? 

There  is  a  certain  Allowance  from  the  Horse  Guards ;  the  whole  Number 
in  the  Year  ending  in  1833  that  were  sent  to  Maidstone  Gaol,  Soldiers  under 
Sentence  of  Court-martial,  was  186»  and  the  Sum  received  for  the  Maintenance 
of  Soldiers  under  Sentence  of  Court-martial  was  S42/.  23.  I  have  not  had 
Time  to  analyze  it. 

Does  that  Allowance  repay  the  County  ? 

Yes,  I  believe  it  does  thereabouts ;  the  Cost  of  the  Maintenance  is  aboi# Four- 
pence  a  Day,  and  I  think  they  pay  us  Seven-pence,  so  that  a  little  goes  towards 
the  Outlay ;  but  it  is  very  well  managed  at  Head  Quarters ;  all  their  Allowances 
are  more  closely  arranged  than  the  County  Allowances  are.  Of  the  Prisoners 
sent  in  the  same  Year  to  Maidstone  Gaol,  of  those  committed  for  Felony 
Twenty-three  per  Cent,  were  for  previous  Felonies,  Persons  who  had  been 
previously  committed ;  of  the  Misdemeanors,  Twenty-two  and  a  Half  per  Cent ; 
and  Vagrants,  Twenty-five  per  Cent 

What  Proportion  of  Prisoners  committed  to  Maidstone  Gaol  came  from 
Greenwich,  Woolwich,  and  Deptford  ? 

The  last  Paper  I  got  was  for  the  Year  ending  1823,  and  in  that  Year  the 
total  Commitments  to  Maidstone  Gaol  was  512,  and  of  the  above  Number 
there  were  committed  from  Deptford,  Woolwich,  Greenwich,  and  Chatham, 
171 ;  by  the  summary  Convictions  there  were  929  total,  and  380  came  from 
the  same  District.

Can  you  state  what  Proportion  of  the  County  Rates  those  Four  Plaeies 

?hey  pay  about  One  Ninth  Part  of  the  County  Rate.  The  County  Rate 
with  us,  at  a  Penny  Rate,  comes  to  4,400t;  they  pay  501/.  One  Half 
of  the  Cost  of  Prosecutions  nearly  is  for  Ofiences  from  those  Three  Places, 
for  tll%  come  a  great  Distance  to  the  Assizes,  the  great  Expence  being  the 
travelling  ;  if  they  were  to  have  a  Recorder  in  that  separate  Jurisdiction 
they  would  be  much  more  in  Pocket  than  would  appear  from  a  Comparison 
of  the  County  Rate ;  the  Expenditure  for  the  travelling  is  an  enormous 
Expence. 

Would  it  not  be  a  great  Saving  of  Expence  to  the  County  at  large,  and 
probably  to  those  Three  Towns,  if  there  was  a  Prison  foj^  Confinement  for 
those  Three  Towns  ?  ^ 

I  conceive  so.  But  there  is  a  Question  still  infinitely  greater,  which  is  the 
moral  Question,  for  those  great  Rascals  sent  down  to  our  Gaols  from  those 
Places  contaminate  the  Prisoners  they  find  thei^,  and  then  steal  all  the  Way 
back  again.  ^ 

When  you  were  last  here  you  were  understood  to  say  Regulatiohs  had  been 
submitted  to  the  Judges,  and  that  they  were  to  be  again  submitted  to  the 
Judges  at  the  present  Assize  ;  have  the  Judges  sanctioned  those  Regulations  ? 

I  have  brought  the  Report  here ;  this  is  the  Second  Reference  to  the  Judges 
before  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas.  It  began  with  these  Obser- 
vations, ''  We  think  the  Allowance  for  the  Travelling  Expences  of  a  Physician, 
Surgeon,  and  Apothecary  is  too  small,  and  thSt  it  should  cover  their  necessary 
Expences ;"  the  present  Allowance  being  a  Guinea  a  Day,  and  Three-pence 
a  Mile,  each  Way.    The  Second  Objection  they  made  was,  <"  We  think  also,  a

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Sir  fv.  Cosway,     Clause  should  be  added  to  the  Scale  laid  down  by  the  Magistrates  to  the  Effect 

following }  ^  That  the  above  Allowances  may  be  increased  if  the  Court  before 

whom  the  Trial  is  held  shall  think  it  right  so  to  do^  upon  Application  by  the 
OflScer  of  the  Court,  under  the  particular  Circumstances  of  the  Case.* "  In 
order  to  meet  their  Views  as  far  as  possible,  we  agreed  to  the  First  Recom- 
mendation^ that  the  Physician,  Surgeon,  and  Apothecary  should  have  an 
Allowance  to  cover  their  necessary  Expences.  The  Observation  made  on  the 
Second  is  this;  **  As  to  the  Second  Proposition  they  are  also  of  opiflion  that  it 
may  be  agreed  to,  provided  tne  Judges  should  require  it  after  a  further  Com- 
munication from  the  Magistrates  ;  although  the  Committee  think  it  inexpedient 
considering  the  local  and  other  Circumstances  of  this  County  with  regard  to 
peculiar  Facility  of  Conveyance.'*  We  thought  that  it  was  unnecessary.  *'  In 
making  this  Report  to  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  the  Committee  think 
it  necessary  to  draw  the  Attention  of  the  Court  to  this  latter  Alteration,  which 
militates  against  the  general  Principle  the  Committee  has  had  in  view;  viz',  that 
of  establishing  a  fixed  and  definite  Sum  for  Allowances,  but  at  the  same  Time 
giving  a  fair  and  liberal  Amount ;  and  as  it  has  been  found  by  Experience  that 
.  when  a  varying  Scale  has  been  admitted^  the  Maximum  of  Allowance  has 
almost  always  been  granted,  they  trust  the  Judges  will  re-consider  this  Second 
Recommendation.'*  And  then  I  suppose  they  re-considered  it,  and  refused  to 
sanctim  the  Alteration  without  their  proposed  Alterations — which  has  conse- 
quently  been  done. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

JOHN  CLARK  Esquire  is  called  in,  and  examined  as  follows :  /»*»  <^'"*  ^' 

You  are  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  Assize  of  the  Home  Circuit  ? 
I  am. 

Do  you  perform  the  Duty  ?  ^ 

I  do. 

How  long  have  you  performed  that  Duty  ? 

Upon  the  Home  Circuit  since  the  End  of  the  Year  1826^  and  I  think  upon 
the  Midland  Circuit  from  about  the  Year  1819* 

Were  you  at  the  Home  Winter  Assize  in  the  Year  1833  ? 
I  was. 

Do  you  remember  the  Case  of  John  Bodle  junior,  indicted  for  Murder? 
I  do. 

Do  you  remember  the  Bill  that  was  sanctioned  by  the  Judge  for  the 
Expences  of  that  Trial  ? 
I  do. 

Can  you  inform  the  Committee  of.  the  Reason  why  an  Allowance  was  made 
for  Briefs,  TJl  6^.,  and  for  Fees  to  Counsel  of  «3A  12^.  ? 

I  recollect  that  a  Statement  was  made  by  the  Attorney  that  the  Executors 
who  were  bound  over  to  prosecute  had  no  Means  of  paying  the  Expences  out 
of  the  Estate  of  the  Deceased,  and  that  therefore  he  could  only  receive  such 
an  Allowance  as  the  Court  might  think  it  right,  under  the  Circumstances^  to 
make  by  an  Order  upon  the  County ;  and  upon  consulting  the  Judge  who 
tried  the  Case,  Mr.  Justice  Gaselee,  he  directed  that  the  Sum  which  was 
allowed  should  be  allowed  the  Attorney  for  preparing  his  Briefs,  and  to  the 
Counsel  for  Fees  paid  to  them  and  their  Clerks  for  conducting  the  Prosecution. 

How  may  Days  did  that  Trial  last  ? 

Part  of  Two ;  it  began  on  the  Morning  of  Friday  at  Nine  o'Clock,  and  it 
continued  *till  about  Nine  that  Night,  when  it  was  adjourned  *till  the  following 
Morning,  and  continued,  I  think,  'till  about  One  o'Clock. 

How  many  Counsel  were  employed  ? 
Two. 

Was  not  23/.  12^.  a  high  Fee  for  Two  Counsel  ? 

Speaking  from  my  own  Opinion,  I  think  not ;  and  I  believe  the  Opinion  of 
others  was  that  it  was  a  very  small  Fee  to  be  allowed.  I  think  it  is  usual  to  give 
an  additional  Fee  when  it  lasts  beyond  One  Day. 

Do  you  not  think  that  27/.  Qs.  for  Briefs  was  a  large  Allowance  ? 
No  ;  I  think  a  small  Allowance. 

How  many  Sheets  were  there  ? 

I  think  there  were  nearly  Thirty  Witnesses,  and  I  should  think  the  Briefs 
ran  Seventy  Sheets*

to  be  paid  in  this  Bill  ? 

It  was  allowed  as  Part  of  the  E^^pences  of  the  Prosecution.  The  Prosecution 
was  in  the  first  instance  taken  up  by  the  Parish,  and  I  think  the  Parish  Solicitor, 
Mr.  Noakes,  attended  before  the  Coroner ;  and  I  believe  the  Inquest  lasted 
Five  or  Six  or  Seven  Days.  The  Parish  Officers,  as  I  understood,  refused 
ultimately  to  undertake  the  Prosecution,  thinking  that  the  Expences  of  the 
Prosecution  ought  to  fall  upon  the  Estate  of  the  Deceased,  and  the  Coroner 
bound  over  One  of  the  Executors  at  the  Close  of  the  Inquest  to  prosecute,  and 
he  employed  his  own  Attorney,  and  it  was  quite  necessary  that  that  Attorney- 
should  make  himself  acquainted  with  the  Facts  of  the  Case,  and  there  was  no 
Way  of  doing  it  at  so  little  Expence  as  by  getting  from  the  Coroner  a  Copy  of 
the  Depositions  made  by  the  Witnesses  upon  the  Examinations  before  him  ;  it 
was  allowed,  therefore,  as  a  Part  of  the  necessary  Expences  of  the  Prosecution. 

Is  not  the  Coroner  entitled  to  receive  a  certain  Sum  from  the  County  Rates 
for  each  Inquest  ? 

The  Coroner  is  entitled  to  receive  1/.  for  the  Inquest,  and  6d.  or  9d.  a  Mile 
for  his  travelling  Expences. 

And  therefore  this  7I.  6s.  is  in  addition  to  what  is  usually  paid  to  the 
Coroner  ? 

Certainly  j  because  usually  he  does  not  furnish  a  Copy  of  the  Depositions. 

Did  you  call  the  Attention  of  the  Judge  to  this  Item  in  the  Account  ? 
I  called  his  Attention  generally  to  the  Bill  before  I  allowed  it,  and  therefore 
I  may  say  that  I  did. 

Do  you  know  by  what  Act  of  Parliament  a  Judge  is  authorized  to  allow  a 
Coroner  for  Depositions  ? 

Not  expressly  as  to  that  Item.  The  Act  of  the  7th  Geo.  4.  Cap.  64.  gives 
Authority  to  the  Court  to  allow  the  Costs  of  the  Prosecution,  and  it  would  rest 
with  the  Discretion  of  the  Judge  to  say  what  would  constitute  the  Expences 
of  the  Prosecution. 

Is  not  the  Coroner  a  public  Officer  who  is  elected  by  the  Freeholders  to 
hold  Inquests,  and  after  his  Election  is  he  not  bound  to  hold  Inquests  withia 
his  County  or  Division  of  County,  and  to  receive  1/.  for  the  Inquest,  and  a 
<:ertain  Mileage  for  travelling  Expences  ? 

Yes. 

Has  it  become  the  Practice  in  the  Home  Circuit  to  increase  the  Emolu- 
ments of  the  Coroner  by  paying  him  something  more  under  the  Head  of 
Expences  of  Prosecution  ? 

Not  usually  so ;  but  each  Case  must  depend  upon  its  particular  Circum- 
stances. The  Coroner's  Duty  is  to  take  the  Depositions  and  return  them  to 
the  Assizes ;  but  he  is  not  required  by  his  Duty  to  furnish  a  Copy  of  the 
Depositions  to  the  Parties,  and  therefore,  I  apprehend,  he  would  be  entitled 
to  make  a  reasonable  Charge  for  the  Copies  of  the  Depositions  which  be  is 
called  upon  to^ furnish.  It  would  be  for  the  Court  to  say  whether  such  Expences 
ought  properly  to  be  allowed  as  Part  of  the  Expences  of  the  Prosecution. 

Did  you  inquire  at  the  Time  how  many  Depositions  the  Coroner  had  given 
Copies  of? 
I  saw  them. 

Do  you  think  that  7/.  6s.  was  not  more  than  a  Remuneration  for  them  ? 
I  thmk  not,    I  think  there  was  a  larger  Charge  made,  and  that  I  reduced  it 
.to  that  Sum. 

There  is  also  an  Allowance  of  Law  Expences  on  Committal  of  Prisoner  as 
per  Certificate  of  committing  Magistrate ;  do  you  remember  the  Particulars 
of  that  Item  ? 

I  do  not.  It  is  usual,  when  an  Order  is  made  by  the  Court,  to  deliver  to 
the  Party  to  whom  such  Order  is  delivered  the  Certificate  of  the  committing 
Magistrate,  that  it  may  be  taken  with  the  Order  to  the  County  Treasurer,  and 
laid  before  the  Magistrates  at  their  Sessions. 
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Do  you  remember  to  whom  this  Account  was  paid  ?  j^^^  ^^^^  ^ 

I  do  not,  with  Certainty,  but  I  believe  to  Mr.  Parker,  the  Attorney  for  the  ^ 

Prosecution. 

You  have  said  that  you  called  the  Attention  of  the  Judge  to  the  Account, 
and  that  he  authorized  its  being  paid  ? 
I  did. 

Did  you  then  make  an  Order  upon  the  County  Treasurer  for  the  Payment  ? 
I  did. 

Do  you  receive  any  Fee  for  making  the  Order  ? 
I  do. 

What  is  the  Amount  of  the  Fee  ? 

One  Shilling  for  the  Order  to  the  Prosecutor,  and  6d.  for  each  Witness. 

And  the  County  does  not  pay  you  more  than  1^.,  whatever  the  Amount  of 
the  Order  may  be  ? 

No  J  whatever  the  Amount  may  be,  the  Fee  is  the  same.  It  is  directed  by  the 
Statute  to  which  I  referred  before. 

Do  you  conceive  that  more  Names  of  Witnesses  were  put  upon  that  Indict- 
'  ment  than  were  necessary  ?  ' 

I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  that  Question ;  for,  though  I  was  in  Court 
throughout  the  Investigation,  my  other  Duties  prevent  my  attending  to  each 
Case.  I  recollect  that  there  was  some  Discussion  as  to  the  Necessity,  upon  the 
Part  of  the  Prosecutor,  to  call  all  the  Witnesses  named  upon  the  Sack  of  the 
Indictment ;  &nd,  after  a  good  deal  of  Discussion^  I  think  the  Judge  ordered 
that  all  the  Witnesses  named  upon  the  Back  of  the  Indictment  should  be  put 
into  the  Box,  for  the  Purpose  of  the  Prisoner  cross-examining  the  Witnesses 
who  had  been  bound  over  to  give  Evidence  in  Court.  I  should  therefore  say, 
so  far  as  my  Opinion  goes,  that  there  were  no  more  Witnesses  than  were 
necessary  to  make  out  the  Case. 

In  this  Case  you  called  the  Attention  of  the  Judge  to  the  Bill ;  but  in 
ordinary  Cases  do  you  do  so,  before  you  sign  an  Order  upon  the  Treasurer  ? 
No. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  a  Judge  to  perform  the  Duty  of  inquiring  into  all 
the  Items  of  the  Accounts  which  you  order  the  Payment  of? 

I  shouldjthink  it  would  not  be  possible,  and  I  should  think  it  would  hardly  be 
necessary,  for  this  Reason,  we  are  bound  by  certain  Rules,  and  it  very  seldom 
happens  that  we  go  out  of  the  ordinary  Course.  We  never  do  it  without  apply- 
ing to  the  Court. 

9pon  what  Scale  do  you  proceed  ? 

We  differ  in  different  Places.  In  Hertfordshire,  Essex,  and  Surrey  we  allow 
at  the  Rate  of  7^.  per  Day  and  Night  to  the  Witnesses  who  attend,  that  is  at 
the  Rate  of  4fS.  6d.  per  Day  and  2s.  6d.  per  Night.  *In  Kent  and  Sussex  we 
allow  4fS.  per  Day  and  4^.  per  Night,  and  3d.  per  Mile  each  Way  for  travelling 
Expences  in  all  the  Counties  upon  the  Circuit. 

Why  do  the  Counties  of  Kent  and  Sussex  pay  a  higher  Rate  than  the  other 
Counties  in  the  Home  Circuit  ? 

I  know  not,  except  that  they  have  established  such  a  Rj^te  of  Payment. 
That  same  Act  of  Parliament  gives  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  Authority  at  their 
Sessions  to  establish  a  Scale  of  Payment  which,  being  allowed  by  One  Judge 
of  Assize,  becomes  binding  upon  all  Parties. 

Do  not  the  Magistrates  in  general  recommend  to  the  Judge  a  Scale  for  the 
Assizes? 

I  think  in  some  Counties  they  have  not  done  so.  I  believe  that  in  Kent 
and  in  Hertfordshire  they  have  never  established  such  a  Rate  of  Allowance 
since  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

Is  it  not  the  Fact  that  where  the  Judges  have  concurred  in  the  Scale  fixed 
at  the  Quarter  Sessions  the  Allowance  becomes  generally  binding  upon  the 
Assizes  as  well  as  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

Yes.

I  apprehend  that  would  be  so,  because  each  Court  would  ascertain  what 
they  thought  were  the  reasonable  Costs  of  a  P|[osecution. 

Is  there  any  Rate  of  Allowance  established  un^er  tbat  Act  with  the  Con- 
xjurrence  of  the  Judge  in  the  County  of  Pertford^ 
I  believe  not. 

Is  there  in  Sussex  ? 
There  is,  in  Sussex. 

Does  not  the  Act  require  that  all  the  Regulations  are  to  be  laaade  by  the 
Magistrates  at  Sessions,  and  to  be  submitted  afterwards  to  the  Judges  for  their 
Approval  ? 

Yes. 

Is  not  the  Allowance  of  Ss.  One  Day  and  Night  too  much  ? 
I  think  it  is  in  some  Cases. 

Do  you  not  think  that  it  exceeds  the  fair  Expences  of  Witnesses  in  general  ? 

Yes,  I  think  8^.  is  too  large  a  Remuneration  for  many  Persons,  ia  the  lower 

Class  of  Life  particularly.  » 

Do  you  happen  to  know  what  is  the  actual  Expence  of  Witnesses  going  from 
Woolwich,  Deptford,  or  Greenwich  to  Maidstone? 

I  have  no  Means  of  knowing.  I  believe  they  get  down  at  much  less  than 
is  allowed  by  the  County,  and  they  get  down  in  this  wavy— they  go  by  Steam 
to  Grayesendj  apd  then  get  across  to  Rochester  and  Maidstone  at  a  small 
Expence. 

Have  you  ever  heard  of  any  Instances  of  a  Constable  bringing  a  great 
Number  of  Witnesses  contracting  with  the  Coach  Proprietors  to  bring  Siem 
down  ? 

I  have  not. 

To  whom  do  you  give  the  Order  upon  the  Treasurer  ? 

To  the  Party  who  applies  for  it.  If  there  is  an  Attorney  in  the  Case,  it  is 
usually  delivered  to  him  j  if  no  Attorney  is  concerned,  it  is  given  either  to 
the  Ptosecutoj:  or  to  one  of  the  Witnesses, 

Do  you  sign  an  Order  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  Allowance  for  the  Night 
for  a  Witness  who  dpes  not  coipe  aboye  Three  or  Four  Miles  ? 

No.  A  Witness  who  liyes  within  Five  Miles  of  the  Assize  Town  is  not 
allowed  either  travelling  Expences  or  Night  Expences. 

Have  you  any  Means  of  knowing  whether  the  Prosecutors  and  the  WitMsses 
are  generally  satisfied  v^th  the  Remuneration  they  receiye  ? 

Some  I  believe  are  i  others  I  know  are  not,  ^nd  they  complain  very  much 
pf  the  Allowances  made;  but  the  Majority  of  the  Witnesses  I  should  think  are 
yery  well  paid. 

Do  you  know  whether,  at  the  last  Assises  for  the  County  of  Kent,  any  Scale 
jB^as  presented  to  the  Judge  for  h^s  Sanction  ? 

I  heard,  as  I  was  about  leaving  the  Assise  Town,  there  had  been  a  Scale  of 
Allowances  settled  by  the  Justices  at  the  Sessions,  which  was  to  be  laid  before 
the  Judge  for  his  3£tnction,  but  I  have  l^eard  nothing  more  of  it. 

Is  there  any  Difference  betweeQ  the  Allowances  at  the  Old  Bailey  and  upon 
the  Circuit? 

The  Allowances  are  mi^ch  smallj^r  at  the  0}d  Bailey ;  Country  Witnesses 
are  allowed  5s.  pej:  Day  and  Night,  and  London  Witnesses  are  allowed  3^.  64. 
per  Day.  The  Country  Wijtnesses  arp  ^low^d  the  Addition  of  1^.  6^.  per 
Night  for  i^leeping. 

If  5^.  is  enough  fpr  Witnesses  th^t  ppn^e  from  the  distant  Parts  of  Middlesex, 
iprould  it  not  be  enough  for  Witnesses  in  the  County  of  Sussex  ? 

That  does  not  follow^  becai^se  iq  Towi)  the  Prices  of  Things  do  not  vary 
Recording  to  the  Sessions  being  he)d,  but  in  Counties  there  is  a  much  greater 
mte  of  rb^ge  jl^oth  fgr  living  and  sleeping  at  the  Time  of  the  Assizes. 

Do 
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Do  you  know  what  a  Solicitor  would  be  charged  for  a  Bed  at  Kingston    John  Clark  Esq^ 
during  the  Assizes  ?  ■■■ ^ 

I  believe  a  Guinea.  I  have  myself  paid  a  Guinea  for  a  Nij^ht ;  and  when  I 
complained  I  was  told  that  I  might  occupy  it  the  whole  Assizes  if  I  pleaded^ 
but  that  they  never  let  it  under  a  Guinea,  even  for  One  Night. 

Is  there  any  Difibrence  m  the  Fees  ta  the  different  Officers  at  the  Old 
Bailey  and  upon  the  Circuit!^ 
Yes ;  the  Fees  are  considerably  less  at  the  Old  Bailey. 

Is  there  any  Increase  of  Expence  in  the  County  of  Kent  in  consequence  of 
Persons  not  l>eing  able  to  get  Indictments  at  your  Office  ? 

I  cannot  say  that  there  is  any  Increase  of  Expence,  for  this  Reason^-^that 
supposing  all  the  Bills  could  be  found  on  the  First  Day  of  the  Assizes,  the 
County  would  have  to  pay  the  Expences  of  the  Witnesses  'till  the  Trial  was 
oven  The  great  Expence  is  from  the  Necessity  of  aU  the  Witnesses  attending 
the  First  Day  for  the  Purpose  of  presenting  the  Indictments ;  and  it  would  be 
a  considerable  Saving  of  Expence  if  Arrangements  could  be  made  for  the 
Witnesses  to  attend  i;^n  different  Days.. 

Would  there  be  any  great  Difficulty  in  that  ?^ 

The  Difficulty  would  be  in  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Grand  Jury  being  detidned 
longer. 

Have  you  had  any  Complaints  in  Kent  of  the  Business  being  stopped  ia 
consequence  of  the  proper  Officer  not  having  the  Indictments  I'e^dy^  or  have 
the  Complaints  been  occasioned  by  their  not  being  able  to  get  the  Witnesses  ^ 

At  the  last  Assizes  some  Complaints  were  made  to  the  Court  that  the 
Untnesses  who  were  ready  could  not  stet  their  Indictments.  I  investigated  that 
Complaint^  and  I  found  that  the  Clerk  o£  Indictments  had  prepared  all  the 
Indictments  from  the  Depositions^  and  that  the  Witnesses  in  a  great  many 
Cases  had  been  called  and  could  not  be  found  at  the  Times  when  they  were 
called^  and  therefore  Delay  arose  from  their  not  being  able  to  find  the  ' 

Witnesses. 

Do  not  the  Witnesses  frequently  make  a  Practice  of  being  absent  in  oyrdQi:  tA 
be  kept  at  those  high  Prices  ? 

I  am  inclined  to  think  that  that  may  be  the  Case»  th^t  the  Witnesses  may 
keep  back  Indictments  to  the  last  in  order  that  they  nmy  be  detained  at  the 
Assizes. 

Was  that  as  much  the  Case  before  these  regular  Alkxwaoces  were  made  under 
the  Act? 

I  cannot  say,  tiie  same  Allowances  having  been  mi^de  for  a  considerable 
Number  of  Years  before  this  Act  passed^  with  the  Exception  of  Cases  of  Mis^ 
demeanor.  This  Act  of  Parliament  has  increased  the  Expences  of  the  County 
considerably  by  allowing  the  Expences  before  the  committing  Magistrate. 

Do  you  receive  any  Fee  upon  a  Person  discharged  by  Proclan\ation  ? 
I  do. 

What  Fee  do  you  receive  in  Middlesex  ? 

In  Middlesex  I  have  no  Fee.  There  is  a  Fee  by  the  old  List  of  Fees,  but 
tny  Predecessor  in  Office  was  very  negligent  in  such  Matters  and  never  claimed 
it^  and  now  the  County  have  refused  to  pay  it, 

it  appears  by  a  Betum  before  the  Committee  that  in  Middlese:^  it  is  is.  and 
tiiat  in  Sussex  it  is  5^.  ? 

In  Sussex  it  is  9^.  M.  at  the  Assizes. 

How  is  your  Principal  appointed,  and  how  are  you  appointed? 

My  Principal  is  appointed  by  the  senior  Judge  of  Assize  when  a  Vacancy 
occurs,  and  I  am  appointed  by  the  Clerk  of  Assize,  with  the  Approbation  of 
the  senior  Judge  of  Assize. 

Are  you  paid  by  Fees  or  by  Salary  ? 
Entirely  by  Fees. 

Tt  2  By 
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Jphn  Clark  Esq.        By  an  Arraogement  between  you  ^nd  the  Clerk  of  Assize? 
-^ 1-  Yes  ;  I  pay  him  a  certain  Sum  out  of  the  Amount  received. 

With  respect  to  the  Depositions  taken  before  the  Coroner,  are  not  the  original 
Depositions  returned  to  the  Judge  of  Assize  ? 
Yes. 

So  that  if  the  Prosecutor's  Attorney  wants  any  Instructions  from  them  he 
must  have  Copies  ? 
He  must. 

Are  there  any  Persons  who  prosecute  at  the  Assizes  now  who  omit  to  ask 
for  their  Expences  ? 

It  is  a  very  rare  Occurrence. 

With  the  Exception  of  Government  Prosecutions,  do  you  remember  any  Case 
in  which  Persons  have  not  applied  for  their  Expences  ? 

No,  I  do  not,  upon  the  Circuit ;  at  the  Old  Bailey  they  occasionally  do.  They 
say  the  Allowance  is  so  small  it  is  not  worth  their  taking. 

You  are  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  London  and  Southwark  ? 
I  am. 

Who  appointed  you  to  that  Office  ? 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  London. 

What  Sessions  do  you  attend  ? 

The  Sessions  of  Peace  which  are  holden  for  London  and  for  the  Borough  of 
Southwark. 

Does  that  Attendance  interfere  with  your  Duty  as  Deputy  Clerk  of  Assize  ? 

No^  I  think  I  may  say  not  at  all.  The  Quarter  Sessions  are  holden  about  the 
same  Time  as  the  Old  Bailey  Sessions,  and  the  Time  is  fixed  so  as  not  to 
interfere  with  the  Circuit,  with  the  Exception  of  the  Winter  Circuits,  which 
do  interfere  for  One  or  Two  Days  only,  but  not  the  other  Circuits. 

Do  you  consider  that  the  Junction  of  those  Two  Offices  diminishes  the 
Efficiency  of  either  ? 
I  do  not. 

Do  you  see  any  Reason  why  the  Clerk  of  Assize  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
should  not  be  one  and  the  same  Individual  in  every  County  in  England  ? 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  Reason  which  can  be  given,  except  the  Difficulty 
of  communicating  with  the  Judges  on  Matters  relating  to  their  respective 
Circuits. 

Are  the  Quarter  Sessions  ever  now  holden  upon  the  same  Day  as  the  Assizes 
in  any  County  ? 

I  believe  that  they  cannot  properly  be  held  upon  the  same  Day,  and  that  if 
any  Adjournment  of  the  Sessions  should  be  made  to  the  same  Day  a  further 
Adjournment  would  take  place  until  the  Business  of  the  Assize  was  disposed  of. 

If  they  should  interfere,  would  not  the  Commission  of  Oyer  and  Terminer 
suspend  the  Sessions  ? 
Yes. 

Is  there  any  County  Rate  levied  upon  London  ? 
There  is  not. 

Is  there  in  Southwark  ? 

Southwark  contributes  to  the  County  Rate  for  the  County  of  Surrey,  and 
therefore  the  Expences  of  Southwark  are  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  County 
of  Surrey. 

How  are  those  Expences  defrayed  in  the  City  of  London  which  are  paid  from 
the  County  Rates  in  other  Counties  ? 
They  are  paid  by  the  Chamberlain  of  London  out  of  the  Funds  of  the  City. 

Do  you  think  that  too  manjr  Names  are  often  put  upon  Bills  of  Indictment 
by  the  Clerks  of  the  committmg  Magistrates  ? 

No,  I  cannot  say  that  I  think  so ;  sometimes  I  have  heard  Remarks  made 
by  Judges  that  an  unnecessary  Number  of  Witnesses  were  bound  over ;  at 
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other  Times  I  have  heard  it  said  that  as  many,  as  were  necessary  were  not    John  Clark  Esq. 

bound  over ;  and  up^tx  other  Occasions,  that  everybody  who  knew  anything       

about  the  Matter  ought  to  be  brought  to  the  Assizes. 

Is  not  the  Constable  often  unnecessarily  put  upon  the  Back  of  the  Indict- 
ment to  identify  Property  which  is  taken  from  a  Prisoner,  whereas  that  Duty 
might  as  well  have  been  performed  by  other  Persons  who  necessarily  must  be 
at  the  Assizes  ? 

I  am  not  aware  of  that ;  the  Constable,  generally  speaking,  is  the  Person  to 
apprehend  the  Prisoner  and  to  take  possession  of  the  Property  found  upon  him, 
and  when  it  has  been  once  in  the  Possession  of  the  Constable  there  would  be  a 
Difficulty  in  making  out  the  Case  without  his  Attendance. 

Might  not  also  Persons  that  were  not  Constables  be  tampered  with  ? 
I  should  think  it  is  probable. 

Is  there  not  some  Security  against  that  with  respect  to  the  Constables,  from 
their  being  public  Officers  ? 

I  think  so.  It  generally  happens  that  a  Man  who  is  respected  in  the  Place 
is  appointed  Constable. 

Is  he  not  a  Person  who  has  no  Interest  in  convicting  the  Prisoner? 

Certainly.  It  frequently  happens  that  where  there  are  Two  or  Three 
Constables  one  takes  one  Article,  and  another  takes  another,  which  might  be 
all  taken  by  One  Officer. 

Would  there  not  be  considerable  Difficulty  in  identifying  the  Goods  unless 
they  were  taken  by  a  Constable,  who  knows  that  it  is  his  Duty  to  be  able  to 
speak  to  their  Identity  ? 

Yes ;  a  Constable  by  holding  his  Office  for  some, Time  may  be  presumed  to 
know  his  Duty  better  than  a  Stranger. 

Do  you  allow  Constables  -their  Expences  in  every  Case  that  they  attend^  if 
they  attend  more  than  One  ? 
No,  only  in  One  Case. 

And  if  they  get  more  it  is  by  making  Contracts  for  the  Coaches,  and  so  on  ? 
Yes,  or  from  the  Prosecutors  j  but  that  I  know  nothing  of. 

Have  you  ever  refused  the  Allowance  to  Witnesses  when  it  has  appeared  to 
you  palpable  that  they  had  been  unnecessarily  and  too  numerously  called  to 
prove  the  Case  ?  • 

The  Witnesses  are  not  allowed  their  Expences  unless  they  are  bound  by 
Recognizance  or  Subpoena.  The  Judges  have  always  thought  that  when  they 
were  compelled  by  Process  to  attend  they  ought  to  receive  their  Expences. 

Would  not  a  Constable  be  liable  to  Punishoient  if,  being  entrusted  with 
Goods  for  the  Trial,  he  should  neglect  to  produce  those  Goods,  or  if  he  should 
make  any  Use  of  them  contrary  tp  the  Orders  he  received  ? 

If  he  made  improperly  any  Use  of  them  ;  but  it  is  possible  that  a  Loss  might 
take  place  for  which  he  would  not  be  criminally  responsible.  I  appreheild  he 
would  not  be  subject  to  Punishment  for  not  attending  unless  he  was  bound 
either  by  Recognizance  or  Subpoena. 

When  it  is  necessary  that  Goods  which  have  been  taken  should  be  produced 
at  the  Trial,  has  not  the  Magistrate  a  Right  to  commit  those  Goods  to  the  , 

Charge  of  the  Constable  as  a  public  Officer,  whereas  he  would  have  no  Right 
to  commit  them  to  the  Charge  of  a  private  Person  ? 

I  apprehend  that  the  Magistrate  could  not  force  a  private  Party  to  take 
charge  of  the  Goods,  unless  the  Party  consented  to  take  Charge  of  them. 

Is  there  a  Scale  of  Fees  for  the  Home  Circuit  for  the  Clerk  of  Assize  ? 
There  is. 

Does  it  varv  in  diflferent  Counties  ? 

Yes ;  the  Cflerk  of  Assize  upon  the  Home  Circuit  is  entitled  to  charge  a 
Guinea  for  each  Order  of  Transportation  in  Hertfordshire,  Essex,  Kent,  and 
Sussex,  but  he  receives  only  a  Pound  for  each  Order  for  the  first  Ten  in 
Surrey,  and  10^.  apiece  for  all  above  that  Number. 

Do 
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John  Oark  Etq.        Do  you  think  that  it  would  be  advisable  that  there  should  be  one  and  the 
-— ^«-*— -      Mine  Table  of  Fees  for  every  Assize  in  Eoriand  and  Wales  ? 

I  should  think  it  would ;  because^  the  Duties  beiag  the  same^  the  Remu- 
neration ought  to  be  the  same. 

Would  you  be  of'  the  same  Opinion  as  to  a  Scale  for  the  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

I  should.  It  is  to  be  considered^  hawever,  that  the  different  Clerks  of 
Assize  have  different  Distances  to  travel,  and  different  Expences  to  incur  ;  and 
if  the  same  Fee  was  giv^i  to  each  there  should  be  some  Allowance  for  the 
extra  Expences  incurred  in  one  Case  beyond  those  in  another.  For  instance^ 
the  Clerk  of  Assize  for  the  Northern  Circuit  and  the  Western  Circuit  would  have 
to  travel  a  much  greater  Distance  than  the  Clerk  of  Assize  for  the  Home 
Circuit,  and  so  with  respect  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  as  the  Sessions  in 
some  Counties  are  held  at  different  Places. 

Are  the  Fees  now  practically  greater  in  the  distant  Circuits  than  in  the 
Home  Circuit? 

I  do  not  know  that  Fact  with  Certainty  ;  but  I  recollect  upon  the  Midland 
Circuit  we  used  to  receive  upon  an  Acquittal  1/.  6s^  8(L,  for  which  upon  the 
Home  Circuit  we  only  received  9s.  4id. 

Do  you  remember  the  Period  when  the  County  Rate  was  first  charged 
with  the  Payment  of  the  Fees  upon  Acquittal  and  Persons  discharged  by 
Proclamation  ? 

I  recollect  the  Time  when  it  took  place,  hut  it  was  before  I  had  any  Con- 
nection with  the  Circuits ;  it  was  in  tne  Year  1815« 

Are  you  aware  that  previous  to  the  passing  of  that  Act  the  Clerks  of  Assize 
and  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  often  were  not  enabled  to  get  their  Fees  ? 

I  do  not  knaw  the  Fact  of  my  own  Knowledge^  but  I  have  no  doubt  it 
was  so. 

It  is  now  secured  to  (them  out  of  the  County  Rates  ? 

It  is« 

Should  you  as  Cledc  of  Assize  prefer  being  paid  by  Salary  ? 
I  should* 

Should  vou  prefer  being  ,paid  by  Salary  as  Oerk  of  the  Peace  ? 

I  should  prefer  being  paid  by  Salary  in  any  Office  that  I  hold,  because  then 
one  would  get  rid  of  any  Imputation  of  being  paid  more  than  one  is  entitled 
to,  and  one  would  get  rid  of  the  Difficulty  of  obtaining  the  Fees.  I  think 
ttmt,  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  I  lose  One  Third  of  the  rees  that  I  consider 
,myself  entitled  to ;  for  when  People  are  poor  and  unable  to  pay^  the  Course 
J  take  is  to  require  them  to  bring  a  Certiacate  from  some  respectable  Person 
^th%t  jthey  are  unable  to  pay,  and  then  I  relinquish  them. 

Supposing  a  general  Scale  of  Allowances  to  be  established^  in  whose  Hands 
jBhoqld  it  be  left  ? 

I  shq^ld  think  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  ref^ctive  Counties  could  better 
^establi^h  a  Scale  of  Allowances  to  Witnesses  than  any  other  Persons  could  do, 
J[)ecavise  tl^sy  Jknow  the  particular  Cir^cumstances  of  each  Town  where  Assizes 
or  SessiQus  ^i:e  holden. 

Should  It  Ji>e  with  or  without  the  Concurrence  of  the  Judge  ? 
I  thinjc  the  Judges  should  have,  as  they  have  by  this  Act  of  Parliament^ 
Authority  to  approve  of  it  before  it  is  altogether  settled^ 

Would  it  not  be  b^tier^  that  instead  of  having  the  Sanction  of  the  Judge 
who  happens  jto  go  fhe  Circuit,  it  should  hare  the  Sanction  of  some  One  pubuc 
Officer  fo):  al)  the  fees  thr/^ughout  the  Kingdom  ? 

X  thipk  it  jMTQujid  be  desirable  to  have  the  Sanction  either  of  One  public 
Officer  or  of  jt^^  whole  BexicJ)  of  Judges. 

Is  it  not  a  bftd  TH^g  to  have  one  Judge  settling  the  Fees  for  the  County  at 
pne  Assizes,  lapd  another  Judg^e  coming  at  the  next  Assizes  who  may  establish  a 
fdifierent  Spt  of  Fees  ? 

I  think  it  i9 ;  it  would  h^  advisable  that  it  should  be  settled  by  one  Officer 
established  for  the  Purpose^  or  by  the  Judges  generally^  with  a  view  to  brin^ 
It  all  to  one  S^steffjf 
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Do  not  the  Judges  in  &ct  entertain  very  different  Opinions  upon  the    jokn  Clark  Eeq. 

Subject?  

I  believe  sa 

Is  it  not  the  Fact  that,  considering  the  Hurnr  connected  with  the  Duties  of 
the  Judge  at  the  Assizes^  it  is  not  exactly  the  Time  when  he  can  best  give  his^ 
Attention  to  a  Matter  of  that  sort? 

Certainly ;  but  though  it  professes  to  be  done  by  the  Judge  at  the  Assizef, 
it  is  not  in  fact  settled  Hill  atterwards« 

What  are  the  Fees  usually  allowed  to  Cdunsel  and  Attomies  upon  the  Home 
Circuit  ? 

The  usual  Custom  upon  the  Home  Circuit  is  to  allow  only  a  Guinea  to  an 
Attorney  for  preparing  his  Brief,  unless  it  is  a  long  one,  and  in  those  Cases 
Two  Guineas;  and  we  scarcely  ever  exceed  Two,  unless  it  is  a  very  extra- 
ordinary Case  ^  and  the  Fees  paid  to  Counsel  are  Two  Guineaa  in  capital 
Cases^  and  those  which  until  lately  were  capital,  and  in  other  Cases  One 
Guinea.. 

Do  you  thiik  it  is  necessary  to  employ  Counsel  in  every  Case  of  minor  ^ 

Felonies?' 

I  should  think  not. 

Do  you  recollect  the  Time  when  it  was  not  usual  ? 

Upon  the  Midland  Circuit,  where  I  was  first,  the  Practice  was  to  allow  Two 
Guineas  in  almost  every  Case ;  and  I  think  in  almost  all  Cases  Counsel  were 
employed.  It  is  not  customary  to  allow  any  fee  at  the  Old  Bailey,  either  to 
Counsel  or  Attornies. 

When  the  Coroners  sit  a  Number  of  Days  upon  One  Inquest,,  are  they  paid 
so  much  a  I>ay,  or  so  much  for  the  Inquest  ? 

I  believe  they  are  paid  so  much  for  the  Inques/; ;  not  per  Day. 

Are  the  Juries  paid  per  Day  ? 

I  believe  they  have  6s.  Sd.  for  some  Refreshment  for  the  whole  Jury. 
With  reference  to  tfie  Arrangement  I  proposed  for  the  Purpose  of  lessening 
the  Expences  of  the  County,  by  having  the  Witnesses  to  attend  on  different 
Days,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  it  was  tried  at  the  Middlesex  Sessions  at  my 
Suggestion,  and  was  found  very  considerably  to  lessen  the  J^J^pence  of  the 
County. 

Can  you  state  the  Details  of  the  Plan  ?- 

The  Arrangement  there  was,  that  in  the  Commitments  of  the  first  Fort- 
night after  the  End  of  the  Old  Baile;^  Sessions  the  Witnesses  should  be  bound 
to  appear  upon  the  First  Day  of  the  following  Sessions ;  that  the  Commitments 
of  the  Third  Week  should  go  to  the  Second  Day  of  the  Sessions,  and  the 
Commitments  of  the  Fourth  Week  to  the  Third  Day,  and  so  on.  That 
Arrangement  lessened  considerably  the  Confusion  there  was  in  the  Attend- 
ance of  Witnesses,  and  saved  considerable  Expence  to  the  County,  inasmuch 
as  the  Witnesses  only  went  upon  the  Days  when  they  were  wanted. 

In  Sussex  do  the  Grand  Jury  often  sit  more  than  One  whole  Day  ? 

They  seldom  do  in  Sussex,  but  in  Kent  the  last  Time  they  sat  Three  Days ; 
and  if  it  should  be  supposed  that  Fifty  Commitments  will  be  sufficient  for  one 
Day,  the  Witnesses  in  the  first  Fifty  Cases  might  be  bound  over  to  appear  upon 
the  First  Day,  and  the  Witnesses  in  the  Second  Rfty  upon  the  Second  Day,  and 
any  Commitments  beyond  the  Number  of  One  hundred  might  go  to  the  Third 
Day. 

How  would  the  committing  Magistrate  know  how  many  had  been  com- 
mitted ? 
It  might  be  known  from  the  Gaoler. 

Is  it  the  Practice  in  Hertfordshire  for  the  Magistrates  to  commit  for  small 
Offences  to  the  first  Gaol  that  will  be  delivered,  or  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  ? 

I  do  not  know  that  with  Certainty,  but  I  believe  to  the  first  Court  of  com- 
petent Jurisdiction,  either  Assizes  or  Quarter  Sessions. 

Is 
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John  Clark  Esq.       Is  that  the  Case  in  each  of  the  Counties  upon  the  Home  Circuit  ? 

It  is  the  Case,  I  believe,  in  all  except  Kent  amd  Surrey,     I  think  there  were 

a  few  committed  for  the  Quarter  Sessions  in  the  County  of  Kent,  but  they 
were  Quarter  Sessions  of  limited  Jurisdiction  in  the  Town  of  Maidstone  and 

in  the  Cinque  Port  Towns. 

• 

Have  you  ever  heard  a  Judge  in  his  Charge  to  the  Grand  Jury  tell  them 
that  the  Magistrates  ought  to  commit  to  the  first  Delivery  ? 
I  am  not  quite  sure  whether  I  have. 

Do  you  remember  an  Instance  in  which  Mr.  Baron  Wood  discharged  the 
Prisoners? 

I  do  not  recollect  it,  but  I  know  there  is  such  a  Case  in  the  Books ;  but 
the  Judges  now  differ  in  Opinion,  and  at  the  last  Circuit  there  were  several 
ordered  to  remain  over  'till  the  Sessions. 

Have  you  not  heard  some  Judges  say  the  Magistrate  ought  not  to  have 

committed  this  Man  to  the  Assizes ;  he  should  have  been  committed  for  Trial 

at  the  Sessions  ? 

^  Yes ;  and  I  have  frequently  heard  Judges  complain  that  Caips  which  might 

have  been  taken  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  were  not  taken  at  the  Quarter  Sessions. 

Those  were  Cases  in  which  the  Sessions  preceded  the  Assizes  ? 

Yes.  I  beg  leave  to  observe  that  an  Adjournment  of  the  Quarter  Sessions 
holden  in  Kent  before  the  Assizes  would  lessen  very  much  the  Expences  of 
that  County,  There  can  be  no  Doubt  that  the  more  frequently  Courts  are 
holden  the  less  will  be  the  Expences  upon  the  Trial.

The  Reverend  HARRY  FARR  YE  ATM  AN  is  called  in,  and  examined  as  Rev.H.F.Veatman. 

follows:  

You  are  an  acting  M^istrate  for  the  Counties  of  Dorset  and  Somerset  ? 
I  have  that  Honour. 

How  long  have  you  acted  as  a  Magistrate  ? 
Rather  more  than  Twenty  Years. 

Your  Attention  has  been  called  to  the  Subject  of  County  Rates  ? 
For  the  last  Eleven  Years  especially.

The  Committee  wUl  be  glad  to  bear  any  Statement  you  have  to  make 
the  Subject  ? 

I  propose,  in  the  first  instance,  with  the  Permission  of  the  Committee,  to 
§hew  the  Increase  of  the  County  Rates  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  beginning 
with  the  Year  1741  and  ending  with  the  Year  1833,  taking  decimal  Periods, 
that  is,  the  Number  of  Rates  expended  between  1741  and  17^1>  &nd  so  on  ; 
and  to  shew  how  and  in  what  Manner  that  Increase  has  taken  place.*  I  beg 
to  state,  in  the  first  instance,  that  in  1741  the  total  Amount  expended  in 
the  County  of  Dorset  for  all  Purposes  which  are  contemplated  by  the  several 
Statutes  relating  to  County  Rates  amounted  only  to  434A  19^.  Sd.^  and  that 
One  County  Rate  was  levied  in  that  Year ;  that  will  be  proved  by  the  Returns 
which  I  shall  have  to  refer  to  in  confirmation  of  these  Facts. 

Then  there  was  only  paid  in  the  Shape  of  County  Rates  for  the  whole  Year 
ofl741,434£l9^.8rf.? 

No  more.  In  the  Year  1751,  Amount  levied  500/.,  Number  of  County 
Rates  ordered  One.  In  I76I,  Amount  levied  1,494/.  4^.  2id.y  and  Three  Rates 
levied.  In  1771 1  Amount  expended  496/1  19^*  3ie/.,  One  Rate  ordered  and 
levied. 

Have  you  any  Remark  to  make  as  between  I76I  and  I77I  ? 

I  will  explain  that  afterwards,  when  I  shew  for  what  Purpose  those  Sums  were 
levi^  under  (he  several  Heads.  In  I78I,  Amount  levied  99^  10^.  0^.,Two 
Rates  levied  ;  I791,  3,473/.  15^.  1  Jd.,  Seven  Rates  levied  j  1801, 3,970/.  0^.  2rf. 
Amount  levied.  Eight  Rates;  in  1811,  Amount  expended  8,507/*  8^.  lift/.. 
Seventeen  Rates  levied  j  in  1821,  6,235/.  18s.  8^.  expended.  Thirteen 
Rates  levied;  1831,  10,053/.  15^.  3id.  expended.  Eighteen  Rates  levied; 
and  I  beg  to  add,  by  way  of  explaining  at  once  for  the  peculiar  Increase 
in  that  Year,  that  of  the  Sum  of  10,053/.  15^.  Sid.  the  Sum  of  1^85/.  Os.  Id. 
was  expended  on  the  Erection  of  the  Dorset  County  Lunatic  Asylum.  In 
the  Year  1832  the  Amount  expended  13,605/.  12^.  ll^d.y  Twenty-three  Rates 
ordered ;  of  which  Sum  (of  13,605/.  12^.  llirf.)  S,473A  15^.  Ud.  was  expended 
upon  (amounting  to  Seven  Rat^s  ordered)  and  towards  the  Erection  of  the 
Dorset  Lunatic  Asylum,  so  that  there  were  Sixteen  Rates  levied  for  County 
Purposes,  and  Seven  towards  the  Dorset  Lunatic  Asylum,  in  that  Yean    In 
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Rev. u. F.Veaiman.  the  Year  1833  the  Amount   expended  8,337/.  165,  2\d.,  Twenty-one  Rates 

' ordered.     I  now  propose,  with  the  Permission  of  the  Committee,  to  shew  how 

and  in  what  Manner  this  Increase  has  taken  place,  and  for  what  Purpose  and 
on  what  particular  Items  these  Sums  have  beea  expended.  I  will  nrst  draw 
the  Attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  Number  of  Prisoners  that  have  been 
tried  at  the  Sessions  distinct  from  the  Assizes.  I  take  decimal  Periods, 
beginning  with  the  Year  1801  ;  and  in  order  that  it  might  not  appear  that 
any  one  particular  favorite  Year,  or  any  one  particular  favorite  Quarter  of  a 
Year,  has  been  selected,  I  have  taken  the  Four  Quartet's  on  each  Three  Years 
continuously,1801, 1802,  1803,  and  then  going  on  to  1811,1812,  and  1813, 
and  so  on.*  In  1801,  at  the  Epiphany  Session  the  Number  of  Prisoners  tried 
was  Twenty-one,  Easter  Sessions  Nine,  Midsummer  Sessions  Thirteen,  Michael- 
mas Session,  Nine ;  Total  in  the  Year  1801,  Fifty-two.  In  1802  there  were 
,  Eighteen  at  the  Epiphany  Session,  Eiglit  at  Easter,  Eleven  at  Midsummer, 

and  Six  at  Michaelmas  Sessions;  Total  Forty-three.  In  1803,  Eight  at  Epiphany 
Session,  Fourteen  at   the  Easter   Session,  Nine  at    the    Midsummer,    Eight 
at  Michaelmas;  Total  Thirty-nine.     I  would  also  take  the  Liberty  to  observe, 
Uiat    by  referring  to   the   Records  of  the  Gaol   I  find  that   in    the  Year 
1804,  that  is  to  say,  at  the  Summer  Assizes  in  that  Year,  held  before  Lord 
Ellenborough    and    Sir    Alexander    Thompson    Knight,    there    were    only 
Three  Prisoners  for  Trial,  of  which  One  was  acquitted!   Then,  by  going  on 
from  1801,  and  taking  the  next  decimal  Period  of  1811,  beginning  with  that 
Year,  I  find  at  the  Epiphany  Sessions  there  were  Five  Prisoners  only,  Easter 
Seven,   Midsummer  Seven,    Michaelmas  Thirteen  ;  Total  Thirty-two.     1812, 
Epiphany  Sessions  Twelve  Prisoners,  Easter  Fourteen,  Midsummer   Sixteen, 
Michaelmas  Nine;    Total    Fifty-one.      1813,    Epiphany   Seventeen,   Easter 
Twenty,  Midsummer  Five,  Michaelmas  Ten;  Total  Fifty-two.     I  tlien  beg 
leave  to  proceed  to  1821,  the  next  decimal  Period ;  at  the  Epiphany  Sessioa 
Forty,  Easter  Twenty-six,  Midsummer  Nineteen,  Michaelmas  Twenty-nine ; 
Total  One  hundred    and    fourteen.     1S22,    Epiphany   Thirty-eight,    Easter 
Twenty-five,    Midsummer    Nineteen,    Michaelmas    Twenty-five ;    Total  On€5» 
hundred  and  seven.     In  1823,  Epiphany  Fifty-seven,  Easter  Seventeen,  Mid- 
summer Thirty.one,  Michaelmas  Eighteen ;  Total  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
three.  Then  by  going,  with  your  Permission,  to  1831,  the  next  decimal  Period, 
Epiphany  Forty,  Easter  Fifteen,  Midsummer  Twenty-four,  Michaelmas  Forty- 
four;    Total  One  hundred  and    twenty-three.      1832,   Epiphany    Fifty-six^ 
JEaster  Eleven,  Midsummer  Thirty-nine,  Michaelmas  Twenty-nine  ;  Total  One 
hundred  and  thirty-fiv^.     1833,  Epiphany  Session  Forty-four,  Easter  Twenty- 
one,  Midsummer  Twenty,  Michaelmas  Thirty-eight ;  Total  One  hundred  and 
twenty-three.    Then  by  adverting  to  the  General  Commitments,  that  is,  to  tlie 
Commitments  to  the*  Gaol  and   House  of  Correction  collectively,  and  only 
dating  the  Calculation  from  the  Year  1823,  I  find  that  from  the  1st  of  January 
to  the  13th  of  March  in  that  Year  there  were  One  hundred  and  four  committed^ 
from  the  13th  of  March  to  the  18th  of  July  One  hundred  and  sixty-six,  from 
the  18th  of  July  to  the  31st  of  December  One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  j 
Total  FouV  hundred  and  Fifty-seven  Prisoners  in  the  Year  1823  committed  to 
the  Gaol  and  Houses  of  Correction.     In  1833,  from  the  1st  of  January  to  the 
1st  of  March  One  hundred  and  sixteen,  from  the  1st  of  March  to  July  One 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  from  July  to  the  31st  of  December  Two  hundred  and 
fifiy-six  3   Total  Five  hundred  and  twenty  Prisoners.     Tlie  Increase  being 
Sixty-three  on  comparing  the  Two  Periods  ;  but  I  also  find  that  in  the  present 
Year,  from  the  1st  of  January  to  the  9tli  of  April  last,  there  have  been  already 
committed  up  to  that  Day  Two  hundred  and  four.  I  now  beg  Permission  to  draw 
the  Committee's  Attention  to  the  Expence  of  Prosecutions  of  Prisoners,  as  a 
Means  of  accounting  for  the  alarming  Increase  of  our  County  Expenditure.     I 
have  taken  again  decimal  Periods,  and  taken  Three  consecutive  Years,  th*it  no 
One  particular  Year  might  be  supposed  to  be  selected.t     In  1792  the  total 
Amount  of  Expences  of  Prosecutions  amounted  to  85/.  4^.  6cl. ;  in  1793  the  total 
Amount,  60/.  18^.  Od.,  in  17iH,  44/.  4^.,2(/.;  the  Total  for  the  Three  Periods^ 
190/.  6^.  8rf. 

'Does  that  include  Costs  of  Prosecutions  at  the  Sessions  and  Assizes  both? 
For  both  severally ;  except  that  there  were  extra  and  additional  Fees  paid  to 
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the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  the  Glerk  of  Assize,  not  classed  under  this  Head.  Rev.  n.F.Vtahnan. 

In  1802  the  total  Expences   of  Prosecution  was  148/.  105.  4rf.  ;  in  1803,       1 

l60/.  16^.  2rf. ;  in  1804, 203/.  Is.  4d. :  Total  for  tliose  Three  Years,  512/.  7^.  lOrf.

Years  of  1792, 1802, 1812, 1822,  and  1832  j  shewing  the  Increase  per  Cent,  in 
each  Year  on  the  whole. 

All  the  Sums  you  have  stated  are  charged  upon  and  paid  out  of  the 
County  Rate,  are  they  not  ? 

They  are.*  In  1792  the  Maintenance  of  the  Prisoners  in  Dorset  County 
Gaol  and  House  of  Correction  was  804/.  IJs.  Shi. ;  the  Conveyance  of  the 
Prisoners  in  that  Year,  71/-  H^*  Ji^* }  the  total  txpence  of  the  Prosecutions, 
&5L  45.  6d. ;  making  a  Total  of  them  collectively,  961/.  12^.  9|rf.  In  1802, 
Prisoners  Maintenance,  1,710/.  I6s.  Ifrf. ;  the  Conveyance,  105/.  2s.  5d. ; 
ditto  of  Prosecution,  148/.  IO5.  4rf. ;  the  Total  being  1,964/.  8s.  lOfrf. ;  the 
Increase  being,  between  the  Two  decimal  Years,  1,002/.  l&s.  Irf.,  or  104/.  7^.  5d. 
per  Cent.  In  1812,  the  Prisoner  Maintenance  amounted  to  1,260/.  Is.  Sfrf. ; 
Conveyance,  102/.  75.  3^d.  j  Prosecution,  I73/.  7^.  8d. ;  the  Total  being 
I, 5351.  16s.  3^d.  i  and  1  beg  Permission  to  observe,  that  although  in  this 
Year  there  was  a  Decrease  of  Twenty-eight  per  Cent.,  that  is  to  say,  in  1812, 
yet  that  in  1813,  which  followed  it,  there  was  an  Increase  of  118  per  Cent., 
which  perhaps  with  that  single  Ob9ervation  will  shew  there  has  not  only  bees 
no  Variation,  but  that  there  has  been  a  gradual  Increase  of  the  whole  up  to 
this  Hour.  The  Expenditure  in  1813  was  2,095/.  7^*  I^m  being  an  Increase 
of  118  per  Cent.  Difference  between  that  and  the  decimal  Year  which  preceded 
it.

I  would  also  beg  to  add,  that  the  Discrepancy  between  the  public  Expenditure 
of  1792  and  that  of  1832  is  an  Increase  of  315  per  Cent. 

Are  Salaries  of  Gaolers  and  other  Officers  included  in  the  Maintenance  of 
the  Prisoners  ? 

No ;  quite  distinct.t  I  now  have  the  Honour  to  submit  to  your  Lordships 
Consideration  a  short  View  of  the  total  Expenditure  of  the  County,  not  merely 
confined  to  Prisoners  or  Prosecutions,  or  Conveyance  of  the  same,  but  the 
total  Expenditure  for  all  Objects.  In  1792  the  total  Expenditure  of  the 
whole  County  of  Dorset  for  all  Purposes  contemplated  by  and  provided  for  by     .  ^ 

the  several  Statutes  relating  to  the  County  Rates  amounted  to  4,S33i  125.  6d. ; 
in  1802  the  total  Expenditure  amounted  to  4,334/.  5s.  3jrf. ;  there  being  no 
Increase.  In  1812  the  Expenditure  was  8,020/.  7^- 2 ^rf.,  the  Increase  from 
1832  to  1812  on  the  decimal  Period  being  about  Eighty-five  per  Cent.  In 
1822  the  Expenditure  was  7>962/.  25.  8rf.,   tiiere    being  no  Increase   over 
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j««?.  H.  F.KeatoKm.  the  Year  1812.  In  1833  the  Expenditure  was  13,605/.  12^.  Hid.,  the 
— '  I  ■  I  Increase  since  1822  being  Eighty-four  per  Cent,  and  the  Increase  on 
the  whole  since  1792  being  214  per  Cent.  I  also  b^g  Permission,  in  the 
Way  of  a  Summary  of  the  whole  of  this  Calculation^  shortly  to  state,  that 
the  Increase  of  Crime  on  general  Commitments,  comparing  the  first  Three 
Months  of  1834  with  the  first  Three  Months  of  1823,  is  at  the  Rate  of 
Ninety  per  Cent.*  The  Increase  of  the  Expence  of  Prosecutions,  comparing 
the  Years  1821,  1822,  and  1823  with  the  Years  1831,  1832,  and  1833,  are 
185  per  Cent-  The  Increase  of  the  Expence  of  Prosecutions,  comparing  1812, 
1813,  and  1814  with  1831,  1832,  and  1833,  are  519  per  Cent.  The  Increase, 
comparing  the  Years  1792,  1793,  and  1794  with  1831,  1832,  and  1833  (1834 
being  not  expired),  is  2,135  per  Cent*  But^  my  Lords,  the  Increase  of  Popu- 
lation, according  to  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1815,  from  1801  to  1831, 
amounts  only  to  Thirty-four  per  Cent.,  and  if  we  add  for  the  Period  from  1792 
to  1801  at  the  average  Rate  at  which  I  believe  the  whole  is  calculated,  it 
would  not  amount  to  much  more  than  Six  per  Cent,  making  the  Increase  of 
the  Population,  as  compared  with  the  above  Increase,  Forty  per  Cent.  only. 
1  may  not  be  quite  correct  as  to  the.Six  per  Cent.,  but  I  do  not  think  it  varies 
miibb.  I  now  beg  Permission  to  state  that  the  Expenditure  on  Bridges  in  the 
County  of  Dorset  has  also  been  very  great.  I  can  state  what  the  Expenditure  has 
been  on  Bridges  in  every  Year ;  but  my  Object  is  mainly  to  observe,  that 
among  other  County  Burthens  which  we  have  had  to  complain  more  par- 
ticularly of  in  our  small  County,  the  Expenditure  on  Bridges  has  been  truly 
enormous,  and  which  will  appear  to  be  the  Case  when  I  state  that  in  Six  Years 
only,  that  is  to  say,  1810,  1811,  1812,  1813,  1814,  and  1815,  we  expended  in 
those  Six  Years  27,883/.  IJs.  Jd.  on  public  Bridges  only^  I  will  now  ask 
Leave  to  draw  the  Committee's  Attention  to  the  Dorset  Lunatic  Asylum.  In 
1829  there  was  an  Expenditure  of  496/.  5s.  0^.  for  the  Lunatic  Asylum; 
in  1830,  no  Expenditure  j  in  the  Year  1831,  1,985/.  0^.  Id.  j  in  1832, 
3,473/.  155.  Ifrf. ;  in  1833,  1,063/.  14^.  7^d ;  there  were  also  Sums  to  the 
Amount  of  3,950/.  borrowed  by  Loan ;  .  so  that  the  Total  paid  out  of  the 
County  Rate  towards  the  Maintenance  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  for  the  County 
of  Dorset  was  10,968/.  145.  lO^rf.  Francis  John  Browne  Esquire,  our  late  highly 
revered  Member  for  the  County  of  Dorset,  very  munificently  gave  a  Mansion 
House  and  Land  towards  the  Erection  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  which  has  been 
valued  at  5,000/. ;  he  also  gave  Funded  Property  to  the  Amount  of  4,500/.  Con- 
sols, amounting  in  Sterling  to  3,780/. ;  sundry  Legacies  also  have  been  given^ 
amounting  to  786/.  Sterling,  and  Donations  amounting  to  3,155/.  35.  The  total 
Expenditure  upon  the  Erection  of  the  Dorset  Lunatic  Asylum  was  13,909L0s.dd., 
of  which  the  Sum  of  10,968/.  145.  lO^rf.  lias  fallen  upon  the  County  of  Dorset 
through  the  Medium  of  the  County  Rates.  Mr.  Browne  was  exceedingly  desirous 
there  should  be  a  Dorset  Lunatic  County  Asylum,  he  therefore  munificently 

Sive  a  detached  Part  of  his  Estate,  with  a  House  on  it,  for  that  Purpose,  whicli 
ouse,  if  sold,  would  have  produced  5,000^  ;  then  he  also  gave  4,500A  in  the 
Funds  ;  out  of  which  Sums  the  Matron  and  the  Governor's  Stlary  is  paid.  But 
it  will  be  found  there  are  other  Sums  annually  to  be  provided  for  j  and  ray  Object 
is  to  shew,  that,  notwithstanding  the  Munificence  of  Mr.  Browne,  the  County 
of  Dorset  has  been  burthened  to  a  considerable  Amount;  and  that  annually 
it  is  to  be  burthened  also,  to  the  Amount  of  about  140/.  to  150/.  per  Annum  in 
paying  the  Salary  of  a  Chaplain,  Clerk  to  the  Visitors,  Insurance,  and  Repaii*s ; 
and  that  these  annual  Charges  which  fall  on  the  County  are  to  be  considered 
by  your  Lordships,  when  you  in  your  Wisdom  and  Juslice  provide  Relief  for 
Counties  thus  charged.  This  annual  Charge  on  the  County  of  Dorset  §hews 
the  Pressure  on  the  County  Rates  in  these  several  Departments,  amounting 
to  the  Sum  which  I  have  quoted  ;  the  Salary  of  the  Chaplain,  50L  ;  Salary  of 
Clerk  to  the  Visitors,  25/.  j  Taxes,  5Ll2s.3d.i  Tithe,  21.  12s.;  Insurance, 
11/.  5s.  This  is  a  Calculation  presented  to  me  by  a  most  honorable  Gentle- 
man, well  known,  I  believe,  within  these  Walls,  many  Years  Member  for  oiir 
County,  Wra.  Morton  Pitt  Esquire,  who  takes  great  Interest  in  the  Well-being 
and  good  Management  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  he  has  stated  tliat  the 
Repairs  amount  on  an  Average  to  26L  Js.  9d. }  I  should  think  the  Average 
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should  be  rather  put  at  35/.  or  40L,  mjself,  recollecting  the  Character  of  the  In-  Rev.  H.P.  Yeatman 
mates^  the  Extent  of  the  Buildmg,  and  the  painting,  &c.  which  will  be  frequently  ■ 
required*  That  Total  would  be  the  Amount  of  the  annual  Charge  on  the 
County  of  Dorset  for  keeping  up  of  the  Repairs  of  the  Dorset  Lunatic  Asylum, 
which  is  a  new  Charge  on  the  County  of  Dorset  within  a  recent  Period  ;  my 
Object  being  to  shew  that  the  Burthens  of  an  increased  Expenditure  are  press- 
ing rapidly  on  the  County  of  Dorset. 

Previous  to  the  Erection  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  where  were  the  Pauper 
Lunatics  sent  in  the  County  of  Dorset  ? 

First  of  all  1  should  state,  in  the  County  of  Dorset  there  are  Three  Asylums, 
which  are  established  and  regulated  according  to  Act  of  Parliament ;  there  is 
also  one  at  Fisherton  in  the  County  of  Wilts,  on  the  Borders  of  the  County  of 
Dorset;  and  they  were  sent,  to  my  Knowledge  as  a  Magistrate,  to  those 
Asylums.  There  is  one  great  Advantage  to  be  derived  to  the  Public,  that  is 
to  say,  to  the  Panshes  within  the  County,  by  the  Erection  of  the  Dorset  Lunatic 
Asylum,  and  it  is  this :  I  have  Reason  to  know  that  in  the  private  Asy^uns 
they  charge  from  1  Is.  up  tO  15^.,  16^.,  and  18^.  a  Week  for  the  SuppdV^f 
Patients,  according  to  the  State  they  are  in,  whether  dangerous,  unclean,  or 
otherwise  ;  but  (and  that  is  the  very  great  Advantage  derived  from  the  Erec-  ^ 
tion  of  the  Dorset  Lunatic  County  Asylum)  our  Charge,  as  made  by  the  Magis- 
trates on  behalf  of  the  County,  is  simply  at  present  8^.  9d.  per  Week,  and  they 
never  increase  their  Charge,  whether  the  Patient  is  violent,  unclean,  or  other- 
wise ;  so  that  in  fact  if  the  Parishes  are  called  on  to  pay  a  certain  Sum  out  of 
their  Parochial  Contributions  towards  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum  (and  vfery 
trifling  it  must  be  hereafter,  the  great  dbtlay  having  taken  place) — ^if  they  are 
called  on  to  make  that  Payment  on  the  one  hand,  they  can  thus  save  it  on  the 
other,  especially  those  Parishes  who  have  Pauper  Lunatics. 

Are  you  speaking  of  Pauper  Lunatics  only  ? 
Yes. 

What  were  the  Number  of  Lunatics  returned  from  the  Parishes  as  existing 
in  the  County  of  Dorset  previous  to  the  Erection  of  the  Asylum  ? 

The  Number  of  Patients  which  the  present  Lunatic  Asylum  will  accommo- 
date is  about  One  hundred. 

Do  you  know  how  many  there  are  now  in  the  House  ? 
The  largest  Number  of  Males  and  Females  reported  at  any  one  Time  was 
in  the  Year  1833 :  Forty-nine  Males  j  Thirty-nine  Females :  Total  Eighty-eight. 

Were  they  all  Persons  belongfaig  to  the  Parishes  in  the  County  ?  * 

Yes. 

Have  you  any  Means  of  knowing  what  was  the  estimated  or  actual  Cost  of 
those  Pauper  uffrxtics  to  the  Parishes  before  they  were  placed  in  the  Asylum  ? 

I  can  sta^  cbis,  that  I  am  positively  certain  that  the  Charge  to  the  Parish 
was  xni^h  greater  prior  to  their  being  sent  to  the  County  Asylum,  I  sholild 
perhaps  say  by  a  Fourth  or  Fifth,  than  the  Charge  made  now,  or  at  any  Time'' 
macfe  by  the  Dorset  Lunatic  County  Asylum.  They  were  charged  from  1^  to 
lif.  a  Week  in  the  private  Asylum. 

Were  most  of  them  sent  to  some  Lunatic  Asylum,  or  were  they  kept  in  their 
riispective  Parishes  ? 

1  I  believe  that  manv  of  them  were  sent  to  the  different  Lunatic  Asylums.  I  am 
^Iso^uite  sure  that  the  Investigation  which  has  been  taking  place  under  recent 
i^tatutes  has  been  the  Means  of  a  great  Number  of  wretched  Beings  being 
sent  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  who  otherwise  would  have  been  kept  in  Poor- 
houses,  to  the  Annoyance  of  their  poorer  Neighbours,  and  not  only  so,  but 
kept  in  a  State  of  great  Wretchedness,  and  exposed  perhaps  to  Violence, 
which  is  often  resorted  to ;  and  confined  bv  Chains  and  Manacles  imposed  on 
them  by  the  Masters  and  Mistresses  of  the  Workhouses.  It  has  been  the  Means 
of  providing  for  the  Comfort  of  them,  beyond  all  Doubt. 

Are  you  aware  it  is  illegal  keeping  any  dapgerous  Idiot  or  Lunatic  in  a 
Workhouse  ? 

My  Lonfc  I  am ;  and  I  have  summoned  several  Churchwardens  and  Over- 
seers to  shw  Cause  why  a  Penalty  should  not  be  imposed  on  them  for  keeping 
Idiots  in  that  State,  and  we  have  oeen  the  Means  certainly  of  a  great  Number 
of  dangerous  Persons  being  sent  to  proper  Places  in  consequence.

312        MINUTES  OF  EVIDENCE  BEFORE  SELECT  COMMIT^TC 

Hev.H.RY€atman.      Are  all  the  Pauper  Lunatics  sent  to  this  Asylum  ? 

All  dangerous  Lunatics  are  sent  now  to  some  Asylum ;  some  that  are  Jiarm- 

less  are  not  sent ;  they  require  no  Restraint ;  they  walk  about  and  are  placed 
under  no  Coercion,  nor  are  they  a  Source  of  Terror  to  others. 

The  Asylum  takes  in  every  body  that  is  sent  belonging  to  the  County,  does 
it  not  ? 

Yes  i  and  I  believe,  unless  my  Recollection  fails, — I  think  I  am  clear  on  that 
Point,-^the  Statute  requires,  if  they  are  in  that  State,  that  they  shall  be  sent 
by  Preference  to  the  County  Limatic  Asylum. 

Do  you  not  think  one  of  the  Benefits  of  a  Lunatic  Asylum  is,  that  by  the 
Treatment  and  by  the  Means  which  they  have  of  taking  care  of  these  Persons, 
that  there  are  Cases  in  which  they  might  recover? 

Yes ;  I  can  state  the  Number  that  have  taken  place  in  our  County  each 
Year  since  its  Erection,  and  the  total  Number  during  the  pasf  Years.  Perhaps 
the  Committee  will  permit  me  to  read  Part  of  the  Report  for  the  last  Year 
onflHiat  important  Point  It  was  read  on  the  7th  of  April  last,  at  the  last 
Quarter  Sessions.  It  says,  "  the  total  Number  of  Patients  admitted  for  the 
-^  Year  past  has  been  Forty-nine  Males  and  Thirty-nine  Females  j  Total  Eighty- 
eight.  The  total  Number  discharged  as  cured.  Thirteen  Males  and  Five  Fe- 
males^ Total  Eighteen.  The  Number  discharged  relieved,  but  deemed  unfit 
Objects,  One  Male,  One  Female ;  Total  Two.  The  Total  who  have  died  have 
been  Two  Males  and  Three  Females;  Total  Five.  The  total  Number  remain* 
ing^  Thirty-three  Males  and  Thirty  Females  i  Sixty-three/'  Accounting  thereby 
for  the  exact  Number  of  Eighty-eighlt 

What  is  meant  by  "^  unfit  Objects  ?*' 

Those  who  on  close  Examination  have  not,  I  presume,  been  found  to  be 
dangerous  Idiots,  nor  answering  the  Description  the  Medical  Certificates  have 
given  of  them. 

Supposing  they  had  been  deranged,  yet  if  they  are  not  in  that  State  of 
Derangement  that  renders  them  dangerous  to  the  rublic,  do  they  keep  them, 
after  a  certain  Time,  to  try  whether  they  could  cure  them  ? 

I  cannot  speak  positively  on  that  Point. 

Are  those  Persons  discharged  as  being  unfit  Objects  at  the  Instance  of  their 
own  Friends  ? 

I  believe  they  are.  I  would  also  beg  leave  to  state  there  has  been  a  Decrease 
*  in  the  Charge,  and  which  Decrease  will  again  take  place,  in  all  probability, 

provided  that  does  not  take  place  which  a  Noble  Lord  of  the  Committee 
adverted  to  some  Time  since.  Sir  Andrew  Halliday  has  made  a  Calculation^ 
that  in  all  Cases  which  are  immediately*  attended  to,  the  Proportion  cured  of 
Persons  committed  m  very  great  j  I  think  he  says  One  in  Twenty*,  or  there- 
abouts. The  only  Apprehension  is  this,  that  as  our  reduced  Expenditure 
depends  entirely  on  the  Number  of  Patients  we  have,  if  from  any  Cause  (that 
anjkig  others)  there  should  be  a  Decrease  of  Numbers  there  must  then  be  an 
Inwease  of  Charge,  "either  on  the  Parishes  diffectly,  or  on  the  Parishes  indirectly 
through  the  Medium  of  an  increased  Demand  on  the  County  Rates,  and  that 
thererore  you  must  not  lose  Sight  of  the  Fact,  that  the  County  have  still  to 
look  to  an  increased  Charge  through  the  Medium  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum, 
connected  with  other  Charges  that  fall  excessively  heavy  on  Countigs  in 
general. 

Are  there  not  Two  private  Lunatic  Asylums  in  the  County  of  Dorset  ? 
There  are  Three ;  One  has  been  licensed  since  this  has  been  erected. 

Will  not,  most  probably,  your  Decrease  of  Charges  tempt  Persons  to  send 
Individuals  to  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum  instead  of^  as  heretofore,  sending 
them  to  these  private  Houses  ? 

Application  has  been  made,  from  the  increased  Comfort  and  very  good  Manage- 
ment  of  the  Dorset  Lunatic  Asylum,  for  the  Introduction  of  Persons  belonging 
to  private  Families.     The  Justices  have  refused  that,  stating  they  will  admit  no

♦  In  a  Letter  from  the  Witness  dated  the  5th  Augyst  1834,  he  slates,  with  reterence  to  his 
Evidence  under  the  Head  of  Lunatic  Asylums,  <^Now  I  find  that  Three  out  of  Seven  would  hare 
been  a  more  correct  Mode  of  CompuUlioii." 
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one  until  all  the  Parishes  are  provided  for*   Then  comes  this  Question,  that,  Rev.H.F.Yeatman, 

granting  there  should  be  a  Decrease  of  pauper  Patients,  are  we  not  then,  from       • — 

the  improved  State  in  which  our  Lunatic  Asylum  is  beyond  all  Doubt  as 
compared  with  private  Establishments,  to  look  forward  to  Relief  from  Per-* 
sons-  belonging  to  private  Families  being  introduced  in  the  Stead  of  themP 
There  might  be  here,  and  I  think  there  would  be,  the  Means  of  balancing  the 
Scales  in  that  Way. 

If  that  does  not  happen,  will  you  not  have  the  Buildings  to  be  kept  up  at  a 
great  Expence,  with  few  Patients  ? 
Yes,  and  at  a  certain  annual  Expence. 

Is  what  you  have  just  now  stated  what  you  meant  when  you  said  the  Expence 
upon  each  Lunatic  increased,  as  the  Number  fell  off? 

Yes,  unless  it  is  made  up  in  any  way  by  admitting  private  Individuals  from    • 
a  Distance. 

Might  you  not  admit  them  at  a  greater  Charge  than  the  pauper  Lunatics^ 
and  yet  at  a  less  Charge  than  private  Individuals  could  afford  to  take  them 
in  their  Houses  ?  . 

Certainly. 

Might  not  that  therefore  relieve  the  County  of  Dorset  from  any  increased 
Charge  in  the  Maintenance  of  its  County  Lunatic  Asylum? 

*  I  do  not  conceive  that  the  County  of  Dorset  has  much  to  apprehend  as  to 
Pressure  from  this  particular  Institution  ;  but  I  think,  in  looking  at  the  Pressure 
upon  the  County  in  general^  the  Pressure  of  this  Establishment,  by  Con- 
tingency,  should  not  be  altogether  lost  Sight  of.  I  do  not  appVehend  it  will 
be  severe,  nor  beyond  the  Extent  of  150/,  a  Year,  perhaps. 

Have  any  Legacies  been  received  forliiis  Asylum? 
Yes. 

And  Subscriptions  ? 

And  Subscriptions.  If  there  had  been,  which  I  know  was  the  great  Object 
among  the  Majority  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County,  an  Hospital  and  Lunatic 
Asylum  combined,  or  an  Hospital  only,  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  tlie 
Subscriptions  would  have  been  trebled  and.  quadrupled,  and  a  great  Blessing  it 
would  have  been.  If  a  Man  has  now  a  broken  Limb  or  chronic  Disease  he  is 
'  obliged  to  be  sent  to  Taunton,  Salisbury,  Bath,  or  some  other  distant  Place. 

Whereabouts  is  this  Lunatic  Asylpm  ? 

Six  or  Seven  Miles  from  Dorchester.  If  it  had  been  nearer  the  Town  the 
Expences  would  have  been  decreased,  because  there  would  have  been  less 
Carriage  of  consumable  Articles,  and  the  medical  Men  would  have  attended 
almost  gratis,  whereas  they  cannot  afford  now  to  go  Six  Miles  there  and  Six 
Miles  back  without  Remuneration. 

Is  there  not  every  Prospect  of  the  Funds  of  this  Institution  being  increased 
by  Legacies  ? 

I  do  not  think  any  have  been  devised  the  last  Four  Years,  except  those  I 
have  mentioned  ;  if  it  had  been  an  Hospital  there  would  have  been  more.  I 
have  no  Doubt  if  it  had  been  merely  a  Matter  pf  Deliberation  with  the  Magis- 
tratejs  it  would  have  been  so  arranged,  but  here  was  a  Bequest  made  by  that 
eminent  and  excellent  Man  Mr.  Browne,  coupled  with  tlxis  splendid  Donation 
of  his  for  that  particular  Object,  and  if  we  had  diverted  that  to  another 
Channel  it  was  lelt  we  should  not  h^ye  acted  towards  Mr,  Browne  aS  he  had 
wished  that  we  should  do. 

According  to  your  Statement  Crime  has  increased  far  beyond  the  Increase 
of  Population,  and  the  Expences  have  increased  far  beyond  the  Increase  of 
Cringe  j  can  you,  in  the  first  place,  account  for  that  Increase  of  Crime? 

I  apprehend  some  of  the  principal  of  the  Causes  are  to  be  found  in  the  Repeal 
of  the  severer  penal  Statutes,  the  great  Depreciation  that  has  taken  place  on 
ail  Property  since  1819,  and  the  Number  of  Persons  that  have  been  thrown 
out  of  Employ  in  consequence. 

Are  there  a  great  Number  of  Persons  thrown  out  of  Employ  in  consequence 
of  the  Depreciation  of  Property,  and  the  distressed  State  of  Agriculture  ? 
I  should  say  most  undoubtedly^ 
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Fev.  H.  RY^atman.      1^068  that,  in  your  Opinion,  satisfactorily  account  for  the  Increase  of 
'  '  Crime? 

It  does  to  a  very  great  Extent,  coupled  with  the  Excitement  whioh  has 
lately  been  held  out  to  Labourers  through  the  Medium  of  the  Beer  Houses 
and  Places  where  they  can  resort  with  ease  to  spend  their  Time  and  their 
Money,  and  fall  under  the  Influence  of  bad  Advice  and  bad  Example* 

How  happens  it  that  the  Expences  have  increased  in  a  lUtie  greater  -than 
the  Increase  of  Crime?  Crime  has  increased  Ninety-two  per  Cent,  while  the 
Expences  generally  have  increased  214  per  Cent. ;  is  not  that  in  consequence 
of  many  Expences,  which  were  formerly  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund, 
being  now  thrown  on  the  County  Rates? 

That  is  another  of  the  principal  Causes^  most  certainly* 

Can  you  give  any  other  Reason  why  the  Increase  of  Expence  should  be 
so  far  beyond  the  Increase  of  Crime  ? 

I  can  give  no  other  Reason,  except  that  the  numerical  Increase  of  Crime  is 
a  simple,  whilst  the  arithmetical  and  pecuniary  Increase  of  Expence  of  Pro- 
secution, &c.  is  a  complex  Process,  and  connected  with  many  compound  and 
contingent  Causes  of  Increase.  The  Magistrates  have  been  minutely  rigid  in 
their  economical  Provisions,  and  no  Persons  can  be  more  cautiously  saving  of 
the  public  Purse. 

Have   the  Magistrates  in  Dorsetshire  paid  particular  Attention  to  this 
Subject,   and  have  they  done  all  that  is  possible  to  do  under  the  existing 
'  State  of  the  Law? 

They  have.     They  have  divided  themselves  into  a  Finance  Committee  and  a 
Bridge  Committee,  and  the  Magistrates  have  devoted  their  Time  almost  unre- 
mittingly  and  exclusively  to  the  Object  in  view,  namely,  the  Reduction  of  the 
Expenditure,  Classification  of  Prisoners,  and  so  on.    In  addition  to  the  Causes  I 
have  alluded  to,  the  great  Number  of  Labourers  out  of  Employ,  and  the  State 
of  Excitement  in  which  they  are  kept  by  the  Facility  with  which  they  get 
Access   to  Beer   Houses,  where    they  assemble  together  in  great  Numbers 
and  spend  a  great  deal  of  Money  belonging  to  the  Family,  are  to  be  put 
forward  as  Causes  of  Crime,  and  the  Fami^  is  driven  in  consequence  to  a 
great  deal  of  Distress.    I  should  state,  it  appears  to  me  there  is  also  another 
Reason  which  would  partly  account  for  the  Increase  of  this  Expenditure,  and 
that  is,  the  Relaxation  of  the  Law,  which,  in  my  humble  Opinion,  h*as  bad  a  ^ 
great  and  deleterious  Effect,  particularly  as  all  secondary  Punishments  are  held  * 
now-a-day  in  little  Estimation  by  Convicts.     I  will  relate  a  Circumstance  which 
was  presented  to  the  Consideration  of  the  Dorset  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions^ 
by  the  Chaplain  in  his  Journal.     About  Two  Years  ago  the  Tread-wheel  in  the 
County  of  Dorset  was  broken  ;  the  Prisoners  in  a  Body  came  to  the  Governor 
and  to  the  Chaplain,  and  asked  whether  they  could  be  of  any  Service  in  cor* 
recting  the  Machinery  of  the  Tread-wheel,  as  they  had  rather  work  on  the  Tread- 
wheel  than  stand  still  without  it.    Solitary  Imprisonment  and  more  frequent 
Whippings  would  produce  a  great  moral  Improvement. 

Have  they  greater  Allowance  in  Diet  when  they  are  at  work  than  when  not? 

I  believe  not.  But  their  great  Reason  was,  that  when  at  work  they  were  then 
kept  in  a  State  of  Excitement ;  whereas,  being  left  to  themselves  abstractedly^ 
Reflection  and  Idleness  was  a  Source  to  theih  of  Misery  inconceivable :  but 
that  they  do  not  look  on  the  Tread-wheel  as  any  Punishment  at  all  I  have 
Reason  to  know,  from  a  Conversation  I  held  with  the  Governor  of  Gloucester, 
where  the  Re-commitments  were  very^great  indeed,  as  they  are  to  our  own 
Gaol,  and  where  they  do  not  consider  the  Tread-wheel  any  thing  like  *♦  a  Terror 
to  Evil-doers/' 

Have  you  any  Reason  to  know  whether  they  dread  Transportation  now 
more  than  they  did  some  Time  ago  ? 
I  think  they  begin  to  do  so. 

Are  they  aware  of  the  Alteration  in  the  Law? 

Yes. 

Do  you  think  that  has  excited  Dread  ? 

I  think  it  has  within  a  very  recent  Period ;  they  now  begin  to  dread  it 
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You  have  spoken  of  the  great  Evil  with  respect  to  the  Deniorah*zation  pro-  Rev.  H.  F.  Veatmaiu 
cUiced  by  Beer  Houses ;  do  you  think  that  has  been  the  Case  within  regular       — — — 
Hours  in  the  Day-time  ? 

I  apprehend  that  a  great  Number  are  to  be' found  in  Beef  Houses  at  all  Hours 
of  the  Day ;  but  I  have  also  Reason  to  know  that  during  the  Evening  and 
Hours  of  the  Night  it  is  more  especially  the  case.  Within  a  very  recent  Period 
I  know  that  in  an  adjoining  Parish  to  my  own,  at  Ten  o'Clock  at  Night,  the 
Clergyman  of  the  Parish  found  from  Sixty  to  Sixty-five  Persons  assembled ; 
he  remonstrated  and  retired  :  he  went  again  at  Eleven  o'Clock,  and  he  found 
Seventy  of  them  engaged  in  drinking.  I  have  also  Reason  to  know  that  in  a 
Town  nearly  adjoining  where  I  live,  in  the  Town  'of  Stalbridge,  there  were 
nearly  Seventy  Persons  at  Two  o'Clock  in  the  Morning  drinking  at  a  Beer 
House,  and  they,  were  engaged  in  fighting  at  the  Front  of  the  Hoose  in  the 
Public  Street,  and  I  believe  nearly  Half  the  Town  assembled  in  a  State  of 
Alarm  and  Terror,  the  Men  naked  and  violent,  arid  this  in  defiance  of*  Con- 
victions  which  had  taken  pla9e  within  the  Division  about  Twenty  Days  or 
Three  Weeks  preceding.  1  have  also  Reason  to  know  that  there  is  a  sort  of 
Combination  now  forming  not  to  give  Evidence,  and  that  upon  the  7th  of 
April  last  only,  on  a  Man  being  summoned  a  Second  Time  to  answer  for  a 
Charge  of  keeping  a  disorderly  House  (having  been  summoned  to  answer  for 
the  same  Charge  only  Three  Weeks  before^  the  Witnesses  kept  out  of  the 
'Way  in  one  Instance,  and  on  the  last  Occasion,  the  7th  of  April,  when  sum* 
moned,  they  refused  to  be  sworn  or  give  Evidence,  and  we  convicted  them  in 
the  full  Penalty  of  lOL  each,  under  the  Statute,  for  refusing  to  give  Evidence. 

What  Condition  of  Life  were  the  Witnesses  in  ? 

They  were  something  above  a  Labourer.  I  would  alsb  ask  leave  to  declare 
that  at  these  Beer  Houses  1  have  Reason  to  know  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
Gambling  for  Money  as  well  as  Liquor,  and  Prostitution  also  practised  to  a 
'■great  degree. 

Are  there  Spirits  sold  there  ? 

I  believe  there  are  Spirits  sold  also ;  I  have  no  doubt  there  are% 

Do  you  know  whether  any  stolen  Mutton  is  carried  there? 

I  should  state  there  has  beyond  all  Doubt  within  these  Eighteen  Months 
been  a  great  Increase  in  the  Crime  of  Sheep  Stealing ;  not  less  than  Twenty 
Sheep  having  been  stolen  within  Four  Miles  of  my  House,  and  not  One  Thief 
detected  or  brought  to  Punishment.  I  had  Two  Sheep  stolen  froni  my  own 
Farm  last  Year,  having  lost  none  for  Twenty-five  Years  previously. 

Is  the  Difficulty  of  Detection  of  the  Ofience  increased  in  consequence  oP 
Combination  and  these  Oaths  that  are  administered  ?  • 

At  present  we  have  nothing  to  apprehend  on  that  ground  ;  they  have  made 
very  little  Progress  in  the  County  of  Dorset;  the  Combination  began  in  the 
Vicinity  of  Bere,  and  has  not  travelled  much  farther.  In  Two  Instances  where 
they  applied  the  Men  went  to  their  Masters  and  made  proper  Communications^ 
and  no  further  Progress  has  been  made.  There  is  a  very  good  Spirit  amongst 
the  Labourers  with  us  at  present.  We  made  up  the  Parochial  Accounts  of  our 
Division,  containing  a  Population  of  10,000  Persons,  on  the  7th  of  April,  and 
I  should  think  tlie  Decrease  on  the  preceding  Year  could  not  be  less  than 
from  Ten  to  Twenty  per  Cent,  on  the  Average,  beyond  all  Doubt.* 

Is  that  in  consequence  of  the  Labourers  being  more  employed  ? 
The  Labourers  have  been  more  employed. 

What  Proportiotlj  do  you  think,  are  out  of  Employ  now  ? 
Why,  in  the  Parish  of  Stal bridge,  for  instance,  there  were  Seventy  out  of 
Employ  during  the  Riots  of  1830 ;  now  I  should  say  .not  more  than  Forty. 

What  Proportion  does  that  bear  to  the  whole  Number  of  Labourers  ? 
I  should  say  varying  from  a  Fourtli  to  a  Fifth. 

Have  you  occupied  Land  of  your  own  in  Dorsetshire? 
I  have,  for  Twenty-five  Years. 

And  you  know  something  of  Farming  ? 
Yes. 
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Rtv.  H.F.Veatman.      Do  you  not  think^  if  there  was  a  sufficient  remunerating  Price  for  Agricul- 

tural  Produce  that  every  one  of  those  Labourers  would  be  employed  ? 

Yes,  decidedly ;  more  particularly  in  that  Parish  which  I  alluae  to,  where  a 
great  Part  of  it  is  of  the  very  best*  Arable — Stalbridge. 

Do  you  consider  the  increased  Number  of  Labourers  that  have  been  em- 
ployed  to  be  owing  to  the  natural  Demand  for-  their  Labour,  or  from  any 
artificial  Mode  of  Employment  which  has  been  created  ? 

There  has  been  an  artificial  Stimulus  on  the  Part  of  the  Owners  of  Land 
and  the  Occupiers  of  the  Soil  from  these  Two  Motives ;  the  one,  the  Owners  of 
the  Estates  are  decidedly  of  Opinion  that  it  is  necessary  that  a  strenuous  Effort 
should  be  made  to  employ  agricultural  Labourers  during  the  pecuUar  Crisis 
under  which  we  live ;  and,  on  the  Part  of  the  Occupiers,  from  Terror,  and  from 
Alarm,  and  from  a  certain  Dread  of  the  Consequences  which  would  take  place 
if  they  did  not  employ  them. 

Then  do  you  think  it  has  been  no  natural  Result  of  a  purely  agricultural 
Demand,  as  to  the  Cultivators  of  the  Soil  ? 

By  no  means ;  on  the  contrary,  the  Prices  are  exceedingly  and  ruinously 
low,  except  Wool,  and  our  Part  of  the  Country  grows  very  little  Wool  indeed ; 
and  even  Wool  is  reduced  in  Price,  and  is  still  falling. 

Do  you  think  the  present  Rate  of  Wages  can  be  kept  up  if  something  is  not 
done  to  relieve  the  Agriculturists  ?  • 

Certainly  riot. 

What  will  be  the  Effect  on  your  County  respecting  the  Peace  of  the  County 
if  the  Farmers  diminish  the  Rate  of  Wages  ? 

We  should  have  a  complete  Recurrence  of  the  Riots  and  Excesses  of 
1830. 

Are  the  Wages  the  same  now,  or  nearly  the  same,  as  they  were  Eighteerv 
Months  or  Two  Years  ago  ? 

In  1830  Wages  were  Tow.  I  have  Reason  to  know  that  during  the  State  of 
Terror,  if  I  may  use  the  Expression,  which  existed  for  a  short  Time,  Men  were 
not  only  promised  tliey  should  have  lO^-  or  12^.  a  Week,  but  their  Wages  were 
actually  raised  to  that  Amount.  I  have  Reason  to  know  that  some  Men  have 
now  been  reduced  to  7^-  and  8^.  a  Week ;  8^.  decidedly,  and  in  some  Instances 
7^-  The  Consequence  of  which  is,  that  although  the  M  en  are  employed  at  those 
Wages,  yet  of  coui*se,  under  the  peculiar  Circumstances  of  these  Promises 
having  be6n  broken,  and  so  on,  they  are  not  in  a  State  of  very  great  Content- 
iment,  although  they  are  not  in  a  State  of  Insubordination,  nor  do  I  apprehend 
they  will  be.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  salutary  Lesson  they  received  in  1830 
will  nefer  be  forgotten.  The  Labourers  Friends  Society  has  found  a  great 
Number  of  Advocates  in  our  County ;  it  is  gaining  Strengtl^  most  rapidly  ; 
Allotments  of  Ground  have  been  given  out  to  the  Poor  in  almost  all  the  large 
Towns  and  Parishes  near  me,  and  where  it  has  been  done  it  has  universally 
been  productive  of  the  most  happy  Results.  • 

You  have  spoken  respecting  Beer  Shops  as  being  one  of  the  Causes  of 
Increase  of  Crime.  Has  a  Magistrate  the  Power  of  sending  a  Constable  into 
a  Beer  Shop  without  a  Warrant,  excepting  there  is  some  actual  Riot  there  ? 

I  shouUhapprehend  he  has  no  Right  to  send  him,  except  under  the  Authority 
of  some  Process  ;  he  has  no  Right,  ex*officio,  to  go  and  demand  Adqjittance  ; 
but  if  he  is  sent  fOr,  or  apprehends  there  is  a  Riot  likely  to  lead  to  a  Disturb- 
ance of  the  Peace,  then  he  has  a  Right  to  go. 

A  Constable  has  the  Privilege  of  visiting  Public  Houses  at  all  Hours,  has 
he  not  ? 

Yes,  I  apprehend  he  has. 

Has  he  the  same  Privilege  of  visiting  Beer  Shops  ^ 
I  am  not  aware  that  he  has. 

Has  not  an  Exciseman  a  Power  of  going  into  a  Public  House  at  all  Times  ? 
I  believe  he  has. 

Has  he  of  going  into  a  Beer  Shop  ? 

I  cannot  answer  that  Question.    I  should  think  he  has  not. 
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Can  a  Constable  be  the  Keeper  of  a  Public  House  ?                                         Rev.  H.  F.Veatman. 
I  believe  not. 

Do  you  know  any  thing  in  any  Act  of  Parliament  to  prevent  a  Beer  Shop 
Keeper  from  being  a  Constable  ? 

I  know  of  nothing  in  any  Act  to  prevent  his  being  so ;  and  I  have  Reason 
to  know  that  in  the  particular  Case  to  which  I  alluded,  which  is  in  the  Parish 
of  Stourton  Caundel  in  our  County,  where  the  Clergyman  found  Seventy 
Persons  drinking  at  Eleven  o'Cjock  on  a  Sunday  Night,  and  where  the  Owner 
was  convicted  of  having  kept  a  disorderly  House^  contrary  to  that  Statute, 
that  Man  who  so  kept  tnat  disorderly  House  not  only  was  the  Tithing  Man  of 
the  Parish,  but  he  used  the  greatest  possible  Interest  to  get  appointed  to  that 
Situation,  no  doubt  with  a  view  to  his  own  Ends ;  but  I  beg  leave  to  add, 
that  a  Tithing  Man  being  only  sworn  to  act  until  another  is  appointed  in  his 
Stead,  we  immediately  selected  a  respectable  Housekeeper,  and  swore  him  in, 
and  removed  the  other,  so  convicted,  from  the  Situation. 

Do  you  see  any  Reason  <vhy  there  should  not  be  the  same  Facility  given 
to  the  Entry  into  Beer  Shops  that  there  is  given  as  to  Public  Houses  ? 

No  ;  on  the  contrary,  I  should  say,  looking  at  the  inferior  Character  of  the 
Individuals,  and  the  lesser  Amount  of  Responsibility  which  they  possess,  both 
morally  and  in  other  Ways,  that  there  should  be  a  stricter  Surveillance  kept 
over  them,  and  increased  Power  given  to  the  Constables  to  see  they  conform 
to  the  Act  of  Parliament.  • 

Do  you  not  believe  that  Persons  are  drinking  in  Beer  Shops  during  the 
Hours  of  Divine  Service  on  a  Sunday  ? 

I  am  perfectly  satisfied  they  are,  from  constant  Evidence  coming  before  me 
on  Oath. 

Are  you  aware  that  the  Constable  would  have  any  Right  to  force  that 
Door  if  he  was  refused  Admittance,  so  as  to  be  enabled  himself  to  be  Evidence 
against  the  Owner  of  that  House  ? 

I  should  apprehend  he  would  have  no  such  Power. 

Do  you  believe  that  any  legislative  Regulations  could  do  away  with  the 
Evils  of  Beer  Shops  ? 

Yes,  decidedly ;  if  Beer  was  permitted  to  be  sold  but  not  to  be  consumed 
on  the  Premises,  or  if  permitted  to  be  consumed  on  the  Premises  it  was  only 
to  be  drunk  between  the  reasonable  Hours  of  Nine  in  the  Morning  and  Six 
in  the  Afternoon,  and  also  giving  Justices  the  Power  to  increase  the  Penalty* 
in  certaiff  Cases,  (the  Penalty  of  40^.  is  very  soon  made  up  by  One  Night's 
Debauch,)  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Evils  would  be  very  mufh  mitigated,  if 
they  were  not  entirely  put  down. 

Should  you  see  any  Objection  to  an  increased  Security  being  required  of 
the  Persons  who  keep  the  Beer  Shops  ? 

No. 

The  Security  which  a  Keeper  of  a  Beer  Shop  now  gives  being  10/.  in  Two 
Bondsmen,  the  Excise  Officer  who  grants  that  Bond  having  only  to  know 
whether  the  Bondsmen  have  the  10/.,  they  swearing  to  that,  may  pot  that 
same  10/.  Note  go  through  the  Hands  of  every  Bondsman  of  every  smgle  indi- 
vidual Beer  House  Keeper  in  the  Country  ? 

I  know  perfectly  well  that  for  a  certain  Length  of  Time  it  was  the  continued 
Practice  of  Alehouse  Keepers  to  bring  other  Alehouse  Keepers  to  be  their 
Sureties. 

Has  not  that  ceased  ? 

It  has  now  ceased ;  but  I  have  every  Reason  to  believe  the  same  Practice 
takes  place  with  regard  to  Beer  House  Keepers.  They  are  Persons  of  the  lowest 
Order  as  to  Character,  and. the  lowest  Circumstances  as  to  Life,  and  frequently, 
when  a  Penalty  is  imposed,  it  is  a  very  difficult  Matter  to  get  it  duly  levied. 

Would  you  see  any  Objection  to  enact  that  no  House  should  be  a  Beer  Shop 
that  was  not  rated  in  15/.  to  the  Poor's  Rates  ?• 

In  the  Country  a  House  of  15/.  is  One  of  a  very  good  Description  indeed  ; 
I  should  say,  even  if  they  were  rated  at  1 0/.,  with  an  increased  Security,  it  would 
ffo  a  irreat  Way  towards  mitigating  the  Evils. 
^  X  X  2  What 
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Ret.  H^JhWeaiman.      What  is  the  Amount  of  the  Licence  which  a  Beer  Shop  Keeper  at  presient 

-"■* pays  to  the  Revenue  ? 

I  think  it  is  Two  Guineas  if  he  sells  Cider  and  Ale^  and  One  Guinea  if  he 
sells  only  either  the  one  or  the  other. 

Should  you  see  any  Objection  to  increase  the  Amount  of  that  Licence  ? 

Without  that  being  done  vou  will  have  Adventurers  of  all  Kinds  and  De- 
scriptions, who  will  offer,  as  they  do  at  present,  to  sell  Ale  almost  under  every  . 
Hedge  ;  not  only  so,  but  being  Men  in  reduced  Circumstances,  they  are  com- 
pletely  at  the  Mercy  of  the  Brewer,  who  is  the  Man,  Nine  Times  out  of  Ten, 
who  is  in  fact  the  virtual  Owner  of  the  House,  and  who  pays  him  according  to 
the  increased  Consumption  of  the  House. 

Is  there  any  Law  which  precludes  a  returned  Transport  from  keeping  One. 
of  these  Houses  ? 
I  am  aware  of  none. 

A  Man  of  the  most  infamous  Character  may  set  up  one  of  these  Houses,  if  he 
thinks  fit,  the  Day  after  he  comes  out  of  Gaol,  may  he  not  ? 

Yes ;  and  I  have  Reason  to  know  that  during  the  Agricultural  Riots  of 
1830  the  Persons  so  excited  were  acted  on  in  these  Beer, Houses,  and  that 
the  Delegates  who  travelled  and  who  preceded  the  Mob  met  them  at  the  Beer 
Houses,  and  there  met  with  them  in  a  State  of  Excitement  and  Inflammation  of 
Mind  and  Body,  ready  to  receive  any  Impression  they  chose  to  make  on  them. 

Do  you  not  believe  as  to  Houses  in  a  lone  Situation  that  it  is  utterly  impossible 
any  Control  could  be  kept  over  those  ? 

I  should  conceive,  if  a  Beer  House  was  on  the  Edge  of  a  Common,  or  what 
they  call  provincially  an  Outstep  Place,  far  from  Inhabitants,  not  under  the 
Control  of  Neighbours,  that  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  their  setting^the  Law 
at  Defiance ;  it  is  the  Interest  of  no  Person  to  watch  them  ;  the  Constable 
frequently  will  not  do  so,  and  generally  speaking,  from  the  Combination  that 
now  exists  amongst  the  lower  Orders,  he  is  in  a  State  of  Terror  and  Dread, 
and  he  is  afraid  to  do  so. 

Do  you  not  conceive  a  Difficulty  of  that  sort  could  never  be  got  rid  of 
unless  the  present  System  of  licensing  is  altered  ? 

It  never  can,  unless  the  present  System  of  licensing  is  altered. 

Do  you  conceive  the  Beer  has  either  improved  in  Quality  or  been  reduced 
•  in  Price  to  the  Poor,  beyond  what  was  caused  by  taking  off  the  Beer  Duty,  by 
the  Creation  of  the  Beer  Shops?'  • 

I  have  ReasQU  to  know  the  Beer  has  been  very  little  reduced  in  Price,  but 
it  has  been  wonderfully  reduced  in  Quality ;  it  is  of  the  vilest  Order ;  it  is 
manufactured  i  every  thing  that  is  4>ad  is  mixed  with  it ;  I  know  they  use  a 
strong  Infusion  of  Tobacco,  which  gives  it  a  rich  Colour,  but  it  produces  im- 
mediate Stupefaction,  and  then  they  take  Advantage  of  the  wretched  Being 
in  Two  Ways,  first,  by  selling  with  scanty  Measures,  and  then  charging  him 
for  more  Beer  than  he  has  drunk,  he  being  in  a  State  utterly  incapable  of 
detecting  the  Cheat. 

You  believe  the  honest,  moral,  and  industrious  Poor  have  obtained  no 
Benefit  whatever  by  it  ? 

None  whatever.  I  should  take  the  Liberty  of  adding,  if  any  .Alteration  is 
about  to  take  place  as  to  increasing  the  Security  as  to  Amount,  increasing  the 
10/.  to  15/.,  or  so  on,  that  there  must  be  a  discretionary  Power  vested  some* 
where  as  to  making  a  Selection  of  Persons  of  good  moral  Character  also ; 
without  that,  let  a  Man's  Property  be  what  it  may,  if  he  is  a  Man  of  depraved 
Habits,  and  will  consecrate  his  iHouse  to  bad  Purposes,  Prostitution,  Gambling, 
and  so  on,  whatever  the  Amount  of  Penalty  may  be  inflicted,  in  the  Space  of 
Three  or  Four  Days  he  will  make  up  any  Loss  he  might  sustain,  for  I  have 
Reason  to  know  for  every  Hogshead  of  Beer  they  sell  they  gain  100  per  Cent. 

Before  the  Beer  Shops  were  established  were  there  not  Houses  or  Cottages 
on  the  Borders  of  Commons  and  the  Outstep  Places  that  did  sell  JSpirituous 
Liquors  ? 

I  believe  very  few  indeed  j  I  do  not  recollect  above  One  Conviction.    I 
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have  bad  a  great  deal  of  Conversation  with  Excisemen  in  the  Neighbonrhood,  Rev.  H.  EYeaimfm. 
and  One  House,  and  One  House  only,  of  that  Description  existed  in  my  Neigh-       ■■ 
bourhood,  and  that  House  certainly  did  baffle  the  united  Exertions  both  of 
.myself  and  of  the  Exciseman,  and  we  never  did  convict  the  Parties;  that  was 
before  this  Beer  Act  passed,  and  when  there  was  Beer  allowed  to  be  sold,  pro- 
vided it  was  not  consumed  on  the  Premises. 

'     Was  that  what  was  called  the  intermediate  Ale? 

Yes;  and  there  was  a  small  Cupboard  kept  in  the  Comer  of  the  Room, 
where  these^  Persons  went  and  helped  themselves,  and  gave  the  Children  a 
Present.  If  we  could  have  got  at  that  Fact  we  should  have  convicted  imme- 
diately, as  we  had  on  former  Occasions ;  we  should  have  held  that  to  be  a  Sale 
within  the  Meaning  of  the  Act. 

Are  you  living  at  a  Distance  from  the  Sea  ? 
About  Twenty -five  Miles. 

Are  you  well  acquainted  with  that  Part  of  Dorset  near  the  Sea  ? 
No ;  but  there  I  believe  Spirituous  Liquors  are  sold  in  great  Abundance ; 
in  the  Interior  very  little  is  sold  indeed. 

The  Observation  vou  make  as  to  the  mischievous  Tendency  of  these  Beer 
Houses,  does  it  apply  to  Towns  and  the  Country  ? 
To  Towns  and  the  Country. 

When  you  state  the  Hours  at  which  you  think  they  might  be  kept  open 
without  doing  Mischief  are  from  the  Hour  of  Nine  to  the  Hour  of  Six,  do 
you  think  it  would  be  a  sufficient  Length  of  Hours  to  afford  that  Comfort  t6 
the  Labouring  Classes  which  it  was  intended  to  afford  ? 

It  would  do  so  in  this  Way :  at  his  Breakfast  Hour,  if  he  is  allowed  a  Break- 
fast Hour,  say  Nine  in  the  Morning,  he  would  have  an  Opportunity  of 
taking  his  Pint  of  Beer  at  Nine  ;  he  would  also  have  that  Opportunity  at  Half 
past  Twelve  or  One,  at  the  Noon-day,  when  he  takes  his  Dinner ;  he  would 
also  have  an  Opportunity  of  taking  it  at  Five  or  Half-past  Five  \  and  above 
all  he  would  have  an  Opportunity  of  sending  for  his  Beer  in  the  Day,  and  of  . 
drinking  it  among  his  own  Family  on  his  Jleturn  under  his  own  Roof,  where 
he  would  drink  only  that  particular  Quantity  which  he  would  share  among  his 
Wife  and  Children,  without  being  induced  by  Excitement  and  bad  Example 
to  go  beyond  that,  and  consume  Three  Times  the  Quantity,  gambling  for 
Beer  or  Money  into  the  Bargain. 

If  the  Object  was  to  supply  .Beer  for  Supper  as  well  as  Breakfast  and  Din- 
tier,  would  not  Five  o'Clock  be  too  early  a  Period? 

No }  the  Time  of  the  Year  is  to  be  taken  into  Consideration.  In  the  sliort 
Days  about  the  End  of  October,  and  from  that  Period  to  the  Beginning  of 
February, it  is  almost  dark  at  Four ;  it  is  certainly  dark  at  Five ;  *he  Consequence 
of  which  is,  if  you  extend  the  Permission  of  them  to  sell  Beer  much  beyond 
that  Hour  you  introduce  and  give  them  a  Power  of  entrenching  on  one  of  the 
most  dangerous  Periods  perhaps  of  the  whole  Day.  Secretions  might  •  take 
place  of  Individuals,  and  would  lead  to  the  very  Excess  we  wish  to  put  down, 
if  it  was  extended  to  Five  o^Clock  ;  Five  o*Clock  is  a  late  Hour  in  the  Winter 
Months,  although  not  in  Summer.  It  might  be  varied  between  the  Hours  of 
Nine  and  Five  in  the  Six  Winter  Months,  and  from  Eight  in  the  Morning 
to  Six  in  the  Summer  Months^^  which  would  probably  answer  all  Purposes. 

Do  not  People  remain  in  these  Houses  until  it  is  a  fit  Season  for  them  to* 
go  out  to  commit  Offences,  breaking  open  Houses  and  stealing  Poultry  ? 

Yes,  I  have  Reason  to  know  they  meet  at  these  Places,  and  there  stay  until 
Seven  or  Eighty  and  then  they  sally  out  from  these  Places  excited,  secreted 
from  Observation  during  the  better  Hours  of  the  Day,,  and  prepared  for  any 
Purpose. 

Do  you  think  it  would  bean  Improven^nt  of  the  Law  if  the  Constable  was> 
authorized  to  go  when  he  thought  proper  into  these  Houses? 

Most  decidedly.  • 

Would  there  be  any  Harm  in  compelling  the  Constable  to  give  an  Account 
of  his  Services  at  the  End  of  the  Year,  and  to  swear  that  he  had  gone  a  certaia 
Number  of  Times  in  each  Week  ? 

I  am  very  glad  that  Question  has  been  asked^  and  I  beg  to  muke  an 
X  Observation 
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Rev.H.F.Yeatman.  Observation  upon  it.    In  the  adjoining  Parish  to  my  own  there  is  the  Parish 

—      of  Holwell,  which  is   an   insulated  Part,    unfortunately,  of  the  County  of 

Somerset,  surrounded  on  all  Sides  by  the  County  of  Dorset.  I  happen  to  be 
the  only  acting  Magistrate  for  the  County  of  Somerset  living  on  its  Borders  — 
I  should  say  within  Twelve  Miles  of  that  Place ;  the  Consequence  of  which  is, 
that  that  Parish,  as  might  naturally  be  supposed,  is  in  a  State  of  the  most  extreme 
Disorganization ;  the  Paupers  are  entirely  at  the  Mercy  of  the  Overseers ; 
they  must  go  Sixteen  Miles  to  the  Town  of  Wincanton  to  prefer  their  Com- 
plaint, if  they  are  able  to  do  so ;  or,  if  not,  they  must  compound  with  the 
Terms  that  are  offered  them,  there  being  no  Power  for  One  Justice  to  order 
Relief  to  a  Person,  except  for  the  short  Period  of  Fourteen  Days,  or  Hill 
the  next  Petty  Sessions.  It  also  happens  that  there  is  another  Evil,  arising 
from  this  Circumstance :  in  this  Parish  there  are  Five  Beer  Houses,  and  there 
is  no  one  Person  connected  with  the  Bench  who  is  able  to  take  proper 
Cognizance  of  these  Houses.  I  have  spoken  to  the  Constable  of  the  Parish, 
and  I  have  remonstrated  with  him  ;  and  his  Answer  is,  ^*  What  can  I  do  by 
myself  single-handed  ?  I  am  afraid  to  go.''  Added  to  this,  this  Man  has  his 
local  Feelings  and  his  Attachments ;  the  Owners  perhaps  are  Friends  of  his;  they 
are  Relations  of  his,  or  Friends  and  Relations  of  his  go  to  these  Places,  and  he 
is  constantly  in  the  habit  of  meeting  them  there  ;  then  comes  the  Temptation 
on  the  one  Hand  —  the  immaterial  Amount  of  Penalty  which  the  Magistrate 
is  enabled  to  inflict  on  the  other,  to  which  I  beg  to  draw  the  Attention  of 
the  Committee.  At  present,  if  the  Constable  neglects  his  Duty,  I  apprehend 
there  are  only  two  ways  of  proceeding  against  him.  The  first  is  by  Indict- 
ment— a  troublesome,  odious,  and  expensive  Process;  pr  by  fining  him  for 
Neglect  of  Duty,  where  we  have  a  Power,  under  the  33  G.  3.  c.55,  of  inflicting 
any  Sum  not  exceeding  40^.,  or,  under  5  G.  4.  c.  83.,  of  5/.  Then  comes  the 
Question,  what  is  a  Neglect  of  Duty  ?  The  Magistrate  says  to  the  Constable, 
*'  You  have  not  been  and  visited  those  Beer  Houses,  and  reported  to  us  on 
Oath  they  are  disorderly,  and  enabled  us  to  convict  those  Persons  under  the 
Statute  ?**  Then  comes  his  Answer  involving  the  important  Question,  **  Have 
I  Right  to  go  to  those  Places  ?"  We  find  our  Hands  tied  when  that  Answer 
has  been  made  to  us ;  we  have  been  compelled  to  stand  still  and  do  nothing  ; 
but  if  not  only  a  Power  was  given  to  the  Constables  and  Churchwardens  to  visit 
this  Place  to  make  their  Report  to  us  on  Oath,  but  if  there  was  also  a  Power 
given  to  the  Justices  in  their  several  Divisions  to  inflict  a  Penalty,  and  a  severe 
Penalty,  on  that  Constable,  then  I  apprehend  you  would  at  once  establish  a 
kind  of  Village  Police  that  would  lead  to  the  happiest  Results,  and  put  an  end 
to  a  vast  deal  of  the  Mischief  which  at  this  present  Moment,  morally,  and  in 
every  possible  Point  of  View,  we  have  in  our  several  Situations  to  complain  of. 
In  ray  Neighbourhood  the  Brewers  have  actually  doubled  their  Vaults,  and  they 
cannot  supply  the  Beer  Houses. 

Now  proceed  to  the  County  Rate? 

I  beg  to  draw  the  Attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  existing  State  of  the  Dorset 
County  Rate,  solely  with  a  view  of  shewing  the  Difficulty  which  the  County 
of  Dorset  and  all  Counties  have  to  contend  with  in  forming,  according  to  the 
Language  of  tlie  Fifty-fifth  George  the  Third,  Chapter  Fifty-one,  a  fair  and 
equal  County  Rate*  It  happened  in  the  Year  1823  that  the  Town  of  Shaftes- 
bury, the  Town  of  Stalbridge,  and  the  Parish  of  Stourton  Caundle  requested 
me  to  present  Three  Petitions  to  the  Magistrates  assembled  at  the  Quarter 
Sessions  then  met  at  Easter  in  the  Month  of  April,  complaining  of  the  Ine- 
quality and  anomalous  Condition  of  the  then  and  now  existing  Dorset  County 
Rate.  On  that  Occasion  I  stated  at  some  Length  what  I  will  now  endeavour 
to  compress  in  the  smallest  possible  Compass,  with  a  view  of  shewing  to  the 
Magistrates  then  assembled  the  Necessity  of  their  forming  a  new  and  equal 
County  Rate  according  to  that  newly-created  Statute.  The  Magistrates  stated 
that  they  Were  certainly  very  much,  perhaps  I  may  say  deeply  impressed  with 
tJie  extraordinary  Circumstances,  for  such  they  are,  which  1  submitted  to  their 
Consideration ;  but  that  as  Guardians  of  the  Public  Purse  they  did  not  feel 
that  they  were  justified  in  going  to  the  very  great  Expence,  which  I  shall 
presently  have  to  shew  they  must  have  gone  to,  if  they  had  made  a  new  County 
Rate,  unless  they  were  called  on  so  to  do  by  the  rated  Inhabitants  of  the  County 
of  DorsQ^  at  large.     Two  of  those  Magistrates,  who  unfortunately  are  now  no

more,  the  ]ate  John  Calcraft  Esquire  and  D.  O  D.  Okeden  Esquire^  told  me  Rev.H.F.y^eatman. 

that  they  particularly  wished,  for  th^  Information  of  the  rated  inhabitants  of      1 

the  County  of  Dorset,  that  I  would  state  those  Facts  pubh'cly  for  their  (Con- 
sideration^ and  I  did  so.  From  that  Period,  1823,  to  the  Year  1830  nothing 
was  done ;  but  in  that  Year,  from  the  enormous  Expence  which  the  County 
Expenditure  had  arrived  at,  as  we  have  seen,  and  among  other  things  from  • 
the  great  Pressure  on  that  County  Rate  occasioned  especially  by  an  Order  on 
the  several  Hundreds  on  account  of  the  Damages  done  by  the  Rioters  in 
Towns  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  of  Dorset  took 
this  important  Matter  into  their  Consideration,  and  they  did  me  the  Honour 
to  request,  I  believe  unanimouslv,  or  nearly  so,  that  I  should  bring  the  Case 
forward,  that  is,  the  Question  ot' there  being  a  new  County  Rate  made,  before 
the  Magistrates  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessiona  assembled.  I  did  so  in  the 
Year  1830,  and  the  Magistrates  unanimously  voted  that  there  should  be  a  new 
and  an  e^ual  County  Rate.  The  Grounds  of  my  calling  on  the  Magistrates  to 
make  this  new  and  equal  County  Rate,  in  pursuance  of  the  55  G.3.  c.51, 
were  shortly  these :  First,  that  all  the  Statutes,  from  the  22  Hen.  8.  c.  5.  down 
to  the  56  G.3.  c.  51,  require  that  County  Rate's  should  be  assessed  and  levied 
•*  fairly  and  equally"  according  to  the  "  actual  annual  Value**  of  all  Property, 
and  that  such  Rates  should  be  '^  fixed  and  proclaimed  by  the  Justices  from 
Time  to  Time  ;**  Secondly,  that  the  existing  County  Rate  has  not  been  altered, 
amended,  fixed,  or  proclaimed,  even  nominally,  since  17*0,  or  virtually  since 
1672,  that  is,  since  the  26th  Year  of  Charles  II.,  a  Period  of  l6u  Years: 
Thirdly,  that  the  following  visible  Increase  in  the  Value  of  rateable  Property  * 

is  capable  of  Proof  z—^lst,  upwards  of  Fifty  Inclosures  have  taken  place  within 
the  County  since  the  27th  Year  of  George  III.  alone ;  2dly,  that,  according  to 
the  Property  and  Population  Returns  printed  by  the  House  of  Commons  in 
1831,  Seven  Towns  and  Parishes  can  be  proved  to  evade  on  Eighteen  Rates  per 
Annum  (being  the  Amount  of  the  County  Expenditure  on  the  proposed  new 
Rate)  683/.  1^.  5d.f  amounting  in  Twenty-five  Years  to  17,076/.  Is.  5d.^ 
Sdly,  that  Twelve  Towns  within  the  County  evade*  on  the  above  Eighteen 
Rate  967/.  14^.  1^.,  amounting  in  Twenty-five  Years  to  24,075/.  13^.  l^d.-, 
and  lastly,  that  Forty  Tithings  within  the  County  evade  on  every  single  Rate 
I09A  25.  lld.y  and  on  Eighteen  Rates  yearly  1,964/.  125.*10^(/.,  amounting 
in  Twenty-five  Years  to  49,116/.  1^.  10^. ;  and  that  222  Tithings  out  of 
404  are  over-rated  and  oppressed  by  the  present  System  of  Assessment. 
I  now  beg  Permission  very  briefly  to  draw  the  Attention  of  the  Committee  as 
rapidly  as  possible  to  the  Language  of  the  several  Statutes  relating  to  County 
Rates,  with  a  view  of  asking  Permission  respectfully  to  call  the  Committee's 
Attention  to  the  Expediency  of  returning  to  that  good  Principle  of  Equality  of 
Taxation  per  capita  which  was  laid. down  by  the  Twenty-second  Henry  tl.e 
Eighth,  Chapter  Five,  and  the  Departure  from  which,  I  think  the  Evidence  will 
bear  me  out  in  stating,  has  led  to  a  great  deal  of  the  present  Pressure  on 
Counties  in  general.  The  Twenty-second  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  Chapter  Five, 
Section  Four,  says  that  for  the  Purpose  of  erecting  Bridges  **  the  said  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  or  Four  of  them,  whereof  One  to  be  of  the  Quorum,  with  the 
Assent  of  the  Constable  or  Inhabitants,  shall  have  Power  and  Authority  to 
tax  and  set  every  Inhabitant  in  any  such  City,  Town,  or  Parish  within  the 
Limits  of  their  Commissions  and  Authoritiea  to  such  reasonable  Aid  and  Sum 
of  Money  as  they  shall  think,  by  their  Discretions,  to  be  convenient  and 
sufficient  '^  for  the  repairing  or  edifying  and  amending  of  Bridges. 

Would  they  not  be  regulated  in  that  Discretion  by  the  Amount  of  taxable 
Property  a  Person  had  ?  If  they  knew  a  Man  had  lOK^OOO/.  in  the  Funds,  do 
you  conceive  they  would  be  at  liberty  to  consider  that  Money  in  the  Funds ; 
or  would  they  be  bound  to  consider  only  the  local  Property  he  had  within  the 
Parish? 

I  rather  think  there  has  been  a  Case  decided  in  the  King's  Bench  which  has 
established  this  Doctrine ;  first,  that,  if  you  could  get  at  it,  Property  in  the 
Funds  is  rateable,  but  that  tlien  it  cannot  be  rateable  for  the  Purpose  of  the 
Poor  unless  it  be  to  be  found  within  the  Paif^i  in  which  the  Rate  for  the 
Relief  of  those  Poor  is  made.  As  to  Stock  in  Trade,  there  is  the  same  Difficulty 
to  be  met  with,  and  the  same  Difficulty  of  enforcii%  these  County  Rates,  fairly 
and  strictly,  according  to  the  Principles  on  which  tliey  are  set  out. 

Would 
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Rev  iLF.Yeatman.      Would  it  not  be  necessary  to  have  some  new  Law  for  that?    Suppose  the 
Statute  of  Henry  the  Eighth  was  in  full  force,  could  you,  without  some  Addi- 
tion of  the  Powers  given  by  that  Law,  rate  Property  in  any  other  Parish  than 
that  in  which  the  Man  lived  ? 

1  should  apprehend  that  certainly,  anywhere  witliin  the  County,  under  that 
Statute:  anywhere  within  'Hhe  Limits  of  their  Commissions." 

Is  not  the  County  Rate  taken  out  of  the  Poor  Rate  ? 
Yes. 

Were  these  abstract  Doctrines  the  Cause  of  abstaining  from  equalizing  the 
County  Rate  ? 

No,  my  Lords.  The  Justices  of  Dorset,  j^s  Guardians  of  the  Pubh*c  Purse, 
were  bound  to  look,  and  did  look,  at  the  very  great  Expence  which  the 
Formation  of  a  new  Rate  would  have  thrown  upon  the  rated  Inhabitants  of  the 
County,  to  meet  the  Fourteenth  of  Elizabeth,  Chapter  Five,  Section  Thh-ty-seven, 
which  unfortunately  departed  from  that  Principle,  as  laid  down  by  the  original 
and  antecedent  Statute,  (Twenty-second  of  Henry  the  Eighth,)  because  in  that 
Statute,  the  Object  of  which  was  to  provide  for  the  Maintenance  and  Prq- 
secutions  of  Prisoners,  there  the  Rate,  instead  of  being  made  on  every  Inha- 
bitant, was  made  generally  upon  Parishes  at  large,  arid  thereby  paved  the 
Way  to  those  Evasions  which  we  have  to  complain  of. 

What  Construction  do  you  put  on  the  Word  Inhabitant  ? 

A  Person  who  dwells  in,  who  resides  in,  who  occupies  Land  in,  or  has  bene- 
ficial Property  within  any  Parish.  The  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  of  William  the 
Third,  Chapter  Nineteen,  then  ordered  and  directed,  that,  for  the  Erection  of 
Gaols,  County  Rates,  instead  of  being  levied  on  the  Parish,  should  be  even 
extended  so  far  as  to  be  levied  on  the  several  Hundreds,  Rapes,  Wards,  and 
other  Divisions  of  the  said  County,  but  that  it  should  also  be  levied  by  equal 
Proportions;  so  that  up  to  this  Point  these  Two  great  Principles  have  been 
established,  by  the  Statute  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  that  every  Inhabitant  should 
be  taxed ;  and  that  although  by  the  Statute  of  Elizabeth,  instead  of  every 
Inhabitant,  every  J^arish  was  to  be  taxed,  yet  that  at  all  events  by  the  11  &  12 
W.  S.  c.  19.  they  were  to  be  taxed  in  equal  Proportions,  from  which  I  would 
infer  that  all  Persons  possessing  Property  were  to  contribute  pari  ratione.  An 
unfortunate  Departure  from  these  Principles  took  place  in  the  Statute  of  Anne  ; 
the  First  of  Anne,  Statute  One,  Chapter  Eighteen,  Section  Two,  where  **  Justices 
*^  of  the  Peace  within  the  several  Limits  of  their  Commissions  were,  at  their 
"  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  from  and  aft^r  the  Ist  Day  of  May 
•*  1701f  to  have  full  Power  and  Authority,  upon  due  Presentment  to  them  made, 
*•  &c.,  to  assess  on  every  Town,  Parish,  or  Place  within  their  respective  Com- 
"  missions,  in  Proportions  upon  each  respective  Town  and  Parish  as  they  usually 
*^  have  been  assessed,  towards  the  Repairs  of  Bridges;**  so  that  according  to  this 
ill-digested  Statute,  if  the  most  excessive  Irregularity  as  to  Proportion  or  Dis- 
proportion  had  existed  antecedent  to  the  passing  of  that  Statute,  yet  that  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  that  Statute  it  was  out  of  the  Power  of  the  Justices  in 
their  Quarter  Sessions,  or  even  of  Judges  on  their  Bench,  (as  I  can  shew  by 
referring  to  a  memorable  Case — the^  Case  of  the  King  and  St.  Paul's  Covent 
Garden,)  to  alter  the  Proportions,  however  unjust  they  might  have  been.  The 
last  Statute  that  I  will  quote  is  the  Statute  12  G.  2.  c.  29.  By  that  Statute-^ 
for  Reasons  t)f  a  very  extraordinary  Nature  recited  in  the  Preamble,  namely, 
that  if  the  Assessment,  as  laid  down  by  the  22  H.  8.  c.  5.  was  to  be  made  on 
the  Individual,  the  Sums  charged  on  each  Individual  would  have  been  so  small 
as  to  amount  to  no  mofe  than  the  fractional  Part  of  a  Farthing  in  the  Pound 
on  the  several  Persons  thereby  rateable,  &c. — for  those  Reasons  and  others 
the  Justices  were  empowered,  from  and  after  the  1st  of  Septenlber  I739,  to 
make  from  Time  to  Time  One  general  Assessment  instead  of  the  several 
Rates  appointed  by  the  several  preceding  Acts.  The  Consequence  of  which 
was,  that  antecedent  to  the  passing  of  the  55  G.  3.  c.  51,  however  great  the 
Disproportion  might  have  beei^n  any  one  single  Parish,  if,  upon  Appeal  they 
attempted  Redress,  it  was  utterly  impossible  for  the  Counties  in  which  such 
Appeal  took  place  to  alt^  the  Disproportion  of  tlieXounty  Rates  which 
existed  and  were  levied  on  those  Parishes* 

»  Has 
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Has  not  the  55  6«  3.  got  rid  of  all  this^  and  brought  it  back  to  the  Valuation  Rev.H,F.Yeatman. 

of  the  Parishes  ?  

Yes,  my  Lords,  but  the  Principle  of  Assessment  is  virtually  still  unequal  j  it 

does  not  reach  all  Kinds  of  Property. 

• 

The  55  G.  S.  c.  51.  enables  you  now  to  assess  every  Parish  according  to  the 
Value  of  the  Property  in  that  Parish,  what  is  the  great  Difficuity  now  in 
effecting  that. 

The  DiflBculty  we  found  was  this :  First,  that  it  is  impossible,  under  the 
Authority  of  that  Act  of  Parl'ament,  to  order  any  County  to  be  valued  by 
*•  competent  Persons,*'  (for  those  are  the  Words  of  the  Act,)  until  you  have  called 
on  Parochial  Officers,  and  Persons  holding  Parochial  Taxes  and  other  Sources 
of  local  Valuation  in  their  Hands,  to  make  Returns  on  Oath  under  that  Act  of 
Parliament  of  the  ^^  actual  annual  Value'*  of  such  Property.  In  our  County  we 
immediately,  after  having  adopted  the  Principle  that  there  should  be  a  new  County 
Rate,  ordered  such  Returns  to  be  made,  when  we^ found  we  had  this  Difficulty 
to  contend  with  :  First,  we  had  a  certain  Number  of  Persons  who  were  so  pro* 
foundly  ignorant  that  they  could  not  make  any  Returns ;  and,  secondly^  and 
above  all  as  the  most  important  of  all,  we  found  that  we  had  others  who  were  so 
interested  in  the  Matter  that  they  would  not  make  any  Returns,  and  one  whole 
Division  made  no  Return  whatever.  Then  as  to  the  Property  Tax  Returns 
of  1815 :  the  55  G-S.  passed  at  the  very  Time  when  the  Property  Tax  Returns, 
which  that  Act  of  Parliament  refers  to  (and  which  that  Act  of  Parliament  enables 
Justices  to  make  their  Assessments  upon),  were  to  be  met  with ;  and  they 
were  good  at  the  Period  of  1815,  no  Doubt  j  and  the  County  of  Devon  and 
the  County  of  Somerset,  I  have  Reason  to  know,  both  made  their  County 
Rates  on  those  Returns ;  but  the  Consequence  has  been  this ; — first,  that  from 
the  great  Depreciation  which  has  taken  place  in  Property,  and  also  from  the 
great  Increase  which  has  taken  place  in  Property,  as  well,  by  the  Application  of 
Capital,  in  various  Places,  since  that  Period,  the  Countv  Rates  of  Somerset  and 
Devon  must  now  be  comparatively  unequal,  beyond  all  Doubt ;  and  therefore,  « 

if  the  County  of  Dorset  at  that  Time,  without  waiting  for  that  Expression  of 
Public  Opinion  which  thev  did  wait  for^  had  made  a  new  and  equal  County 
Rate  on  those  Returns,  tneir  County  Rate  would  at  this  present  Time  have 
been  unequid  also ;  so  that  for  the  Time  to  come  all  Counties,  the  County  of 
Dorset  inclusive,  have  no  other  Resource  to  rely  on  towards  obtaining  the 
great  national  Object  of  **  a  fair  and  equal  Rate'*  for  the  Purpose  of  County 
Expenditure  but  to  employ  Persons  at  a  very  considerable  Expence  to  value 
all  Counties. 

What  would  be  the  Expence  of  such  a  Valuation  of  the  small  County  of 
Dorset? 

I  hold  in.my  Hand  a  Return  made  by  a  very  efficient  Person,  and  indeed  a 
Tender  to  this  identical  Amount  was  made  at  the  last  Quarter  Sessions  (for 
I  will  take  the  Liberty  to  add,  that  the  Magistrates  of  the*  County  of  Dorset, 
for  Two  Years  past,  have  been  going  on.  Session  afler  Session,  endeavouring  to 
carry  the  55  G.  S.  c.  51.  into  effect,  great  as  this  Expence  is,  although  they 
have  now  deemed  it  prudent  to  wait  the  Result  of  this  Honorable  Committee's 
Deliberation,  hoping  that  Relief,  in  some  way  or  other,  will  be  afforded 
to  all  Counties)  offering  to  value  the  whole  County  at  the  Sum  of  13,324/. 
Now  then^  as  to  the  Details  of  that  Expence :  The  County  of  Dorset  is  stated 
to  consist  of  750,000  Acres  of  Land ;  deducting  Rivers,  Roads,  and  Sea-shores, 
it  is  pre^med,  on  very  fair  Authority,  that  it  might  be  taken  to  be,  and  it  has 
been  taken  to  be,  650,000  Acres  only ;  these  650,000  Acres  to  be  measured, 
at  &/.  per  Acre,  would  cost  16,248/. 

Could  it  not  be  done  much  cheaper  than  that? 

1  will  state  some  of  the  Tenders  that  have  been  made :  this  is  one.  The 
next  Valuation  is  this :  supposing  400,000  Acres  already  measured,  the  Ad- 
measurement of  which  could  be  obtained  at  2d.  per  Acre,  makes  3,333/. ; 
250,000  Acres  to  be  measured  which  have  not  been  measured,  at  6rf.  per  Acre,  •• 

6,250/. ;  650,000  Acres  to  be  valued,  as  well  as  every  Field  and  House,  at  8d* 
per  1,000,  5,200/.  j  Total,  14,783A  Then,  to  give  the  Committee  an  Idea  of 
the  Length  of  Time  it  would  take  to  measure  the  several  Counties  of  England, 
and  to  construcft  their  several  County  Rates,  it  has  been  calculated  by  more 

Y  y  Surveyors 
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Bev.H.F.Yeatman.  Surveyors  than  One,  and  the  Statement  came  from  Two  Persons  who  made 

•       Tenders  at  last  Sessions,  that  to  measure  the  County  of  Dorset  by  One  Person 

alone  would  require  Fifty-five  Years  to  accomplish,  and  that  to  value  every 
Field  would  take  him  Four  Years  more,  making  Fifty-nine  Years  if  One  Person 
attempted  it ;  but  that  by  a  Division  and  Subdivision  of  Labor  it  could  be 
done  within  the  Period  of  from  Three  to  Five  Years,  and  not  less.  And  that 
therefore,  if  this  Calculation  is  any  thing  like  a  fkir  one,  it  is  quite  fcertain 
that  it  would  take  not  a  less  Sum,  I  believe,  than  500,000/.  to  value  the  several 
Counties  in  England  for  the  Purpose  of  a  new  County  Rate;  throwing, 
therefore,  a  great  Degree  of  Pressure  on  the  agricultural  Interest,  if  that  is  to 
be  done,  or  even  attempted. 

Is  the  Inference  you  wish  to  draw  from  this  that  you  should  find  out  some 
other  Mode  of  doing  it  ? 
Yes. 

Did  you  consider  it  necessary,  under  the  Words  of  that  Act,  to  have  the 
Returns  of  Overseers  and  Ofl&cers  of  all  Parishes  complete  before  you  proceeded 
to  call  in  aid  other  Means  ? 

That  Point  was  argued  at  the  Sessions,  and  my^Lord  Shaftesbury  took  a 
very  luminous  and  strong  View  of  the  Case.  He  read  the  Clause  of  the  Act  of 
Parliament,  and  I  can  put  my  Hand  on  the  Section. 

Do  you  consider,  until  you  got  a  Return  from  every  Parish  such  as  you 
knew  or  thought  to  be  a  correct  Return,  you  could  not  proceed  ? 

Yes.  The  Course  is  this :  you  must  first  order  these  Returns  to  be  made  ;  and 
then,  when  the  Overseers,  &c.  either  cannot  make  the  Returns,  or  when  they 
are  contumacious,  and  will  not,  and  then  only,  and  to  that  Parish  only,  can  you 
send  "  competent  Persons  *'  to  measure  those  Parishes  and  value  them,  and 
to  whom  you  might  pay  a  proper  Sum  out  of  the<^ounty  Rate  as  **  Compen- 
sation.** 

Do  you  conceive  the  Relation  that  one  Property  bears  to  another  in  the 
County  of  Dorset,  not  the  positive  Value,  but  the  relative  Value,  at  the 
present  Time,  is  so  altered  in  consequence  of  a  general  Depreciation,  as  not  to 
afford  a  fair  Basis  for  a  County  Rate  ? 

Yes,  I  do,  and  for  this  Reason.  I  should  state,  in  the  first  place,  that  there 
has  been  a  very  great  Degree  of  Depreciation  on  Landed  Property,  but  that 
that  Depreciation  has  varied  as  to  whether  it  is  Corn  Land,  Pasture  Land,  or 
Houses,  &c. ;  taking  the  high  Lands  of  the  County  of  Dorset,  for  instance,  and 
the  low  Lands  of  Dorset,  on  the  one,  the  Depreciation  takes  place  according 
to  the  Price  of  Wool  and  Sheep  and  according  to  the  Price  of  Com  j  but  in  the 
low  Land  it  takes  place  according  to  the  Price  of  Cattle,  according  to  the  Price 
of  Butter  and  Cheese,  —  of  grazing  Stock  and  young  Stock,  there  being  Two 
complete  Systems  of  Husbandry  observed  in  the  Two  different  Parts  of  the 
County.  Then  the  Property  Tax  Return  again  has  included  the  Value  of 
Houses,  and  upon  them  I  apprehend  there  has  not  been  so  large  an  Amount 
of  Depreciation,  for  this  very  Reason,  that  there  has  been  an  Increase  of 
Population  since  1801  to  the  Amount  of  Thirty-four  per  Cent,  and  of  Forty 
per  Cent,  up  to  this  Time,  which  has  operated  to  make  an  increased  Demand 
for  Houses,  and  therefore  has  operated  to  keep  the  Rents  of  those  Houses 
tolerably  steady.  The  Language  of  this  Act  is  very  strong  and  forcible,  and 
very  precise.    (^The  Witness  reads  the  Clatcses  qfthe  Act.) 

When  the  Returns  did  not  arrive,  or  when  they  were  returned,  such  as  they 
were,  what  did  you  do  ? 

We  summoned  the  Overseers  and  Churchwardens,  and  Three  Times  did 
we  summon  them  in  the  Sturminster  Nekton  Division,  and  Three  Times  did 
we  sifl  them  on  all  those  Points  upon  Oath. 

Did  you  not  take  the  Property  Tax  at  all  ? 

We  found  in  most  Parishes  they  could  satisfactorily  prove  to  us  the  Depre- 
ciation had  been  from  Thirty  to  Thirty-three  per  Cent,  and  upwards. 

Then  is  not  the  Question  this ;  whether  any  Property  that  remains  is  not 
proportionately  reduced  ? 
We  found  that  there  was  not  a  single  Return  on  which  we  could  act.   There 
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were  nearly  Forty  Magistrates  assembled  dh  one  Occasion;  they  brought  all  itev.H.RViaiman. 

the  Inforraation  they  could  from  their  respective  Divisions ;  some  stated  the 

Keturns  were  not  worth  One  Farthing,  and  that  the  Men  who  made  them 
said  they  did  not  know  whether  they  were^orrect  or  incorrect  qf  their  own 
Knowledge. 

What  Returns  were  those  ? 
The  Parochial  Returns. 

Then  why  did  you  not  call  in  aid  the  Property  Tax  ? 

We  said  to  the  Parish  Oflfcers  when  they  came,  "  Nowwe  tell  you  candidly, 
before  you  shew  the  Return,  which  you  must  verify  on  Oath  under  that 
Statute  (the  Clause  of  which  we  read),  in  1815  your  Parish  was  valued  at 
4,350/.,  for  instance  j  the  Amount  brought  in  is  3,100/. ;  now  give  us  a  satis- 
factory Reason  why  it  is  reduced  to  this  Amount  ;**  their  Answer  being,  *'  We 
can  only  do  so  by  going  round  to  the  several  Tenants,  they  assuring  us 
their  Rents  have  been  reduced  and  abated  in  proportion."  That  was  all  very 
well  from  that  Parish.  From  the  next  Parish  we  could  get  no  Information  at 
all ;  and  when  we  met  at  Sessions  we  found,  not  only  One  Parish  here  and 
there,  but  actually  One  whole  Division  that  would  do  nothing,  and  which  made 
no  Return.  Then  the  Justices  were  of  Opinion  that  they  could  not  rely  on 
the  Property  Tax  Returns  of  1815 ;  for  that  there  was  a  Depreciation  to  a 
certain  Amount  all  admitted,  but  no  one  would  tell  in  what  Proportion,  and 
whether  that  Proportion  was  uniform,  either  taking  a  Line  of  the  County,  or 
more  or  less  on^  the  high  Land  Part  or  low  Land  Part,  on  the  Towns  or 
Houses  or  Manufactories^  or  the  Shipping ;  for  we  have  the  Seaports  of 
Weymouth  and  of  Lyme  and  Bridport  j  there  are  also  Harbour  Dues  and 
public  Bridges  let  with  high  Tolls,  and  so  on ;  and  it  was  impossible  that 
we  could  construct  any  thing  like  a  County  Rate  formed  on  so  fragile  a  Basis. 
We  could  not  comply  with  that  Act  of  Parliament  which  declares  the  new 
Assessments,  as  far  as  equalizing  the  County  Rate,  are  to  be  levied  on  the 
utmost  Amount  of  the  actual  Value  and  Amount  of  all  Property  rated  or 
rateable.  We  could  not  get  at  the  annual  Value  without  the  Survey,  and  we 
could  not  get  at  that  Survey  without  the  enormous  Expence  I  have  alluded  to ; 
knowing  also  that  <<  from  Time  to  Time*'  it  must  be  again  increased,  and  sub- 
mittecl  to. 

In  the  Towns,  has  not  the  Property  very  considerably  increased  by  the  In- 
crease of  Buildings  ? 

By  Increase  of  Buildings,  beyond  all  Doubt. 

And  not  diminished  much  by  the  Rents  has  it? 

Very  little  indeed.   There  has  been  a  great  Demand  for  Houses. 

In  Weymouth  and  Lyme,  have  not  the  Rents  of  Houses  rather  risen  than 
fallen? 

I  do  not  think  the  Rents  have  much  declined* 

Are  there  not  Buildings  extending  Miles  in  each  Place  beyond  what  they 
were  formerly  ? 

Weymouth,  and  indeed  all  Towns,  have  been  greatly  increased  in  Size. 

And  how  are  they  rated  ? 

All  Property  in  our  County  is  rated  as  it  was  in  the  26th  Year  of  Charles  II. 
and  Property  nearly  to  the  Amount  of  S00,000t  per  Annum  in  the  County  of 
Dorset  has  been  created,  and  not  One  Atom  or  Fragment  of  such  Property 
is  at  present  assessed  to  the  existing  County  Rate. 

You  are  acquainted  with  and  have  Property  in  Somersetshire,  have  you 
not? 
Yes. 

Is  it  not  precisely  the  same  thing  in  Somersetshire,  that  the  Towns  have 
increased,  and  the  Property  in  the  Country  has  diminished  ? 

Until  within  a  very  recent  Period,  I  have  Reason  to  know  that,  taking  so 
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Reo.H.F.Yeaiman.  large  a  Place  as  the  Town  of  Yeovil,  the  whole  of  the  Houses  and  Buildings 

valued  at  even  14,500/.  per  Annum,  and  the  Trade  amounting  to  5,000/., 

making  19,500/.  Total  Value,  until  within  these  Three  Years  the  Trade  did 
not  pay  its  Proportion,  and  was  ^ot  assessed  to  the  Public  Rates  fairly  and 
equally. 

Are  any  of  the  Manufactories  in  Dorset  assessed  to  the  County  Rate,  for 
their  Stock  in  Trade? 

They  are  not  assessed  to  the  County  Rate  at  all ;  and  if  it  is  said  the  County 
Rate  is  paid  (for  that,  is  the  only  Way  it  can  be  said  most  remotely  and 
indirectly  to  be  touched  at  all)  out  of  the  Poor's  Rate,  then  J  am  prepared  to  show, 
on  the  Authority  of  Surveyors  of  Eminence,  and  from  my  own  personal  Know- 
ledge as  well,  that  Stock  in  Trade,  and  Manufacturing  and  Commercial 
Departments^  are  not  at  all  rated,  except  merely  nominally,  and  barely 
that.  .  ♦ 

Is  there  more  than  One  Town  in  Dorsetshire  where  it  is  attempted  to  rate 
it  at  all  ? 

At  Wimborne,  and  that  only  at  the  last  Epiphany  Session,  Henry  Bankes 
Esquire  instituted  an  Appeal  against  the  Poor's  Rate.  Wimborne  consists  of 
11,968  Acres,  and  the  annual  Value  15,669/-  The  Trade  was  not  rated  by  Order 
of  the  Vestry.  When  the  new  Rate  was  made,  only  Two  Years  ago,  Mr.  Bankes 
appealed,  at  the  last  Epiphany  Session,  against  that  Rate,  because  the  Trade, 
worth  S,000/i  per  Annum,  was  not  rated,  and  then  and  there  he  caused  it  to 
be  rated ;  but  even  now  it  is  by  no  means  rated,  I  have  heard,  up  to  any 
thing  like  its  utmost  Value. 

Do  you  know  what  the  Parish  is  valued  at  in  the  Property  Tax  Return  ? 

It  can  be  seen  by  the  Property  Tax  Return  of  1815.  In  1811,  I  can  tell. 
1  constructed,  for  the  Information  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Dorset,  a  ^*  Pound 
Rate,"  (using  the  Words  of  the  Act,)  on  what  the  new  Rate  ought  to  be  j 
but  mine  is  now  imperfect,  because  it  was  constructed  on  the  annual  Value 
of  1811.  The  Property  Tax  Return  of  1815  is  considerably  higher.  Govern- 
ment had  recourse  to  many  Expedients  to  get  at  the  fair  Value.  Wimborne, 
in  1811,  (what  the  Difference  between  that  and  1815  is  I  cannot  state,) 
was  12,310/.  8^.  4>d. 

What  is  the  Property  Tax  Return  of  Wimborne  ? 

Rather  more  than  12,000/.  per  Annum.  To  return ;  at  the  last  Sessions 
this  Tender  was  delivered  in,  and  Reasons  assigned  why  it  would  come  to  the 
Sum  of  13,324/.  to  survey  the  County  of  Dorset  for  a  new  County  Rate.  The 
Tenders  vary  from  10,000/.  to  13,000/. 

Actual  Expences  that  must  be  paid  to  any  Surveyor  who  may  undertake  to 
make  a  County  Rate  for  Dorsetshire,  being  about  65,000  Acres :

It  would  take  any  Surveyor  to  value  the  G^unty,  (including  Calculations,)

therefore  his  travelling  Expences,  and  Expences  to  obtain  necessary  In-

The  Surveyor  employed  must  necessarily  gire  up  the  whole  of  his  Time 
during  the  Five  Years,  and  he  cannot  be  a  veiy  eminent  ^Surveyor,  or  in 
much  Practice,  unless  he  values  his  Time  at  Home  (exclusive  of  out-door 
Expences)  at  least  One  Guinea  per  Day,  besides  the  Chance  of  losing 
private  Connections,  and  the  Opportunity  of  getting  more  or  increasing  hu 
jBusiness ;  which  Guinea  per  Day  would  be  lost  to  his  Family,  and  no  Profit

There  were  other  Tenders  delivered  in.  Copies  of  which  I  have  not  with  me* 
There  has  been  a  Mode  suggested  for  making  a  County  Rate,  and  a  very 
ingenious  Suggestion  it  is,  by  the  Reverend  James  Venables,  of  Buckland 
Newton,  One  of  the  Justices  of  this  County,  The  Plan  suggested  is,  to  go 
into  any  given  Parish,  and  to  take  the  Poor's  Rate,  and  then  to  value  a  par«> 
ticular  Part — a  very  small  Part  of  that  Parish — and  then,  finding  the  Rate  at 
which  the  Poor's  Rate  is  made,  by  the  Rule  of  Three  you  arrive  at  the  Value 
of  the  whole  Parish ;  so  that  you  would  perhaps  get  a  new  County  Rate  made 
under  all  the  Circumstances,  very  likelv  for  3,000/.,  provided  you  are  satisfied 
that  this  Mode  of  Computation  of  Value  is  correct.  You  trust  a  great  deal, 
it  is  true,  to  the  Discretion  of  the  Surveyor,  and  he  must  do  a  great  deal  by  Guess 
and  Calculation,  and  your  only  Remedj^  is  to  check  the  Value,  when  so  got  at, 
either  by  the  Land  Tax,  which  I  am  afraid  is  exceedingly  unequal,  or  by  the 
Property  Tax  Return.  There  are  no  other  Means  of  avoiding  or  abridging  the 
great  Expence  of  making  new  County  Rates,  unless  you  have  recourse  either  to 
those  Returns  which  are  proved  to  be  imperfect,  commonly  called  the  Property 
Tax  Returns,  on  the  one  hand,  or  having  recourse  to  the  very  great  Expence 
of  employing  a  County  Surveyor  on  the  other ;  and  then  I  may  be  permitted 
to  add,  that  it  certainly  has  appeared  to  a  great  Number  of  the  Magistrates  of 
the  County  of  Dorset,  and  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  as  well,  that^^ 
when  we  take  into  consideration  the  great,  important,  and  national  Objects  and 
national  Purposes  for  which  these  County  Rates  are  levied,  that  is  to  say,  the 
Prosecution  of  Offenders,  the  Suppression  of  Crime,  and  providing  improved 
Communications  between  Towns  and  Parishes,  by  the  Erection,  Maintenance, 
and  Repairs  of  Bridges — by  the  Erection  of  Lunatic  Asylums,  as  a  Refuge  for 
Persons  in  that  lamentable  State  and  Condition,  of  all  Classes  and  Degrees,  and 
not  connected  with  or  proceeding  from  any  one  particular  Interest  in  this 
County  at  large,  but  for  the  Benefit  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  at  large,  resi- 
dent  within  the  County  of  Dorset,  and  all  Counties,  that  it  certainly  does 
appear  to  them  hard,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  taking  into  consideration  what  the 
other  Amount  of  Pressure  and  Burthen  is  upon  Land  especially  and  exclusively, 
as  proceeding  from  Tithes,  Church  Rates,  Highway  Kates,  Turnpikes,  Land 
Tax,  amounting  in  the  whole  certainly  to  not  less  than  from  10^.  to  12^.  in 
the  Pound — ^it  does,  my  Lords,  appear  exceedingly  unequal,  and  perhaps 
oppressive,  that  they  should  be  called  on  exclusively  to  furnish  these  lai^e 
and  important  Sums,  when  they  are  levied  and  expended  for  the  Purposes 
of  the  Country  at  large,  and  for  the  Advantages  which  His  Majesty's 
Subjects  receive  and  derive  in  general  and  in  common  with  them,  and  not  by 
Preference  in  any  way  whatever.  Therefore,  under  all  these  Circumstances, 
perhaps  I  may  be  permitted  to  say^  that  they  hope  and  trust  the  Legislature, 
in  its  Wisdom  and  Justice,  will  devise  some  Mode  of  Relief  for  Counties  in 
general,  by  providing  for  some  of  these  enormous  Sums  from  other  Channels, 
by  which  the  Public  at  large,  who  derive  these  great  Advantages,  might  be 
made  to  contribute.  Among  the  other  heavy  Burthens  pressing  exclusively 
on  Agriculture,  which  I  ought  to  have  stated  before,  in  addition  to  the  High- 
ways, is  the  Statute  Labour  to  a  very  great  Amount  on  Turnpikes  ;  they  have 
also  to  pay  enormous  Sums  in  the  Shape  of  Composition  to  Turnpikes;  and  in 
addition  to  that  they  are  also  compelled  to  pay  Tolls  equal  with  others  who 
(24.)  do 
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Bev.H.F.Yeaiman.  dp  not  contribute,  With  the  simple  Advantage  derived  from  those  few  Exemp- 

tions  which  the  existing  Statutes  afford  them,  so  far  as  agricultural  Produce 

is  concerned;  but  even  that  agricultural  Produce  is  made  to  pay  Tolls, 
provided  it  is  gohig  for  Sale ;  even  (as  I  liave  Reason  to  know  from  a  recent 
Case)  the  Dairyman  who  goes  for  his  Milk  twice  a  Day  being  obliged  to  pay 
Toll  for  tlie  Cart  that  conveys  it,  unless  the  Wheels  are  of  a  certain  Dimension 
and  of  a  most  inconvenient  Breadth  ;  and  that,  though  they  are  called  on  to 
pay  these  enormous  Contributions,  they  are  not  even  then  presented  with  any 
thing  like  that  sort  of  Exemption  which  they  might  have  reason  to  expect 
from  the,  great  Amount  which  they  are  called  on  exclusively  to  furnish,  in 
the  Shape  of  other  Contributions  in  general. 

Supposing  a  small  Parish  of  a  Mile  Square,  with  One  Mile  of  Road  ;  may 
not  that  pay  a  larger  Composition  and  perform  larger  Statute  Duties  than  a 
large  Parish  in  which  the  Road  goes  Haifa  Mile  through? 

Decidedly,  because  we  are  ordered  and  directed,  and  our  Practice  is,  under 
the  several  Statutes,  at  Michaelmas,  to  cause  the  Parish  Surveyors  to  make 
Returns  of  the  Proportions  that-  exist  between  the  Highways  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  Turnpikes  on  the  other,  in  each  respective  Parish,  and  then  we  assess 
the  Statute  Labour;  and  we  assess  the  Composition,  not  according  to  the  Extent 
of  the  Parish  and  the  available  Means  that  Parish  might  possess,  but  ac- 
cording to  the  simple  fractional  Part  of  that  Turnpike  that  goes  through  it. 
Having  then,  my  I^ds,  thus  attempted  to  show,  and  having  indeed  proved, 
that  the  Expenditure  of  County  Rates  within  the  County  of  Dorset,  upon  the 
Maintenance,  Conveyance,  and  Prosecutions  of  Prisoners,  has  increased  since 
1792  upwards  of  315  per  Cent.;  that  the  County  Expenditure  on  Prosecutions 
perse  since  1792  has  increased  up  to  the  End  of  1833  to  the  enormous 
Amount  of  2,135  per  Cent. ;  that  the  total  Expenditure  of  the  County  Rate 
for  all  Purposes  severally  from  1822  to  the  End  of  1833  has  been  at  the 
increased  Ratio  of  214  per  Cent.,  whilst  the  Population  from  1800  to  1831  has 
only  increased  at  the  Rate  of  Thirty-four  per  Cent.,  or  at  the  Rate  of  Forty  per 
Cent.,  reckoning  from  the  whole  Period  of  1792  to  the  End  of  the  Year  1833 
inclusive  ;  and  bearing  in  mind,  as  your  Lordships  do,  that  these  large  Sums 
are  levied  and  expended,  not  for  the  Advantage  exclusively  of  any  select  or 
favoured  Branch  of  our  great  National  Establishment,  but  for  the  Benefit  and 
Easement  of  all  Classes  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  of  the  Realm  at  large  (for 
surely  the  Facilities  of  improved  Communication  through  the  Medium  of 
public  Bridges,  and  the  Abatement  of  Crime,  and  the  Security  of  Person  and 
of  Property,  through  the  Agency  of  Prosecutions,  are  Benefits  which  are 
enjoyed  as  well  as  appreciated  equally  and  alike  by  all  Classes  of  our  Fellow 
Subjects)  J  and  showing,  as  your  Lordships  also  know,  that  Five  Parts  out  of  Six 
of  these  Assessments  are  now  wrung  from  the  Agriculturists  of  Great  Britain, 
who,  even  if  the  Distribution  were  just,  are  unable  to  sustain  the  whole 
Weight  of  them  under  and  during  the  peculiar  System  of  Distress  beneath 
which  they  are  at  present  borne  down  ; — I  venture,  my  Lords,  for  these  Reasons, 
most  respectfully,  though  earnestly,  to  implore  your  Lordships  to  have  recourse 
to  those  equitable  Principles  of  Assessment  for  these  Purposes,  which  are  laid 
down  in  the  original  Statute  of  22  H,  8,  c.  5,  wherein  it  was  ordained  that 
"  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  have  Power  and  Authority  to  tax  and  set  every 
Inhabitant  in  any  City,  Town,  or  Parish  within  the  Limits  of  their  Commis- 
sions and  Authorities  to  such  reasonable  Aid  and  Sum  of  Money  as  they  shall 
think,  by  their  Discretions,  convenient  and  sufficient  **  for  the  Purposes  of  that 
Act;  to  return  to  a  Principle  of  public  Provision  indeed  for  the  great 
national  Objects  which  these  Statutes  relating  to  the  levying  of  County  Rates 
have  manifestly  in  view — a  Principle  which  Mr.  Locke  and  Adam  Smith*  have 
stamped  with  the  Impress  of  their  high  Authority — a  Principle  which  shall 
call  upon  and  compel  all  Persons  who  ai-e*  Subjects  of  this  Realm  again  to 
contribute  to  them  individually  in  return  for  the  Advantages  which  they 
derive  from  them,  and  which  shall  not  only  relieve  the  Agricultural  Interest, 
as  an  important  Branch  of  the  great  National  Compact,  from  so  undue  and 
•  unmerited  a  Pressure  as  that  which  overlays  it  at  the  present  Time,  but  which 

shall  place  our  County  Expenditure  for  national  Objects  at  once  and  for 
ever  upon  the  broad  and  imperishable  Basis  of  equal  Liability,  equal  Contri- 
bution, and  equal  Right.

LETTER  of  J,  Cla^k  Esq.,  dated  Sessions  House,  Old  Bailey,  27th  June  1834, 

and  addressed  to  the  Committdle. 

My  Lords, 

I  have  the  Honour  to  report  to  your  Lordships,  from  my  Recollection  of  the  Practice  on 
the  Midland  Circuit,  with  which  I  was  formerly  connected,  and  an  Examination  of  the 
Papers  of  th(  Home  Circuit,  with  which  I  am  now  connected^  that  previously  to  the  passing 
of  the  Statute  of  the  58th  George  3^9  ch.70,  in  all  Cases  in  whicn  Rewards  were  payable 
no  Portion  of  the  Costs  of  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses  were  paid  out  of  the  County  Rates, 
unless  the  Costs  of  the  Prosecution  exceeded  the  Amount  of  the  Reward  allowed,  which  in 
Cases  of  She^p-stealing  and  Cattle-stealing  (in  which  the  Amount  of  Reward  was  only  £10) 
occasionally  happened.  In  all  the  other  Cases  the  Costs  of  the  Prosecutors  and  Witnesses 
were  paid  out  of  the  Rewards. 

The  above  Statute  having  repealed  the  Rewards,  the  Costs  in  all  Cases  have  since  been 
paid  out  of  the  County  Rates,  consequently  such  Rates  are  burthened  with  the  Costs  in 
those  Cases  which  were  previously  paid  out  of  the  Rewards,  and  at  each  Assize  the  Number 
of  such  Cases  are  considerable. 

The  7th  George  4th,  ch.  64,  also  added  considerably  to  the  County  Rates,  by  authorizing 
the  Allowance  of  the  Expences  of  attending  before  the  examining  Magistrates  upon  the 
Commitments  of  Felons,  and  the  Allowance  of  Costs  in  Cases  of  Misdemeanor,  neither  of 
which  existed  previously. 

I  have  to  apologise  to  your  Lordships  for  not  making  this  Report  earlier,  bilt  since  I 
received  your  Lordships  Directions  on  the  Subject  I  have  been  endeavouring  to  ascertain 
whether  the  Practice  on  the  other  Circuits  agreed  with  that  on  the  Home  and  Midland,  but 
I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain.     At  the  Old  Bailey  the  Practice  was  the  same.

Egremont,  and  others  their  Fellows,  Justices  of  our  said  Lord  the  King,  assigned 
to  keep  the  Peace  in  the  said  County,  and  also  to  bear  and  determine  divers 
Felonies,  Trespasses,  and  other  ill  Deeds  done  and  committed  in  the  County 
aforesaid.

And  it  is  further  ordered  by  this  Court,  that  in  future  all  Orders  made  upon  the  Trea- 
surer for  the  Payment  of  such  Allowances  and  Expences  be  made  out  upon  printed  Forms, 
according  to  the  Form  annexed  marked  (A.),  by  the  Clerks  of  the  respective  Benches  of 
Petty  Sessions,  and  signed  by  them  previous  to  being  submitted  to  the  Committing  Magis- 
trate for  his  Allowance  and  Signature. 

And  it  is  also  further  ordered  by  this  Court,  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  Rates 
raised  within  the  Western  Division  of  the  said  County  shall  not  pay  any  Order  of  any  Magis- 
trate for  such  Allowances  and  Expences  unless  the  same  shall  be  in  strict  Conformity  to  the 
printed  Orders  of  Sessions  and  the  Form  above  mentioned.

Rules  and  Regulations  to  be  observed  in  the  House  of  Correction  at 

Wakefield  in  the  West  Riding  of  the  County  of  York. 

Rules  taken  from  the  Act  of  Parliament^  ^th  George  4?.  cap.  64,  intituled  *<  An  Act  for 
consolidating  and  amending  the  Iaiws  relating  to  the  buildings  repairing^  and  regulating 
of  certain  Gaols  and  Houses  qf  Correction  in  England  and  Wales,'* 

Section  10,  Rule  7. — Female  Prisoners  shall  in  9II  Cases  be  attended  by  Female 
OflScers. 

Rule  11. — ^Prboners  under  Charge  or  Conviction  of  any  Crime  shall' attend  Divine 
Service  on  Sundays,  and  on  other  Days  when  such  Service  is  performed,  unless  prevented 
by  Illness  or  by  other  reasonable  Cause  to  be  allowed  by  the  Keeper,  or  unless  their 
Attendance  shall  be  dispensed  with  by  one  of  the  Visiting  Justices. 

Rule  12. — No  Prisoner  shall  be  put  in  Irons  by  the  Keeper  of  any  Prison,  except  in 
case  of  urgent  and  absolute  Necessity,  and  the  Particulars  of  every  such  Case  shall  be 
forthwith  entered  in  the  Keeper's  Journal,  and  Notice  forthwith  given  thereof  to  one  of 
the  Visiting  Justices ;  and  the  Keeper  shall  not  continue  the  Use  of  Irons  on  any  Prisoner 
longer  than  Four  Days  without  an  Order  in  Writing  from  a  Visiting  Justice  specifying 
the  Cause  thereof,  which  Order  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Keeper,  as  his  Warrant  for 
the  same. 

Rule  15. — No  Prisoner  who  is  confined  under  the  Sentence  of  any  Court,  nor  any 
Prisoners  confined  in  pursuance  of  any  Conviction  before  a  Justice,  shall  receive  any  FikxJ, 
Clothing,  or  Necessaries  other  than  the  Gaol  Allowance,  except  under  such  Regulatwns 
and  Restrictions  as  to  the  Justices  in  General  or  Quarter  Sessions  assembled  may  appear 
expedient  with  reference  to  the  several  Classes  of  Prisoners,  or  under  special  Circum- 
stances, to  be  judged  of  by  One  or  more  of  the  Visiting  Justices. 

Rule  18. — Every  Prisoner  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  Bedding;  and  every  Male 
Prisoner  with  a  separate  Bed,  Hammock,  or  Cot,  either  in  a  separate  Cell  or  in  a  Cell  with 
not  less  than  Two  other  Male  Prisoners* 

Rule  22. — No  Gaming  shall  be  permitted  in  any  Prison  ;  and  the  K^per  shall  seize  and 
destroy  all  Dice,  Cards,  or  other  Instruments  of  Gaming. 

Rule  23. — No  Money  under  the  Name  of  Garnish  shall  be  taken  from  any  Prisoner  on 
his  or  her  Entrance  into  the  Prison^  under  any  Pretence  whatever. 

Section  16. — If  the  Visiting  Justices  shall  at  any  Time  observe  or  be  satisfactorily 
informed  of  any  extraordinary  Diligence  or  Merit  in  any  Prisoners  under  their  Inspection, 
they  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  tor  the  Riding  at  their  next  or  any 
subsequent  General  or  Quarter  Sessions  to  be  holdeh  for  the  said  Riding,  in  order  that 
such  Justices  may,  if  they  think  proper,  recommend  any  such  Offender  to  the  Royal 
Mercy,  in  such  Degree  or  upon*  such  Terms  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet. 
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Section  38. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  Two  or  more  Visiting  Justices  of  any  Prison  to  order         Appendix, 
that  all  Persons  eonfined  in  such   Prison  not  sentenced  to  bard  Labour,    except  such            No.  4. 
Prisoners  as  shall  maintain  themselves,  shall  be  set  to  some  Work  or  Labour  not  severe.  

Section  41.— The  Keeper  of  every  Prison  shall  have  Power  to  hear  all  Complaints 
touching  any  of  the  following  Offehces;  (that  is  to  say,)  Disobedience  to  any  of  the  Rules 
of  the  Prison ;  Assaults  by  one  Person  confined  in  such  Prison  upon  another,  when  no 
dangerous  Wound  or  Bruise  is  given ;  profane  Cursing  and  Swearing ;  any  indecent 
Behaviour,  and  any  irreverent  Behaviour  at  Chapel,  all  of  which  are  declared  to  be 
Offences  by  this  Act,  if  committed  by  any  Description  of  Prisoners;  Absence  from 
Chapel  without  Leave ;  Idleness  or  Negligence  in  Work,  or  wilful  MismanagemAit  of  it, 
which  are  also  declared  to  be  Offences  by  this  Act,  if  committed  by  any  Prisoner  under 
Charge  or  Conviction  of  any  Crime;  and  the  said  Keeper  may  examine  any  Persons 
touching  such  Offences,  and  may  determine  thereupon,  and  may  punish  all  such  Offences 
by  ordering  any  Offender  to  close  Confinement  in  the  refractory  or  solitary  Cells,  and 
by  keeping  such  Offenders  upon  Bread  and  Water  only,  for  any  Term  not  exceeding 
Three  Days. 

Section  42. — In  case  any  Criminal  Prisoner  shall  be  guilty  of  any  repeated  Offence 
against  the  Rules  of  the  Prison,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  greater  Offence  than  the  Araoler 
or  Keeper  is  by  this  Act  empowered  to  punish,  the  said  Gaoler  or  Keeper  shall  forthwith 
report  the  same  to  the  Visiting  Justices  or  One  of  them  for  ihe  Time  being,  and  any  One 
such  Justice,  or  any  other  Justice  acting  in  and  for  the  Riding,  shall  have  Power  to 
inquire  upon  Oath^  and  to  determine  concerning  any  such  Matter  so  reported  to  him  or 
them,  and  to  order  the  Offender  to  be  punished  by  close  Confinement  for  any  Term  not 
exceeding  One  Month,  or  by  personal  Correction  in  the  Case  of  Prisoners  convicted  of 
Felony  or  sentenced  to  hard  Labour. 


Rules  taken  from  the^  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  House  of  Correction 
at  Wakefield^  approved  of  by  the  Judges  of  Assize  at  York,  27th  March  1834. 

Duties  of  the  Officers. 

Keeper* 

He  shall  keep^  or  cause  to  be  kept,  an  Account  of  every  Article  taken  from  and  belonging 
to  a  Prisoner,  on  his  or  her  Admission,  which  he  shall  carefully  preserve  and  return  to  him 
or  her  on  his  or  her  Discharge.  No  Letter,  Parcel,  or  other  Thing  shall  be  delivered  to 
a  Prisoner,  but  by  the  Keeper  himself,  or  such  Turnkey  as  he  may  direct. 

He  shall  appoint  proper  Persons  (from  the  Prisoners)  to  instruct  the  Prisoners  in  their 
Labour,  and  to  superintend  the  due  Performance  of  it.  No  Prisoner  shall  be  idle,  dis- 
orderly, or  disobedient,  during  the  Performance  of  such  Labour. 

He  shall  cause  Felons,  Misdemeanants,  and  others  sentenced  to  hard  Labour  to  be  at 
work.at  the  Tread  Mill  Seven  Hours  and  a  Half  in  each  Working  Day,  from  the  80th  of 
November  to  the  1st  of  Februarys  Nine  Hours  from  the  1st  of  February  to  the  1st  of  April ; 
Ten  Hours  from  the  1st  of  April  to  the  SOth  of  September;  and  Nine  Hours  from  the 
SOth  of  September  to  the  SOth  of  November^ 

.In  the  Journal  the  Keeper  shall  state  the  Name  and  Offence  of  every  Prisoner  who  shall 
misconduct  himself  or  herself  in  the  Prison,  and   the  Nature,  Date,  and  Term  of  the 
Punishment  of  such  Offence,  and  by  whom  such  Punishment  was  inflicted^  as  follows : 
Date.     Prisoner's  Namis.     Offencdf     Punishment.     By  whom  inflicted. 

He  shall  also  enter  any  Instance  of  peculiar  good  Conduct  in  any  Prisoner  as  follows  ; 
Date.     Prisoner's  Name.     Good  Conduct     Reward  (if  any). 

Matron. 

The  Matron  shall  search  every  Female  Prisoner  on  Admission^  and  shall  cause  her  to  be 
thoroughly  washed,  and  her  Hair  to  be  cutt 

She  shall  keep  an  Account  of  every  Article  taken  from  a  Prisoner  on  her  Admission, 
which  she  shall  Garefully  preserve  and  return  tq  her  on  her  Discharge, 

She  shall  keep  a  Journal,  in  which  she  shall  enter  such  Instances  of  Misbehaviour  or 
good  Conduct  in  the  Prisoners  under  her  Superintendancc  as  she  shall  deem  worthy  of 
Notice.  This  Journal  shall  be  open  to  the  Inspection  of  the  Ladies  visiting  the  Female 
Prisoners^  and  shall  be  laid  before  the  Visiting  Justices  when  they  visit, 

Taskmaster. 

It  shall  be  the  Taskmaster's  Duty  to  enforce  the  Labour  of  Prisoners  sentenced  to  it,  to 
encourage  Industry  among  other  Prisoners,  and  to  preserve  R^ularity  and  Order  among 
them  all  when  at  Work. 

If  any  Prisoner  be  disorderly,  idle,  or  disobedient  in  the  Time  of  Work,  the  Task* 
i^ast^r  shall  mak^  it  known  to  the  Governor  on  the  first  Opportunity. 
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Appendix, 
No.  4.  Keeping  Silence  in  the  Gaol,  and  Duties  of  Wardsmen  and  Wardmomen. 

No  Prisoner  shall  be  permitted,  on  any  Accoant,  or  under  any  Pretence,  to  speak  to  or 
to  hold  any  Communication  with  any  other  Prisoner,  without  special  Leave  for  that  Purpose 
first  obuined  from  the  Governor. 

The  Keeper  may  order  any  Prisoner  guilty  of  a  Breach  of  this  Rule  to  be  deprived  of 
his  or  her  Supper,  or  placed  in  solitary  Confinement  for  any  Term  not  exceeding  Three 
Days. 

In  order  to  enforce  the  above  Rule,  the  Keeper  shall  appoint,  as  Wardsmeo,  One 
Prisoner  in  each  Ward  or  Work-room  for  the  Male  Prisoners,  or  more,  if  so  directed  by 
the  Visiting  Justices. 

The  Wardsmen  shall  be  selected  from  such  of  the  Prisoners  as  are  most  orderly  and 
best  qualified  for  the  Purpose,  and  may  have  an  Addition  of  Half  Pound  of  Bread  and 
Halfround  of  Beef  to  their  Diet  daily.  They  shall  be  excused  treading  on  the  Mill,  or 
any  other  Labour.     They  may  be  displaced  for  Misconduct  by  the  Keeper. 

The  Prisoners  appointed  to  be  Wardsmen  for  the  unconvicted  Felons  may  be  convicted 
Felon#  and  a  Wardsman  for  the  unconvicted  Misdemeanants  may  be  a  convicted  Misde- 
meanant. Provided  that  in  such  Cases  the  Keeper  shall  not  make  such  Appointments 
unless  with  the  express  Consent  of  One  of  the  VisitinffJustices  bein^  first  obtained. 

Wardsmen  shall  attend  to  the  Cleanliness  of  every  Fart  of  the  Wards  and  airing  Yards 
committed  to  their  Care,  and  to  the  Maintenance  of  Decency  and  good  Order  therein,  and 
be  responsible  for  the  same. 

They  shall  be  entitled  to  such  Share  of  their  Earnings  as  the  Rate  of  their  Classes  shall 
respectively  prescribe. 

They  shall  not  receive  any  Fee  or  Gratuity  on  any  Account  whatsoever,  except  such 
Allowances  as  are  authorized  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Prisoners,  subject  to  the 
Modification  of  the  Visiting  Justices  or  the  Keeper. 

The  Matron  shall  appoint,  with  the  Consent  of  the  Keeper,  and  subject  to  the  same  Re- 
strictions as  before  mentioned  with  respect  to  the  Keeper,  such  Female  Prisoners  to  act  as 
Wardswomen,  as  she  may  consider  the  most  orderly  and  best  qualified  for  that  Purpose. 
The  Wardswomen  shall  perform  similar  Duties,  and  be  under  similar  Restrictions  to  those 
prescribed  in  the  foregoing  Rules  for  Wardsmen.  They  shall  also,  under  the  Direction  of 
the  Matron,  assist  in  superintending  the  different  Employments  carried  on  by  the  Female 
Prisoners,  and  perform  such  other  Duties  as  the  Matron  may  see  fit  to  intrust  them  with, 
and  she  shall  have  Power  to  make  such  Allowances  to  the  Wardswomen  as  are  made  to  the 
Wardsmen. 

GENERAL   RULES. 

Prisoners  committed  for  Trial  shall  (with  their  own  Consent)  be  employed  in  any  Work 
or  Labour  except  the  Tread-mill. 

Prisoners  confined  for  the  Nonpayment  of  Penalties  under  the  Revenue  Laws,  or  fortlie 
Nonpayment  of  any  other  Fine  or  Penalty,  shall  be  confined  in  the  Ward  appointed  for 
convicted  Misdemeanants.  ^ 

No  Prisoner  shall  make  any  disorderly  Noise,  or  hold  Communication,  with,  or  see 
Visitors  or  Strangers  in  any  Manner  not  allowed  by  the  Rules,  nor  damage  or  disfigure  the 
Ceilmgs,  Walls,  or  Fixtures,  nor  commit  any  Nuisance  in  the  Chapel,  or  other  Rooms  or 
Yards  occupied  by  the  Prisoners,  nor  wilfully  deface,  waste,  damage,  secrete,  or  destroy  any 
Clothing,  Bedding,  Furniture,  Books,  Materials,  or  any  Goods  belonging  to  or  within  the 
Prison,  or  belonging  to  any  Prisoner;  nor  be  remiss  or  negligent  in  obeying  any  reasonable 
or  lawful  Directions  of  any  Magistrate  or  Offeer,  nor  behave  with  Disrespect  to  any  offici- 
ating Minister,  or  to  the  Surgeon,  Keeper,  or  other  Officer,  or  to  any  Magistrate ;  nor 
gamole  with,  abuse,  threaten,  ill  treat,  or  defraud  any  other  Prisoners ;  nor  receive  or  demand 
any  Money  or  Benefit  in  the  Nature  of  Garnish.  Any  Person  so  ofiending  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  Disobedience  of  the  Rules  of  the  Prison,  and  may  be  punished  accordingly. 

No  fermented  or  spirituous  Liquors  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Prison,  nor  shall  any  Pri- 
soner  be  permitted  to  drink  any,  without  the  express  Order' of  the  Surgeon,  and  then  only  in 
such  Quantity  and  of  such  Kind  as  he  may  direct;  nor  shall  Snuff  or  Tobacco  in  any  Shape 
•   be  used  in  the  Gaol. 

Where  any  Prisoner  shall  be  punished  by  the  Keeper  for  a  Breach  of  the  Rules,  the 
Keeper  shall  not  give  out  to  such  Prisoner  in  any  Case  more  than  One  Pound  nor  less  than 
Half  a  Pound  of  Bread  per  Diem. 

No  Parcel  or  Letter  shall  be  delivered  to  or  sent  by  any  Prisoner  until  they  have  been 

inspected  by  the  Keeper ;  and  in*case  any  improper  Communication  be  attempted  to  be 

'  made  to  or  by  any  Prisoner,  the  Keeper  shall  withhold  such  Parcel  or  Letter  until  he  have 

the  Direction  of  a  Visiting  Justice  thereon,  who  may  dispose  of  the  same  as  he  shall  think 

right. 

£ach  Prisoner  shall  at  the  Time  of  locking  up  the  Prison  present  himself  or  herself  in  the 
Yard,  or  at  the  Door  of  the  Cell,  or  elsewhere  as  ih€  Keeper  may  appoint,  and  answer  to 
his  or  her  Name  when  called  by  any  Person  appointed  by  the  Keeper,  and  forthwith  retire 
to  his  or  her  Cell,  and  therein  remain  in  perfect  Silence  on  pain  of  being  deprived  of  bis  or 
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her  Supper,  or  confined  in  a  Solitary  Cell  on  Bread  and  Water,  for  any  Time  not  exceeding  Appendix, 

Three  Days  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Keeper.  No.  4. 

No  Prisoner  shall  sell  or  dispose  of  his  Victuals  to  any  other  Prisoner,  nor  shall  he  part  ..i— .i—^ 
with  any  of  his  Clothes. 
» 

Cleanliness  and  Health. 

One  or  mor^  Prisoners  shall  be  appointed  to  sweep  or  wash  every  Room  and  Ward  in 
the  Prison  every  Day;  the  Prisoners  shall  sweep  their  sleeping  Cells  daily;  and  all  the 
Rooms,  Wards,  sleeping  Cells,  and  Passages,  shall  be  well  and  sufficiently  yashed  or  cleaned 
Once  in  every  Week,  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady  Day,  and  Twice  in  every  Week,  from 
Lady  Day  to  Michaelmas,  by  the  Prisoners  appointed  by  the  Keeper. 

When  the  Prisoners  leave  their  sleeping  Cells  in  the  Morning,  the  Windows  and  Doors 
of  the  Cells  shall  be  opened,  and  the  Bed-clothes  be  sufficiently  aired  by  each  Prisoner. 

Every  Prisoner  before  going^to  the  Chapel  in  the  Morning  shall  wash  his  Hands  and 
Face,  and  comb  his  Hair,  nor  shall  any  Prisoner  receive  his  Breakfast  until  he  has  so 
cleaned  himself. 

Every  Prisoner  shall  be  provided  with  Half  an  Ounce  of  Soap,  and  Two  Clean  Shirts, 
everv  Week. 

Clean  Straw  shall  be  provided  for  all  the  Beds  in  the  Prison,  (if  they  be  in  constant  Use) 
at  least  once  in  Six  Months. 

Each  Cell  shall  be  provided  with  a  Bed  and  Chamber  Pot,  and  each  Day  Room  shall  be 
provided  with  a  Mop,  Broom,  Bucket,  Washbowl,  and  Towel.  « 

The  Prisoners  shall  be  shaved  twice  a  Week,  and  shall  on  their  Entrance  into  Prison, 
and  at  other  Times  when  deemed  necessary,  have  their  Hair  cut,  and  shall  be  thoroughly 
washed  in  every  Part  of  the  Body  once  a  Week. 

Measures,  Scales,  and  Weights,  legally  stamped,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Keeper,  for 
the  Use  of  any  of  the  Prisoners  between  the  Hours  of  Twelve  and  One  Daily,  for  the 
examining  any  Articles  supplied  to  them. 

No  Pnsoner,  receiving  the  Prison  Allowance,  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  from  his  or 
her  Friends  any  Milk  or  other  Description  of  Food. 

Prisoners  before  Trial,  who  cannot  maintain  themselves  and  shall  refuse  to  work,  shall 
have  only  Three  Pints  of  Oatmeal  Pottage,  and  One  Pound  and  a  Half  of  Bread  per  Diem, 
equally  divided  at  Breakfast,  Dinner,  and  Supper;  but  if  any  such  Prisoner  who  shall  have 
worked  in  the  Morning,  and  had  the  usual  Diet,  shall  refuse  to  work  in  the  Afternoon, 
being  able  to  work,  he  shall  have  no  Supper. 

Clolking  and  Bedding. 

Every  Prisbner  shall  be  provided  with  a  Mattrass  fill^  with  Straw,  Two  Blankets,  and 
Two  Coverlets. 

The  convicted  Felons  shall  be  clothed  in  a  party-colo«red  Dress,  and  all  other  Prisoners 
in  a  plain  Dress. 

Religious  Duties  and  Instruction  of  Prisoners. 

The  Books  to  be  read  to  and  by  the  Prisoners,  and  the  Time  to  be  allotted  to  the  Reli- 
gious and  Moral  Instruction  of  the  Prisoners,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Visiting  Justices, 
in  Communication  with  the  Chaplain. 

No  Books,  Newspapers,  or  Pamphlets,  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Gaol,  except  such  as 
the  Chaplain  and  Visitifig  Magistrates  shall  deem  proper,  for  the  Religious  and  Moral  In- 
struction of  the  Prisoners. 

Distribution  (fTime. 

Every  Prisoner  shall  rise  on  the  Bell  being  rung  at  Half  past  Seven  o'Clock  from  the 
SOih  of  November  to  the  1st  of  February  ;  at  Six  o' Clock  from  the  1st  of  February  to  the 
1st  of  April ;  at  Half  past  Five  o'Clock  from  the  1st  of  April  to  the  SOth  of  September;  and 
at  Six  o'clock  from  the  SOth  of  September  to  the  SOth  of  November.  One  Third  of  the 
Prisoners  shall  attend  Chapel  every  Morning,  on  Working  Days,  at  Eight  o'Clock 
throughout  the  Year. 

The  Prisoners  shall  breakfast  at  Half  past  Eiffht  o'Clock,  dine  at  Twelve  o'Clock,  and 
sup  at  Six  o'clock,  if  the  Daylight  will  permit,  if  not,  at  Dusk. 

The  Prisoners  shall  be  locked  up  in  their  sleeping  Cells  immediately  after  Supper. 

Prisoner^  Earnings. 

All  Prisoners  employed  as  Weavers,  Combers,  Shoemakers,  Painters,  and  Joiners  shall 
receive  only  One  Eighth  of  their  Earnings ;  and  all  convicted  Prisoners  employed  on  the 
Tread-wheel,  or  in  any  other  Way,  shall  receive  One  Fourth  of  their  Earnings,  and 
imconvicted  Prisoners  One  Half.

Relations  and  Friends  of  the  Prisoners  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  them  in  the  Visiting 
Room,  between  the  Hours  of  One  and  Three  on  every  Dav  but  Sunday,  except  in  the 
Case  of  convicted  Prisoners,  to  whom  no  Person  shall  be  admitted  more  frequendy  than 
Once  a  Month,  during  the  same  Hours. 

Visitors  shall  not  be  admitted  to  see  any  Prisoner  on  Sunday,  nor  to  see  any  Prisoner 
confined  in  a  refractory  Cell.    "  * 

A  licensed  Dissenting  Minister,  Roman  Catholic  Priest,  or  Quaker^  at  any  Prisoner's 
Request,  may  ministerially  visit  him  or  her  on  Sunday,  or  on  any  other  Day,  and  for  any 
reasonable  Time,  at  Hours  not  inconvenient. 

Any  Attorney  or  Solicitor,  or  his  articled  Clerk,  may  have  access  to,  or  private  Confer^- 
ence  with,  any  Prisoner  for  Trial,  on  making  request  to  the  Keeper. 

If  the  Keeper,  or  such  Person  as  may  he  appointed  to  attend  the  Visiting  Room,  shall 
observe  any  improper  Communication  between  th6  Prisonecs  and  those  who  visit  them,  the 
latter  shall  be  dismissed  immediately,  or  proceeded  against  as  the  Case  may  require. 

If  the  Gaoler  refuse  Admittance,  the  Visiting  Justices  may  examine  each  particular  Case, 
and  give  special  Order  for  Admittance,  if  they  think  fit.

BY  THE  LORDS  COMMITTEES  appointed  a  Select  Ck)m- 
mittee  to  enquire  into  the  Charges  on  County  Rates  in 
England  and  Wales  ;  and  to  report  to  the  House ; — 


ORDERED  TO  REPORT^ 

THAT  the  Committee  have  again  met;  and  taken  into  their 
further  Consideration  the  Evidence  to  which  in  their  First 
Report  they  called  the  Attention  of  the  House^  and  are  of  Opinion, 
that  it  is  desirable  that  One  Form  of  Account  should  be  prescribed 
by  Law,  in  which  the  Treasurers  of  the  several  Counties  should  keep 
the  Receipt  and  Expenditure  of  the  County  Rates ;  and  that  such 
Accounts  should  be  annually  transmitted  to  one  of  His  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  for  the  Purpose  of  being  laid  before 
both  Houses  of  Parliament. 

The  Committee  cannot  avoid  again  adverting  to  the  Subject 
of  the  heavy  Expence  incurred  by  the  Detention  and  Maintenance 
of  Prisoners  in  the  several  Gaols  and  Houses  of  Correction,  and 
impressing  upon  the  House  the  Expediency  of  establishing  by  Law 
a  more  uniform  and  efficient  System  of  Prison  Discipline  throughout 
the  Kingdom. 

The  Committee  are  convinced  that  the  Magistrates,  from  their 
local  Knowledge,  are  best  able  to  form  a  just  Opmion  of  the  requisite 
Scale  of  Costs  and  Expences  to  be  allowed  in  Prosecutions  j  and  they 
therefore  recommend,  that  the  Power  of  regulating  these  Matters 
from  Time  to  Time  should  be  vested  in  the  Justices  in  General 
Quarter  Sessions  assembled  ;  and  that  the  Order  made  by  the 
Magistrates  at  the  General  Quarter  Sessions  be  not  departed  from, 
unless  upon  Motion  made  on  Special  Grounds,  and  Order  made 
thereupdn  by  the  Judge  in  open  Court. 

It^  appears  that  the  Attention  of  the  Magistrates  has  been  called 
with  considerable  Effect  to  the  important  Subject  of  maintaining 
strict  Economy  in  the  Expenditure ,  of  the  County  Rate ;  but  the 
Committee  are  of  Opinion,  that  some  further  Legislative  Enactments 
are  necessary  to  enable  them  to  continue  this  salutary  Course  of 
Retratichment.

In  closing  this  their  Second  Report  the  Comaiittee  feel  them- 
selves called  upon  lo  express  their  Opinion,  that  tibe  Attention  of 
Parliament  should  be  directed  to  amend  the  present  System  of 
the  Parochial  Constabulary  Force,  with  a  view  to  increase  its 
Efficiency.

FIRST    REPORT. 


BY  THE  LORDS  COMMITTEES  appointed  a  Select  Committee 
to  inquire  into  the  Expediency  of  Substituting  a  Decla- 
ration IN  LIEU  OF  Oaths  in  certain  Cases;  and  to  report  to 
The  House ;  and  to  whom  leave  was  also  given  to  report  from  time 
to  time  to  The  House;  and  to  whom  were  referred,  A  Return  setting 
forth  at  length  the  Oaths  accustomed  to  be  taken  on  Admission  to 
the  Freedom  of  the  City  of  London,  and  all  Oaths  administered 
by  the  authority  of  that  Corporation  to  their  several  Officers  and 
Servants,  and  also  Returns  setting  forth  at  length  the  several 
Oaths  accustomed  to  be  taken  on  Admission  into  any  of  the 
undermentioned  Incorporated  Companies  in  the  City  of  London 
and  all  Oaths  administered  by  such  Companies  to  any  of  their 
Officers  or  Servants,  —  the  Mercers,  Grocers,  Drapers,  Fish- 
mongers, Goldsmiths,  Skinners,  and  Merchant  Tailors  ; 

ORDERED  TO  REPORT, 

THAT  the  Committee,  in  directing  their  attention  to  the  important  subject 
of  Oaths,  as  they  are  at  present  employed  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
the  truth  or  ensuring  the  performance  of  duty,  have  been  strongly  impressed 
with  a  sense  of  the  obligation  incumbent  upon  the  Legislature  of  this  Country, 
to  remove  from  it  a  reproach  under  which  it  has  too  long  justly  laboured,  of 
a  prevailing  inadvertency  to  the  solemn  and  sacred  nature  of  Oaths,  owing  in 
part  to  the  forms  in  which  they  are  conceived,  partly  to  their  frequency,  and 
partly  to  the  levity  and  indecency  with  which  they  are  too  often  administered. 
It  is  too  obvious  to  need  demonstration,  that  the  requiring  of  Oaths  on  so 
many  trivial  occasions,  especially,  as  has  been  well  remarked,  in  fiscal  matters, 
and  in  the  qualification  for  petty  oflSces,  has  the  eflfect  of  making  them  cheap  in 
the  minds  of  the  people,  and  of  diminishing  the  respect  which  is  paid  to  them 
when  they  are  resorted  to  in  matters  of  more  serious  importance.     In  a  still 
greater  degree  must  this  injurious  effect  be  produced  where  Oaths  are  taken  by 
parties  who  do  not  fully  understand  what  it  is  that  they  swear  to  ;  and  the  case 
is  still  worse  where  a  person  swears  to  the  truth  of  that  which  he  cannot  cer- 
tainly know  to  be  true,  or  which  he  knows  not  to  be  literally  and  exactly  true ; 
or  where  he  swears  beforehand  that  he  will  perform  certain  duties  which  he 
knows  cannot  be  performed,  or  which  will  not  be  expected  at  his  hands.    These 
cases  are  of  actual  and  frequent  occurrence  in  the  administration  of  Oaths  to 
persons  admitted  to  the  freedom  of  corporations,  to  persons  passing  their  ac 
counts,  and  to  the  members  of  some  collegiate  and  eleemosynary  foundations. 
The  Committee  cannot  hesitate  tft  lay  down  the  position,  that  recourse  ought 
never  to  be  had  to  the  sanction  of  an  Oath  where  it  can  safely  be  dispensed 
with ;  that  it  is  not  justifiably  used  where  the  object  for  which  it  is  employed  is 
not  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  a  direct  and   solemn  appeal  to  the 
Deity ;  nor  in  any  case,  however  important,  where  those  objects  can  be  equally 
well  attained  by  any  other  means  ;  yet  so  far  is  it  from  being  the  case  that  the 
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Legislature  of  this  Country  has  kept  in  view  the  positions  here  laid  down,  that 
a  large  proportion  of  the  Acts  passed  in  every  Session  direct  the  administering 
of  an  Oath,  and  in  too  many  cases  for  purposes  of  the  most  trivial  kind. 

The  Committee  feel  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  recommend  that  for  the 
future  this  point  should  be  specially  attended  to,  and  that  no  Bill  should  be 
suffered  to  pass  your  Lordships'  House  requiring  the  administration  of  an 
Oath,  except  in  cases  where  it  shall  manifestly  appear  that  the  security  sought 
for  cannot  be  attained  by  means  of  a  Declaration,  with  penalties  attached  to 
falsehood.  "  Let  the  law,*-  to  use  the  words  of  an  eminent  writer,  "  continue 
its  own  sanctions,  but  let  it  spare  the  solemnity  of  an  Oath.  And  where,  for 
want  of  something  better  to  depend  upon,  it  is  necessary  to  accept  men's  own 
word  or  own  account,  let  it  annex  to  prevarication  penalties  proportioned  to 
the  public  mischief  of  the  offence.'^ 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  guard  against  the  future  increase  of  an  evil  which 
has  long  been  of  such  extent  and  magnitude  as  to  require  the  most  serious 
consideration  and  the  most  prompt  correction.  The  Legislature  is  undoubtedly 
bound,  not  only  to  forbear  for  the  time  to  come  from  imposing  unnecessary 
and  frivolous  Oaths,  but  also  to  take  measures  for  the  gradual  diminution  and 
ultimate  abolition  of  those  which,  from  a  want  of  due  attention  to  the  prin- 
ciples laid  down  above,  have  been  already  imposed  to  an  almost  indefinite 
extent. 

At  the  same  time,  irt  our  endeavours  to  remove  an  abuse  which  has  insi- 
nuated itself  into  almost  all  our  institutions,  and  which  bears  upon  so  many  of 
our  political  and  social  relations,  it  is  manifestly  right  that  we  should  proceed 
with  great  caution  and  deliberation.  In  restricting  the  use  of  Oaths  within  its 
proper  limits,  we  must  be  careful  not  to  remove  nor  weaken  any  real  security 
for  the  discovery  of  truth,  or  the  performance  of  public  duty.  The  Committee 
have  therefore  abstained  from  entering  upon  the  subject  of  Oaths  employed  in 
the  administration  of  justice,  although  they  are  of  opinion  that  this  cktas  of 
Ofths  would  admit  of  some  diminution  in  number,  and  of  gr^at  improvements 
as  to  the  form  in  which  they  are  conceived  and  the  mode  in  which  they  are  too 
frequently  administered.  They  have  abstained  also  from  going  at  large  into 
the  question  of  Oaths  taken  on  admission  to  offices  and  franchises  of  various 
kinds,  although  they  are  persuaded  that,  upon  a  careful  inquiry,  but  little 
objection  will  be  found,  either  in  principle  or  from  past  experience,  to  the  abo- 
lition of  by  far  the  greater  number  of  those  which  are  at  present  administered. 

The  Committee  entertain  the  same  opinion  with  respect  to  oaths  which  bind 
the  parties  who  take  them  to  the  observance  of  local  statutes  and  customs ;  but 
this  also  is  a  branch  of  the  subject  which  they  have  deemed  it  prudent  to 
reserve  for  future  consideration.  In  the  mean  time,  they  are  prepared  to 
recommend  the  adoption  of  certain  measures  for  diminishing  the  existing  evil^ 
to  which,  as  it  appears  to  them,  no  objection  can  reasonably  be  made,  except, 
perhaps,  that  they  are  less  vigorous  and  decided  than  the  magnitude  of  the  evil 
may  seem  to  require. 

The  Act  of  1  &  2  W.  IV.  c.  4.  has  very  considerably  lessened  the  number  of 
Oaths  taken  in  the  department  of  Customs,  by  substituting  a  Declaration  for 
an  Oath,  except  in  certain  cases  specified  in  tlie  Act.  It  has  appeared  to  the 
Committee,  that  in  some  if  not  all  of  the  cases  so  excepted  a  Declaration  or 
satisfactory  proof  would  be  sufficient ;  but  the  evidence  on  this  point  was  not 
so  conclusive  as  to  produce  an  entire  unanimity  of  opinion  in  those  who  heard 
it.     It  will  be  seen  that  there  exists  also  a  considerable  difference  of  opinion 
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between  the  witnesses  who  gave  evidence  as  to  the  safety  and  expediency  of 
dispensing  with  the  Oaths  which  are  taken  by  persons  receiving  pay  or  pensions 
for  services  in  the  army  or  navy.  The  Committee  think  it  highly  desirable 
that  the  Oaths  which  are  not  considered  to  be  necessary  in  one  branch  of  the 
service  should,  if  possible,  be  dispensed  with  in  the  other;  but  they  havm 
deemed  it  on  the  whole  most  prudent,  with  respect  both  to  these  and  to  other 
public  departments,  to  content  themselves  with  recommending,  in  the  first 
instance,  that  authority  should  be  given  to  the  Lords  of  His  Majesty's  Trea-^ 
sury  to  dispense  with  Oaths  in  all  cases  where  it  may  appear  to  them  that  it  can 
be  done  without  prejudice  to  the  public  interests.  An  opportunity  will  thus 
be  aflForded  of  ascertaining,  by  actual  experiment,  how  far  it  will  be  safe  to 
proceed,  and  of  mitigating  the  existing  evil  step  by  step. 

With  the  same  view,  looking  to  the  difficulty  and  hazard  of  interfering,  by 
any  legislative  measure,  with  the  statutes  and  customs  of  corporate  and  col- 
legiate bodies,  the  Committee  are  inclined  to  recommend  that  a  general  per* 
mission  be  given  to  all  such  bodies  to  substitute,  at  their  own  discretion.  Decla- 
rations or  Affirmations  in  place  of  the  Oaths  now  required  by  their  own  charters 
or  statutes  respectively,  and  to  alter  the  subject  matter  of  such  Oaths,  so  as 
may  be  requisite  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  calling  upon  any  person  to  affirm 
that  which  is  not  literally  and  strictly  true,  or  to  promise  that  which  he  will  not 
be  able  to  perform. 

Many  of  the  Oaths  taken  before  Magistrates  in  Quarter  or  Petty  Sessions 
might,  as  it  appears  to  the  Committee,  be  very  well  dispensed  with  j  but  as 
some  of  these  may  be  thought  to  come  within  the  description  of  Judicial  Oaths, 
they  have  forborne  at  present  from  making  them  the  subject  of  particular 
inquiry. 

They  are,  however,  prepared  to  express  a  decided  opinion,  that  neither  on 
these  occasions  nor  on  any  other  ought  Accounts  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure 
to  be  verified  upon  oath,  because,  if  they  are  properly  kept,  they  admit  of  a 
much  more  satisfactory  and  less  objectionable  proof  by  examination  and  com- 
parison with  vouchers. 

Although  the  Committee  have  for  the  present  abstained  from  considering  the 
numerous  class  of  Oaths  which  are  required  of  persons  entering  upon  an  office 
or  franchise,  yet  there  is  one  of  that  description  which  seems  to  demand  imme- 
diate alteration.  Churchwardens  are  now  compelled,  upon  entering  into  office, 
to  swear  that  they  will  faithfully  perform  all  its  duties  according  to  law ;  and 
yet  it  is  perfectly  well  known  that  some  of  these  duties  are  such  as  it  is  not  pos- 
sible for  them  to  discharge,  in  the  present  state  of  society,  without  the  most 
serious  inconvenience.  Accordingly,  they  are  not  only  not  expected  to  observe 
their  Oath  in  these  particulars,  but  they  are  sometimes  expressly  cautioned  not 
to  do  so,  and  the  consequence  is,  that  little  or  no  respect  is  in  too  many  cases 
paid  to  the  obligation  of  their  Oath  in  other  branches  of  their  official  duty 
which  are  essentially  important  and  easy  of  performance.  The  Committee 
recommend  that  a  Declaration,  properly  drawn  up  with  reference  to  the  actual 
state  and  practice  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Law,  should  be  substituted  for  the  Oath 
now  taken  by  churchwardens. 

The  Committee  deem  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  direct  your  Lordships'  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Hobler,  the  Lord  Mayor's  clerk, 
from  which  it  appears  that  a  practice  has  prevailed  among  the  City  Magistrates 
of  administering  what  are  termed  Voluntary  Affidavits,  sometimes  (though  less 
frequently  now  than  formeriy)  respecting  matters  of  the  most  trivial   kind. 
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This  practice,  which  prevails  also  in  other  parts  of  the  kingdom  as  well  as  in 
London^  it  appears  is  not  yet  discontinued,  although  it  has  been  repeatedly  de- 
clared to  be  illegal  by  the  highest  law  autliorities.  The  impropriety  and  inex- 
pediency of  leaving  the  occasion  of  administering  an  Oath  to  the  discretion  of 
a  Magistrate  are  so  manifest,  that  the  Committee  cannot  hesitate  to  recommend 
that  the  practice  should  be  positively  prohibited,  and  that  a  penalty  should  be 
jaid  upon  every  person  who  shall  administer  or  take  any  Oath  not  warranted 
by  law. 

Before  the  Committee  proceed  to  recapitulate  the  points  to  which  they  con- 
fine their  recommendations  in  this  First  Report,  they  cannot  forbear  from 
observing,  that  in  those  cases  where  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  retain  the 
use  of  Oaths,  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  their  needless  repetition.  This  will 
be  a  fit  subject  for  future  inquiry  and  deliberation,  should  your  Lordships,  as  it 
is  hoped  will  be  the  case,  resume  the  consideration  of  this  important  question 
in  the  next  Session  of  Parliament. 

Another  evil,  which  cries  loudly  for  reform,  is  the  indecent  mode  of  admi- 
nistering  Oaths,  and  the  consequent  want  of  reverence  in  taking  them,  which 
too  often  disgrace  our  Courts  of  Justice.  Although  the  Committee  have  not 
yet  gone  into  evidence  upon  this  point,  they  do  not  scruple  to  advert  to  it,  as 
being  too  notorious  to  be  denied ;  and  they  cannot  help  expressing  a  hope  that 
some  remedy  for  this  evil  will  be  devised  by  those  learned  and  venerable  persons 
under  whose  cognizance  it  more  immediately  falls,  and  who  are  most  competent 
to  deal  with  it. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  Committee  are  prepared  to  close  this  their  First  Repor 
Avith  the  following  recommendations : 

L  That  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  be  empowered  to  authorize  and  direct 
the  substitution  of  a  Declaration  in  lieu  of  an  Oath,  if  they  shall  think 
fit,  in  all  cases,  not  being  of  a  judicial  nature,  relating  to  any  of  the 
Public  Departments. 

S.  That  the  same  power  be  given  to  the  Universities,  to  all  Corporations, 
and  Chartered  Bodies. 

3.  That  no  Accounts  should  be  required  to  be  verified  by  Oath. 

4.  That  a  Declaration  be  substituted  for  the  Oath  now  taken  by  Church- 

wardens, according  to  a  Form  to  be  settled  by  the  Dean  of  the  Arches 
and  the  King's  Advocate-General. 

5.  That  the  Penalties  which  are  now  by  law  attached  to  Perjury  shall 

attach  to  wilful  Falsehood,  in  the  case  of  false  Declarations  or  Affirma- 
tions substituted  for  Oaths. 

6.  That  all  persons  administering  or  taking  any  Oath  not  warranted  by  law 

be  subject  to  a  penalty. 

And  the  Committee  have  directed  that  the  Evidence  taken  before  them,  with 
an  Appendix  and  Index  thereto,  be  laid  before  your  Lordships.

The  duke  OF  RICHMOND  in  the  Chair. 


/.  G.  Walford,  Esquire,  is  called  in  ;  and  Examined  as  follows  : 

YOU  are  solicitor  to  the  Customs?— I  am. 
How  long  have  you  held  that  office  ? — Ten  years  and  a  half. 

Can  you  state  the  number  of  oaths  which  are  required  by  law  to  be  taken 
by  different  officers  in  the  department  of  the  Customs  ? — There  are,  I  believe^ 
none  now  under  the  late  Act  except  the  oath  of  office  and  those  by  the  sur- 
veyors general. 

Is  a  man,  upon  his  appointment  to  the  Custom-house  department  in  every 
situation,  called  upon  to  take  the  oath  of  office  ?^— I  believe  so. 

And  upon  every  change  from  one  office  to  another? — I  believe  so. 

The  Act  you  allude  to  is  the  Act  of  1  &  2  Will  4.  c.  4.  ? — Yes,  this  is  one  ; 
but  I  believe  this  has  been  in  part  repealed  and  consolidated  among  a  great 
body  of  the  Customs  laws.  This  is  trie  existing  state  of  the  law  at  present. 
I  see  all  that  are  reserved  are  the  oath,  and  those  upon  examinations  before 
the  surveyor  general  and  before  the  collectors  in  the  country  and  in  the  colo- 
nies, which  are  a  class  of  questions  in  the  nature  of  trials. 

Do  you  know  whether  any  inconvenience  has  arisen  to  the  department  of 
the  Customs  in  consequence  of  certain  oaths  having  been  abolished,  and  de- 
clarations in  other  cases  substituted  by  the  Act  of  1  &  2  Will.  4.  c.  4.  ? — No, 
I  do  not. 

Does  the  department  of  the  Customs  call  upon  any  person  to  make  an^ 
affidavit? — Not  that  I  know  of;  it  comes  sometimes  by  chance,  where  the 
regulation  appears  not  to  be  known  ;  but  the  practice  is  to  conform  to  the  law. 

In  your  opinion,  would  the  substitution  of  a  declaration  in  lieu  of  the  oath- 
of  office  be  expedient,  provided  that  any  breach  of  such  declaration  should  be 
declared  infamy,  with  the  penalties  now  applicable  to  perjury? — I  think  it 
would  be  expedient,  because  the  present  being  an  executory  oath  it  ia  subject 
to  no  penalty. 

Do  you  conceive  that  a  breach  of  the  oath  of  office  is  punishable  by  statute* 
or  by  common  law  ? — I  believe  certainly  not  ^  the  general  principle  is,  that  no 
executory  oaths  are  the  subject  of  indictment  for  perjury,  and  I  am  not  aware 
of  any  statute  by  which  that  principle  is  limited. 

Therefore,  in  fact,  the  oath  of  office  is  only  binding  upon  a  man's  con- 
science  ?— Entirely  so. 

Would  it  not  be  easy  to  frame  a  Bill  by  which  persons  violating  a  promissory 
declaration  might  be  punished  ? — I  should  think  it  would. 

If  so,,  would  not  such  a  declaratioiv  be  a  sufficient  security  to  the  public? — 
I  should  think  so. 

Do  the  officers  in  the  Customs  department  swear  to  the  accuracy  of  their 
accounts? — I  am  afraid  I  cannot  answer  that  question.

WHAT  situation  do  you  hold  at  Chelsea  Hospital  ?— That  of  secretary  and 
registrar. 

How  long  have  you  held  it? — Since  the  year  1816. 

Can  you  state  the  number  of  oaths  which  are  required  by  law  to  be  taken 
by  the  different  officers  in  the  department? — I  am  not  aware  of  any  oaths 
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Jl.  Xeave,  Esq,     taken  by  the  officers  themselves.     I  can  state  the  oaths  administered  in  the 
!_      department  to  the  pensioners  and  others.    There  is  no  oath  of  office  taken  by 

^1  April  1834.     any  of  the  officers. 

Will  you  state  the  oaths  taken  by  the  pensioners  ? — The  first  oath  is  adminis- 
tered  to  the  discharged  soldier  immediately  previous  to  his  examination  before 
the  Board,  at  which  time  he  makes  a  statement  upon  oath  in  answer  to 
inquiries  respecting  his  name,  age,  regiment  from  which  discharged,  rank  and 
service  in  the  army,  cause  of  disability,  or  any  collateral  circumstances  con* 
nected  therewith.     I  must  however  observe,  that  it  is  not  upon  the  statement 
of  the  individual  that  his  admission  upon  the  pension  list  takes  place,  but 
upon  a  discharge  regularly  signed  by  his  commanding  officer,  and  confirmed  by 
'the  Adjutant-General;    and  the  object  of  the  oath  administered  upon  this 
occasion  is  to  verify  and  compare  the  statement  of  his  service,  &c.,  with  the 
details  contained  in   his   discharge,    for  it  happens  that  inaccuracies  occa- 
sionally occur  in  the  discharges,  which  require  to  be  explained  or  rectified. 
Whenever  a  doubt  exists  upon  any  point  in  consequence  of  a  discrepancy 
between  the  statement  and  discharge,  a  reference  is  made  to  the  proper  autho- 
rities, with  a  view  to  ascertain  from  other  official  documents  the  correct  state 
of  the  case.     This  oath  is  of  very  ancient  date  ;  it  was  formerly  administered 
by  a  magistrate  appointed  for  that  purpose,  but  now  by  the  cnief  or  one  of 
the  senior  clerks  of  my  office,  who  are  empowered  to  do  so  by  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Act  of  7  Geo.  4.  c.  16.     The  next  oath,  and  which  is  the  most 
important,  is  that  required  of  the  pensioner  in  order  to  justify  the  insertion 
of  his  name   on  the  pay  warrant  for  the  ensuing  quarter,  and  to  establish 
his  claim  to  receive  the  payment  of  the  then  existing  quarter.    As  regards 
the  men  residing  in  the  country,  it  is  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit  executed 
at  the  commencement  of  each  quarter.      This  affidavit  was  required  as  far 
back  as  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  and  has  been  sanctioned  by  successive 
Acts  of  Parliament ;  viz.,  28  Greo.  2.,  40  Geo.  3.  c.  69.,  and  7  Geo.  4.,  and 
by  a  clause  in  the  letters  patent  and  instructions  of  the  different  sovereigns 
from  that  date.     I  refer  to  the  antiquity  and  repeated  sanction  of  the  legis- 
lature to  this  oath  in  order  to  show  how  important  it  has  always  been  con- 
sidered to  the  security  of  the  public  interests.     Hitherto  the  pensioner  has 
been  required  to  execute  this  affidavit  quarterly  in  duplicate  ;  but  according 
to  a   recent  arrangement  the  duplicate  affidavit  is  only  required  in   each 
alternate  quarter.     It  is  taken  before  a  magistrate  residing  in  his  own  neigh- 
bourhood.    One  affidavit  is  now  transmitted  to  my  office  every  half  year, 
and  serves  as  a  certificate  of  the  existence  of  the  party,  and  also  forms  the 
ground  upon  which  his  name  is  continued  on  the  warrant  in  order  to  entitle 
him  to  receive  his  next  quarter's  pension.     The  pensioner  delivers  one  to  the 
collector  of  Excise  every  quarter  at  the  time  that  he  applies  for  his  pension 
in  proof  of  his  right  to  the  payment  then  in  course,  and  of  his  not  being  in 
the  receipt  of  any  other  military  or  naval  allowance  which  would  disqualify 
him  from  claiming  the  same.     I  have  brought  with  me  a  printed  Form,  in  order 
that  your  Lordships  may  see  the  different  points  it  embraces ;  and  you  will 
observe  that  the  collector  has  an  opportunity,  from  the  details  specified  therein, 
to  identify  the  man.     In  the  case   of  soldiers  who  have  been  admitted  on 
account  of  disability,  whether  arising  from  wounds,  the  loss  of  an  eye,  leg,  or 
from  any  other  circumstance,  the  specification  thereof  affords*  sufficient  evidence 
to  enable  the  collector  upon  a  very  slight  examination,  supposing  even  he  is  not 
acquainted  with  the  individual,  to  identity  him  from  the  affidavit  alone.     It  is 
however  to  be  observed  that  the  pension  receipts  are  prepared  at  the  hospital 
from  the  warrant  containing  the  names  of  the  parties  entitled  to  be  borne 
thereon  for  the  ensuing  payment,  and  they  are  transmitted  to  the  collectors  of 
Excise  according  to  the  residences  inserted  in  the  affidavits  of  the  individuals, 
and  therefore  the  presentation  of  this  affidavit  to  the  collector  is  an  additional 
check  against  any  attempts  at  fraud  or  personation.     With  reference  to  those 
out-pensioners  who  reside  within  the  London  Bills  of  Mortality,  and  who  are 
paid  at  the  pay  rooms  at  Oxford  Market  or  at  the  hospital,  an  oath  of  a  general 
nature  is  administered,  the  individuals  themselves  being  duly  identified ;  the 
oath  is  to  the  effect  that  the  party  will  truly  answer  all  questions  put  to  them 
touching  their  service  in  the  army  and  claim  to  pension.     The  appearance  of 
the  parties  sworn  in  person  is  entered  on  the  books  as  the  proof  of  existence.

You  said  that  those  two  oaths  are  the  principal  oaths ;  what  are  the  others 
— I  may  state,  that  they  are  the  principal  oaths  required  of  the  pensioners. 
Under  the  same  authority,  however,  by  which  myself  and  my  clerks  are 
empowered  to  administer  the  oath,  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  administer 
oaths  at  the  hospital  at  intermediate  periods  between  the  times  of  payment. 
For  example,  if  a  man  has  been  abroad,  and  therefore  discontinued  on  our 
books  for  nonappearance  or  non-application,  it  is  not  the  practice  to  restore 
his  name  to  the  pension  list  till  we  have  distinct  evidence  of  the  manner  in 
which  he  has  been  employed ;  and  in  every  case  where  a  pensioner  has  been 
absent  during  four  successive  quarters,  and  we  have  received  no  affidavit  during 
that  period  from  him,  he  is  struck  off  the  pension  list  at  the  expiration 
thereof;  and  when  he  applies  to  be  restored,  he  is  required  to  answer  interro- 
gations upon  that  and  other  collateral  points,  to  the  truth  of  which  we  apply 
the  oath. 

You  apply  it  according  to  your  discretion? — ^Yes;  but,  under  the  terms 
of  the  Act,  it  must  relate  to  points  connected  with  the  claim  to  pension, 
and  we  only  apply  it  in  cases  where  we  cannot  possibly  obtain  satisfactory 
certificates. 

How  often,  in  the  course  of  a  year,  are  oaths  taken  by  the  same  individual? 
— Four  times. 

From  your  knowledge  of  the  character  and  habits  of  the  persons  by  whom 
those  oaths  are  taken,  do  you  consider  that  a  declaration,  if  substituted  for  an 
oath,  would  be  so  good  a  security  to  the  public,  or  deemed  so  binding  by  the 
parties  themselves  ? — I  have  no  hesitation  in  stating  my  belief^  that  many 
pensioners  would  make  a  false  declaration  who  would  not  take  a  false  oatn ; 
and  that  others,  not  being  pensioners,  would  not  hesitate  to  make  a  mere  decla- 
ration for  the  purpose  of  attenipting  a  fraud  upon  the  establishment,  who  would 
be  deterred  by  the  necessity  of  violating  the  obligations  of  an  oath  before  they 
could  accomplish  that  object. 

Even  if  the  penalties  of  a  false  declaration  were  the  same  as  the  penalties 
of  perjury? — I  cannot  help  thinking  that  there  exists  a  moral  feeling  in  those 
matters  to  that  extent,  that  many  an  imposition  would  be  attempted  if  a  decla- 
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A.^enve^Esq.     ration  were  Substituted  for  an  oath,  even  with  the  same  penalties  as  per) ury^ 

and  that  many  more  attempts  at   imposition  would  be  made.     I  may  again 

ai  April  1834.  observe,  that  no  evil  effect  has  arisen  from  the  imposition  of  the  oath,  which  is 
shown  by  the  circumstance  that,  comparatively,  so  very  cases  of  imposture 
have  occurred.  Our  machinery  works  well,  and  appears  to  me  well  adapted  to 
its  purpose.  I  may  add,  that  collectors  of  Excise  are  oflen  acquainted  per- 
sonally with  the  pensioners  paid  in  their  respective  districts ;  and  when  a  man 
applies  to  be  paid  for  the  first  time,  every  precaution  is  used  to  ascertain  his 
identity  by  applying  to  him  the  test  of  the  facts  contained  in  his  affidavit 

When  the  oath  is  administered  by  yourself  or  by  your  clerks,  is  it  frequently 
administered  to  several  persons  at  the  same  time,  or  is  it  administered  only  to 
one  individual  at  a  time  ? — When  the  oath  is  administered  at  the  quarterly  pay- 
ment it  is  taken  by  four  or  six  at  a  time.  I  have  always  enforced  the  propriety 
of  it  being  done  with  as  much  solemnity  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  men 
might  be  duly  impressed  with  the  act  they  were  performing ;  and  I  beg  to  add, 
that  when  they  come  in  a  state  of  intoxication  the  oath  is  not  administered,  nor 
are  the  parties  allowed  to  take  it,  till  they  are  reported  to  be  perfectly  sober. 
The  deputy  treasurer  of  the  hospital  states,  that  under  the  Act  of  54  Geo.  3. 
c.  86.,  called  **  The  Prize  Act,**  he  is  empowered  to  administer  an  oath  to 
prize  agents  in  verification  of  their  accounts ;  and  that,  I  believe,  is  the  only 
a()ditional  oath  that  is  taken.     This  is  in  respect  of  unclaimed  prize  money. 

Do  you  think  that  that  oath  is  necessary  ?— It  is  a  precaution  which  it  seems 

•   has  been  deemed  necessary  by  the  Legislature  in  former  times.     I  should 

Imagine  that  it  was  much  more  necessary  then  than  it  is  now,  because  it  is  well 

known  that  the  accounts  of  the  prize  agents  were  formerly  very  loose^r  and 

applied  to  periods  of  a  very  remote  date. 

Are  those  prize  agents  persons  in  a  respectable  sphere  of  life,  or  are  they 
like  the  Jew  agents  at  sea-port  towns? — 1  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
they  are  now  very  respectable  persons,  which  was  not  the  case  in  former  times. 

Are  those  pensions  to  the  private  soldiers  paid  to  a  power  of  attorney  as  well 
as  to  them  personally? — No;  they  are  paid  personally  to  the  individuals  them- 
selves, upon  receipts  prepared  as  before  explained  from  the  warrant.  The  au- 
thority for  every  individual  payment  is  issued  by  me,  as  secretary  to  the  agent 
for'  the  out-pensioners,  and  upon  that  authority  he  transmits  a  receipt  to  the 
district  in  which  the  man  resides,  and  the  collector  then  pays  him  in  cash. 

Supposing  a  person  entitled  to  a  pension  were  to  make  over  his  pension  to 
anybody  else ;  can  he  do  that? — No  ;  it  is  expressly  prohibited  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament. The  only  case  in  which  the  pension  can  be  assigned  is  under  the 
59  Geo.  3.  c.  12.  and  6  Geo.  4.  c.  27,  whereby  a  pensioner  can  assign  the  next 
payment  of  his  pension  to  the  officers  of  a  parish,  in  consideration  of  relief 
afiTorded  to  him.  Where  a  pensioner  deserts  his  wife  or  family,  and  leaves 
them  chargeable  to  the  parish,  two  magistrates  are  empowered,  upon  deposition 
made  to  them,  to  order  the  pension  to  be  paid  to  the  officers  of  such  parish, 
for  the  purpose  of  their  returning  so  much  as  may  have  been  applied  for  their 
support. 

Are  any  oaths  required  in  that  trj^nsaction  ?— No,  neither  as  regards  the  pen* 
sioner  whose  pension  is  ordered  in  consequence  of  having  deserted  his  family, 
nor  in  the  case  of  an  assignment,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  personal  agreement 
between  the  individual  and  the  parish ;  but  he  must  transmit  his  affidavit  in  the 
usual  manner. 

Then,  upon  the  whole,  your  opinion  is,  that  none  of  the  oaths  now  required 
could  with  safety  be  dispensed  with  ? — I  think  not;  and  I  found  that  opinion 
very  much  on  the  fact  of  the  comparatively  few  frauds  that  have  been  attempted 
or  effected  in  the  payment  of  such  an  immense  body  of  pensioners. 

Suppose  the  prize  agents  to  be  of  a  respectable  class  of  persons,  do  you  think 
that  a  declaration  substituted  in  lieu  of  an  oath  might  not  be  sufficient  ? — 
I  consider  the  oath  most  important  as  applied  to  the  pensioners  and  the  class 
of  persons  connected  with  them,  because  I  am  of  opinion  that  they  would  be 
boimd  by  the  solemnity  of  an  oath  in  cases  where  they  would  not  attach  an 
equal  importance  to  a  mere  declaration ;  but  I  presume  that,  ascending  in  the 
scale  of  society,  more  moral  feeling  would  be  found  to  exist  in  the  class  of  per- 
sons from  which  the  prize  agents  are  selected,  and  which  would  lead  them  to 
attach  to  a  declaration  all  the  essential  qualities  and  obligations  of  an  oath.

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William  Green,  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows :.

Do  you  yourself  take  any  oath  as  connected  with  the  discharge  of  your  ' 

duties  ? — None  whatever.  *^^  April  1834. 

Or  any  persons  under  you  ? — None. 

Does  any  individual  in  the  office  take  an  oath  ?—  Each  of  the  commissioners 
takes  an  oath  ;  the  officers  also  take  oaths,  and  there  is  also  an  oath  taken  by 
the  surveyor  upon  every  sale,  purchase,  grant,  lease  or  exchange.  I  have  copied 
out  the  forms  of  the  oaths.

Is  this  oath  required  by  Act  of  Parliament  ? — By  the  Act  of  10  Geo.  4. 

Does  this  oath,  which  is  sworn  to  by  the  officers,  refer  solely  to  officers  who 
have  the  trust  of  money,  or  does  it  relate  to  the  ordinary  duties  they  have  to 
perform  ? — It  refers  to  the  ordinary  duties  they  have  to  perform,  and  is  not 
confined  solely  to  the  trust  of  money. 

Do  you  conceive  that  it  is  desirable  that  all  the  officers  of  the  department^ 
whether  connected  with  the  receipt  of  money  or  not,  should  take  such  an  oath  ? 
—I  think  it  is  unnecessary. 

Are  they  taken  only  upon  the  first  appointment,  or  periodically  ? — Upon  the 
first  appointment. 

Is  not  the  surveyor's  oath  the  same  sort  of  oath  that  is  required  from  pur- 
veyors in  all  cases  where  they  have  to  perform  any  public  act  under  Inclosure 
Bills  ? — I  believe  it  is. 

Is  that  an  oath  which  has  been  long  required  from  surveyors  } — I  believe  for 
very  many  years. 

Does  a  person  employed  as  a  surveyor  by  your  office  take  this  oath  upon 
every  occasion  in  which  he  is  called  upon  to  make  a  survey  ? — He  does. 

So  that  if  he  had  to  make  a  hundrea  surveys  in  the  course  of  a  year,  he  would 
have  to  take  a  hundred  oaths? — Certainly- 

Do  not  you  consider  that  it  would  at  least  be  sufficient  if  he  took  one  oath 
at  his  first  appointment,  which  should  apply  to  all  the  acts  of  the  same  kind 
that  he  woula  have  to  do  ? — Certainly,  it  would. 

Should  you  consider  that  a  declaration,  accompanied  with  penalties,  might 
be  safely  substituted? — I  think  so.  I  should  be  quite  as  well  satisfied  with  a 
declaration  myself  of  a  surveyor,  if  he  were  acting  for  me  individually. 

Do  the  receivers  give  security  in  money  ?^ — They  do. 

Do  not  you  think  that  that  security  would  be  quite  sufficient,  without  the 
oath  ? — I  think  it  would. 

Is  the  nature  ofthe  security  examined  by  you  ? — We  prepare  the  security. 

When  the  security  is  tendered  by  the  party,  do  you  take  any  steps  to  ascer- 
tain that  the  security  is  such  as  you  can  rely  upon  ? — If  there  is  any  doubt  by 
the  Board  as  to  the  sufficiency,  we  are  directed  to  inquire. 

Does  the  same  system  of  collection  of  quit  rents  apply  to  Ireland  as  to 
England  ? — ^There  is  a  book  kept  by  every  receiver  of  Crown  rents  in  Ireland, 
called  the  Twopenny  Collector's  Books,  in  which  the  receiver  makes  an  entry 
of  every  rent  he  receives,  and  the  party  making  the  payment  signs  the  book ; 
which  book  is  annually  returned,  upon  oath,  into  the  office  of  Public  Records. 
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William  Gran,  Eiq.  Do  you  think  that  oath  is  necessary  ? — I  am  not  capable  of  forming  a  satis- 
*.  factory  judgment  upon  that  point,  but  I  should  think  it  was  necessary, 
fit  April  18^4-  Supposing  that,  notwithstanding  the  oath,  it  should  turn  out  that  those  two- 
penny books  were  intentionally  inaccurate^  what  would  be  the  punishment  to 
which  the  party  would  be  exposed,  independent  of  the  penalty  of  perjury  ? 
— None  that  I  am  aware  of  beyond  the  penalty  of  perjury,  except  dismissal 
from  his  office  of  course. 

Would  it  not  be  a  breach  of  trust  ? — Certainly, 

Is  not  that  an  indictable  matter  ? — You  may  bring  an  action  against  him,  but 
I  do  not  know  that  it  is  indictable. 

Do  you  think  it  is  necessary  that  the  oath  should  be  taken  every  year? — 
I  should  think  so. 

Do  you  think  it  would  not  be  sufficient  for  the  person  to  take  it  upon  his  first 
appointment  ? — I  know  that  the  necessity  of  this  oath  was  a  good  deal  con- 
sidered at  the  time  the  Act  passed,  and  the  impression  was  that  it  could  not  be 
well  dispensed  with. 

In  the  case  of  a  promotion  of  an  officer  in  the  department,  is  it  necessary  to 
renew  the  oath  ? — No ;  and  I  believe  it  is  frequently  not  taken  by  the  officers. 

Do  the  persons  appointed  to  the  situations  of  verderers  in  the  forests,  any 
offices  of  that  description,  take  an  oath  of  office  ? — Not  in  our  office. 

Do  the  game  keepers  and  park  keepers  that  are  appointed  under  the  office 
take  an  oath  ? — Certainly  not.  I  believe,  in  fact,  the  oath  is  not  often  taken. 
I  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  at  the  court  of  attachment  the  verderers  administer 
oaths  in  order  to  inflict  penalties  upon  any  of  the  forest  officers  who  neglect 
their  duty. 

Then  that  is  a  species  of  judicial  oath  ? — It  is  a  species  of  judicial  oath.

Mr.  John  Hignet  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows : 

UuJohn Hignet.       YOU  are  assistant  to  the  solicitor  to  the  Ordnance? — Yes. 

■  You  are  acquainted  with  the  whole  of  the  business  of  the  Ordnance,  as  far 

31  April  1834.      as  relates  to  the  legal  proceedings  ? — I  am. 

How  long  have  you  held  the  office  ? — Nearly  ten  years. 

Can  you  state  the  number  of  oaths  that  are  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by 
the  diflterent  officers  of  the  civil  department  of  the  Ordnance  ? — I  can  only 
state,  that  the  principal  officers  of  the  Ordnance  formerly,  I  believe,  took  the 
oath  of  allegiance  on  their  being  appointed  to  the  office,  but  they  now  make 
the  declaration  prescribed  by  the  statute  9  Geo.  4.  c.  I7.  I  do  not  believe  that 
any  other  oaths  are  administered  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Ordnance. 

Are  the  storekeepers  called  upon  to  swear  to  their  accounts  ? — I  believe 
they  are  not ;  but  that  does  not  come  within  the  solicitor's  province.  I  do  not 
believe  that  those  things  are  regulated  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  I  am  not 
prepared  to  say  that  any  of  them  take  oaths ;  if  they  do,  they  are  unaccom- 
panied by  the  solicitor. 

You  are,  of  course,  well  acquainted  with  the  laws  which  regulate  the  civil 
department  of  the  Ordnance? — I  am  ;  they  are  not  at  all  regulated  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  except  the  office  of  treasurer.  The  Board  of  Ordnance  is  alto- 
gether independent  of  Acts  of  Parliament,  except  the  Acts  of  Parliament 
which  have  vested  different  estates  in  the  principal  officers  for  the  service  of  the 
department ;  and  I  am  not  aware  that  any  of  the  officers  take  oaths  at  all  in 
giving  in  their  accounts ;  indeed,  I  believe  they  do  not. 

In  your  opinion,  would  the  substitution  of  a  declaration  in  lieu  of  the  ordi- 
nary oaths  be  expedient,  provided  that  any  breach  of  such  declaration  should 
be  declared  infamy,  with  the  penalties  now  applicable  to  perjury  ? — I  believe 
that  the  officers  and  storekeepers  of  the  Ordnance  department  are  uniformly 

fentlemen,  and  I  do  think  that  a  declaration  would  influence  them'  in  the 
onourable  performance  of  their  duties  quite  as  powerfully  as  an  oath  ;  and  of 
course  the  penal  consequence  of  a  breach  of  declaration  such  as  that  which  is 
alluded  to  might  operate  very  effectually  with  men  who  are  not  influenced  by 
honourable  principles ;  and,  upon  the  whole,  I  should  consider  that  such 
a  declaration  would  be  quite  sufficient  without  the  oath. 

Do  you  believe  that  the  breach  of  a  promissory  affidavit  is  punishable  by 
statute  or  common  law  ? — The  breach  of  any  voluntary  extra-judicial  oath  or

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affidavit  is  not  punishable  at  common  law ;  but  perjury  committed  in  a  court  of   Mr.  John  Hignet. 

justice,  or  before  a  magistrate  or  officer  having  legal  authority  in  a  civil  suit  or      ; 

criminal  prosecution,  is  made  an  offence,  and  punishable  by  various  statutes.      ^*  ^P"'  *^34* 
The  breach,  however,  of  a  voluntary  promissory  affidavit  is  not  so  punishable, 
either  under  the  common  or  statute  law. 

Does  the  department  of  the  Ordnance  call  upon  any  person,  not  in  its  ser- 
vice, to  make  affidavits  ? — I  am  not  aware  that  they  do.  I  speak  from  general 
and  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  business  and  correspondence  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Did  not  the  military  pensioners  of  the  Ordnance,  who  have  lately  been  trans- 
ferred to  Chelsea,  take  an  affidavit  upon  the  receipt  of  their  pensions  ? — I  be- 
lieve they  did. 

Do  not  you  think  that  the  great  multiplication  of  oaths  tends  to  induce 

Sersons  to  treat  them  more  lightly  and  with  less  reverence  than  is  proper  ? — 
f  y  opinion  is,  that  oaths  are  too  frequently  administered,  and  that  they  are 
taken  in  a  very  irreverent  and  inconsiderate  manner. 

If  declarations  could  be  substituted  in  certain  cases  for  oaths,  would  you 
think  it  advisable  ? — My  opinion  is,  that  a  declaration  will  be  sufficient  from 
such  men  as  those,  filling  responsible  stations  in  the  Ordnance  department. 
They  are,  as  I  have  already  stated,  generally  gentlemen,  and  will  act  rightly 
from  policy  as  well  as  a  sense  of  honour  and  duty.  It  would  not  be  worth  the 
while  of  any  such  officer  to  misapply  the  funds,  or  violate  the  duties  of  his 
office,  because  either  act  would  necessarily  be  visited  with  a  deprivation  of 
office,  and  consequent  degradation  and  disgrace. 

You  have  stated  that  you  are  not  aware  that  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
Ordnance  Department  swear  to  the  accuracy  of  their  accounts;  is  not  the  best 
check  upon  an  account  its  being  frequently  sent  in,  and  very  speedily  audited? 
—Certainly  it  is ;  and  the  officer  is  equally  interested  with  the  country  in  such 
speedy  audit 

Who  are  the  officers  of  the  Ordnance  that  formerly  took  the  oath  of  office  ? — 
The  Master  General,  I  believe,  and  clerk  of  the  Ordnance,  the  Surveyor 
General,  and  the  principal  storekeeper,  who  has  the  charge  of  all  the  stores.  The 
Board  of  Ordnance  a  short  time  since  consisted  of  five  principal  officers ;  but 
two  of  them,  the  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Ordnance,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Deliveries,  have  been  abolished  by  His  present  Majesty. 

Do  the  respective  *'  Officers  of  the  Ordnance  '*  in  the  country  take  the  oath 
of  office?— 1  believe  they  do  not. 

Do  you  see  any  advantage  in  the  oath  being  maintained,  as  applied  to  the 
officers  of  the  Board  ? — I  should  think  that  no  advantage  whatever  is  obtained

Charles  JoneSj  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows  : 

YOU  are  solicitor  to  the  Admiralty  ? — I  am.  Ckof  Us  Janes,  Esq. 

•    How  long  have  you  held  that  situation  ? — I  have  held  it  now  between  six  and       

^ven  years ;  but  I  had  been  previously  the  agent  of  the  solicitor  before  that 
for  upwards  of  twenty  years. 

Can  you-  state  the  number  of  oaths  required  bylaw  to  be  taken  by  the  officers 
of  the  civil  department  of  the  navy  ? — I  cannot  state  that;  it  is  not  within  my 
department  to  take  any  stccount  of  them. 

You  are,  of  course,  well  acquainted  with  the  Acts  of  Parliament  which  regu- 
late the  civil  department  of  the  navy  ? — I  am  j  they  were  drawn  by  me. 

In  those  Acts  of  Parliament  are  there  not  to  be  found  clauses  enacting  oaths? 
■ — Yes ;  but  I  should  think  very  few ;  and  the  oaths  they  take  in  the  naval 
department  are  chiefly  oaths  of  office,  established  by  regulations  of  the  office, 
of  by  the  King's  Orders  in  Council. 

Do  you  consider  that  an  oath  established  by  regulation  of  office  is  legal  ? — 
Certainly  it  is  legal ;  but  the  distinction  is,  that  the  breach  of  it  could  not  be 
punished  as  perjury. 

Do  you  consider  that  a  magistrate  is  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  unless 
there  is  a  statute  empowering  him  to  do  so? — I  think  it  is  not  considered  that 
a  magistrate  has  power  to  administer  oaths  except  in  cases  relating  to  crimes 
and  the  preservation  of  the  peace,  and  on  subjects  within  the  limits  of  his  com-

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CharieiJones^Ewii  mission,  and  also  in  cases  where  the  Legislature  has  especially  authorized  him 
-^^— —      to  do  so. 

21  April  1834,  Do  you  know  whether  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  are  in  the  habit  of  calling 
upon  persons  for  affidavits  ? — In  a  great  many  instances ;  with  respect  to  halN 
pay  particularly.  Affidavits  are  required  by  Orders  in  Council  to  be  taken  also 
in  cases  of  widows  and  of  officers  entitled  to  pensions,  and  also  in  cases  of  claims 
of  various  sorts. 

Do  seamen  make  an  affidavit  upon  receiving  their  pensions  i — Certainly  they 
do  not ;  it  would  in  most  cases  be  of  little  or  no  force  upon  the  conscience  of  a 
seaman.  Indeed  the  affidavit  seems  to  me  to  be  unnecessary  in  a  great  many 
instances.  A  man  who  takes  an  oath  merely  for  his  convenience  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  breaking  it  if  it  suits  him  to  do  so,  and  he  can  do  it  with  impunity; 
and  il^must  depend  upon  the  conscience  and  the  sense  a  man  has  of  moral  obli- 
gation, what  the  effect  of  the  oath  will  be  upon  him. 

Are  you  not  of  opinion  that  a  declaration  from  officers  of  the  royal  navy  upon 
half  pay,  with  a  certificate  of  identity,  would  be  as  efficient  a  security  to  the 
public  as  an  affidavit  ? — Certainly ;  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  in  such  cases  a 
declaration  would  answer  all  the  purposes  of  an  affidavit. 

Are  the  officers  of  Excise  and  Customs,  who  pay  to  persons  the  money  which 
is  allotted  by  seamen  upon  foreign  service,  entitled  to  call  upon  their  relatives 
to  make  affidavit  if  they  think  it  necessary  ? — They  are  not  only  authorized, 
but  by  the  Act  11  Geo.  4.  c.  20.  sect.  44.  they  are  required,  if  there  is  any 
doubt  about  the  identity  of  the  party  or  the  authenticity  of  his  vouchers,  to 
satisfy  themselves  by  the  oath  of  the  party ;  and  a  breach  of  the  oath  is  made 
punishable  as  perjury  under  another  clause. 

Are  the  pensioners  of  the  royal  marines  called  upon  to  make  affidavits  ? — 
I  believe  they  are  not.     Upon  inquiry  I  find  they  are  not. 

Do  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Admiralty  take  any  oath  of  office  ? — Not 
that  I  am  aware  of,  except  the  oath  of  allegiance,  &c. ;  but  by  the  2  Will.  4. 
c.  40.  sec.  5.  they  have  power  to  administer  oaths  in  all  matters  touching  His 
Majesty's  naval  monies,  stores,  provisions  and  accounts,  and  in  all  matters 
relating  to  His  Majesty's  naval  service;  and  I  think  such  a  power  highly 
expedient  to  the  public  service. 

Is  it  their  practice  to  call  upon  individuals  in  the  civil  department  of  the  navy 
to  take  any  oath  as  a  verification  of  an  account? — I  do  not  know  what  their 
practice  is,  but  they  have  special  power  to  do  so. 

Do  not  you  think  that  the  best  manner  of  controlling  accounts  is  by  their 
being  sent  in  speedily,  and  very  quickly  audited  ? — Certainly. 

Is  not  this  system  a  better  one  than  calling  upon  individuals  to  swear  to  the 
truth  of  an  account  ? — Certainly,  generally ;  but  there  are  cases  in  which  it 
would  be  necessary  to  have  some  solemn  verification  of  an  account ;  for  instance, 
with  respect  to  my  own  accounts,  I  carry  them  in  quarterly,  and  I  produce 
vouchers  for  all  payments  which  I  make,  which  can  be  made  the  subject  of 
vouchers  ;  but  I  have  other  payments  for  which  I  cannot  take  vouchers ;  for 
example,  postages,  coach-hire,  and  other  trifling  payments  incident  to  my  office, 
and  therefore  I  am  required  to  make  oath  to  the  truth  of  my  account. 

Do  not  you  conceive  that  a  declaration,  subject  to  the  pains  and  penalties  of 
perjury  would  be  a  sufficient  security,  without  calling  upon  gentlemen  in  your 
situation  to  make  an  affidavit  of  the  truth  of  an  account  ? — Clearly,  I  should 
consider  that  my  declaration  would  be  as  binding  upon  my  conscience  as  any 
oath  I  could  take.  I  would  not  make  a  declaration  to  the  truth  of  which  I  should 
be  unwilling  to  swear. 

Do  you  conceive  that  the  breach  of  a  promissory  affidavit  is  punishable  by 
statute  or  by  common  law  ? — I  think  not,  especially  a  voluntary  one. 

Would  it  not  be  easy  to  frame  a  Bill  by  which  persons  violating  a  promissory 
declaration  should  be  punishable  ? — Certainly,  establishing  first  that  a  declara- 
tion should  be  taken  in  lieu  of  oaths,  and  that  a  false  declaration  should  be 
punished  as  perjury. 

If  so,  would  not  a  promissory  declaration  be  a  sufficient  security  to  the 
public  ? — I  think  so.  There  is  a  great  deal  depending  upon  the  conscience  of 
a  man,  and  some  men  have  very  extraordinary  consciences.  I  knew  a  person 
who  was  discharged  as  an  insolvent  debtor,  and  I  found  her  afterwards  sellings 
freehold  estate  which  she  possessed  at  the  time  of  her  discharge,  at  which  time 
she  had  sworn  that  she  had  delivered  up  all  her  property.     After  the  estate  had 
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been  sold,  she  was  asked  how  she  could  think  of  swearing  upon  her  discharge  ClorfetJonf^  Esq. 

that  she  had  given  up  all  her  property  ;  she  answered,  that  she  had  not  taken  ■ 

the  oath.     She  was  told  that  she  must  have  taken  the  oath,  or  she  could  not     ^^  April  1834* 

have  been  discharged ;  she  said,  '*  I  repeated  the  words,  but  I  did  not  kiss  the 

book.**    Upon  another  occasion  I  met  with  the  roaster  of  a  merchant  ship  whom 

I  wished  to  examine  as  a  witness  in  a  court  of  justice ;  he  said,  "  Sir,  I  should 

be  very  glad  if  you  would  not  examine  me  as  a  witness,  for  I  never  took  an 

oath  in  my  life.**     I  said,  how  could  that  be  ?    "  You  must  have  often  cleared 

out  at  the  Customs,  and  you  must  have  taken  an  oath  upon  those  occasions.** 

•'  We  do  not  call  those  oaths,**^he  said  ;  "  they  are  mere  matters  of  form.'* 

Do  not  you  consider  that  the  multiplication  of  oaths  is  very  much  to  be 
avoided  ? — Clearly.  I  consider  that  the  frequency  of  unnecessary  oaths^  and 
the  irreverent  manner  in  which  oaths  are  administered,  make  them  fail  in 
their  effect ;  and  that  a  solemn  declaration  in  the  presence  of  the  Almighty, 
made  by  the  person  himself,  would  have  much  more  effect  than  an  oath  taken 
in  the  present  manner. 

Do  the  out-pensioners  take  any  oaths  ? — No  oath  is  required  from  seamen  or 
marines,  fioth  are  entitled  equally  to  the  benefits  of  the  hospital  as  in  or  out 
pensioners. 

Do  seamen  or  pensioners,  in  allotting  a  portion  of  their  pay  or  pension  to 
their  families,  take  any  oaths  ?—  No  oath  is  required  from  seamen  when  they 
make  an  allotment  of  their  pay.     Pensions  are  not  the  subject  of  allotment. 

The  Commissioners  (of  the  Admiralty)  have  the  powers  of  administering 
oaths  in  all  matters  relating  to  His  Majesty*s  stores,  &c.  Is  this  power  exerted? 
—It  would  be  seldom  that  the  Commissioners  would  be  called  upon  to  exercise 
this  power ;  on  extraordinary  occasions,  however,  the  exercise  of  it  must  be 
highly  expedient  to  the  public  service ;  and  to  give  the  power  due  effect,  the 
Act  2  Will.  4.  c  40,  has  vested  in  the  Commissioners  the  authority  of  justices 
of  the  peace  in  matters  relating  to  their  department.

R.  B.  Dearif  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

YOU  are  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Customs? — I  am.  2j  B.Dean  Esq 

How  long  have  you  held  that  situation? — I  have  been  nearly  16  years  * 

chairman. 

In  the  year  1830  an  Act  was  passed  to  abolish  certain  oaths  in  the  depart* 
ment  of  the  Customs ;  have  you  found  any  inconvenience  arise  to  the  public 
from  those  oaths  having  been  abolished  ? — Not  the  slightest. 

Do  you  think  it  could  be  carried  still  further  without  inconvenience  to  the 
public? — I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  it  could  be,  for  I  think  that  it  is  now 
carried  into  every  branch  connected  with  the  Customs  revenue.  I  think  the 
substitution  of  a  declaration  for  an  oath,  with  a  penalty  of  100/.  for  a  breach  of 
it,  has  been  extended  to  every  branch. 

Are  there  no  oaths  taken  now  in  the  department  of  the  Customs  ? — None, 
except  in  the  cases  specially  provided  for  by  the  second  section  of  the  Act 
I  &  2  Will.  4.  c.  4;  but  I  think,  upon  the  late  consolidation  of  the  Customs 
laws,  there  have  been  some  few  clerical  errors  in  occasionally  putting  in  an 
oath  where  it  should  be  a  declaration  j  that  merely  wants  rectifying,  which  will 
be  done  by  a  new  Bill  this  Session. 

Does  the  department  of  the  Customs  ever  call  upon  persons  to  make 
affidavits  ? — They  were  perpetually  in  the  habit  of  calling  upon  parties  to  make 
affidavits  of  certain  things  where  proof  was  necessary ;  but  that  is  not  now  done, 
because  a  declaration  is  substituted  for  the  oath.  We  still  require  the  proof, 
but  that  proof  consists  of  a  declaration,  and  not  of  an  oath. 

And  no  inconvenience  has  resulted  from  that  change? — None  whatever. 
I  think  that  any  man  that  wished  to  commit  a  fraud  would  not  be  deterred  by 
the  form  of  an  oath. 

Do  you  think  that  formerly  the  oaths  were  taken  too  much  as  a  matter  of 
form  ?— I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  a  great  deal  too  much.  A  custom-house 
oath  with  certain  classes  of  persons  was  almost  proverbial  for  a  lie. 

Do  you  call  upon  any  of  your  officers  to  verify  their  accounts  by  affidavit? — 
I  do  not  think  that  we  do,  but  I  think  the  Board  of  Audit  does. 

Do  not  you  consider  that  the  best  check  upon  accounts  is  their  being  quickly 
186.  b4  sent  ^ 
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je.  B.  DfoH,  Esq.  sent  in  and  speedily  audited  ?— Unquestionably ;  and  with  public  accounts 
■  especially,  I  should  say  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  have  them  audited 
&i  April  1834.  as  quickly  as  possible,  so  that  if  any  thing  wants  explanation  it  may  be  done 
while  all  the  parties  are  living  who  are  able  to  give  it,  and  while  the  circum- 
stances can  be  rigidly  investigated. 

Do  the  Commissioners  in  tiie  Board  of  Customs  take  an  oath  of  ojffice? — ^They 
do,  and  every  officer  that  is  admitted  into  the  service  takes  an  oath  before  the 
Board  ^  and  they  take  an  oath  that  they  will  take  no  fee  or  any  other  emolu- 
ment, but  only  their  salary. 

Do  you  think  that  a  declaration  might  be  substituted  for  the  oath,  making  a 
breach  of  the  declaration  punishable  as  perjury? — Certainly,  as  far  as  the  moral 
effect  goes,  I  can  see  no  difference.  A  man  of  principle  would  consider  a 
declaration  equally  binding  as  an  oath,  and  if  not,  I  should  think  neither  would 
Jiave  much  effect  upon  him. 

Do  you  think  there  are  no  persons  upon  whom  an  oath  would  be  more 
binding  than  a  declaration  ? — I  will  not  say  that.  I  have  certainly  often  seen 
men  in  a  court  of  justice  who  would  say  a  thing,  but  would  not  swear  to  it. 

But  you  think  that  a  declaration  would  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  the 
department  over  which  you  preside  ? — I  do,  decidedly.  In  all  matters  relating 
to  the  revenue  of  the  Customs  I  should  not  make  any  exception.  I  think  the 
revenue  would  be  equally  secured  by  a  declaration  as  by  an  oath. 

You  think  that  if  oaths  are  reduced  in  number,  greater  solemnity  will  attach 
to  those  that  remain  ? — Most  decidedly  ;  the  party,  when  called  upon  to  take 
it,  would  consider  that  it  was  a  more  solemn  matter ;  whereas  now,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  multiplication  of  them,  it  is  generally  administered  with  great 
haste,  and  often  very  irreverently.  It  ought  to  be  administered  with  the 
greatest  solemnity.    A  man  should  be  fully  aware  of  what  he  is  about  to  swear. 

In  the  second  clause  of  the  Act,  by  which  certain  oaths  in  the  Customs 
department  are  abolished,  exceptions  are  made  of  certain  oaths  administered 
upon  examination  and  inquiry  by  the  officers  of  the  Customs ;  why  is  it  more 
importaQt  to  retain  oaths  in  those  cases  than  in  the  cases  in  which  oaths  have 
been  abolished  ? — The  only  principle  I  am  aware  of  is,  that  the  inquiry  before 
the  surveyor-general  has  all  the  character  of  a  judicial  inquiry.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  the  sanctity  of  an  oath  is  necessary  to  secure  the  truth. 

Then  before  whom  are  the  oaths  taken  which  are  mentioned  in  the  first  clause 
of  that  Act? — In  London  before  the  surveyors-general,  and  at  the  out-ports 
before  the  collector  and  comptroller.  In  all  inquiries  with  reference  to  the 
conduct  of  officers  an  oath  is  uniformly^administered. 

What  is  the  difference  between  the  facts  proved  by  one  class  of  oaths  and 
facts  proved  by  the  other  class  of  oaths  ? — I  am  not  aware  of  any. 

Why  is  it  necessary  to  establish  facts  by  oath  before  the  surveyor-general 
when  it  is  not  necessary  before  the  Board  ? — Should  the  Board  pursue  any 
inquiry  themselves,  they  would  have  the  surveyor-general  there  to  administer 
the  oaths  ;  but  almost  all  inquiries  are  carried  on  before  the  surveyor-general. 

Do  you  think  that  that  oath  ought  to  be  maintained  ? — I  think  it  should. 

Have  not  the  Board  authority  to  administer  an  oath?— I  should  think  they 
have ;  I  should  say,  that  in  the  event  of  any  inquiry  being  carried  on  before 
the  Board  to  elicit  facts,  they  would  proceed  upon  oath,  as  the  surveyors- 
general  do. 

Are  not  the  facts  stated  in  the  first  section  of  the  Act  with  respect  to  which 
the  oaths  are  abolished  of  the  same  class  as  the  facts  stated  in  the  exception  for 
which  the  oaths  are  still  reserved  ? — No,  I  should  say  certainly  not.  With 
respect  to  the  accounts,  they  may  be  verified  by  the  production  of  the  accounts 
themselves,  and  I  would  rather  get  at  the  result  of  accounts  by  means  of 
vouchers  than  by  any  oath  at  all ;  but  with  respect  to  the  inquiry,  that  inquiry 
which  takes  place  in  the  Board  of  Customs  is  something  analogous  to  that  which 
takes  place  in  a  court  of  justice,  and  very  often  a  man's  place  or  a  man's  repu- 
tation is  at  stake.  Individuals  are  often  called  before  the  surveyors-^general 
who  may  have  a  personal  feeling  or  some  prejudice,  and  upon  that  ground 
1  should  rather  bring  the  parties  before  the  surveyors-general,  under  the  sanctity 
of  an  oath. 

Are  you  alluding  to  regular  informations  ? — I  am  alluding  to  cases  where 
a  man  is  accused  of  fraud.  An  officer  of  the  customs  may  be  accused  of  gross 
fraud.    I  may  receive  an  anonymous  letter  containing  such  an  accusation,  and 

I  should 
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I  should  iramediately  have  an  inquiry ;  and  if  it  satisfied  me  that  there  was  any    ^-  B.Dean,  Esq. 

thing  in  it,  I  should  order  an  open  inquiry  before  the  surveyor-general,  and       . 

then  I  would  have  the  witnesses  upon  the  sanctity  of  an  oath.  *'  '^P"^  *®^^* 

Upon  those  inquiries,  does  not  it  often  happen  that  there  is  conflicting  evi- 
dence?— Repeatedly.  I  know  of  no  inquiry,  hardly,  in  which  an  officer  is 
inculpated,  in  which  there  is  not  evidence  on  both  sides. 

Have  not  you  often  found  that  persons  will  say  that  which  they  will  not 
repeat  upon  oath  ? — I  am  sorry  to  say  I  have. 

Were  not  many  of  the  subjects  with  respect  to  which  oaths  were  administered 
by  the  surveyor-general  of  the  most  trivial  kind  ? — It  was  so  formerly ;  for 
example,  when  a  party  was  to  be  relieved  upon  the  commissioners  being  satis- 
fied, that  satisfaction  was  commonly  given  by  an  oath. 

It  was  stated,  when  this  Act  was  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  by 
Lord  Lansdowne,  that  he  had  great  reason  to  hope  that  when  the  experiment 
had  been  tried  a  year  or  two  it  would  be  possible  to  abolish  other  oaths  in  the 
Customs ;  are  there  any  other  oaths  to  which  that  could  refer,  except  the  oaths 
now  referred  to  ? — I  am  not  aware  of  any.  I  believe  that  the  abolition  was 
universal,  with  the  exception  of  what  are  'contained'  in  this  second  clause  re- 
ferred to. 

Have  you  any  idea  of  the  number  taken  under  that  second  section  in  the  -^ 

course  of  a  year? — No,  but  there  are  a  great  many. 

Does  it  occur  to  you  that  there  are  any  other  cases  in  which  oaths  might  be 
dispensed  with  ?  -None  whatever.

John  Stqffbrdf  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

YOU  are  chief  clerk  of  the  Bow-street  Police-office  ?—  I  am.  John  Stafford,  Esq. 

How  long  have  you  been  in  that  situation? — Upwards  of  80  years.  ■ 

Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  duties  of  that  office  ? — 1  am,  from  the 
length  of  time  I  have  served  in  it. 

Do  many  persons  attend  before  the  magistrates  at  Bow-street  to  take  volun- 
tary affidavits.^ — A  great  many. 

Upon  what  subjects  are  the  voluntary  affidavits  usually  taken  ? — I  do  not  know 
that  I  am  exactly  correct  in  saying  voluntary  affidavits.  A  great  many  people 
apply  to  have  voluntary  oaths  administered  to  .them,  which  the  magistrares  at 
Bow-street  always  refuse  to  do,  unless  they  conceive  that  they  have  jurisdiction 
so  to  do.  The  oaths  I  allude  to  are  oaths  for  half  pay,  and  that  description 
of  oaths. 

Those  are  oaths  which  are  enacted  by  statute  ? — They  are. 

What  you  mean  by  a  voluntary  affidavit  is,  an  individual  applying  to  be 
sworn,  for  example,  that  he  is  the  inventor  of  a  particular  piece  of  mechanism  ? 
— Or  that  another  person  owes  him  such  a  debt. 

And  the  magistrates  at  Bow-street  do  not  administer  such  oaths,  because 
they  conceive  they  cannot  legally  do  so? — Exactly  so. 

And  that  persons  could  not  be  indicted  for  the  breach  of  such  an  oath  ? — Cer- 
tainly not,  either  for  perjury  or  misdemeanor. 

Do  the  officers  of  the  Bow-street  establishment  take  an  oath  of  office  ? — No. 

They  only  take  the  oath  of  constables  ? — Yes. 

Are  the  accounts  of  your  office  sworn  to  ? — Yes. 

Who  swears  to  them^ — I  do. 

Are  you  called  upon  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  swear  to  your  accounts  ?— No, 
I  think  not.  We  never  used  to  swear  to  the  Bow-street  accounts  till  of  late 
years,  since  the  establishment  of  the  different  police  offices,  and  then  the  chief 
<;lerks  of  the  respective  offices  were  called  upon  to  swear  to  their  accounts  j 
and  it  was  thought  necessary  that  the  Bow-street  office  should  be  under  the 
same  regulation  as  the  other  offices. 

If  you  swear  that  an  account  is  correct,  and  then  it  proves  not  to  be  so,  can 
you  be  indicted  for  the  breach  of  that  oath  ? — I  believe  not. 

Do  not  you  think  that  the  best  means  of  checking  an  account  is  its  being 
sent  in  speedily,  and  quickly  audited  ? — Certainly. 

Do  not  you  think  that  the  truth  of  an  account  can  be  better  proved  by 
vouchers  than  by  oaths  or  declarations  ? — The  oath,  as  it  applies  to  myself,  is, 
that  I  have  accounted  for  all  the  sums  that  I  have  received  and  expended.    It 
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Jolm  Stafford,  Esq.  applies  to  the  petty  cash  account,  which  I  am  accountable  for^  and  which  is 

^    received  by  the  other  clerks  as  well  as  myself;  and  they  account  to  me  for  it, 

21  April  1834.^    and  it  is  entered  in  the  quarterly  account,  and  I  swear  to  the  accuracy  of  it, 
and  render  that  account  as  a  voucher  to  the  receiver  for  that  sum  of  money. 

Were  there  any  errors  detected  in  the  accounts  previously  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  oath  ? — I  never  heard  of  any. 

And  the  accounts  were  as  well  kept  formerly  as  they  are  now  ? — I  believe 
quite  as  well. 

Can  you  inform  the  Committee  of  the  number  of  oaths  administered  by  the 
magistrates  at  Bow-street  in  a  week  ? — I  should  think,  in  a  week,  at  Bow-street, 
altogether  we  must  administer  300  or  400,  or  perhaps  600  or  7OO  in  some 
weeks ;  the  number  varies  very  much. 

Is  there  a  fee  paid  to  any  person  for  the  administration  of  these  oaths  ? — 
Some  of  them,^  a  fee  of  one  shilling,  but  generally  there  is  not  any  fee  taken. 

Is  a  fee  demanded  from  persons  who  attend  to  take  an  affidavit  for  the 
receipt  of  their  half-pay  or  pension? — None  taken;  and  I  have  reason  to 
believe  there  is  none  demanded. 

Who  administers  the  oath  to  a  person  who  makes  an  affidavit  for  the  receipt 
of  his  half-pay  or  pension  ?— One  of  the  clerks  goes  into  the  magistrate's  office 
and  swears  the  gentleman,  and  then  puts  the  affidavit  before  the  magistrate, 
who  signs  it,  and  it  is  then  delivered  back  to  the  gentleman. 

On  what  occasion  are  pawnbrokers'  duplicates  made  the  subject  of  an 
affidavit  ? — Where  the  parties  who  have  pawned  any  article  lose  the  duplicate. 

How  many  of  these  cases  are  sworn  to  in  the  course  of  a  day  ? — On  some 
days  none,  or  very  few;  on  other  days  twenty;  perhaps  fifty  or  more  on 
Saturdays. 

Do  the  magistrates  in  some  of  the  police  offices  administer  more  affidavits  in 
such  cases  ? — I  have  heard  they  do. 

Does  the  security  of  the  owner  of  the  property  depend  at  all  upon  the 
sanction  of  the  oath  taken,  and  Aot  upon  the  impossibility  of  any  straneer 
knowing  the  particulars  of  the  duplicate,  and  shaping  his  affidavit  according^? 
— He  swears  that  on  such  a  day  tnere  was  pledged  such  an  article  with  a  pawn- 
broker, and  that  the  informant  has  lost  the  duplicate. 

Are  you  not  of  opinion  that  the  same  security  might  be  obtained  by  substi- 
tuting a  declaration,  with  a  signature,  before  the  magistrate? — Certainly,  sup* 
posing  there  was  an  adequate  punishment  for  a  false  declaration. 

For  the  three  or  four  days  about  quarter-day,  how  many  oaths  are  adminis- 
tered to  pensioners  at  Bow-street? — I  should  tiiink  as  many  as  &fty  or  a  hundred 
or  more  (the  number  is  ve»y  uncertain)  in  a  day. 

Is  there  not  another  class  of  oaths. made  by  firemen,  as  to  their  having  been 
with  their  engines  at  fires,  for  the  purpose  of  claiming  rewards;  are  those 
of  frequent  occurrence? — ^Yes,  perhaps  one  or  two  fire  cases  happen  in  a  week, 
sometimes  more. 

Could  not  the  matter  be  made  the  subject  of  evidence  without  administering 
an  oath  ? — It  is  always  inquired  into  before  the  reward  is  given. 

Is  it  a  matter  which  might  easily  be  inquired  into  by  the  examination  of 
witnesses? — I  should  think  so. 

With  respect  to  voluntary  affidavits,  are  not  a  great  number  of  those  required 
to  be  taken  by  the  Bank,  and  by  different  insunmce  offices  ? — Certainly.  In 
cases  of  lost  bank  notes  they  are  required  by  the  Bank. 

From  vour  own  observation,  does  not  it  appear  to  vou  that  in  all  cases  of 
that  kind  a  declaration  signed  before  a  magistrate  woulif  be  equally  efiectual  ? 
— I  should  think  it  would,  and  in  many  instances  better,  if  you  make  the  parties 
liable  to  punishment  if  they  make  a  false  declaration. 

Have  you  seen  many  instances  in  which  parties,  having  said  one  thing, 
corrected  themselves  when  they  were  put  upon  oatii  ? — Not  many ;  not  more 
than  I  should  suppose  might  happen  without  any  decided  intention  to  swear 
falsely.  ^ 

Have  they  not  been  principally  Irish  women? — A  great  many  of  them. 
I  have  observed  with  regard  to  the  Irish,  and  the  women  in  particular,  that 
they  do  not  regard  an  oath,  apparently,  unless  the  book  has  a  cross  upon  it ; 
and  if  you  do  not  watch  them  they  will  not  kiss  the  book,  but  evade  it  by 
kissing  their  thumb ;  but  if  you  present  them  witii  a  testament  with  a  cross 
upon  It,  and  they  Idas  it,  you  may  depend  upon  the  truUi  of  what  they  say; 

but 
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but  if  they  can  possibly  evade  doing  that  they  will ;  and  they  do  not  mind  what  •'^  Stafford,  Esq. 
falsehoods  they  tell.  

Is  an  oath  administered  frequently  to  very  young  persons  ? — No ;  we  never      ^*  ^^    *^^ 
swear  voung  persons  to  that  description  of  affidavit  that  I  have  been  speaking 
of.    If  it  is  necessary  to  swear  a  voung  person  in  a  judicial  proceeding  before  ^ 
a  magistrate,  we  always  examine  him  as  to  whether  he  understands  the  nature 
of  an  oath. 

With  respect  to  the  oaths  respecting  pawnbrokers'  duplicates,  is  not  the 
object  of  the  oath  merely  to  prevent  their  giving  up  the  property  at  once 
without  further  inquiry? — It  secures  the  property,  and  prevents  the  article 
pawned  being  taken  out  on  presenting  the  lost  duplicate,  the  affidavit  being 
retained  in  the  hands  of  the  pawnbroker  till  the  original  pawner  comes  to  claim 
the  pledge. 

Do  not  you  think  that  a  simple  notice  to  the  pawnbroker,  **  Take  notice,  I 
have  lost  my  duplicate,  and  therefore  you  are  not  to  give  up  the  property  to 
any  person  without  hearing  me,**  would  be  sufficient,  without  any  oath  ? — 
Certainly ;  I  believe  many  persons  are  unwilling  to  take  oaths  on  trifling  occa- 
sions. The  only  question  would  be,  whether  Sie  pawnbrokers  would  pay  due 
attention  to  it. 

From  your  experience  of  the  law,  are  you  not  of  opinion  that  a  magistrate 
who  administers  a  voluntary  affidavit  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor? — Certainly, 
where  the  magistrate  is  aware  he  has  no  jurisdiction. 

Is  not  the  taking  of  such  voluntary  aiSSdavit  a  misdemeanor  ? — I  have  never 
considered  that  the  mere  taking  of  the  oath  was  a  misdemeanor ;  I  should  think 
that,  in  order  to  make  it  so,  the  person  taking  it  must  be  aware  at  the  time 
that  he  is  committing  an  offence ;  if  the  person  supposes  that  the  oath  is  a  legal 
oath,  thea  I  should  say  that  the  mere  taxing  of  the  oath  would  not  be  a  misde- 
meanor on  his  part. 

Do  parochial  matters  come  under  the  consideration  of  the  magistrates  at 
Bow-street  ? — ^Yes. 

Are  the  accounts  of  the  parochial  officers  sworn  to  at  Bow-street  ? — Some 
of  them ;  there  are  very  few  narishes  that  come  to  us  upon  matters  relating  to 
the  poor ;  only  some  four  or  nve,  I  think. 

Axe  they  ever  in  the  habit  of  bringing  the  accounts  of  the  rate  to  be  sworn 
to  before  it  is  collected  ? — No. 

Are  not  the  accounts  of  the  disbursements  sworn  to  periodically,  subject  of 
course  to  appeal  if  they  are  found  to  be  wrong  ? — Yes. 

Are  appeals  frequent  ? — Not  frequent 

In  case  of  a  complaint  proving  to  be  well  founded,  is  the  person  swearing 
to  the  account  liable  to  any  punishment  ?  —Yes,  I  should  think  he  was,  for  a 
misdemeanor,  not  for  perjury ;  but  the  oath  being  required  by  law  to  be  taken 
in  a  proceeding  before  a  magistrate,  I  should  consider  it  a  misdemeanor. 

Are  not  the  words  used,  "to  the  best  of  your  knowledge  and  belief?** — 
They  are,  in  such  cases. 

Have  you  known  any  instance  of  these  words  being  introduced,  ^^  until  just 
cause  be  shown  to  the  contrary?** — Never. 

Do  you  consider  that  the  affidavits  of  the  parish  officers  give  any  security  to 
the  proper  disbursement  of  the  monev  of  tne  parish  ? — I  should  think  very 
little,  ii  any ;  it  would  depend  a  good  deal  upon  the  description  of  person  that 
was  overseer. 

In  fact,  is  not  that  sort  of  accounts  altogether  so  liable  to  error,  and  at  the 
same  time  so  easily  capable  of  subsequent  correction  by  an  honest  overseer, 
that  a  declaration  would  answer  all  the  purposes  of  an  affidavit? — ^I  think  a 
declaration  quite  as  effective,  with  a  proviso  that  in  case  the  declaration  was 
decidedly  false  there  should  be  some  punishment  for  it. 

Did  you  ever  know  an  instance  of  an  overseer  being  prosecuted  for  perjury 
in  consequence  of  an  appeal  to  the  quarter  sessions  against  the  correctness  of 
his  account  ? — No,  I  do  not  recollect  any  instance  in  consequence  of  an  appeal ; 
I  remember  one  instance  of  an  overseer  being  indicted  for  having  taken  a  false 
oath  before  a  magistrate  on  passing  his  accounts  there,  but  not  on  an  appeal 
to  the  sessions. 

Have  you  many  applications  for  parochial  relief  at  Bow-street  ? — Yes. 

Is  not  that  application  always  verified  by  an  affidavit  ?— Before  any  com- 
pulsory measure  is  taken  there  is  an  oath;  but  if  a  person  comes  making  a 
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John  Stafford,  Esq.   complaint  that  he  is  in  need  of  relief,  we  generally  ask  him  the  circumstances, 

and  inquire  if  he  has  applied  to  the  parish  officers;    if  he  says  "no,*'  then 

21  April  1834.      we  say,  "before  we  can  do  anything  for  you,  you  must  apply  to  the  parish 
officers." 

Do  the  magistrates  of  Bow-street  summon  the  parish  officers  to  appear  with- 
out requiring  the  party  complaining  to  make  an  simdavit  ?— No,  not  a  summons ; 
sometimes  we  send  a  note  to  the  overseer. 

Do  not  you  think  that  this  affidavit  might  be  safely  dispensed  with,  provided 
that  the  magistrate  was  to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  family  and  into  the 
whole  case  ? — No  doubt  that  might  be  dispensed  with,  because  that  inquiry 
might  be  made  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor. 

Do  you  thiuk  that  an  affidavit  is  as  great  a  safeguard  for  the  truth  of  a  com- 
plaint as  an  inquiry  ?— No  ;  I  think  it  is  very  little  of  a  safeguard  in  many 
instances  where  it  is  administered. 

Do  the  magistrates  of  Bow-street  sign  many  orders  of  removal  ? — We  do 
some  for  the  parishes  who  are  in  the  habit  of  coming  to  the  office. 

Previous  to  the  order  of  removal  being  granted,  must  not  the  overseer  of 
the  parish  make  oath  that  he  has  relieved  the  panper? — Yes. 

Would  not  his  declaration  that  he  has  relieved  the  pauper,  or  the  giving  the 
pauper  a  shilling,  or  some  trifling  sum,  in  the  presence  of  the  magistrate,  do 
away  with  the  necessity  of  that  oath  ? — Certainly  it  would  j  sometimes  no 
relief  is  given  till  they  come  to  the  office. 

Would  not  such  a  practice  be  attended  with  some  danger  of  paupers  being 
removed  before  they  were  actually  chargeable  ? — I  consider  that  an  overseer 
would  consider  himself  bound  to  inquire  into  the  accuracy  of  a  man's  settle- 
ment before  he  applies  for  an  order  of  removal. 

Does  it  not  often  happen  that  churchwardens  and  overseers  are  very  desirous 
of  getting  rid  of  people  who  are  not  actually  chargeable  ? — I  do  not  Know  any 
instances  of  it ;  the  general  practice  at  our  office  is,  that  the  parish  officers 
themselves  examine  the  pauper,  and  take  it  down  in  a  book,  and  they  bring 
the  pauper  and  the  book  to  the  magistrate,  and  the  magistrate  reads  over  what 
has  been  taken  down  from  the  pauper  and  administers  the  oath  to  him,  and 
asks  him  if  that  is  true.  When  he  has  done  that,  and  there  appears  upon  the 
face  of  that  examination  a  settlement  to  remove  the  pauper  to,  and  the  over- 
seer proves  that  he  has  relieved  the  pauper,  the  order  is  granted. 

Do  you  think  a  magistrate  would  be  justified  in  removing  a  pauper  if  the 
pauper  had  not  been  relieved  before  the  pauper  was  brought  into  tne  magis- 
trate's presence  ? — No,  I  should  think  not ;  at  the  same  time  it  has  been  done, 
vnthout  any  intention  of  violating  the  law. 

Have  you  many  cases  of  affiUation  sworn  at  your  office  ?— Not  many ;  we 
have  sonie. 

What  has  been  your  observation  with  respect  to  that  oath  ;  have  you  reason 
to  believe  that  it  is  often  falsely  sworn  ? — I  do  not  think  so;  I  do  not  think 
the  oath  is  trifled  with  one  time  in  fifty.

Francis  Hobler,  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows  : 

F.  Hoblerj  Esq.        YOU  are  chief  clerk  at  the  Mansion-house  ? — Yes. 

How  many  years  have  you  filled  that  office  ? — As  chief  clerk  about  thirty 

years. 

You  are  well  acquainted  with  the  practice  of  public  business  before  the  lord 
mayor  as  a  magistrate  ?— Yes. 

Does  the  lord  mayor  always  sit  at  the  Mansion-house,  or  is  he  assisted  by  any 
of  the  aldermen  ?— He  generally  sits  himself. 

Has  it  been  the  practice  of  the  respective  lord  mayors  to  administer  voluntary 
affidavits  ? — Frequently. 

Can  you  inform  the  Committee  by  what  statute  a  magistrate  is  authorized  to 
administer  a  voluntary  affidavit  ? — I  know  of  no  such  statute. 

Do  you  know  any  thing  in  the  common  law  which  would  authorize  a  magis- 
trate to  do  so  ? — I  cannot  answer  that  question. 

Is  it  n9t  then  illegal  to  administer  voluntary  affidavits  ? — I  cannot  say  so  far 
as  that. 

If  there  is  no  statute  to  authorize  a  magistrate  to  administer  a  voluntary 

affidavit. 
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affidavit,  and  nothing  in  the  common  law  which  authorizes  such  administration,     f.  HobUr,  Eiiq. 

how  can  the  administration  of  such  voluntary  affidavit  be  legal  ? — I  should       '- 

think  that  many  things  are  legal   that  are  not  authorized  by  any  particular      «i  April  1834. 
statute ;  custom  is  common  law,  and  therefore  they  are  authorized  by  custom. 

Do  you  know  any  individual  case  in  which  a  person  has  been  indicted  for 
a  breach  of  such  a  voluntary  affidavit  ? — I  am  not  aware  of  any  case. 

If  you  were  directed  by  the  court  of  aldermen  to  prepare  an  indictment 
against  a  man  for  a  breach  of  a  voluntary  affidavit,  how  would  you  set  about  it? 
— I  should  not  have  the  business  to  do;  it  would  be  referred  to  the  city 
solicitor,  who  would  act  under  advice. 

Have  you  any  doubt  that  many  of  those  voluntary  affidavits  have  been 
broken  ? — I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Are  not  many  of  the  voluntary  affidavits  of  this  description,  that  a  man 
swears  that  he  is  the  inventor  of  a  particular  piece  of  mechanism  ? — Sometimes. 
Or  that  he  sells  particular  goods  which  are  not  adulterated? — Sometimes; 
but  if  they  are  observed  they  are  not  signed. 

Do  the  proprietors  qr  publishers  of  newspapers  take  any  affidavits  before  the 
lord  mayor  of  the  numbers  of  newspapers  sold  ? — They  do. 

Is  there  any  fee  upon  those  voluntary  affidavits  paid  to  any  officer  at  the 
Mansion-house? — There  is  a  shilling  paid,  which  shilling  is  returned  into  the 
chamber. 

Can  you  inform  the  Committee  of  the  amount  that  was  received  in  the  last 
year  from  that  source  ? — I  cannot  say  from  that  source  only ;  the  average  is 
about  t)00  /.  a  year  for  the  fees  of  the  office  generally,  including  a  great  many 
things  besides  affidavits. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  amount  of  fees  paid  into  the  funds  of 
the  city  of  London  for  voluntary  affidavits  ? — I  cannot  distinguish  them  j  it  is 
only  a  small  portion  of  affidavits  of  that  nature  which  are  made  before  the  lord 
mayor  ;  many  of  them  are  by  virtue  of  office,  or  powers  of  attorney,  going  to 
the  West  Indies,  and  other  affidavits,  to  which  the  city  seal  is  affixed,  which 
makes  them  evidence  in  any  court  in  the  British  Colonies  ;  and  there  are  also 
other  affidavits  of  a  different  description,  with  respect  to  half  pay  and  widows' 
pensions,  for  which  nothing  is  charged,  and  with  respect  to  pawnbrokeiV 
duplicates. 

Do  the  clerks  of  the  Bank  of  England  take  a  voluntary  affidavit  before  the 
lord  mayor  ? — No.  The  Post-office  men  (most  of  them)  take  an  oath  of  office, 
swearing  that  they  will  not  open  or  detain  letters. 

Do  the  insurance  offices  in  the  city  take  any  affidavits  before  the  lord  mayor  P 
— Not  that  I  am  aware  of. 

Before  whem  are  the  livery  sworn  r — The  freemen  of  London  are  sworn 
before  the  chamberlain  of  London. 

Who  administers  the  oath  at  the  Mansion-house?— In  general  it  is  done  by 
one  of  the  city  marshals,  who  is  in  constant  attendance  upon  the  lord  mayor. 
Is  the  oath  administered  while  the  other  business  is  going  on  ? — Yes. 
Is  it  administered  solemnly  ? — Yes,  with  more  decency  than  I  have  seen  it    . 
administered  elsewhere. 

'  Do  you  think  that  the  voluntary  affidavits  could  be  dispensed  with  ?— I  should 
think  so;  but  it  might  be  a  hindrance  to  business  to  do  away  with  all  voluntary 
affidavits ;  for  example,  a  person  comes  and  swears  that  a  debt  is  owing  to  him 
for  goods  delivered  to  some  one,  and  that  the  money  has  not  been  paid. 

Upon  what  ground  has  a  magistrate  authority  to  administer  an  oath  to  a 
person  on  that  subject? — Supposing  it  was  going  to  the  West  Indies,  a  party 
could  not  recover  his  debt  without  that 

Would  not  a  declaration,  accompanied  with  penalties  upon  the  breach  of  it, 
answer  for  those  purposes? — I  cscnnot  say;  I  cannot  measure  another  man's 
mind  and  conscience. 

Do  you  yourself  swear  to  any  accounts?— Yes,  I  swear  to  all  my  accounts, 
by  the  direction  of  the  court  of  aldermen,  at  the  request  of  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  common  council. 

Do  you  produce  vouchers  for  your  accounts  ?— I  have  very  few  vouchers. 
Do  not  you  consider  that  the  multiplication  of  oaths  is  a  thing  very  much 
to  be  avoided  ? — I  do.  .,^^^ 

Do  not  you  think  that,  if  useless  oaths  were  abolished,  and^eclarations 
substituted,  persons  would  pay  more  reverence  to  those  oaths  that  remained  ? — 
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F.Hohkr,  Esq.     If  your  Lordships  were  to  see  who  it  is  that  the  magistrates  have  to  deal  with, 

•p perhaps  you  would  not  think  so.    Two  Jews  quarrel,  and  there  are  half  a  dozen 

SI  April  1834.  witnesses  on  each  side;  in  fact,  there  is  no  witnesses  at  all— they  are  ail  prin- 
cipals. They  will  go  all  lengths.  They  are  people  of  lively  passions,  and  they 
go  ofFjust  like  rockets.  I  have  heard  a  Jew  tell  a  story,  and  it  was  a  strange 
story,  and  he  was  asked,  **  Have  you  been  sworn  ?" — "  No."  "  Then  give 
him  the  Hebrew  book.  Put  your  hat  on.  Now  begin  your  story  again."  And 
he  has  told  quite  a  diflferent  story.  •*  Why,  that  is  not  what  you  said  before.** 
— "  I  was  not  sworn,  my  Lord.'*  That  shows  that  he  attached  some  respect  to 
an  oath.  That  is  the  only  fact  of  the  sort  I  know,  but  it  was  so  striking  that 
I  could  not  forget  it. 
Are  the  accounts  of  the  city  sworn  to  ? — Most  of  the  accounts. 
Do  not  you  think  the  best  check  upon  an  account  is  its  being  quickly  sent 
in  and  speedily  audited  ? — They  cannot  audit  my  accounts ;  but  with  accounts 
which  can  be  capable  of  having  vouchers  for  them,  that  is  the  best  security, 
certainly. 

Have  not  the  lord  mayors  very  large  accounts  sent  in  to  them  for  different 
things  furnished  to  them  during  their  mayoralty  ? — Of  course. 

Does  the  lord  mayor  require  those  tradesmen  to  swear  to  those  accounts  r — 
He  must  trust  his  housekeeper  to  check  them. 

Does  the  housekeeper  swear  that  she  has  checked  them  correctly  ? — I  do  not 
know. 

Is  not  the  character  of  the  clerk  of  the  lord  mayor  a  sufficient  guarantee  to 
the  city  of  London  that  he  will  not  plunder  the  city  ? — I  hope  so  j  but  it  has 
always  been  the  custom  to  take  an  oath  for  a  great  many  years. 

In  your  opinion,  declarations  might  be  substituted  for  oaths  ? — I  have  no 
doubt  of  it}  I  think  for  respectable  people,  always. 

Do  you  think  that  many  a  rogue  will  not  perjure  himself? — I  think  they 
will. 

From  your  experience,  do  you  think  there  are  many  witnesses  that  come  to 
testify  to  a  fact  who  would  say  that,  not  being  sworn,  which  they  would  not  say 
if  they  were  sworn? — I  have  no  doubt  it  operates  as  a  check. 

Should  you  see  any  objection  to  get  rid  of  voluntary  affidavits  ? — Certainly 
not.  They  do  mischief  in  some  cases ;  but  if  you  were  to  say  that  no  voluntary 
oath  should  be  taken,  it  might  check  business. 

Will  you  specify  any  instance  in  which  it  would  have  that  effect  ?— For 
example,  one  man  says  to  another,  **  If  you  will  swear  to  this  debt  I  will  pay  it»^ 
and  that  puts  an  end  to  the  dispute. 

Do  not  you  consider  that  a  magistrate  dealing  with  such  a  transaction  as 
that  is  acting  illegally  ? — I  think  illegally  is  rather  too  hard  a  word. 

Do  not  you  think  it  is  a  most  improper  practice,  and  that  it  leads  to  great 
perjury  ?— I  should  hope  not* 

Have  you  any  doubt  that  some  of  the  most  eminent  Judges  in  Westminster- 
hall  have  declared  those  voluntary  oaths  to  be  illegal  ? — I  have  heard  that  it  has 
been  said  that  magistrates  should  be  more  careful. 

Have  not  you  heard  that  Lord  Eldon,  Lord  EUenborough  and  Lord  Tenter- 
den  have  declared  them  to  be  unlawful  ?—» I  have  read  such  observations  made* 
Then  how  can  you  say  that  you  have  no  reason  to  believe  them  unlawfill  ? — 
I  look  upon  the  word  unlawful  in  a  stronger  light ;  something  that  is  absolutely 
prohibited  by  law. 

You  have  stated  that  the  practice  of  administering  voluntary  oaths  is  justified 
by  custom ;  is  not  this  a  custom  of  the  Lord  Mayor's  office,  which  is  complained 
of  in  every  other  office  ? — I  do  not  know  that  the  lord  mayor  is  alone  in  the 
thing. 

You  say  that  the  lord  mayor  sometimes  will  not  administer  oaths  which  are 
brought ;  what  is  the  nature  of  those  which  have  been  refused  ? — I  have  seen 
oaths  put  forward  that  would  not  bear  the  light,  as  to  feats  of  various  kinds, 
and  persons  coming  and  declaring  that  they  never  spoke  ill  words  of  another. 
The  other  voluntary  oaths  are  with  respect  to  debts.  A  man  came  to-day  to 
make  an  oath,  and  as  he  was  not  prepared  with  the  form,  I  made  the  oath  for 
him.  That  was  a  tradesman,  who  swore  that  the  contents  of  the  articles  men- 
tioned in  the  bill  of  parcels  upon  the  other  side  were  really  sent  to  the  order  of 
such  an  one  at  Norwich,  and  that  they  were  fairly  chargedf,  and  that  there  was 
still  due  upon  the  articles  17 L  to  him. 
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Do  you  think  that  the  lord  mayor  had  a  right  to  administer  such  an  oath  ? — 
If  I  had  thought  there  was  anything  wrong  I  should  not  have  administered  it 
He  sends  that  to  Norwich,  ana  the  account  is  closed  between  them. 

Has  such  a  custom  as  that  prevailed  in  any  other  police  office  ? — At  the  pcdice 
offices  there  is  such  a  custom. 

Do  you  know  that  people  have  been  allowed  to  take  those  oaths  at  any  other 
office? — No ;  I  cannot  know  what  they  do  at  other  offices. 

Do  not  you  know  that  there  have  been  constant  complaints  of  those  oaths 
being  administered  at  the  Lord  Mayor's  office  ? — No,  or  else  it  would  have 
been  stopped.  j- jt^  Witness  was  directed  to  withdraw.

THE  DUKE  OF  RICHMOND  in  the  Chair. 


Hemkigh  Wedgewood,  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

YOU  are  one  of  the  magistrates  of  Union  Hall  Police-office  ? — I  am. 
Have  you  turned  your  attention  much  to  the  oaths  which  you  are  called  upon 
to  administer  as  a  magistrate  ? — Yes ;  I  have  thought  a  deal  both  of  them  and 
those  we  have  to  take  as  magistrates. 

Have  the  goodness  to  state  your  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  all  or  any  of 
the  oaths  that  have  come  under  your  notice  ? — Magistrates  have  to  take  several 
themselves  that  appear  to  me  quite  useless.  To  qualify  a  man  to  act  as  magis- 
trate for  any  one  county  he  has  to  take  eight  oaths,  three  of  which  are  repeated 
twice  over ;  and  consequently  a  police  magistrate  who  acts  for  six  divisions  has 
to  take  forty-eight  oaths  to  qualif)r  him  for  his  office. 

State  what  oaths  they  are  called  upon  to  take  ? — ^The  first  step  in  qualifying  a 
magistrate  is  to  sue  out  a  writ  of  dedimus,  which  is  a  writ  addressed  to  any 
indifferent  persons,  authorizing  them  to  administer  to  him  the  oaths  of  allegiance 
and  supremacy,  and  the  oath  of  office ;  then  before  the  clerk  of  the  peace  he 
takes  the  oath  of  office  and  of  his  qualification  of  100/.  a  year ;  and  finally,  he 
takes  in  some  court  of  record  the  oat^is  allegiance,  supremacy  and  abjuration. 
I  think  the  whole  of  these  oaths  might  be  advantageously  dispensed  with,  and 
replaced  by  a  simple  engagement  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  a 
declaration  of  his  being  possessed  of  the  necessary  qualification.  All  the  oaths 
taken  under  the  dedimus  are  again  taken  in  other  stages  of  the  qualification,  so 
that  at  any  rate  this  writ  might  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  fees  with  which  it  is 
charged  might  be  paid  at  the  time  the  magistrate  qualifies  at  quarter  sessions. 
I  think  a  great  number  of  the  affidavits  in  the  ordinary  business  of  the  poUce 
office  are  quite  useless.  The  security  they  give  in  most  cases  depends  merely 
upon  certain  facts  being  within  the  knowledge  of  the  parties  who  make  the 
affidavits,  which  nobody  else  has  an  opportunity  of  knowing,  and  in  uo  respect 
upon  the  oath.  For  instance,  one  of  the  affidavits  most  frequently  occurring  is 
that  of  the  loss  of  pawnbrokers'  duplicates ;  the  form  of  an  affidavit  of  this 
description  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  lost  duplicate,  togetiier  with  an  oath  that  it 
has  been  lost,  and  not  sold  or  transferred.  Now  it  is  clear  the  security  to  pawn- 
brokers and  parties  who  have  their  property  in  pawn  is  the  fact  that  the  par- 
ticulars of  each  duplicate  are  only  known  to  the  owner  of  the  property,  and 
consequently  no  person  who  has  not  seen  the  original  duplicate  has  the  oppor- 
tunity of  taking  the  property  out  of  pawn  by  a  forged  affidavit.  There  are 
forty  or  fifty  of  these  affidavits  every  day  relating  to  property^  of  the  value  of 
about  3^.  each  affidavit  on  an  average. 

You  mean  to  say  that  the  private  knowledge  of  those  circumstances  would  be 
ample  security,  without  the  oath  ? — Yes ;  I  think  the  security  would  be  quite  as 
great  as  it  is  at  present. 

Do  you  conceive  a  declaration  would  be  a  sufficient  security,  without  admi- 
nistering an  oath  ? — I  think  a  declaration  of  that  kind,  authenticated  before  a 
magistrate,  would  be  looked  upon  in  exactly  the  same  light  that  the  oath  is  now,

^^*  form  another  abundant  source  of  affidavits,  where  the  security  depends  on 

«8  April  1834.  similar  circumstances.  The  affidavits  which  form  the  vouchers  for  the  payment 
of  all  military  and  naval  pensions  consist  of  two  parts  ;  first,  a  certificate  from 
the  minister  of  the  parish,  that  he  believes  the  pensioner  to  be  the  person  he 
represents  himself  to  be  ;  and,  secondly,  an  oath  before  a  magistrate  that  he 
served  so  long  in  such  and  such  a  regiment,  and  is  entitled  to  such  and  such  a 
pension  for  his  services.  It  is  obvious  that  the  security  against  forging  an 
affidavit  of  this  kind  consists  in  the  difficulty  any  fraudulent  person  would  have 
I  in  learning  the  particulars  necessary  to  enable  him  to  frame  his  affidavit  rightly, 

and  in  the  danger  of  detection,  and  very  little  upon  the  sanctity  of  an  oath. 
I  cannot  believe  that  any  person  who  would  commit  so  premeditated  and  cir- 
cumstantial a  fraud  as  the  forgery  of  a  document  of  this  kind  would  hesitate  for 
a  moment  to  take  a  false  oath  if  it  should  be  necessary  for  his  purpose.  I  think 
in  all  these  cases  of  pension  and  half  pay  affidavits,  simple  declarations  might 
advantageously  be  substituted  for  sworn  documents,  without  the  least  sacrifice 
of  security. 

What  do  you  think  of  the  oath  you  administer  to  firemen  claiming  rewards 
from  the  inhabitants  of  a  parish  ? — I  think  it  quite  unnecessary. 

Could' not  the  fact  of  a  fire  be  ascertained  by  examining  other  pe;^*sons? — 
Yes ;  because  if  the  fire  is  disputed,  we  do  not  admit  the  firemen's  oaths  as  to 
^  that  fact ;  they  are  required  to  prove  it  by  extraneous  evidence. 

Therefore,  in  point  of  fact,  the  oath  is  of  no  value  at  all,  and  affi^rds  no  secu- 
rity ? — Just  so. 

If  the  matter  is  not  disputed,  the  money  would  of  course  be  paid ;  if  it  is 
disputed,  you  inquire  into  the  facts  of  the  case  ? — If  we  were  able  to  take  their 
simple  allegation  in  the  first  instance,  wherever  the  fact  of  a  fire  could  not  be 
^  disputed  the  fines  would  be  paid,  as  they  are  now,  without  further  inquiry ; 

wherever  the  fire  was  disputed  the  firemen  would  be  required,  as  they  are  now, 
to  prove  their  case  by  the  oaths  of  indifferent  witnesses. 

Therefore,  in  point  of  fact,  the  oath  is  never  required  except  in  cases  where 
it  is  manifestly  useless  ? — Exactly  so. 

The  oath  is  always  tendered  ?  —It  is  only  on  affidavit  of  the  fire  that  the  parish 
officers  are  authorized  to  pay  the  rewards  j  it  is  consequently  always  necessary 
to  administer  the  oath  in  the  first  instance. 

Are  the  magistrates  of  Union  Hall  Police-office  in  the  habit  of  administering 
oaths  to  persons  as  to  their  being  the  inventors  of  some  machine  ? — No,  we 
never  do  that 

Or  that  their  tea  or  blacking  is  not  adulterated  ? — No,  we  never  admit  oaths 
of  that  kind.  I  believe  we  occasionally  administer  oaths  that  we  ought  not ; 
for  instance,  if  a  man  has  lost  a  bank  note,  or  it  has  been  destroyed  accidentally, 
the  Bank  require  him  to  make  an  affidavit  of  the  loss,  which  they  then  can  make 
good  to  him.  I  am  not  aware  that  they  have  any  right  to  require  an  oath  in  a 
case  of  this  kind,  but  it  would  be  so  hard  upon  the  suffering  parties  to  refuse 
them  that  we  generally  allow  it. 

You  conceive  those  other  affidavits,  which  may  be  called  voluntary  affidavits 
not  enacted  by  any  statute  or  common  law,  it  is  illegal  in  a  magistrate  to 
sanction? — I  believe  so. 

Do  you  not  conceive  then  that  it  would  be  illegal  in  any  man  that  took  them  ? 
— I  should  hardly  think  it  would  be  an  offence  in  the  party  taking  the  oath. 
The  magistrate  is  the  officer  appointed  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  and  I  should 
think  that  it  would  be  held  to  be  his  business  to  decide  whether  an  oath  was 
legal  or  illegal,  and  that  he  alone  would  be  answerable. 

Are  there  any  fees  paid  on  affidavits  to  any  persons  at  Union-hail  ? — There 
is  a  fee  of  1  s.  which  goes  to  the  Crown. 

It  goes  to  the  fund  out  of  which  the  salaries  are  paid? — Yes,  to  the  police 
fund.  Besides  what  I  have  mentioned,  all  sorts  of  societies  think  themselves 
entitled  to  require  an  oath  on  any  occasion  from  their  members.  Benefit 
societies,  for  instance,  on  any  occasion  when  they  may  require  proof  of  a  fact, 
are  very  apt  to  call  for  an  oath.  When  parties  come  witli  affidavits  of  that 
kind  I  tell  them  we  cannot  administer  an  oath,  but  I  allow  them  to  certify  the 
truth  of  the  fact,  and  authenticate  their  declaration  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit, 
with  the  exception  of  the  oath,  and  that  usually  satisfies  them  as  well ;  and  I 
have  no  doubt  they  obtain  their  object  by  a  certificate  of  this  kind  as  well  as  by 
an  affidavit.  j^^ 
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The  oath  would  be  no  additional  securily  to  the  society  j  tb^y  could  not 
puiiisH  them  ? — No,  certainly  not, 

A  man  cannot  be  indicted  for  swearing  falsely  in  a  voluntary  affidavit ^-^ 
No ;  it  requires  to  be  in  some  cause,  before  some  competent  court,  and  as  to  a 
material  matter. 

From  the  experience  you  have  had  as  a  magistrate,  do  you  not  think  it 
might  be  advisable,  in  every  point  of  view,  to  substitute,  in  manjr  instances, 
declarations  for  oaths,  always  making  a  breach  of  the  declaration  subject  to  a 
severe  penalty  ? — 1  think  that  with  all  affidavits,  without  any  exception,  it 
/might  be  done  with  perfect  safety.  I  believe  people  only  require  evidence  to 
be  given  in  the  legal  form,  whatever  that  may  be,  to  give  such  faith  to  it  as  it 
may  deserve.  It  requires  some  authorized  form  to  show  that  a  man  is  aware 
he  is  not  speaking  with  the  looseness  of  ordinary  conversation,  but  deliberately, 
with  the  consequences  of  false  swearing  before  his  eyes;  and  I  think  that  m 
all  affidavits,  and  in  all  cases  where  an  oath  is  now  required,  except  in  giving 
open  evidence  in  a  court  of  justice,  a  form  of  this  kind  might  be  advantageously 
substituted  for  an  oath.  Nobody  gives  at  all  a  less  degree  of  credit  to  a  Quaker 
or  a  Moravian  than  to  a  sworn  witness ;  and  that,  I  am  persuaded,  is  not 
because  they  believe  him  to  be  a  more  than  ordinarily  moral  man,  but  because 
he  gives  his  evidence  in  the  form  required  by  law ;  and  I  think  that  this  fact 
is  decisive  of  the  question  of  how  little  credit  is  actually  attached  to  the  oath 
itself. 

Do  you  mean  that  you  would  abolish  all  oaths  in  courts  of  justice  ? — I  cer- 
tainly think  they  might  be  abolished  without  any  danger  to  me  cause  of  truth 
in  all  cases,  but  1  am  afraid  that  public  opinion  is  not  yet  sufficiently  advanced 
(o  make  that  possible. 

You  are  speaking  of  the  effect  produced  on  the  party  with  respect  to  the 
belief  attached  by  the  other  party  to  the  oath ;  the  Committee  are  inquiring 
rather  into  the  effect  produced  on  the  party  taking  th6  oath  ? — I  think  we  have 
as  good  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  effect  of  an  oath  in  a  police  office  as  any 
where.  Parties  are  in  very  little  awe  of  the  court,  and  there  is  consequently 
the  less  danger  of  confounding  the  respect  paid  to  the  court  with  that  doe  to 
the  oath.  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  even  by  the  party  taking  the  oath 
It  is  in  general  only  considered  as  the  form  under  which  ne  must  give  his 
evidence. 

Have  you  never  heard  a  person  state  a  thing  at  the  police  office  as  to  which, 
when  you  swore  him,  he  varied  in  his  statement  ? — I  recollect  but  one  instance 
of  it,  and  that  was  in  the  case  of  an  Irishwoman,  who  varied  her  evidence  upon 
being  put  upon  her  oath ;  it  was,  however,  upon  a  point  on  which  she  was  not 
much  interestedr  as  to  the  settlement  of  a  child. 

Was  this  woman  a  Catholic  or  a  Protestant? — I  really  do  not  know. 

If  parties  come  in  a  state  of  great  excitement  to  the  police  office,  and  become 
partizans,  do  you  not  think  they  would  say  things  which  they  would  not 
maintain  when  called  upon  on  the  sanctity  of  an  oath  ? — No,  I  do  not  think 
that.  Parties  do  not  in  general  come  straight  from  their  quarrels  to  a  police- 
office  ;  generally  two  or  three  days  intervene ;  but  when  they  have  that  feeling 
of  partizanship,  I  think  the  oath  is  a  very  weak  barrier  against  it.  I  saw  a  very 
strong  instance  of  this  on  Saturday,  when  two  very  respectable  looking  men 
were  led  by  their  partizanship  into  the  grossest  falsehood,  in  a  case  of  two 
carriages  running  against  each  other. 

Were  they  gentlemen's  carriages  ? — They  were  tradespeople. 

If  their  testimony  was  conflicting,  it  is  quite  obvious  that  one  party  must 
swear  falsely ;  but  do  you  mean  to  say  they  were  so  regardless  of  the  sanctity 
of  an  oath  that  they  both  swore  falsely  ? — One  of  them,  a  very  respectable 
looking  man,  was  evidently  saying  any  thing  he  thought  useful  to  his  cause, 
however  contradictory ;  but  I  referred  to  it  only  on  the  question  of  how  far  we 
may  expect  an  oath  to  overpower  the  feelings  of  partizanship. 

You  state  that  as  an  instance  of  a  disregard  of  the  sanctity  of  an  oath  in 
persons  apparently  respectable  ? — Yes,  when  excited  by  partizanship. 

Do  you  not  believe  that  diminishing  the  number  of  oaths  will  give  more 
Sanctity  to  those  which  remain  ?  —I  am  afraid  that  no  diminution  that  can  be 
made  will  have  much  effect  that  way ;  I  think  in  those  oaths  which  do  remain 
the  circumstances  would  be  just  the  same  as  they  are  now. 
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H.  fVedgewooti^         You  were  understood  to  say  that  you  are  agaidst  all  oaths  whatever?— 
£tq.  I  should  be  very  glad  to  see  them  entirely  abolished. 

; Do  not  you  think  that  if  the  oaths  were  much  diminished  in  number  they 

.98  April  1834.  might  be  administered  with  more  solemnity,  and  be  likely  to  produce  more 
effect? — I  do  not  think  that  the  little  regard  that  is  paid  to  oaths  depends 
much  upon  the  irreverent  manner  in  which  they  are  administered,  and  I  do  not 
think  there  will  be  much  difference  in  the  solemnity  of  their  administration. 
No  reduction  that  can  be  made  in  the  number  of  oaths  can  make  them  so  few 
as  much  to  diminish  the  familiarity  with  them  of  the  administering  officer. 
Oaths  would  be  going  on  all  day  long,  under  any  circumstances,  in  a  police- 
office. 

If  the  oaths  were  removed  from  a  great  number  of  cases  in  which  they  are 
now  administered,  the  number  taken  in  a  day  would  be  greatly  diminished? — 
As  long  as  oaths  remain  in  courts  of  justice,  they  must  remain  in  taking  the 
evidence  before  magistrates,  and  other  oaths  administered  bear  no  proportion 
to  those  that  are  given  in  the  ordinary  way  of  evidence. 

What  number  of  oaths  do  you  suppose  you  administer  in  the  course  of  a 
week? — I  cannot  form  the  least  guess.  I  think  the  pawnbrokers'  affidavits  are 
about  40  or  50  in  a  day ;  other  affidavits  perhaps  SO  a  day.  The  other  oaths 
vanr  80  extremely  I  can  form  no  guess. 

Can  you  make  a  return  by  ascertaining  what  the  number  is  of  shillings  paid 
into  the  fund  ? — There  are  so  many  exempted  from  the  fee,  we  could  form  no 
estimate  froto  that  source. 

Are  you  in  the  habit  of  administering  oaths  upon  parochial  business  to  any 
great  extent  ? — ^To  no  great  extent. 

There  is  an  oath  to  overseers  swearing  to  their  accounts  ? — ^There  is,  and  a 
very  useless  one.     I  believe  it  gives  no  additional  security. 

Have  you  much  parochial  business  at  your  office  ? — Yes ;  there  is  a  good  deal 
of  parochial  business,  but  not  many  oaths. 

When  a  complaint  is  made  by  a  poor  person  unable  to  subsist  himself,  is  an 
oath  administered  ? — No,  unless  the  parish  officers  wish  them  to  be  sworn  to 
some  particular  fact. 

Js  it  your  habit  to  swear  them  before  you  grant  orders  of  removal? — Yes; 
then  ihey  are  sworn  to  their  place  of  settlement. 

Are  the  overseers  sworn  ? — No ;  the  evidence  of  the  paupers  is  taken  as  to 
their  being  chargeable  to  the  removing  parish;  and  in  Irish  and  Scotch 
removals  the  paupers  swear  they  are  natives  of  Ireland  or  Scotland. 

Does  not  the  overseer  previously  swear  he  has  relieved  the  party? — We  never 
require  that;  we  take  the  pauperis  evidence  as  to  that.  In  Scotch  and  Irish 
removals  it  is  obvious  how  unnecessary  the  oath  must  be ;  there  can  be  little 
doubt  whether  a  man  is  a  Scotchman  or  an  Irishman. 

There  may  be  a  doubt  whether  he  ha^i  not  gained  a  settlement  in  England  ? — 
But  he  would  show  that  if  he  possibly  could ;  it  is  a  great  object  to  them  to  show 
some  settlement  here. 

.  Is  the  clerk  of  your  office  sworn  to  the  accuracy  of  his  accounts? — Yes,  every 
time  they  are  sent  in. 

By  what  Act  of  Parliament  is  that  authorized  ? — By  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Act,  I  believe,  if  not  merely  by  custom. 

How  long  is  it  since  the  clerk  of  your  office  has  been  called  upon  to  swear  to 
those  accounts  ? — I  presume  it  has  been  so  always,  but  I  am  not  sure. 

State  generally  what  is  your  opinion  with  respect  to  written  affidavits  ? — 
I  think  that  all  written  affidavits  might  be  authenticated  before  the  competent 
authority,  without  an  oath ;  the  name  of  affidavit  might  remain,  as  there  is  nothing 
in  it  to  imply  that  the  party  has  been  sworn,  and  I  believe  that  they  would 
answer  every  purpose  to  which  they  are  now  applied.  I  would  make  the  wilful 
making  of  a  false  affidavit  a  misdemeanor. 

You  confine  that  to  written  affidavits?— I  think  that,  besides  these,  in  all 
cases  where  an  oath  is  now  required  where  there  is  no  adverse  party,  an  affi- 
davit in  the  new  form  might  be  substituted  for  it. 

You  think  that  would  be  perfectly  safe  ? — Quite  so.  I  have  heard  judges, 
who  thought  the  oath  taken  in  open  court  of  great  use,  say,  that  they  attribute 
no  value  to  the  oath  in  an  ex  parte  affidavit. 

In  your  opinion,  you  think  it  might  be  extended  to  evidence  in  courts  of

Sit  John  Bissett  is  called  in  ;  and  Examined  as  follows  : 

YOU  are  a  commissary-general  ? — I  have  been  a  commissary-general  since 
July  1811.  

How  long  have  you  been  in  His  Majesty's  service? — I  was  appointed 
assistant  commissary-general  by  the  King's  commission  on  the  5th  of  April 
1795. 

You  have  served  with  our  armies  abroad  ? — I  have  served  in  Germany, 
South  America,  Holland,  Spain,  Gibraltar,  Sicily  and  the  w'lole  of  the  Medi- 
terranean, also  in  France  and  Portugal,  and  on  every  occasion  but  one  was 
senior  officer. 

Does  an  officer  of  the  commissariat,  upon  appointment,  take  any  oatn?*— 
I  believe  not ;  I  never  took  one  myself. 

Are  the  officers  of  the  commissariat  called  upon  to  swear  to  the  accuracy 
of  their  accounts? — ^They  are;  every  account  rendered  to  the  Treasury  is 
sworn  to. 

How  often  are  they  called  upon  to  deliver  in  their  accounts  ? — Generally 
speaking,  the  junior  officers  sena  in  their  accounts  monthly,  to  be  incorporated 
into  a  general  one  by  the  officer  on  the  station,  and  that  general   one  is    * 
rendered  to  the  Treasury  every  two  months. 

If  they  incur  travelling  expenses,  are  they  called  upon  to  swear  that  they  have 
expended  the  amount  charged  ? — Yes,  always. 

Do  you  not  consider  the  best  check  on  accounts  to  be  that  of  their  being 
rendered  speedily,  and  audited  as  soon  as  possible  after  ? — Unquestionably ; 
and  for  this,  among  other  reasons,  that  whatever  irregularities  are  discovered 
are  checked  in  their  progress  ;  whereas  when  the  audit  takes  place  years  after- 
wards (as  has  been  the  case  in  former  times),  the  parties  concerned  may  be  dead, 
or  not  in  a  condition  to  refund,  or  meet  a  surcharge. 

Have  you  not  on  service  in  the  field  found  it  difficult  to  find  a  magistrate 
before  whom  these  oaths  could  be  taken  ? — Officers  detached  find  it  difficult 
sometimes  to  meet  with  persons  before  whom  they  can  make  oath.  Wi^.n  the 
army  of  occupation  in  France,  I  made  the  officers  render  me  their  accounts 
weekly  ;  these  I  made  up  in  my  own  office  into  two  monthly  periods,  and  when 
so  made  up,  I  sent  them  back  to  be  sworn  to,  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of 
their  taking  oaths  weekly. 

In  your  opinion,  are  these  oaths  necessary ;  could  not  the  number  be  very 
much  diminished,  or  a  declaration  substituted,  a  penalty  being  imposed  upon 
the  violation  or  inaccuracy  of  the  declaration  ? — My  preceding  answer  will  show 
that  my  feeling  has  long  been,  that  we  have  too  many  oaths,  and  that  their 
frequency  diminishes  their  importance  in  the  minds  of  those  who  make  them. 
As  regards  the  commissariat,  I  would,  as  soon  as  an  officer  were  appointed, 
make  him  take  an  oath  in  an  imposing  form  before  an  officer  of  high  rank  and  a 
magistrate,  both  of  whom  should  certify  the  same  in  order  to  its  being  deposited 
in  the  Treasury,  and  which  oath  should  be  so  worded  as  to  be  bindmg  for  life, 
and  that  the  commissariat  officers  taking  it  should  incur  all  the  pains  and 
penalties  attached  to  peijury  if  they  should  afterwards  certify  any  public 
account  or  document  to  be  just  and  true,  for  their  own  profit  or  that  of  others, 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  public,  they  knowing  it  at  the  time  to  be  false.

James  Stephen^  Esquire,  is  called  in  ;   and  Examined  as  follow.^? : 

YOU  hold  the  situation  of  counsel  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonial  Jamt*  Stephen,  lLm{. 
Department  and  to  the  Board  of  Trade  ? — Yes.  _— — . 

Did  you  take  any  oath  upon  your  appointment  ? — No. 

Does  anybody  in  the  department,  that  you  are  aware  of,  take  any  oath  ? — 
In  the  office  of  tlie  Secretary  of  State  no  official  oath  is  taken  by  any  one, 
except  the  Secretary  of  State  himself.  He  is  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  office,  and  he  is  also  from  time  to  time  sworn  before  one  of  the 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer  as  to  the  faithful  application  of  the  secret  service 
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JameiSttpienftaq.  money  entrosted  ta  him.    The  various  members  of  the  committee  of  Privy 

— — ; Council  for  Trade  take  the  Privy  Councillors'  oath  ;  but  no  oath  is  adminis- 

a8  April  1^34,  tered  to  any  of  them  specially  as  members  of  that  committee.  The  clerks  of 
the  Council  are,  by  virtue  of  tiieir  offices,  secretaries  to  the  committee  of  Privy 
Council  for  Trade ;  they  are  sworn  into  office  as  clerks  of  the  Council,  but 
not  specially  as  secretaries  to  that  committee.  I  am  not  aware  that  any  other 
member  of  either  of  the  two  departments  of  state  with  which  I  am  connected 
takes  any  official  oath. 

Is  the  oath  respecting  the  administration  of  the  secret  service  money  takcD 
by  any  one  but  the  Secretary  of  State  himself? — The  senior  Under  Secretary  of 
State  also  takes  that  oath. 

Are  any  oaths  taken  in  the  office  by  any  person  appointed  to  any  situation 
in  the  colonies?— Generally  all  colonial  officers  take  their  official  oaths  in  the 
colony  before  the  governor  and  council,  the  governor  himself  being  sworn  in 
by  the  chief  justice,  or  by  the  president  of  the  council,  in  the  presence  of  all 
the  members  of  it.  Occasionally,  however,  the  governor's  oath  is  administered 
before  His  Majesty  in  Council. 

Have  you  ever  turned  your  attention  to  the  question  of  the  necessity  of 
administering  oaths  to  so  great  an  extent  to  persons  holding  public  situations, 
and  discharging  public  functions? — It  never  occurred  to  me  to  engage  in  the 
serious  study  of  the  subject,  although  of  course,  as  a  question  of  morality,  it  has 
occasionally  attracted  my  attention. 

Do  you  consider  that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  substitute  declarations, 
with  the  same  penalties  as  are  imposed  now  upon  perjury,  in  lieu  of  many  of 
the  oaths  that  are  taken  in  public  departments  ? — An  oath  is  a  solemn  recogni- 
tion of  the  presence  of  God  as  the  witness  of  the  truth  of  what  is  spoken,  and 
in  that  sense  all  the  solemn  adjurations  required  in  public  departments  are  alike 
termed  "  oaths.''  But  such  oaths  are  either  promissory  or  affirmative ;  the  de- 
ponent either  makes  a  vow  that  he  will  pursue  a  certain  course  of  conduct,  or 
he  asserts  something  respecting  a  specific  matter  of  fact.  In  either  case  there 
is  an  antecedent  religious  obligation  which  the  oath  recognizes,  and  is  intended 
to  enforce.  It  is  a  religious  duty  to  perform  with  fidelity,  diligence  and  impar- 
tiality the  functions  of  the  office  which  the  deponent  has  accepted ;  it  is  a 
religious  duty  to  speak  the  truth  upon  the  subject  on  which  the  deponent  is 
examined  by  competent  authority.  A  man  of  strong,  confirmed  and  accurate 
principles  will,  I  believe,  perform  his  official  engagements  with  faithfulness,  and 
give  his  testimony  to  specific  facts  with  scrupulous  veracity,  whether  he  has 
been  sworn  or  not.  In  that  respect  his  conduct  will  not  be  in  any  d^ree 
affected  by  the  oath  he  has  taken.  At  the  opposite  extreme  are  men  wholly 
unprincipled  and  profligate,  whom  no  religious  or  moral  sanctions  can  bind, 
aind  who  abstain  from  crime  merely  from  the  absence  of  temptation,  or  from 
the  dread  of  temporal  punishments.  On  such  persons  a  promissory  oath  will 
produce  no  salutary  effect  whatever,  because  the  breach  of  a  vow  made  with  a 
direct  recognition  of  the  presence  of  God  involves  no  more  severe  temporal 
punishment  than  the  breach  of  a  simple  promise.  The  great  mass  of  mankind, 
lowever,  belong  to  neither  of  these  classes.  Without  confirmed  principles  and 
labits  of  religion  on  the  one  hand,  and  reckless  profligacy  on  the  other,  they 
have  sufficient  infirmity  to  be  very  accessible  to  the  temptation  to  promise- 
breaking  or  falsehood,  with  enough  of  piety  or  superstition  to  feel  some  horror 
at  the  thought  of  violating  a  declaration  for  the  sincerity  of  which  they  have 
made  a  solemn  appeal  to  their  Creator.  Thus,  with  this  great  mass  of  people, 
the  chance  of  truth  being  spoken  and  of  engagements  being  observed,  is,  I 
think,  in  some  degree  enhanced  by  the  administration  of  an  oath.  The  main 
efficacy  of  oaths  must,  however,  be  attributed  to  the  prevalence  of  a  public 
sentiment  by  which  perjury  is  regarded  with  especial  abhorrence^  and  by  which 
a  peijured  man,  borrowing  his  estimate  of  himself  from  that  which  he  knows 

-:  would  prevail  in  society  if  his  crime  were  detected,  becomes  his  own  pumshen 

With  the  vast  multitude,  whose  conscience  is  little  else  than  the  echo  of  public 
opinion,  an  oath  will  be  a  powerful  security  for  truth  so  long  as  public  opinion 
on  the  subject  is  in  a  healthful  state.  Certainly,  however,  if  the  general  stan- 
dard of  virtue  or  of  religion  were  raised,  and  if  a  deliberate  affirmation  falsely 
made  were  regarded  with  the  abhorrence  with  which  we  now  regard  a  solemn 
oath  falsely  taken,  such  an  appeal  to  the  Creator  might  be  dispensed  with  on  a 
great  multitude  of  occasions,  perhaps  on  all.     1  would  add,  that  promissory

promise  is  precise  and  definite.     If  a  man  pledges  himself  to  the  performance 

of  any  thing  which  is  described  only  in  vague  and  general  terms,  scope  is      ^^  April  1S34. 
given  for  the  influence  of  every  sophistry  which  his  own  interest  .or  self  love 
may  suggest ;  and  the  pledge^  in  his  own  estimate  of  it,  is  practically  atte- 
nuated to  nothing  at  all. 

Do  you  consider  that  the  imposing  that  sort  of  vow  has  a  tendency  rather  to 
create  a  disrespect  towards  oaths  than  the  contrary? — I  apprehend  that  the 
multiplication  of  oaths  has  a  direct  tendency  to  impair  the  reverence  with  whicl 
they  would  otherwise  be  regarded,  and  this  result  seems  to  me  peculiarly  tb 
follow  from  the  multiplication  of  promissory  oaths  or  vows.  Some,  as,  for 
example,  those  taken  at  the  Universities,  are  impracticable :  others,  as  those 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  an  office  to  the  duties  of  which  a  man  devotes  hiA 
whole  life,  are  so  comprehensive  as  to  have  scarcely  any  definite  meaning. 
When  men's  consciences  are  entangled  with  impracticable  or  indefinite  vowd, 
they  learn  to  think  lightly  of  those  which  are  both  practicable  and  definite*  The 
moral  sense  on  the  subject  is  blunted,  and  the  most  solemn  adjuration  or  voir 
with  regard  to  future  conduct  degenerates  into  a  mere  ceremonial.  Adverting 
to  what  I  have  already  said  as  to  that  class  of  society  by  whom  the  salutary 
force  of  oaths  is  chiefly  if  not  exclusively  felt,  I  think  that  whatever  tebds  to 
diminish  the  general  respect  for  this  obligation  is  peculiarly  mischievous.  Theif 
religious  and  moral  principles,  being  not  much  more  tlian  the  echo  of  the 
public  voice,  will  decline  with  the  general  declension  of  moral  sentiment  in 
society  at  large;  their  religion,  partakinfir  much  of  the  character  of  superstition, 
will  be  dissipated  by  reasons  as  inconsiderable  as  those  in  which  it  ^ginated. 
Oaths  are  chiefly  of  use  to  secure  the  veracity  of  those  who  are  habitually 
governed  by  a  low  and  worldly  standard  of  virtue ;  and  just  in  proportion  a^ 
that  standard  is  lowered  on  the  subject  of  solemn  adjurations,  the  influence  of 
them  will  be  weakened  in  the  very  direction  in  which  they  aie  of  the  greatest 
real  value. 

In  the  case  of  an  out-pensioner  of  Chelsea  Hospital  who  receives  quarterly 
his  payment  in  the  country,  and  swears  that  he  is  the  person  entitled  to  such 
payment,  do  you  think  that  a  declaration  would  be  equally  efficacious? — If 
the  pensioner  be  supposed  to  be  a  man  of  real  religion,  1  believe  that  he  will 
speak  the  truth  respecting  his  pension  whether  he  be  sworn  or  not.  If  he  be 
supposed  a  hardened  profligate,  he  will  not  be  deterred  from  falsehood  by  the 
oath,  but  by  the  dread  of  the  pillory  or  the  treadmill ;  so  that  if  those  penalties 
were  to  follow  upon  false  assertion  on  the  subject,  as  they  now  follow  upon 
£Etlse  swearing  respecting  it,  he  might  be  trusted  as  much  or  as  little  upon  the 
one  form  of  asseveration  as  upon  the  other.  But  if  the  pensioner  be  supposed 
to  belong  to  neither  extreme,  then  I  believe  that  the  probability  of  his  speaking 
truth  is  increased  by  administering  the  oath  to  him.  The  principles  01  virtue, 
however  imperfect  or  dormant  in  his  mind,  'will  receive  some  quickening 
stimulus;  his  superstition  will  be  enlisted  on  the  side  of  duty ;  and  the  antici- 
pated contempt  of  the  circle  in  which  he  lives  will  deter  him  from  conduct 
which,  if  detected,  would  ensure  their  reprobation.  I  assume,  however,  the 
existence  in  that  circle  of  a  prevalent  abhorrence  of  perjury. 

Do  you  consider  that  that  feeling  applies  to  a  Chelsea  pensioner  swearing  to 
£icts  of  that  kind  as  much  as  it  would  apply  to  a  person  taking  an  oath  m  a 
court  of  justice? — The  solemnities  of  the  legal  tribunals  more  or  less  afiect  the 
imagination  of  all  who  are  subjected  to  them,  and  lend  strength  to  the  moral 
or  religious  or  social  sentiment  on  which  the  value  of  oaths  mainly  depends. 
The  Chelsea  pensioner  is  sworn  in  a  manner  the  least  calculated  to  produce  an 
impressive  eflfect  on  his  mind.  The  substance  of  all  that  I  have  to  ofiet  on  the 
general  subject  is  as  follows:— if  all  men  had  a  just  sense  of  their  religious  and 
moral  obligations,  oaths  would  be  superfluous ;  if  all  men  were  hardened  profli- 
gates, they  would  be  superfluous,  for  another  reason ;  but,  taking  the  world  as 
it  is,  oaths  afibrd  society  a  more  effectual  protection  against  falsehood  than 
could  be  derived  from  simple  assertions,  provided  that  such  oaths,  when  pro- 
missory, relate  to  the  performance  of  some  definite  act,  and  when  affirmatory 
relate  to  the  occurrence  of  some  specific  matter  of  fact.  There  is  a  maximum 
beyond  which  the  security  thus  derived  cannot  be  carried.  By  applying  the 
sanction  of  an  oath  to  statements  in  their  own  nature  indefinite  or  insignificant, 
or  ,by  invoking  it  very  frequently,  in  reference  even  to  definite  and  material 
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James  StephcnyYA<if  statements,  the  general  reverence  for  oaths  and  the  general   abhorrence  of 

'    ' perjury,  progressively  diminish,  until  oaths  become  nearly  valueless.

George  Maule^  Esq.,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows  : 

George  Matde,  Esq.      ARE  you  solicitor  to  the  Treasury  ? — I  am. 
As  solicitor  to  the  Treasury  do  you  take  any  oath  ? None. 

Are  any  of  the  oflScers  in  your  department  called  upon  to  take  an  oath  ? — 
I  believe  not.  I  take  oaths  sometimes  as  administrator  to  deceased  persons,  on 
behalf  of  the  Crown,  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

Have  you  the  power  of  administering  oaths  to  other  persons? — None  at  all. 

Have  you  ever  considered  the  general  question  of  the  multiplicity  of  oaths 
that  are  administered  to  persons  connected  with  the  discharge  of  public  duties  ? 
— I  have  never  had  an  opportunity  of  considering  it  so  as  to  give  any  opinion 
upon  it ;  I  have  heard  of  oaths,  particularly  in  the  Excise  and  Customs,  which 
might  be  dispensed  with,  but  I  am  not  particularly  acquainted  with  the  nature 
of  those  oaths. 

Do  you  conceive  that  the  effect  of  an  oath,  generally  speaking,  is  derived 
from  the  sacred  character  of  the  act,  or  the  fear  of  punishment  that  would 
follow  the  commission  of  perjury  ? — I  am  sorry  to  say  I  am  afraid  the  temporal 
cpnsequences  have  generally  more  power  over  men's  minds  than  any  other  con- 
sideration. 

So  that  if  a  declaration  not  upon  oath  were  to  be  followed,  if  violated,  with 
the  same  consequences  as  perjury  with  regard  to  the  punishment  to  be  inflicted, 
do  you  think  it  would  operate  as  strongly? — It  would,  I  think,  in  general,  but 
I  do  not  know  that  it  would  in  all  respects.  I  remember  frequent  instances, 
when  I  was  upon  the  circuit,  of  witnesses  who  sometimes  would  not  kiss  the 
bpok ;  and  frequently  the  Judge,  at  the  instigation  of  counsel,  would  order  them 
to  kiss  the  booK,  and  from  that  I  should  collect  that  the  solemnity  of  the  act 
has  some  efiect  upon  the  minds  of  those  persons. 

With  regard  to  the  out-pensioners  in  Chelsea  Hospital,  do  you  think  a  de- 
claration would  be  tantamount  in  its  efiect  to  an  oath  ? — If  it  was  followed  with 
the  temporal  consequences  in  case  of  untruth,  I  should  think  it  would  have  the 
same  efiect. 

Is  it  legal  to  administer  a  voluntary  affidavit  ? — Certainly  not  legal  to 
administer  an  oath,  except  in  a  judicial  matter,  or  under  the  authority  of  an 
Act  of  Parliament ;  and  no  proceedings  can  be  had  upon  such  oaths  as  those. 

Do  you  consider  that  the  taking  those  oaths  tends  to  diminish  the  efiect  of 
an  oath  judicially  administered  ? — Clearly.  I  think  that  all  oaths  which  are 
not,  strictly  speaking,  judicial  oaths,  tend  very  much  to  diminish  the  solemnity 
of  oaths.  It  frequently  happens  in  my  office  that  people  wishing  to  prove  facts 
ofier  to  make  an  oath  before  a  magistrate,  but  I  never  allow  that  to  be  done. 
There  are,  however,  some  oaths  that  are  taken  before  the  lord  mayor  and  others 
that  are  necessary  in  some  proceedings.  It  happens  in  my  own  case,  when 
I  am  appointed  nominee  to  administer  to  efiects  of  persons  deceased  in  India, 
I  am  obliged  to  send  out  the  necessary  documents,  authenticated  by  an  oath 
taken  before  the  lord  mayor  ;  that  is  in  order  to  give  validity  to  the  instrument. 

Do  you  consider  it  necessary  that  that  oath  should  be  taken  by  the  person 
charged  with  the  duties  you  are  executing  in  that  case  ? — I  should  think  not, 
if  the  supreme  courts  in  India  were  authorized  to  admit  it  by  a  declaration. 

Would  not  a  declaration,  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  perjury,  be  sufficient? 
— Probably  it  would.  I  should  state,  however,  that  the  cases  I  allude  to  in  my 
office  are  not  very  numerous. 

Are  you  sworn  to  the  correctness  of  your  accounts  before  the  public  auditors? 
— I  am,  before  the  Audit  Board,  annually. 

Do  the  members  of  the  Treasury  Board,  as  such,  or  the  subordinate  officers 
of  the  Treasury,  take  an  oath  ?— They  do  not.

Is  that  oath  again  taken  upon  promotion?— Not  on  every  promotion ;  on 
being  appointed  examiners  or  collectors,  it  is  renewed. 

Can  you  state  the  number  of  other  oaths  which  are  required  to  be  taken  by 
the  different  officers  of  the  department  ? — By  the  officers  there  are  no  other 
oaths  required,  except  as  they  are  called  upon  to  verify  accounts.  It  is 
optional  with  the  Commissioners  to  call  for  this  verification ;  it  is  not  as  a 
matter  of  course,  but  when  the  Commissioners  deem  it  necessary  they  may 
call  for  an  affidavit  to  verify  the  accounts  presented  to  them  by  their  officers. 

Are  the  Commissioners  often  in  the  habit  of  resorting  to  affidavits  for  that 
purpose  ? — For  some  description  of  accounts  they  do,  which  are  the  accounts 
of  the  officers  for  incidental  expenses  where  the  expenses  exceed  10^.,  also  the 
accounts  of  the  officers  employed  on  the  Revenue  Police  in  Ireland.  These 
accounts  are  regularly  vouched  by  affidavit,  but  not  any  other  description  of 
accounts,  except  the  general  accounts  of  the  whole  revenue  made  up  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  which  are  sworn  to  by  the  Commissioners  themselves  pre- 
viously to  being  enrolled  in  the  Exchequer. 

Do  you  not  consider  that  the  best  check  upon  accounts  is  by  their  being  sent 
in  at  very  short  periods,  and  audited  as  soon  as  possible  ? — Undoubtedly  those 
are  the  best  checks  that  can  be  acted  upon,  and  accordingly  the  oath  is  only 
required  in  those  accounts  where  the  fact  of  the  payment,  or  the  credit  claimed, 
can  be  known  only  to  the  party  himself 

In  the  year  1831  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed,  abolishing  certain  oaths 
and  affirmations  taken  and  made  in  the  Customs  and  Excise  departments  of 
His  Majesty's  revenue,  substituting  declarations  in  lieu  thereof;  has  any  incon- 
venience been  found  from  the  change  of  the  law  in  this  respect? — None  that 
I  am  aware  of,  nor  any  insequrity  to  the  revenue.  * 

Are  there  not  certain  exceptions  made  ? — There  are  certain  exceptions ; 
there  is  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  of  office,  the  oath  for  a  collector's  warrant 
for  levying  the  duties,  also  the  oath  for  the  warrant  of  suspicion,  and  search 
warrant  j  those  are  very  much  in  the  nature  of  judicial  oaths,  the  operation  of 
the  collector's  warrant  being  to  levy  upon  the  party's  goods,  and  the  operation 
of  the  warrant  of  suspicion  being  to  exercise  a  very  serious  power  of  entering 
into  a  private  house  to  search.  The  oaths  upon  payment  of  pensions  were 
retained,  not  as  being  part  of  the  oaths  of  ttie  Excise  department,  but  as 
belonging  to  other  departments,  which  was  the  reason  of  their  not  being  inter- 
fered with  at  the  time.  The  other  oaths  that  were  retained  were  oaths  upon 
export  debentures  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  drawback,  oaths  for  receiv- 
ing certain  allowances  for  the  soap  and  starch  duty,  and  paper  allowances  in 
printing,  and  allowances  for  building  materials  for  churches.  Those  are  all 
oaths  for  obtaining  payments  out  of  the  revenue,  and  it  was  thought  desirable 
for  a  time  to  retain  those.  There  is  also  a  power  to  require  facts  showing  that 
no  fraud  has  been  committed  or  intended  to  be  proved  on  oath ;  this  is  some- 
what in  the  nature  of  a  judicial  oath. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  a  declaration  to  be  made  by  the  parties,  the  breach 
of  such  declaration  being  declared  infamy,  with  the  penalties  now  applicable 
to  perjury,  would  not  be  a  sufficient  protection  to  the  revenue,  without  calling 
upon  those  parties  to  take  an  oath  ? — I  think  a  pecuniary  penalty  would  be 
sufficient,  and  be  more  readily  enforced.  With  respect  to  the  oaths  reserved, 
it  was  considered  that  they  should  be  retained  for  a  time  as  a  security,  the 
parties  from  whom  they  were  required  being  claimants  of  the  public  money, 
or  being  judicial  oaths;  but,  with  the  exception  of  oaths  in  the  nature  of 
judicial  oaths,  where  you  have  any  other  check,  and  you  do  not  require  to 
come  to  the  party  himself  for  a  knowledge  of  the  fact,  the  oath  could,  in  my 
opinion,  be  safely  dispensed  with.  In  all  the  cases  of  payment  upon  the  deben- 
tures I  think  it  might  certainly  be  dispensed  with.  The  oaths  for  obtaining 
the  allowances  were  considered  necessary  to  be  retained ;  but  I  still  find,  that 
though  those  oaths  are  retained,  there  is  considerable  irregularity,  and  parties 
violate  them  ;  and  I  should  myself,  so  far  from  thinking  it  objectionable,  rather 
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W.K^Dehaa^f    approve  of  a  declaration,  with  a  pecuniary  penalty,  being  substituted  for  the 
£^*  oath.    Where,  in  accounts,  the  payments  or  credits  claimed  are  only  known  to 

" the  party  making  the  claim,  it  may  be  advisable  to  have  the  power  of  calling 

38  April  1834.     f^j.  affidavit  in  support  of  it.    All  oaths  in  the  nature  of  judicial  oaths  should 
undoubtedly  be  retained. 

Is  there  any  penalty  upon  a  man  committing  a  breach  of  the  oaths  you  have 
just  mentioned  ? — The  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury. 

Could  you  indict  a  man  for  perjury  r — Yes. 

Have  you  done  so  ? — No,  1  have  never  known  an  instance  of  it. 

Would  it  be  difficult  to  frame  a  Bill  by  which  persons  violating  a  deciaration 
should  be  punished  summarily  by  fine  or  imprisonment  ? — No,  certainly  not* 
In  all  the  instances  where  declaration  was  substituted  for  oaths  the  penalty  is 
100/.  and  we  have  frequently  proceeded  for  it. 

Have  you  had  occasion  to  proceed  more  frequently  for  the  penalty  since  the 
declaration  has  been  substituted  for  the  oath  than  you  did  before  ? — No,  not 
generally.  With  regard  to  one  instance  we  have  proceeded  more  fre^ently, 
^ut  that  is  not  consequent  upon  the  offence  being  oftener  committed.  It  is  in 
the  case  of  auctioneers  for  making  a  false  return.  Previously,  unless  you 
indicted  the  party  for  perjury  for  a  breach  of  the  oath,  the  only  process  was 
proceeding  upon  his  bond,  which  was  an  expensive  one,  and  it  was  often  doing 
more  than  the  case  required.  Since  the  Act  passed  we  have  proceeded  for  the 
false  declaration  for  the  100/.  penalty  instead ;  but  that  has  originated,  not 
from  the  offences  being  more  numerous,  but  from  the  means  of  prosecution 
being  more  easy. 

Is  any  officer,  with  the  exception  of  the  Commissioners  of  Excise,  entitled 
to  administer  oaths? — Yes;  the  collector  is  authorized,  as  well  as  the  commis- 
sioners, to  administer  them.  The  oaths  formerly  administered,  which  were 
innumerable,  were  principally  before  the  collectors  or  supervisors. 

As  you  have  had  great  experience  of  the  effect  of  taking  oaths  in  the  same 
branch  of  the  law  in  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland,  can  you  state  that  you 
have  observed  any  difference  in  the  value  or  effect  of  an  oath  in  the  three 
countries  ? — If  th^  question  applies  to  the  revenue  oaths,  and  the  description  of 
paths  abolished  by  the  Act  01  Parliament,  I  should  say  more  with  respect  to 
those  oaths ;  I  should  say  that  I  have  observed  a  general  inattention  to  the 
obligation  of  an  oath,  rather  than  that  any  direct  perjury  was  committed. 
From  the  frequency  with  which  they  were  administered,  the  number  of  them, 
and  most  of  them  being  required  at  certain  recurring  periods,  the  taking  of 
them  degenerated  into  matter  of  form,  and  inattention  to  or  forgetfulness  of 
^he  solemn  nature  of  the  obligation.

Joseph  Timniy  Esquire  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows  : 

Josfph  Timm,  Esq.    .  YOU  are  solicitor  to  the  Board  of  Stamps  —  I  am. 

How  long  have  you  been  in  that  situation?— Five  years. 

Can  you  state  the  number  of  oaths  which  are  required  to  be  taken  by  the 
different  officers  in  the  depaitment  of  the  stamps?— I  think  there  is  but  one; 
it  is  an  oath  in  the  first  Stamp  Act,  the  5th  of  William  and  Mary,  c.  21.  s.  12.* 
"  That  every  Person  who  shall  be  commissionated  by  their  Majesties,  and 
every  Person  to  be  employed  by  or  under  those  commissionated  by  their 
Majesties,  for  the  marking  or  stamping  of  vellum,  parchment  or  paper  as 
aforesaid,  before  his  acting  in  the  marking  or  stamping  of  the  said  vellum, 
parchment  or  paper,  shall  take  the  oath  following ;  that  is  to  say,  ^l^  A.B.Ao 
swear,  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  trust  reposed  in  me,  pursuant  to  the 
teveral  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  the  Stamp  Duties,  without  fraud  or  con- 
cealment, and  shall  from  time  to  time  true  account  make  of  my  doing  therein, 
and  deliver  the  same  to  such  person  or  persons  as  His  Majesty,  his  heirs  or 
successors,  shall  appoint  to  receive  such  account,  and  shall  take  no  fee,  reward 
or  profit  for  the  execution  or  performance  of  the  said  trust,  or  the  business 
relating  thereunto,  from  any  persons  other  than  such  as  shall  be    paid  or

Is  that  oath  taken  by  every  oflScer  in  the  Stamp-oflSce  ? — I  believe  not :  this 
Act  is  still  in  force,  and  the  provisions  of  it  are  made  applicable  by  a  reference 
from  other  Acts.     I  believe  there  is  a  similar  oath  in  the  statute  of  Anne« 

Do  you  know  who  the  officers  are  who  take  that  oath  ? — The  commissioners 
and  their  secretary  are  the  only  officers  who  take  the  oath. 

Is  the  oath  taken  only  once,  or  is  it  taken  again  upon  promotion  ? — It  is  taken 
by  the  commissioners  on  the  opening  of  every  new  commission^  but  by  the 
secretary  only  once. 

In  what  cases  does  the  Department  of  the  Stamps  call  upon  individuals  to 
make  affidavits  ? — There  are  a  variety  of  cases,  the  principal  of  which  are  tbo 
applications  for  the  allowance  of  spoiled  stamps.  I  can  give  a  list  of  all  the 
oaths  taken :  first,  by  persons  claiming  the  allowance  of  spoiled  stamps ;  by 
secretaries  of  insurance  companies  on  passing  their  quarterly  accounts  or  duties 
received ;  by  card  and  dice  makers  of  the  quantities  of  cards  and  dice  made  by 
them ;  by  the  officers  of  the  Bank  of  England  and  by  country  bankers  under 
composition  for  their  bills  and  notes  of  the  amount  of  unstamped  bills  and  notes 
in  circulation  ;  by  the  printers  and  publisheps  and  proprietors  of  newspapers ; 
by  distributors  on  passing  their  quarterly  accounts;  by  inspectors  of  stamps  of 
their  expenses  and  disbursements  ;  by  distributors  and  officers  of  the  respective 
departments  of  the  amount  of  duties  on  stage-coaches,  advertisements  and 
pamphlets  due  from  defaulters,  to  ground  writs  to  hold  parties  to  bail,  (the 
latter  are  required  by  the  Court  of  Exchequer) ;  by  executors  or  administrators 
on  proving  wills  or  obtaining  letters  of  administration,  (those  are  sworn  before 
the  officer  of  the  Ecclesiastical  ^ourt,  but  an  account  is  kept  at  the  Stamp- 
office)  ;  by  the  same  persons  on  applying  for  .a  return  of  or  to  increase  the 
probate  or  adminislratij3n  duty.  There  are  others  occasionally.  Before  the 
JBoard  will  consent  to  remit  a  penalty  payable  on  stamping  an  instrument,  an 
affidavit  is  required  of  the  day  of  executing  it,  where  the  commissioners  have  no 
power  to  remit  the  penalty  if  the  instrument  be  brought  to  be  stamped  after 
the  expiration  of  a  certain  period  from  its  execution.  In  prosecutions  for 
penalties,  memorials  are  presented  to  the  Board  in  mitigation,  the  statements 
contained  in  which  are  sometimes  required  to  be  verified  by  affidavit. 

The  first  case  you  mention  is  the  affidavit  made  by  a  person  claiming  an 
allowance  for  spoiled  stamps;  what  is  the  nature  of  that  affidavit?— It  is  an 
affidavit  that  the  stamps  have  been  purchased  by  them  or  for  their  use,  and 
that  they  have  paid  the  full  value  of  them ;  and  that  if  the  commissioners  make 
allowance  for  them,  they  will  not  charge  the  stamp  duty  to  any  other  person, 
(this  is  intended  piincipally  to  guard  against  solicitors  charging  their  clients 
with  the  stamp  duty  after  they  have  obtained  the  allowance  of  it) ;  and  they 
state  that  the  stamps  have  become  spoiled  or  rendered  useless  within  a  limited 
period,  that  is,  twelve  months  in  country  cases,  and  six  months  in  town. 

Do  they  return  the  stamps  ?— The  office  give  them  other  stamps  in  lieu  of 
them,  and  they  have  also  a  power  under  an  Act  of  last  Session  to  give  money 
instead  of  stamps. 

Are  those  stamps  that  had  been  spoiled  returned  to  your  department?— 
They  are. 

Would  not  that  be  as  good  a  check  as  an  affidavit  ?  — It  is  true  we  should  oply 
give  stamps  for  spoiled  stamps,  but  in  some  cases  stamps  are  allowed  for  that 
are  impressed  upon  executed  instruments,  and  then  the  party  swears  that  the 
instrument  has  not  been  used  for  any  purpose ;  and  in  the  case  of  bills  and 
notes,  sometimes  when  they  are  inadvertently  spoiled  they  are  brought  for 
allowance,  and  the  parties  swear  that  they  have  not  been  out  of  their  hands,  or 
deposited  with  any  person  as  a  security  for  money ;  and,  with  respect  to  bills, 
that  they  have  not  been  presented  for  acceptance. 

With  respect  to  the  affidavits  made  by  the  secretaries  of  insurance  com- 
panies for  their  quarterly  accounts  of  duties  received  by  them,  is  this  affidavit 
the  only  check  you  have  upon  insurance  companies  ? — No,  it  is  not ;  by  law 
they  are  bound  to  render  an  account  of  all  the  insurances  which  have  been 
effiscted  with  them  within  the  quarter,  giving  th^  names  of  the  persons  insured, 
and  the  number  of  the  policy  and  other  particulars.  Within  a  few  years  a 
186.  E  register 
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Joseph  Timm,lLsx{.   register  has  been  established  in  the  Stamp-office  for  checking  those  accounts, 

and  we  have  authority  to  inspect  their  books,  and  therefore  that  is  a  clieck. 

28  April  1834,  With  respect  to  the  affidavits  made  by  the  cardmakers  of  the  quantities  of 
cards  made  by  them  ;  have  you  any  other  check  than  those  affidavits  ? — ^Very 
little ;  the  process  of  card-making  undergoes  very  little  inspection,  but  they 
are  prohibited  by  law  from  sending  out  their  cards  till  the  ace  of  spades  is  in- 
closed in  the  pack,  and  the  pack  sealed  by  our  officer ;  they  have  a  quantity  of 
aces  of  spades  delivered  to  them,  which  they  put  into  their  cards  from  time  to 
time,  but  they  do  not  pay  the  duties  upon  them  till  they  are  sealed  by  the 
officer.  The  object  ot  that  oath  is,  that  they  may  be  charged  with  the  duties 
upon  them ;  but  there  is  the  other  check,  namely,  the  sealing  by  the  officer, 
because  then  they  become  chargeable  with  the  duty. 

With  respect  to  the  affidavits  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Bank  of  England, 
and  by  country  bankers  who  are  under  composition  for  their  bills  and  notes, 
have  you  any  other  check  upon  them  ? — None  whatever. 

With  respect  to  the  affidavits  made  by  the  printer  and  publisher  and  pro- 
prietor of  newspapers  ? — Upon  them  we  have  no  other  check. 

How  often  are  the  officers  of  the  Bank  of  England  and  country  bankers 
called  upon  to  make  affidavits  relating  to  the  composition  for  their  bills  and 
notes  ? — ^The  officer  of  the  Bank  of  England  yearly,  and  the  country  bankers 
half-yearly. 

And  the  insurance  companies  quarterly  ? — Yes* 

And  the  persons  claiming  allowances  for  spoiled  stamps  ? — As  the  case  occurs; 
the  majority  of  oaths  administered  by  the  commissioners  are  to  persons  claim- 
ing the  allowance  for  spoiled  stamps.  I  have  a  return  of  the  total  number  of 
oaths  taken  in  the  Stamp  Department

What  is  the  difference  between  filed  and  not  filed? — That  return  was  made 
in  compliance  with  the  order  of  the  Treasury  ;  filed  are  those  made  upon  paper 
and  preserved ;  the  others  are  only  used  for  the  occasion,  and  destroyed.  I 
believe  out  of  that  number  about  8,000  were  upon  obtaining  allowances  for 
spoiled  stamps ;  3,240  were  from  stagecoach  proprietors,  of  the  number  of 
journies  which  their  vehicles  had  performed  within  the  month,  but  that  is 
abolished  by  an  Act  of  last  Session  but  one. 

How  often  do  the  printers,  publishers  and  proprietors  of  newspapers  make 
affidavits  ? — Before  they  commence  a  newspaper,  the  printer  and  publisher  and 
proprietor,  or  two  of  the  proprietors  if  it  be  divided  into  shares,  must  make  an 
affidavit,  stating  that  they  are  the  printers,  publishers  and  proprietors  respect- 
ively, and  the  residence  of  the  parties  and  the  place  of  printing  ;  and  if  it  be 
a  loint  proprietorship,  then  that  the  proprietors  named  are  two  of  the  proprietors 
whose  shares  respectively  are  not  less  than  the  share  of  any  other  single  pro- 
prietor }  they  must  also  make  that  affidavit  every  time  they  alter  the  title  of 
the  paper,  or  change  the  printer  or  publisher,  or  the  place  of  printing,  or  if  any 
of  the  parties  to  the  affidavit  change  his  abode. 

Have  you  any  reason  to  think  that  the  provision  requiring  the  proprietors  of 
a  newspaper  to  take  an  oath  is  evaded,  as  to  the  circumstance  of  their  not  hav- 
ing less  shares  than  any  other  proprietor  ^ — I  should  think  that  it  is ;  but  I 
have  no  doubt  that  it  is  in  other  respects  evaded,  namely,  that  persons  are  put 
forward  who  swear  themselves  to  be  part  proprietors  who  are  not  so,  nor  have 
any  thing  to  do  with  it. 

Can  they  be  so  put  forward  without  a  systematic  violation  of  the  oath  ?  —No. 

What  penalty  attaches  to  breaking  that  affidavit?  They  are  subject  to  a 
prosecution  for  perjury. 

Can  you  indict  a  man  for  perjury  if  he  breaks  that  oath  ? — You  can  ;  but  it 
would  be  difficult  to  find  evidence  to  convict  him.     I  have  no  doubt  that  in  the 

majority 
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majority  of  cases  it  is  the  means  of  registering  at  the  Stamp-office  the  real  Jo$€pk  Tmm^  Esq. 

printer  and  publisher,  and  the  principal  proprietor ;  but  there  are  exceptions.       ■ 

There  are  some  cases  in  which  1  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  Act  is     «®  April  1834. 

evaded. 

The  next  description  of  affidavit  you  have  mentioned  is  that  taken  by  distri* 
butors  on  passing  their  quarterly  accounts  ;  who  are  the  distributors  ? — They 
are  the  principal  officers  of  the  Board  in  the  country,  to  whom  the  stamps  are 
consigned  for  sale  and  distribution  ;  they  not  only  sell  the  stamps,  but  they 
receive  duties  with  which  they  must  voluntarily  charge  themselves — the  legacy 
duty  for  instance. 

Do  they  take  an  oath  of  office? — I  believe  they  do  not. 

But  in  passing  their  accounts  they  are  sworn  ? — They  swear  to  their  accounts 
quarterly  before  a  magistrate. 

The  next  description  of  affidavits  is  by  the  inspector  of  stamps  of  their 
expenses? — The  inspectors  are  officers  who  set  out  on  their  journeys  from 
London,  and  are  allowed  for  certain  disbursements  which  they  make,  and  swear 
to  the  truth  of. 

Do  you  not  think  that  the  best  security  for  the  correctness  of  an  account  is 
its  being  quickly  given  in,  and  audited  at  the  earliest  period  ? — No  doubt  it  is  a 
very  good  security,  but  still  it  would  not  reach  the  cases  of  money  received  by 
a  party,  there  being  no  check  upon  them.  The  auditor  could  not  tell  whether 
the  distributor  had  received  1,000/.  of  legacy  duty  or  10,000/.  within  the  quarter. 

Would  not  the  Stamp-office  be  good  judges  of  the  expenses  of  the  inspectors, 
without  calling  upon  them  for  an  oath  to  the  truth  of  their  statement  ? — I  think 
not ;  I  think  it  M^ould  be  impossible  to  tell  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  what 
expenses  they  have  incurred. 

In  your  opinion,  would  the  substitution  of  a  declaration  in  lieu  of  the  oath  of 
office  be  expedient,  provided  that  any  breach  of  the  declaration  should  be 
declared  infamy,  with  the  penalties  now  applicable  to  perjury?— I  think  it 
would,  and  be  better  than  an  oath  administered  as  it  is  at  present.  I  never  took 
an  oath  of  offlte,  nor  am  I  aware  that  any  have  taken  it,  except  the  commis- 
sioners and  the  secretary. 

Is  the  breach  of  a  voluntary  affidavit  punishable  either  by  statute  or  by  com- 
mon law  ? — I  should  apprehend  that  a  man  could  not  be  punished  under  any 
statute,  or  at  common  law,  for  the  breach  of  an  oath  not  sanctioned  by  the  law 
of  the  land. 

Do  you  conceive  that  a  breach  of  a  voluntary  affidavit,  such,  for  instance,  as 
the  oath  which  the  law  requires  a  person  to  take  in  certain  cases,  that  he  will 
faithfully  execute  an  office,  punishable  by  statute  or  by  common  law  ? — Unless 
the  statute  which  requires  the  oath  specially  provides  a  punishment  for  the 
breach  of  it,  I  think  that  the  offender  could  not  be  punished  as  for  the  breach 
of  an  oath,  certainly  not  under  any  statute,  and  I  doubt  whether  by  com- 
mon law. 

Would  it  not  be  easy  to  frame  a  Bill  by  which  persons  violating  a  promissory 
declaration  should  be  punished  ? — Very  easy,  1  should  conceive. 

If  so,  would  not  a  declaration  be  a  greater,  or  at  least  as  great  a  security  to 
the  public  as  the  present  oaths  of  office  ?~I  should  think  it  would. 

Do  you  know  any  instance  in  the  Stamp  Department  of  an  officer  having  been 
indicted  for  breaking  his  official  oath  ? — No. 

Have  you  any  thing  to  do  with  sworn  appraisers? — We  license  them. 

Are  they  sworn  r — No  ;  I  apprehend  they  derive  their  title  of  sworn  ap- 
praisers from  the  circumstance  of  their  being  sworn  by  the  constable  previous 
to  their  making  an  appraisement  upon  a  distress  for  rent. 

Do  you  think  that  a  magistrate  has  the  power  of  taking  an  affidavit  before 
him,  unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  Act  of  Parliament,  upon  any  thing  not  relating 
to  the  public  justice  of  the  country?—!  apprehend  he  has  not  the  power  to 
administer  an  oath  unless  it  be  relevant  to  some  criminal  proceeding  depending 
before  him,  or  authorized  by  statute. 

What  is  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  of  stamps  ? — We  have  several  classes  of 
inspectors,  and  one  inspector  general,  under  whom  they  are  all  placed ;  the 
first  class  inspectors  go  round  the  country  to  inspect  the  stocks  of  the  distribu- 
tors and  their  sub-distributors,  and  to  report  to  the  Board.  The  others  are  to 
detect  frauds.  They  go  round  the  country,  detecting  stage  coaches  travelling

.s8  April  t^34.         Then,  in  point  of  fact,  you  have  a  check  upon  the  distributors,  independently 
of  the  oath  they  take?— So  far  as  regards  the  stamp  duties  on  vellum,  parch- 
ment,  and  paper,  we  have. 

Do  they  give  security  to  the  department? — Yes. 

Can  you  state  how  often,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  the  same  oath  is 
taken  by  the  same  person  ? — The  cardmakers  take  an  oath  monthly ;  other  per- 
sons who  claim  allowances  for  spoiled  stamps  only  as  they  have  occasion ;  some 
law  stationers,  and  persons  of  that  description,  I  should  think  may  perhaps 
come  once  a  month. 

The  Return  you  have  furnished  is  for  the  year  1831.  With  the  exception  of 
those  3,000  which  have  been  abolished,  do  you  think  there  were  as  many  taken 
in  the  last  year  as  there  were  in  1831  ?  —I  should  think  there  were. 

Are  those  oaths  taken  before  one  or  two  magistrates? — Some  are  adminis- 
tered by  the  commissioners,  and  others  by  one  magistrate. 

Are  any  officers  of  a  lower  rank  than  a  commissioner  entitled  to  administer 
an  oath  in  the  Stamp-office  Department  ?— The  cardmakers,  I  believe,  take  their 
oath  before  an  inferior  officer  of  the  department.  Under  the  authoritv  of  an 
Act  of  the  last  Session,  executors  and  administrators  may  be  sworn  be^re  the 
comptroller  of  Legacy  Duties,  or  the  solicitor  to  that  department,  on  their 
applying  to  increase  the  duty  on  their  probate,  or  to  obtain  a  return  of  their 
probate  duty.  The  distributors  of  stamps  are  also  authorized  by  the  commis- 
sioners to  take  the  affidavits  of  newspaper  proprietors  and  printers  under  the 
Act  38  Geo.  3  c  7^* ;  and  the  examiner  of  spoiled  sea  policy  stamps  is  also 
authorized  by  the  commissioners  to  take  affidavits  under  the  Act  54f  Geo.  3. 
c.  133. 

Is  the  duty  upon  making  dice  frequently  evaded?— I  have  no  doubt  it  is,  to 
a  considerable  extent ;  1  think  the  dice  duty  produces  only  1,000/.  a  year,  and  I 
should  think  there  are  considerably  more  than  1,000  pairs  of  dice  sold  in  a 
year.     The  duty  is  a  pound  upon  each  pair.  •

Mark  Beauchamp  Peacock^  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

M.B.  Peacock,  Esq.       YOU  are  solicitor  to  the  Post  office  ? — I  am. 

— —  How  long  have  you  held  that  situation  ? — About  nine  years. 

Can  you  state  the  number  of  oaths  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  the  dif- 
ferent officers  in  the  Post-office  department? — The  oaths  are  required  to  be 
taken  by  the  9th  of  Queen  Anne,  c.  10,  the  25th  section  of  which  directs  all 
officers  of  the  Post-office  to  take  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy  and 
abjuration,  but  these  are  not  usually  taken.  The  41st  section  contains  the 
oath  of  office,  which  is  invariably  taken  by  officers  of  the  Post-office. 

Does  every  individual  employed  in  the  Post-office  department,  both  in  town 
and  country,  take  the  oath  of  office  ?— Every  individual  employed  in  receivings 
sorting  or  delivering  letters. 

No  person  is  allowed  to  go  into  a  Post-office  in  the  country  unless  he  takes 
the  oath  of  office  ? — No. 

Does  the  Post-office  department  call  upon  any  individual  not  in  their  service 
to  make  an  affidavit?— I  believe  not. 

In  your  opinion,  would  the  substitution  of  a  declaration  in  liei^of  the  oaths 
of  office  be  expedient,  provided  that  any  breach  of  the  declaration  should  be 
declared  infamy,  with  the  penalties  now  applicable  to  perjury? — I  think  it 
would  not 

What  is  your  reason  for  thinking  it  would  not?— I  think  the  oatli  of  office 
confers  a  protection  upon  and  casts  a  species  of  sanctity  around  correspond- 
ence transmitted  through  the  Post-office,  which  nothing  else  can  supply.  If  a 
postmaster,  clerk  or  letter-carrier  be  tempted  from  curiosity  or  any  other  im- 
proper motive  to  violate  a  letter,  his  oath  occurs  to  his  recollection,  and  in  all 
probability  restrains  him.  An  oath  has  a  meaning  and  effect  infinitely  beyond 
the  obligation  of  a  bare  promise ;  a  declaration  would  not  therefore,  I  thinks 
be  equally  binding.  As  to  punishing  the  breach  of  a  declaration  with  the 
penalties  applicable  to  peijury,  it  could  only  be  on  conviction  by  a  jury,  and  I 
fear  there  would  be  the  utmost  difficulty  in  prosecuting  for  such  an  oflfence. 

^        A  letter 
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A  letter  has  frequently  to  pass  through  three  or  four  or  more  Post-offices  before  M.S.  Peaeeek.BMq. 
it  reaches  the  place  of  its  destination.     Supposing  such  a  letter  to  be  violated,       — — — 
the  first  difficulty  would  be  in  ascertaining  the  particular  office  at  which  the     ^®  *P"1  *^34* 
violation   had  taken  place;   and  if  the  circumstances  afforded  very  strong 
grounds  to  suspect  a  particular  office,  there  would  then  be  the  extreme  di& 
culty  of  determining  which  individual  in  that  particular  office  should  be  se- 
lected for  prosecution.    There  are  sometimes  from  four,  six  and  even  twelve 
or  more  persons  employed  in  one  office,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  Post-offices  at 
Manchester  and  Liverpool.     I  think  it  would  be  almost  impossible,  under  such 
circumstances,  to  prosecute  to  conviction  in  a  court  of  justice. 

Your  opinion,  then,  with  respect  to  the  inexpediency  of  repealing  the  oath 
of  office  bears  most  particularly  upon  the  country  Post-offices  ? — Yes,  it  does. 

You  consider  that  an  individual  cannot  violate  a  letter  in  the  department  in 
London  without  its  being  immediately  detected  ? — He  has  certainly  not  the 
same  opportunity.  Such  an  offence  might,  however,  be  committed  by  a  letter* 
carrier  to  whom  the  letter  was  entrusted  to  deliver. 

In  that  case,  should  you  not  know  who  the  person  was  that  had  violated  that 
letter  ? — We  might  not,  as  there  would  be  the  possibility  of  the  letter  having 
been  violated  before  it  came  into  the  letter  carrier's  hands.  Letters  are,  no 
doubt,  sometimes  violated  before  they  are  put  into  the  Post-office,  or  after 
they  have  been  delivered  at  the  place  of  their  address. 

Do  you  think  the  oath  of  office  taken  by  the  mail  guards  is  necessary  ? — I 
think  it  is  highly  expedient,  as  they  are  entrusted  with  mail  bags  containing 
letters  and  property  to  an  immense  amount ;  and  a  mail  guard  who  had  not 
taken  the  oath  of  office  might  possibly  be  tempted  to  break  open  a  bag  and 
violate  a  letter. 

Are  the  officers  of  the  packets  sworn  ? — I  believe  not. 

Are  the  crew  sworn  ? — I  think  not 

Do  you  conceive  that  the  breach  of  a  promissory  affidavit  is  punishable  by 
statute  or  common  law  ? — I  do  not  think  it  is. 

Are  the  officers  of  the  Post-office  called  upon  to  swear  to  the  accuracy  of 
their  accounts  ?  —Several  of  the  agents  and  deputy -postmasters  in  the  colonies 
transmit  their  accounts  verified  on  oath  ;  and  the  accountant-general  and  some 
other  officers  of  the  Post-office  are  required  to  swear  to  the  accuracy  of  their 
accounts  on  passing  them  at  the  Audit-office. 

Or  the  tradesmen  or  contractors  employed? — I  believe  not 

Do  vou  think  that  a  person  could  be  indicted  for  perjury  for  breaking  an 
oath  of  office  ? — I  think  not. 

And  therefore  the  only  effect  of  it  is  the  sanctity  of  religion  ? — The  sanctity 
of  religion.  I  have  seen  many  of  the  persons  employed  under  the  Post-office 
in  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  1  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
oath  of  office  is  regarded  by  them  with  the  utmost  reverence  and  respect. 

Do  you  think  that  a  declaration  carrying  penalties  for  a  breach  of  it  would 
be  more  efficacious  than  an  oath  of  office  ? — I  think  not ;  for  the  reasons  I  have 
stated,  I  think  the  substitution  of  such  a  declaration  for  the  oath  would  se- 
riously weaken  the  protection  and  security  which  at  present  attends  the  trans- 
mission of  letters  through  the  Post-office. 

Is  the  oath  of  office  taken  only  upon  first  being  appointed  ?— Only  upon  first 
being  appointed. 

Is  it  renewed  upon  promotion  ?— No  ;  I  believe  it  is  only  taken  once. 

Has  any  thing  ever  occurred  to  lead  you  to  think  that  persons  in  the  Post- 
office  treat  lightly  the  oath  of  office  ? — Not  the  least.

Ik  reference  to  your  Ghrace's  application  to  Lord  Auckland  on  the  subject  of  official 
oaths  of  any  kind  which  may  be  recjuired  from  the  officers  holding  appointments  in  His 
Majesty's  Mint,  I  am  desired  by  his  Lordship  to  inform  your  Grace  that  no  officer  of  the 
Mint  is  bound  to  take  an  oath  of  any  kind  on  his  appointment.  The  offices  are  mostly 
held  under  the  Crown,  or  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury,  subject  to 
tiie  provisions  contained  in  the  Indenture  of  the  Mint.

38      EVIDENCE  before  Committee  of  Lords  (1834)  ON  EXPEDIENCY 

My  Lord  Duke,  Royal  Hospital,  Greenwich,  8th  April  1834. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Grace,  as  Chairman  of  a  Committee  of  tne  House  of 
Lords  on  Oaths,  that  the  practice  in  this  institution  formerly  was  to  oblige  all  receivers^ 
accountants  and  the  solicitor,  to  deliver  in  their  accounts  upon  Oath. 

Smce  the  year  1829,  wKen  a  better  system  of  account  and  control  was  introduced, 
a  simple  declaration  has  been  substituted  in  all  cases,  except  in  the  instances  of  the 
dispenser  and  solicitor,  from  whom  affidavits  are  still  required.

Mr.  John  Fasson  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

Mr. John Fauon.        WHAT  situation  do  you  hold? — That  of  chief  clerk  in  the  oflSce  of  the 
■■■  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  Chelsea  Hospital, 

S9 April  1834.         How  long  have  you  been  in  that  situation? — I  have  held  that  office  nine 
years  ;  I  have  been  nearly  20  years  in  the  secretary's  office. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  practice  of  paying  the  pensions  of  the  out- 
pensioners  of  Chelsea  Hospital? — I  am. 

Pensioners  are  obliged  to  make  an  affidavit  previous  to  their  discharge  from 
their  regiments,  are  they  not? — Upon  their  discharge  they  are  attested,  previous 
to  their  examination  before  the  Chelsea  Boarxl. 

They  take  an  oath  every  quarter  for  the  receipt  of  their  pension,  do  they 
not  ? — They  do. 

Do  they  take  it  more  than  once  every  quarter? — Hitherto  they  have  taken 
their  affidavit  quarterly  in  duplicate,  but  they  swear  to  two  affidavits  at  the 
same  time.  One  is  transmitted  to  Chelsea,  with  reference  to  the  prospective 
payment,  and  the  other  is  delivered  to  the  collector  of  Excise,  to  justify  the 
quarter  which  is  then  in  the  course  of  payment. 

Formerly  they  swore  to  a  duplicate  more  than  twice  a  year? — Now  they 
only  make  one  affidavit  each  quarter  for  delivery  to  the  collector  of  Excise, 
and  a  duplicate  affidavit  is  required  only  each  alternate  quarter  for  transmission 
to  Chelsea.     Formerly  they  made  their  affidavits  in  duplicate  every  quarter. 

Supposing  a  soldier  was  discharged  to-morrow  from  a  regiment,  he  would  be 
sworn  previous  to  his  examination  ? — Yes. 

Would  he  also  be  sworn  pvery  quarter  day  ? — Yes. 

Do  you  think  that  affidavit  is  necessary  ? — I  think  it  is  necessary,  for  there  is 
an  exception  in  the  affidavit  which  is  very  important,  viz.  that  he  is  no  other- 
wise provided  for  by  the  public ;  that  he  is  not  in  the  receipt  of  any  other 
military  or  naval  allowance  or  pension ;  for,  if  he  was,  it  would  disqualify  him 
for  receiving  that  pension. 

Are  you  aware  what  is  the  practice  in  the  navy  ? — I  am  not  well  acquainted 
with  the  practice  in  the  navy,  but  I  believe  they  do  it  on  certificate,  and  do 
not  swear  them.  I  think  it  is  done  through  the  certificate  of  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish. 

Do  you  not  think,  that  as  one  of  the  great  objects  of  the  affidavit  is  to  prove 
the  identity  of  the  pensioner,  that  the  identity  might  be  ascertained  by  inquiry, 
or  by  certificate  from  the  churchwardens  or  overseers ;  and  that  instead  of  an 
oath  a  declaration  might  be  substituted,  with  all  the  penalties  which  are  now 
applicable  to  wilful  perjury  ? — I  think,  as  far  as  the  question  of  identity  is  con- 
cerned, a  declaration  would  have  all  the  effect ;  but  that  an  oath  is  very  essen- 
tial, not  perhaps  so  much  as  affecting  the  right  man,  the  proper  pensioner,  but 
as  a  check  against  personation  on  the  part  of  other  persons  not  pensioners ; 
and  I  think  it  is  of  greater  consequence,  as  preventing  attempts  at  fraud,  than 
as  aflfecting  the  individuals  legally  entitled  to  their  pensions.

In  what  way  do  yau  think  that  the  administration  of  an  oath  prevents  the    Mr.  John  Fauon 

commission  of  fraud? — I  think,  if  a  mere  declaration  were  required,  many       

persons  might  make  it  without  scruple.     We  have  80,000  men  scattered  about     39  April  1834. 
in  all  parts  of  the  cotmtry.     Many  persons  might  make  a  declaration  with 
a  view  to  fraud,  who  would  be  prevented  by  having  to  take  an  oath,  which 
I  think  would  form  in  many  instances  a  very  formidable  obstacle. 

Is  it  the  reverence  for  an  oath,  or  the  danger  of  punishment,  to  which  you 
allude  as  likely  to  prevent  them  ? — I  think  the  routine  of  going  through  the 
formula  will  have  a  great  effect,  as  well  as  the  danger  attendant  on  the  convic- 
tion of  peijury. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  a  declaration  being  required,  with  the  same  formali- 
ties, except  the  oath,  would  have  an  effect  in  preventing  their  committing 
fraud  ? — If  the  same  forms  were  required,  and  a  sufficient  obstacle  were  placed 
against  their  committing  fraud  in  the  making  it,  possibly  it  might. 

If  a  simple  declaration  was  made,  and  that  declaration  being  false,  it  was  to 
be  followed  by  the  punishment  of  perjury,  as  the  taking  a  false  oath  is  now,  do 
you  think  that  the  person  making  the  declaration  would  feel  himself  bound  by 
his  declaration  as  he  would  by  his  oath  ? — No ;  I  think  there  is  a  religious 
dread,  particularly  among  that  class  of  men  connected  with  the  pensioners, 
which  would  prevent  their  taking  a  false  oath,  which  would  not  deter  them 
from  making  a  declaration. 

Are  there  many  frauds  now  ? — Very  few  indeed. 

Do  you  know  whether  there  are  more  frauds  in  the  navy,  where  the  same 
practice  has  not  been  pursued  ? — No,  I  am  not  at  all  acquainted  with  what 
takes  place  in  the  navy  ;  but  I  believe  the  pensioners  from  the  navy  are  gene- 
rally resident  at  the  sea-port  towns,  and  are  not  scattered  through  the  country 
as  much  as  the  Chelsea  men  are ;  they  mostly  reside  in  sea-port  towns. 

Do  you  know  anything  of  the  Waterloo  I?und? — Not  anything,  except  that 
I  have  had  to  sign  certificates  on  which  men  have  obtained  advantages  in  the 
shape  of  blood  money,  &c.  The  certificates  show  that  the  individuals  are 
pensioners,  and  that  they  have  been  in  the  action,  and  have  been  wounded. 

You  do  not  know  whether  persons  receiving  pensions  or  allowances  from 
that  fund  are  called  upon  to  make  affidavits  ? — No,  I  do  not. 

Do  you  pay  officers  their  half-pay  at  Chelsea? — No;  merely  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  privates. 

Do  the  clerks  in  your  office,  or  do  yourself,  take  an  oath  on  being  appointed? 
— No. 

Who  administers  the  oaths  at  Chelsea  ? — Myself  and  the  four  senior  clerks 
next  in  succession  to  me  administer  them,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Parliament.  ' 

You  administer  them  to  the  out-pensioners  ? — Yes. 

Is  there  any  oath  taken  by  the  in-pensioners  ? — Not  any  at  all  that  1  am 
aware  of. 

Do  you  swear  to  your  accounts  ?-^No ;  we  have  merely  the  directing  power 
and  the  preparing  the  warrants,  which  the  commissioners  sign  for  the  payment 
of  the  pensioners.  There  is  an  agent  who  makes  the  payments  upon  the  authority 
of  those  warrants  prepared  by  the  secretary,  and  the  agent  is  the  accountant. 

Do  the  commissioners  take  an  oath  of  office? — I  believe  merely  the  general 
oath  required  at\er  the  passing  of  the  Act  for  Catholic  Emancipation. 

Do  you  think  great  frauds  would  be  practised  upon  the  public  and  the  pen- 
sioners if  a  declaration  was  substituted  for  an  oath  ?— That  is  quite  a  matter  of 
opinion.  I  am  so  well  aware  that  the  present  system  is  working  well  as  respects 
the  very  few  attempts  at  fraud  which  are  made,  and  which  are  chiefly  in  the 
case  of  men  who  have  died,  from  the  time  of  their  death  being  misdated,  that  I 
should  think  it  unadvisable  to  relax  the  existing  checks  ;  and  I  should  say,  that 
having  to  go  before  a  magistrate,  and  there  to  execute  an  affidavit,  as  an  inter- 
mediate step  before  a  pensioner  can  get  his  money  from  the  collector,  does 
constitute  an  important  check. 

Do  you  not  think  one  oath  a  year  would  be  sufficient?— By  the  Act  of 
Parliament  it  is  directed  that  the  commissioners  shall  make  out  the  warrant  on 
being  satisfied  that  the  party  is  alive  by  his  oath. 

Do  you  think  that  any  danger  would  occur  to  the  public,  or  to  the  pensioners, 
if  one  oath  was  substituted  once  a  year  for  the  four  oaths  now  required  ? — 
Po.HsibIy  not,  if  sufficient  precautions  were  adopted  in  the  other  quarters ;  but 
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lAx.JokiiFa$sw.    it  might  be  difficult  to  suggest  any  equally  effective  as  the  affidavit  in  each 

-  quarter. 

as  April  1834.         The  pensioners  now  are  usually  paid  by  the  collector  of  Excise,  with  some 

exceptions?— All  those  resident  in  the  country  parts  are.     The  receipts  are  all 

prepared  at  Chelsea,  and  sent  down  to  the  collectors  of  Excise,  according  to 

the  residence  inserted  in  the  affidavit  of  the  pensioner  made  in  the  preceding 

Jiuarter ;  the  pensions  are  paid  in  advance ;  and  it  operates  as  a  check  against 
raud  fone  receipt  only  being  prepared  for  each  pensioner),  that  he  must  go  to 
the  collector  of  Excise  to  whom  his  receipt  has  been  sent ;  and  therefore  it 
would  require  three  months  before  an  impostor,  not  well  acquainted  with  the 
previous  affidavit  of  the  pensioner  be  attempts  to  personate,  could  well  effect  a 
fraud,  unless  he  sent  up  in  the  intermediate  time  to  say  that  such  pensioner 
(writing  in  his  name)  wished  to  alter  his  residence  from  one  place  to  another. 

Though  some  of  the  pensioners  may  at  times  travel  about  the  country,  and 
change  their  residence,  the  great  majority  are  paid  at  the  places  in  which  they 
were  paid  before  ? — There  are  a  great  many  who  remain  stationary,  but  there 
are  a  great  many  who  travel  about,  as  the  commissioners  allow  them  the  liberty 
of  being  paid  their  pensions  where  they  please ;  their  plea  for  change  of  resi- 
dence  being  generally  that  they  cannot  get  work  at  one  place,  and  that  they 
leave  to  get  employment  elsewhere. 

From  those  who  are  stationary,  would  not  the  collector  of  Excise,  having 
paid  them  before,  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  their  identity  ? — I  think  so. 

But  you  think  the  man  might  be  in  the  receipt  of  another  pension  from  the 
government? — Yes  ;  he  might  have  gone  into  the  army  or  navy  again,  and  then 
claim  pension  for  the  period  he  had  been  receiving  pay. 

Generally  speakings  when  they  remove  their  place  of  residence,  it  is  because 
they  are  in  distressed  circumstances? — It  is  because  they  cannot  obtain  labour 
in  the  place  where  they  have  resided. 

They  very  often  come  under  the  character  of  paupers,  and  present  themselves 
to  the  overseer  in  the  place  where  they  are,  do  they  not  ? — Not  altogether  in 
the  character  of  paupers,  because  by  Mr.  Sturges  Bourne's  Act  of  Parliament! 
if  a  pensioner  applies  for  relief  to  the  parish,  the  parish  officers,  prior  to  granting 
the  same,  can  require  him  to  make  an  assignment  of  the  next  payment  of  his 

Eension,  upon  which  they  give  him  weekly  the  amount  of  his  pension ;  therefore 
e  is  not  in  fact  a  pauper,  but  he  has  his  money  in  advance,  and  which  is  repaid 
to  the  parish  when  the  pension  becomes  due. 

Are  there  many  cases  in  which  pensioners  again  enter  into  the  army  ? — Yes ; 
they  go  into  the  army  and  the  navy  too  in  repeated  cases ;  the  naval  service 
was  avowed  to  be  joined  to  the  previous  service  in  the  army,  and  when  they 
came  out  it  gave  them  a  claim  to  an  increase  of  pension. 

Do  you  think  that  the  difficulty  you  allude  to,  of  a  man  being  in  the  receipt 
of  other  pensions,  could  not  be  avoided ;  is  it  not  probable  that  if  a  pensioner 
served  on  board  a  man  of  war,  he  would  state  that  he  has  been  in  the  army,  and 
in  that  case  might  not  you  take  measures  f^  that  information  being  transmitted 
from  the  navy  to  your  office,  so  as  to  form  a  check  ? — Yes,  if  the  man  had  made 
that  statement ;  but  if  he  concealed  it  he  might  receive  his  pay,  and  afterwards 
his  pension  at  Chelsea,  for  the  same  time. 

Would  not  you,  by  calling  on  a  man  to  produce  the  certificate  of  a  clergyman, 
or  of  persons  where  he  had  been  residing  for  a  certain  time,  prevent  that  ? — In 
the  case  of  non-application  for  two  or  three  quarters  we  do  adopt  that  course, 
but  we  require  them  at  the  same  time  to  make  an  exception  on  their  affidavit 
that  they  have  not  been  in  the  receipt  of  any  other  pension  or  pay. 

Do  you  pay  the  widows  of  pensioners  ? — Yes,  provided  any  pension  is  due  at 
the  time  of  the  pensioner's  death.  The  chief  cases  in  which  we  have  attempts 
at  fraud  are  those  arising  from  claims  consequent  upon  the  deaths  of  the  pen* 
sinners.  If  a  pensioner  dies  one  minute  after  twelve  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  ter- 
mination of  the  quarter,  the  widow  or  representative  becomes  entitled  to  the 
next  quarter's  pension  in  advance ;  and  we  have  had  several  attempts  at  fiaud 
by  post,  dating  the  death.  For  instance,  if  a  man  dies  on  the  29th  of  Septem- 
ber, a  certificate  is  obtained  stating  that  his  death  took  place  on  the  1st  of 
October;  and  if  he  is  stated  to  have  been  alive  on  the  1st  of  October,  if  only 
for  half  a  minute  after  twelve  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  SOth  of  September,  his  widow 
is  entitled  to  the  quarter's  pension  in  advance  to  31st  December  following.  It 
occurs  that  payments  are  sometimes  obtained  under  these  circumstances. 
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The  widow  is  then  examined  upon  oath  ? — No ;  the  payment  is  made  upon    Mr.  John  Fasson. 

the  marriage  certificate  and  certificates  of  death  and  burial,  which  are  sent  up 

to  verify  every  claim  of  this  kind.  29  April  1&34; 

Have  you  ever  had  an  opportunity  of  observing  whether  a  man  who  came  to 
make  a  false  claim  for  a  pension  was  startled,  and  withdrew,  on  being  told  that 
he  had  to  take  an  oath  to  substantiate  his  'claim  ? — I  have  not  observed  parti- 
cularly the  case  put,  but  I  think  when  they  know  that  their  statement  is  to  be 
supported  by  an  oath  it  has  some  effect.  There  have  been  cases  of  men  pre- 
ferring claims  to  a  pension  upon  unfounded  statements  and  false  tales  as 
respected  their  services  or  disabilities,  but  upon  making  inquiries  it  has  been 
discovered  that  there  was  no  well-founded  claim,  and  has  been  dealt  with 
accordingly. 

On  finding  they  are  to  swear  to  their  claims,  have  they  then  withdrawn 
them  ? — ^The  cases  I  alluded  to  are  those  of  parties  preferring  claims  for  a  pen- 
sion which  have  not  been  admitted ;  not  that  of  a  person  falsely  representing  a 
pensioner,  and  saying,  ••  I  come  now  to  receive  the  money.'*  When  parties 
come  to  claim  the  pension  they  make  a  statement  that  they  have  served  so 
many  years,  and  have  been  wounded  or  disabled,  and  so  on ;  but  they  are  not 
required  to  take  an  oath  until  the  Board  shall  have  first  decided  whether  the 
claim  can  be  entertained  under  the  regulations.  The  efiect  of  the  oath  I  think 
has  been  to  prevent  attempts  to  personate  pensioners ;  and  a  mere  declaration^ 
1  apprehend,  would  be  considered  so  easy  a  mode  of  accomplishing  a  fraud, 
that  among  the  class  of  persons  connected  with  the  pensioners,  by  getting  hold 
of  the  instruction  papers,  some  would  be  induced  to  use  them  as  the  means  of 
effecting  their  object. 

Do  you  think  they  are  alarmed  at  taking  a  false  oath,  and  staggered  by  that» 
when  they  would  not  be  if  they  were  called  upon  to  make  a  declaration,  though 
followed  by  the  penalties  of  perjury  in  case  it  was  false? — I  do  think  that  there 
is  a  religious  dread  in  supporting  upon  oath  any  thing  of  a  false  claim,  and  that 
the  necessity  of  so  doing  might  operate  to  prevent  their  attempting  it. 

Is  there  more  danger  of  deception  on  the  first  application  or  afterwards  ?— 
In  the  first  attempt,  I  should  conceive ;  for  if  they  came  off  with  impunity  the 
first  time,  they  would  continue  the  fraud  with  diminished  fears  of  discovery  j 
this,  however,  could  only  take  place  in  the  attempt  to  personate  a  dead  man, 
where  we  have  not  received  the  report  of  his  death,  and  which  is  not  hardly 
possible  to  be  practised,  because  detection  through  the  means  of  the  comrades 
of  the  deceased  would  most  likely  soon  follow. 

Is  there  more  probability  of  deception  being  practised  on  the  Board  on  the 
first  application,  or  afterwards,  when  in  the  original  instance  the  application 
was  a  just  one  ? — No,  I  do  not  think  there  is  more  in  the  first  than  at  any  other 
period. 

Is  not  personification  of  a  pensioner  a  capital  offence? — It  was  capital;  it  is 
now  subject  to  transportation.  . 

Are  you  to  be  understood,  that  if  they  come  and  personate  another  they  would, 
be  subject  to  transportation  ? — Yes,  upon  being  tried  and  convicted  of  that 
offence,  which  I  should  think  would  operate  as  a  great  prevention  to  their 
doing  so. 

Have  you  been  often  deceived  in  the  first  application  for  payment  of  the 
pension  ? — No,  very  seldom  ;  we  send  the  receipts  to  the  place  where  the  man 
is  going. 

Your  means  of  inquiry,  when  a  man  applies  to  be  put  on  the  pension  list,  are 
such  as  to  prevent  your  being  imposed  on  ? — Yes. 

The  question  put  alludes  to  the  individual  who  takes  the  oath  previous  to  his 
examination ;  that  is  the  view  with  which  you  have  answered  that  question  ? — 
Yes ;  sometimes  the  discharges  do  not  contain  a  correct  statement  of  the  ser- 
vice,  and  sometimes,  through  error,  more  credit  is  given  than  the  parties  are 
entitled  to  ;  for  instance,  a  serjeant,  instead  of  having  three  years  inserted  in  his 
discharge  as  service  in  that  rank,  has  thirteen  years,  which  would,  had  he  served 
above  twenty-one  years,  make  a  difference  of  sevenpence  a  day  in  his  pension. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  oath  will  induce  him  to  tell  the  truth,  and  to  say  "  No,  I 
have  not  served  thirteen  years,  but  only  three  years,'*  and  thus  afford  the  means 
of  correcting  the  mistake. 

Ought  not  that  paper  to  be  correct,  as  it  comes  from  the  regiment,  and  is 
extracted  from  the  regimental  books? — Certainly  j  but  there  nave  been  in-

Are  you  to  be  understood  to  say,  that  the  administration  of  oaths  operates  ia 
many  instances  to  the  prevention  of  fraud  ? — I  really  think  so  in  regard  to 
persons  who  might  attempt  to  personate  pensioners,  and  who  themselves  are 
not  entitled  to  pensions.  With  regard  tQ  persons  legally  entided,  a  declaration 
would  probably  be  as  good  as  an  oath,  if  proper  security  is  taken  that  the 
«        exception  in  the  affidavit  should  be  strictly  adhered  to.

Mr.  John  Smith  Graham  is  called  in  ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

Mr.  J.  S.  Graham.      yOU  hold  an  office  in  the  Navy  Pay-office  ?— Yes. 

What  office  do  you  hold  ?— Cashier  of  Greenwich  out-pensioners. 
V 1  34*  ^j.^  ^Q  Greenwich  pensioners  required  to  take  any  oath  before  they  receive 

their  pensions  ? — They  are  in  the  country. 

Before  a  magistrate  ? — No,  before  the  collector  of  the  Customs  and  Excise. 

Thev  are  required  to  take  them  before  those  officers,  because  those  officers 
have  the  power  of  paying  the  pensions  ? — Yes. 

They  are  paid  by  order  ? — It  is  by  bill. 

Explain  the  form  ? — They  are  paid  by  a  duplicate  remittance  bill ;  one-half 
sent  to  the  party  entitled,  and  the  other  half  to  the  collector  of  the  revenue^ 
who  pays  either  the  Customs  or  the  Excise. 

Have  you  got  the  form  of  the  oath  there  ?— No,  not  the  form  of  the  oath ; 
I  have  the  form  of  the  bill. 

What  is  the  fact  to  the  truth  of  which  he  swears  ? — As  to  the  identity  j  that 
he  is  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  pension. 

Does  he  take  that  oath  every  time  he  is  paid  ?— Yes,  every  quarter. 

So  that  he  has  to  take  it  four  times  a  year  ? — Exactly. 

Do  you  know  anything  of  the  mode  in  which  it  is  administered  ? — I  never 
witnessed  it ;  I  pav  in  town,  where  we  do  not  require  it,  because  we  can  identify 
them  ourselves  5  there  is  no  necessity  for  it. 

Do  you  conceive  it  to  be  necessary  that  the  oath  should  be  required  in  the 
country,  or  do  you  think  that  a  declaration  would  be  as  efficacious  in  guarding 
against  fraud  ? — If  the  penalty  were  the  same  upon  the  declaration  being  false 
as  it  would  be  under  the  oath,  I  do  not  see  any  difference  at  all. 

You  do  not  think  that  the  parties  are  influenced  by  any  consideration  relating 
to  the  nature  of  the  oath  ? — No. 

No  peculiar  obligation  ? — Not  in  the  slightest  degree. 

Do  you  know  what  the  mode  adopted  by  the  pensioners  in  the  army  is  ? — i 
do  not  know ;  they  are  both  for  the  same  object,  no  doubt. 

Is  any  evidence  of  identity  required  except  the  pensioner's  oath  ? — None 
whatever  in  the  country ;  we  examine  them  as  to  every  particular  in  London  ; 
we  have  a  full  description,  and  the  collectors  of  the  revenue  know  nothing  of 
them. 

Have  frequent  occasions  been  discovered  when  parties  have  personated  pen- 
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sioners,  or  attempted  any  other  fraud  t — We  have  had  but  one  case  in  five   Mr.  J.^.  Gh-tihmn. 
'  years.  — — 

Was  that  in  town  or  country? — It  was  at  Portsmouth ;  there  was  no  oath      «  May  i8a4^ 
.  in  that  case,  because  we  send  full  particulars,  and  they  do  not  take  an  oath  at 
the  out-ports. 

Was  the  discovery  made  by  means  of  those  particulars  transmitted  from 
London  ? — No,  I  believe  he  could  not  make  out  his  case  and  suspicion  attached, 
and  he  was  taken  up  and  prosecuted,  and  transported  for  seven  years. 

And  that  without  taking  any  oath  ?— Yes ;  he  would  not  have  been  required 
at  Portsmouth  to  take  an  oath. 

At  none  of  the  out-ports  the  pensioners  take  an  oath  ? — No,  because  we 
furnish  them  with  such  full  particulars  of  the  party's  identity ;  they  can  turn  to 
the  book  and  discover  every  thing  relating  to  them. 

Does  not  the  number  of  pensioners  in  the  out-ports  bear  a  great  proportion 
to  the  whole  F— There  are  about  three  thousand  at  the  ports. 

How  many  others  ? — Twelve  thousand,  and  we  pay  about  five  thousand  in 
London. 

Do  they  take  any  oath  in  London  ? — No,  we  have  a  book  of  the  full  parti- 
culars of  every  thing  relating  to  pensioners  that  we  can  turn  to,  and  we  do 
identify  them  before  they  are  paid. 

If  you  were  to  send  a  copy  of  that  part  of  the  book  relating  to  the  pen- 
sioners to  the  Excise  officer  in  the  country,  would  he  not  be  able  to  identify 
the  pensioner? — They  change  about  so  that  it  would  be  lost ;  it  would  not  be 
of  use  except  at  the  ports ;  a  declaration  would  have  every  effect,  provided  the 
penalty  was  the  same. 

You  are  of  opinion  that  a  declaration,  with  a  penalty,  would  be  quite  as 
effectual  ? — Yes* 

Then,  in  point  of  fact,  there  are  eight  thousand  out-pensioners  out  of  twelve 
■thousand  who  take  an  oath } — ^There  are  fifteen  thousand  out-pensioners  paid 
in  the  country  and  five  thousand  in  London ;  there  are  three  thousand  paid  at 
the  out-ports. 

There  are  five  thousand  in  London  who  do  not  take  the  oath,  and  three 
thousand  at  the  out-ports ;  so  that  there  are  eight  thousand  out  of  twenty 
thousand  who  do  not  t^ke  the  oath  ? — Yes,  certainly. 

Is  any  considerable  number  of  pensioners  paid  io  Scotland  or  Ireland  ? — 
A  very  considerable  number. 

What  is  the  form  in  that  case  ? — Exactly  similar. 

Are  the  marines  naval  pensioners  ? — ^Yes. 
•     In  saying  you  have  discovered  only  one  fraud  in  five  years,  are  you  alluding 
to  the  last  five  years  ? — Yes. 

You  have  nothing  to  do  with  Ireland  ? — Yes ;  the  United  Kingdom,  the  West 
Indies,  and  eveir  place. 

Does  that  include  the  whole  of  the  twenty  thousand  you  have  mentioned  ? — 
Yes,  about  twenty  thousand  three  hundred. 

Before  the  last  five  years,  to  your  knowledge,  were  there  many  frauds  dis- 
covered?— I  think  a  few ;  but  that  has  been  completely  stopped  of  late. 

You  do  not  consider  there  are  more  frauds  attempted  among  those  who  take 
the  oath  than  amongst  those  who  do  not.^ — I  think  not ;  I  am  quite  certain  of 
it ;  I  think  positively  it  is  not. 

To  what  do  you  ascribe  the  fact  of  its  being  stopped  of  late  ? — We  are  so  par- 
ticular, and  it  is  impossible  almost. 

They  are  not  stopped  by  the  oath  ? — I  think  not ;  a  rogue  would  as  soon  take 
an  oath  as  not ;  we  would  defy  them ;  we  do  not  trust  them. 

Do  you  fear  that  any  of  your  pensioners  should  go  again  into  the  King's  ser- 
vice by  entering  the  army,  and  receive  a  "pension  from  both? — They  cannot  do 
it ;  we  should  get  a  return  directly ;  we  have  had  instances  of  their  going,  but 
we  stopped  them  instantly. 

Do  you  know  any  thing  respecting  prize  money  paid  to  individuals  when 
ships  are  paid  off,  and  prize  money  not  paid  while  the  ship  is  in  commission  ? 
Do  you  know  that  a  certificate  is  required  to  enable  a  seaman  to  receive  pri^e 
money  ? — No,  I  do  not. 

You  have  said  that  formerly  a  greater  number  of  frauds  were  committed  than 
have  lately  been  attempted  ?— A  few  more ;  they  have  been  Very  trifling  at  any 
time.  ^ 
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Was  the  oath  administered  at  that  time  ? — It  always  has  been* 

You  conceive  that  the  frauds  have  been  more  frequent  among  those  neho 
have  taken  the  oath,  or  those  who  have  not  ? — I  have  not  gone  so  deeply  into 
it  to  examine,  but  I  imagine  that  the  oath  has  never  been  any  hindraiice 
at  all. 

Do  any  officers  of  your  department  take  any  oatii? — No,  not  any. 

Do  you  yourself  take  any  oath  ? — No. 

Nor  swear  to  the  account  ? — ^No.  * 

Who  passes  your  account  ? — The  treasurer  of  the  navy.

N.B. — Any  officer  to  whom  an  out-pension  bill  is  presented  for  payment,  not  ihen 
having  in  hand  public  money  sufficient  to  answer  the  same,  is,  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
required  to  immediately  indorse  on  the  back  of  the  said  duplicate  the  day  of  its  being  so 
tendered  to  him,  and  the  cause  of  his  refusal  or  delay  to  pay  the  same ;  and  to  appoint 
thereon  for  the  payment  of  such  bill  some  future  day  within  the  space  of  two  months  at 
the  farthest  from  the  day  of  its  being  first  tendered.  The  duplicate  with  the  indorsement 
thereon  is  to  be  delivered  back  to  the  pensioner. 

In  case  the  pensioner  in  whose  favour  this  bill  is  drawn  should  die  before  payment  is 
demanded,  no  advance  of  money  is  to  be  made  hereon  to  any  relative  or  other  person 
whatsoever;  but  the  bill  is  to  be  returned  to  the  cashier  of  Greenwich  pensions.  Tower  Hill, 
London,  with  the  words  "  Greenwich  Out-Pensioner"  written  thereon,  to  whom  appli- 
cations for  arrears,  with  the  like  words  "  Greenwich  Out-Pensioner "  written  thereon,  are 
to  be  addressed.

John  SmaUpeice,  Esquire,  is  called  in ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

J.  SmaUpeice,  Esq.       WHAT  are  you  ? — Solicitor  and  treasurer  of  the  county,  and  clerk  to  thef 

magistrates. 

30  May  1834.         How  long  have  you  been  clerk  .to  the  petty  sessions  of  the  magistrates  at 
Guildford? — I  think  twenty-eight  years,  or  thereabouts. 

Have  you  ever  turned  your  attention  at  all  to  the  subject  of  oaths ;  how  far 
they  may  be  requisite  in  many  cases  in  which  they  are  taken  ? — Necessarily  I 
must  have  done  so ;  in  the  course  of  practice  it  is  impossible  that  I  should  not 
have  paid  some  attention  to  the  subject  of  oaths. 

Has  it  ever  appeared  to  you  that  any  of  the  oaths  which  are  now  administered 
might  be  dispensed  with  ? — Many  oaths,  which  are  in  the  nature  of  official  oaths, 
I  should  think  might  be  dispensed  with ;  but  not  those  that  are  truly  forensic. 

Not  those  you  think  necessary  in  the  course  of  criminal  prosecutions  ? — No. 

Are  the  churchwardens  in  the  habit  of  complaining  to  the  magistrates  sitting 
in  petty  sessions,  to  whom  you  are  the  clerk,  against  persons  for  not  paying 
the  church  rates  ;  have  you  occasionally  such  complaints  ? — We  have,  but  more 
particularly  from  overseers,  not  from  churchwardens,  because  the.  justices  have 
very  little,  if  any,  power  with  regard  to  church  rates. , 

But  the  churchwardens  occasionally  complain,  do  they  not,  for  the  non-pay- 
ment  of  church  rates  ? — I  think  that  their  complaint  is  only  good  as  to  dis- 
senters ;  I  apprehend  that  the  justices  have  no  other  power  over  church  rates. 

Do  not  the  churchwardens  occasionally  apply  to  the  magistrates  for  warrants 
to  compel  persons  to  pay  church  rates? — I  think  not,  except  as  to  dissenters ;  I 
do  not  think  that  the  justices  have  any  power  of  levying  rates ;  it  is  an  ecclesi- 
astical matter ;  I  may  be  wrong  j  we  have  many  instances  of  levying  upon 
dissenters. 

You  require,  in  order  to  proceed  against  the  dissenters,  information  upon 
oath  ;  the  information  is  given  upon  oath  ? — I  think  not  upon  oath. 

Do  you  recollect  instances  of  clergymen  complaining  of  the  non-payment  of 
tithes  under  10/.  ? — Yes. 

They  give  their  information  upon  oath,  do  they  not  ? — I  think  we  have  not 
been  in  the  habit  of  taking  the  information  upon  oath ;  we  have  taken  the  in- 
formation without  oath,  and  issued  the  summons. 

At  all  events  you  see  no  necessity  for  an  oath  in  such  a  case  ? — Certainly 
not ;  and  I  do  not  know  that  any  information  in  the  first  instance  is  necessary 
upon  oath,  scarcely  so,  because  the  information  being  taken  not  upon  oath,  it 
becomes  necessary  then  to  adduce  evidence  upon  oath ;  and  in  such  case  the 
oath  is  not  administered  till  the  hearing  takes  place. 

Instances  must  have  occurred  within  your  experience  of  the  surveyors  of 
highways  informing  against  persons  for  not  performing  statute  duty  ? — Yes. 

Is  not  that  information  given  upon  oath  ? — The  Act  of  Parliament,  I  think, 
very  likely  may  require  it ;  but  I  still  think  we  have  not  been  in  the  habit  of 
administering  an  oath  upon  any  information  unless  we  saw  that  the  Act  of  Par- 
liament positively  required  it ;  it  would  not  invalidate  the  information,  I  appre- 
hend, if  it  was  not  taken  upon  oath,  if  the  oath  was  administered  to  th^  party

proving  the  case  upon  the  bearing ;  and  therefore  we  have  not  been  in  the  habit — 

of  administering  oaths  where  it  was  not  necessary  by  the  statute.  30  May  1834. 

For  the  recovery  of  penalties  under  the  Highway  Act,  is  it  within  your  know- 
ledge that  oaths  are  taken  ? — I  should  say,  generally,  they  do  not  put  the  party 
upon  oath  in  giving  information,  unless  it  be  absolutely  required  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament;  and  even  in  some  cases  if  it  was  pointed  out  by  Act  of  Parliament  we 
should  not  do  it.  No  longer  ago  than  last  week  we  had  some  informations  under 
the  Turnpike  Act,  and  the  party  was  not  put  upon  oath ;  but  the  party  proving 
the  case  is  put  upon  oath. 

Do  you  think  there  are  any  cases  in  which  it  would  be  necessary  to  swear  the 
party  giving  information  ;  does  it  occur  to  you  that  there  are  any  instances  in 
which  the  oath  would  be  necessary? — In  the  second  stage  it  may  be  necessary  to 
put  the  party  upon  oath,  because  there  are  some  cases,  for  instance,  of  assault, 
in  which  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  party  to  prove  the  case,  because  no  other 
person  maybe  able  to  prove  it;  but  even  in  the  case  of  assault  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  put  him  on  oath  in  die  first  instance ;  if  he  can  prove  it  by  witnesses  not 
interested  it,is  desirable  that  he  should  do  so. 

Do  the  Committee  understand  you  to  say,  that,  as  a  general  principle,  you 
think  that  an  information  which  is  merely  made  to  enable  the  magistrate  to  send 
the  summons  ought  not  to  be  upon  oath  ? — I  think  not. 

'  Supposing  there  is  an  information  given  you,  which  may  require  an  order 
from  a  justice  either  to  enter  a  house  or  any  thing  of  that  kind,  do  not  you 
think  that  in  all  those  cases  where  an  order  to  do  something  is  to  be  obtained 
from  a  magistrate,  the  informations  ought  to  be  taken  upon  oath  ? — Yes ;  I 
should  have  followed  up  what  I  said  before  by  observing,  when  I  was  referring 
to  matters  of  practice,  in  the  way  of  summons,  an  oath  is  not  necessary ;  but  if 
you  grant  an  order  or  warrant  where  force  is  to  follow  upon  it,  either  as  against 
the  person  or  against  the  house,  an  oath,  I  think,  should  be  required. 

Does  it  frequently  happen  that  the  surveyor  of  highways,  in  ps^sing  the 
account,  swears  to  the  amount  of  contribution  to  the  rates,  when  they  have  not 
been  actually  paid ;  has  it  come  within  your  knowledge  that  those  cases  have 
occurred  ? — In  passing  the  accounts  I  apprehend  he  would  produce  his  account, 
and  swear  that  the  account  is  just  and  true ;  that  is  a  matter  of  figures,  to  show 
what  he  has  received  and  what  he  has  paid,  and  the  oath  is  general  as  to  the 
total ;  he  swears  that  the  account  is  just  and  true,  and,  unless  any  particular 
sum  is  objected  to,  there  is  no  particular  inquiry  made. 

In  your  opinion  is  that  oath  at  all  requisite,  the  account  being  before  you  to 
speak  for  itself,  and  being  capable  of  proof? — I  think,  speaking  with  all  defer- 
ence, that  in  all  matters  of  account  the  oath  might  be  dispensed  with,  because 
it  can  be  proved  by  other  means*  As  treasurer  of  the  county  I  am  bound  to 
return  an  account  every  quarter  of  my  receipt  and  expenditure,  and  which.  I  do 
at  every  quarter  sessions  j  that  may  be  done  upon  oath,  if  required  by  the  ma- 
gistrate. I  believe  it  was  once  required  of  me,  but  never  but  once  in  the  course 
of  some  twenty-three  years ;  but  even  that  is  quite  unnecessary,  because  it  is 
capable  of  proof  in  another  way;  and  there  it  would  be  more  material  that  the 
party  should  be  required  to  make  a  declaration  in  writing,  which  would  stand 
against  him  ;  and  his  character  would  be  worth  more  to  him  than  the  danger  of 
an  indictment  for  perjury  upon  the  oath. 

Has  it  not  occurred  to  you  to  know  instances  of  this  account  being  presented 
to  the  magistrates,  representing  certain  monies  as  being  received,  when,  in  point 
of  fact,  they  have  not  been  received ;  for  instance,  the  surveyor  of  highways 
bas  personal  confidence  in  the  individual  from  whom  he  expected  the  amount 
of  the  rate  charged  in  the  book,  and  in  consequence  of  this  he  has  taken  the 
responsibility  upon  himself,  and  actually  sworn  to  the  money  as  collected,  when 
that  money  has  not  been  collected  ? — I  am  not  aware  of  any  particular  case  of 
that  kind,  but  I  should  say  if  it  was  done  we  should  hold  him  to  his  bargain, 
if  I  may  so  say. 

'  He  is  of  course  responsible,  but  in  fact  he  is,  perhaps  unintentionally,  guilty 
of  perjury? — I  should  say  he  had  made  the  debt  his  own ;  he  is  responsible  to 
the  parish,  and  therefore  it  is  not  peijury. 

But  he  has  positively  sworn  to  the  rate  as  collected,  when,  in  point  of  fact, 
it  has  not  been  collected  ? — It  is  not  collected,  but  it  is  collected  in  fact^ 
because  he  has  made  himself  answerable  for  it,  and  he  has  transferred  the  debt 
from  the  original  debtor  to  himself,  and  the  parish  is  not  a  loser. 
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J.  SmMpeke^  Esq.       But,  adinittmg  that  it  is  not  perjory,  you  have  known  such  cases  ? — Yes,  not 
^  only  in  highways,  but  in  many  other  transactions  in  life  ;  it  is  more  comHioft

Is  not  the  oath  of  a  guardian  or  overseer  necessary  to  obtain  an  order  of  aiS- 
liation  on  the  putative  father  of  an  illegitimate  child  ? — No,  I  have  known  rw 
cases  where  the  officers  have  sworn  at  aU,  It  may  be  necessary  where  a  party 
kas  not  padd  upon  it,  to  prove  the  fact  of  non-payment,  but  not  in  order  to  the 
examination  or  the  affiliating  of  the  child ;  there  can  be  no  oath  required  but 
from  the  mother  of  the  child. 

For  non-attendance  to  an  order  of  bastardy,  on  account  of  the  sum  expended 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  child^  the  overseer  produces  his  account  of  the 
money  expended  «pon  the  maintenance  of  the  child,  and  he  swears  to  that 
account  in  order  to  obtain  a  warrant  against  the  father  for  the  collection  of  the 
money? — Yes ;  he  swears  that  a  certain  sum  is  due  under  the  order,  and  that 
it  has  been  demanded  and  is  not  paid. 

Is  it  your  opinion  that  that  oath  might  be  dispensed  with  ? — It  might  be 
dispensed  with  under  a  declaration  in  writing  in  the  nature  of  an  informatioiLr 
if  that  declaration  was  made  of  the  same  force  by  law  as  the  oath  now  is  ;  it 
would  require  some  statutory  provision  for  it 

But  you  are  of  opinion  that  no  public  inconvenience  would  ensue  by  the 
substitution  of  a  declaration  in  writing  to  this  edfect  instead  of  the  oath  ? — I  see 
none. 

Is  it  the  habit  of  guardians  and  overseers  to  give  evidence  upon  oath  against 
persons  neglecting  or  against  persons  refusing  to  pay  the  poor  rate  ? — Yes. 

Is  that  oath  included  in  the  answer  you  gave  to  a  former  question,  that  yoa 
consider  it  might  be  dispensed  with  ? — In  all  cases  for  an  order  for  distress  the 
oath  is  necessary,  but  not  till  it  comes  to  the  order  of  distress  ;  not  upon  the 
summons :  but  the  practice  is,  upon  the  return  of  the  summons,  if  the  party 
does  not  appear,  the  constable  is  called  upon  to  prove  upon  oath  that  he  has 
served  the  summons ;  then  the  parish  officer  is  called  to  prove  on  oath  that  the 
rate  is  due  and  unpaid  and  has  been  demanded. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  before  the  warrant  is  granted  it  should  be  certified 
by  oath  that  a  demand  had  been  made  for  the  rate  ? — The  same  thing  might 
be  done  by  declaration. 

You  mean  to  imply  that  for  taking  a  false  declaration  wilfully  and  knowingly 
there  should  be  a  penalty  ? — Yes ;  I  said  before  there  must  be  a  statutory  pro* 
vision  giving  a  declaration  the  same  force  as  the  oath,  and  consequently  it  must 
be  made  liable  to  the  same  or  some  other  degree  of  punishment. 

Is  it  your  opinion  that  an  oath  is  necessary,  relative  to  the  condition  of  a 
pauper,  to  obtain  the  order  of  his  removal ;  do  you  think  that  a  pauper  being 
brought  before  a  magistrate,  and  it  being  proved  to  the  magistrate's  satisfaction, 
it  being  declared  by  the  overseer  that  he  has  relieved  the  pauper,  and  the 
pauper  declaring  that  he  has  been  relieved,  that  would  suffice,  without  an  oath, 
in  justifying  the  magistrate  in  removing  him  ? — I  should  very  much  doubt  that, 
because  in  an  ulterior  stage  the  pauper  must  be  put  upon  his  oath,  and  there- 
fore I  think  it  would  be  very  hazardous  to  remove  him  to  a  parish  without  an 
oath,  and  afterwards  have  an  appeal  and  then  to  have  him  put  upon  his  oath. 
The  practice  with  us  is  thus:  1  generally  ask  the  overseer,  Is  he  chargeable? 
and  if  he  says  that  he  is,  I  proceed  upon  that. 

Without  the  overseer  swearing  ? — Yes ;  the  party  who  takes  a  removal  without 
the  pauper  being  chargeable  has  no  chance  of  sustaining  that  removal ;  the 
order  would  be  quashed,  as  a  matter  of  course,  on  appeal,  and  therefore  he 
takes  it  at  his  own  risk. 

Guardians  or  overseers  often  complain  of  paupers  for  neglecting  to  maintain 
their  families  ;  their  information  is  generally  taken  on  oath,  together  with  an 
account  of  expense  incurred  by  such  neglect ;  they  swear  to  that  account,  do 
they  not? — The  Act  of  Parliament  requires  that  they  should  swear  that  tJie 
party  has  left  his  family  chargeable  to  the  parish  ;  the  account  does  not  neces- 
sarily come  in  question  ;  but  the  fact  of  his  having  run  away,  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  left  his  ^mily,  his  wife,  or  children, 
chargeable  to  the  parish,  is  the  fact  upon  which  the  proceedings  go  forth. 

Then  parties  are  commonly  summoned  in  consequence  of  this  statement? — 
There  is  a  warrant  in  that  case. 

They  are  brought  by  warrants  before  the  magistrates  to  answer  to  this  charge? 
— Yes. 
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Do  you  conceive  that  an  oath  is  necessary  in  that  case? — Not  in  a  case  of  j.  Smailpeke, Esq. 

this  kind  j  when  a  parish  ofiicer  brings  a  charge  of  that  kind,  which  will  be . 

answered  by  the  party,  his  character  would  prevent  his  makisg  a  false  declara-  30  May  1834. 
tion  of  charges,  more  especially  if  you,  by  a  statutory  provision,  put  the  decla- 
ration in  the  same  position  as  the  oath.  With  reference  to  a  former  question, 
I  generally,  in  the  examination  of  a  pauper,  make  him  swear  that  he  is  charge- 
able. We  generally  conclude  that  examination,  having  gone  through  the 
places  where  he  is  hired,  or  where  he  has  lived,  with  saying,  he  is  now  charge- 
able to  the  parish  of  so  and  so. 

That  is  included  in  his  examination  ? — Yes. 

You  must  occasionally  have  brought  before  the  petty  sessions  disputes  between 
masters  and  servants  in  husbandry ;  parties  are  sworn  in  that  case  ;  might  not 
oaths  be  dispensed  with  in  those  cases  ? — In  point  of  practice  we  do  not 
swear  them  in  the  first  instance ;  when  it  comes  to  matter  of  proof  they  are 
put  upon  oath,  but  not  till  it  is  put  upon  proof,  because  we  issue  the  summons, 
and  tne  general  rule  is,  that  we  never  require  an  oath  for  a  summons. 

And  you  think  the  practice  that  you  pursue  desirable,  and  worthy  of  adoption 
in  other  places  ? — I  think  so. 

You  find  no  inconvenience  from  it  ? — No ;  because  I  conceive  that  it  is  desira* 
ble  to  avoid  oaths  when  they  can  be  avoided. 

Do  you  oflSciate  as  clerk  to  the  commissioners  of  taxes  ? — Yes. 

The  assessors  in  making  their  Returns  swear,  do  they  not,  to  the  Returns 
made  ? — Yes. 

Are  those  Returns  frequently  found  to  be  erroneous? — Yes,  they  will,  in 
many  cases,  make  mistakes  of  figures. 

And  they  are  proved  to  be  erroneous  by  the  numerous  surcharges  that  take 
place  ? — There  must  be  errors  of  that  kind  in  matters  of  figures. 

Is  it  not  your  opinion  that  the  oath  might  be  safely  dispensed  with  in  that 
case  ? — I  think  in  all  those  cases  the  oath  might  be  dispensed  with,  because  it 
is  capable  of  proof  in  other  ways. 

More  especially  from  the  number  of  surcharges  sufficing  to  prove  that  they 
are  erroneous  ?  —I  think  the  great  mischief  is,  putting  parties  who  are  sur- 
charged upon  oath,  to  make  themselves  dishonour  themselves  by  their  oath. 

At  all  events  afibrding  a  temptation  to  perjury  ?— Yes;  for  instance,  if  the 
man  is  charged  for  omitting  to  charge  himself  with  the  game  licence,  or  the 
keeping  of  dogs,  or  what  not,  he  is  called  upon  to  discharge  himself  from  any 
liability  upon  his  oath ;  and  perhaps  I  may  say  I  have  known  penury  committed 
in  that  way ;  there  is  a  sort  of  expression  among  country  people,  that  it  is  onl^ 
a  white  oath.  I  do  not  know  whether  your  Lordships  have  heard  it  as  apph* 
cable  to  revenue  cases. 

Complaints  have  occasionally  come  before  the  magistrates  of  disorder  in 
public  houses,  and  of  drunkenness  and  disorderly  conduct  in  alehouses ;  are 
those  parties  commonly  sworn  in  the  first  instance  ? — When  it  comes  in  the  way 
of  proof  it  is  necessary  to  be  upon  oath  ;  I  apprehend  it  cannot  be  otherwise  in 
the  present  state  of  the  law. 

But  not  until  it  comes  to  the  proof? — No,  I  should  not  take  any  information 
(speaking  generally)  upon  oath,  unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary. 

Would  you  include  informations  against  vagrants  as  to  their  act  of  vagrancy  ? 
— When  the  justices  are  giving  an  adjudication  it  must  be  upon  oath  in  that 
case ;  there  must  be  an  oath  before  you  can  commit  a  person. 

You  have  stated,  generally  speaking,  what  oaths  you  think  not  to  be  neces- 
sary ;  will  you  endeavour  to  enumerate  what  oaths  you  think  are  nec^sary  ? — 
I  think  in  all  cases  of  courts  of  law  or  justice,  or  criminal  matters  before  magis- 
trates, where  it  depends  entirely  upon  testimony,  you  must  have  the  oath, 
because  you  can  get  at  it  by  no  other  means. 

You  mean  where  punisliment  is  to  follow  conviction  r — Not  only  in  that  cas^, 
but  in  courts  of  law  in  questions  between  party  and  party  ;  you  cannot  get  at 
certain  necessary  information  but  upon  oath,  and  certainly  tlie  power  of  the  oath 
is  very  considerable  with  some  parties.  I  have  known  many  instances  of  men 
kissing  their  thumb,  which  evidences  their  fear  of  taking  the  oath,  and  that  they 
would  feel  themselves  more  bound  by  kissing  the  book  and  taking  the  oath  than 
if  they  did  not  do  it.  Again,  I  have  known  Roman  Catholics,  some  would 
take  the  oath  without  the  cross,  others  will  not  take  the  oath  until  the  cross  is 
made,  and  therefore  they  must  feel  themselves  bound  by  the  oath  j  they  appre- 
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J.  s^Wjj^e,  Esq.  jl^end  that  it  is  no  oath  X¥ithout  th^  cross,  and  I  have  myaelf  been  c?all6d  upon 
*  ^  ,  ,  '  ,  i  41  make  a  cross  simply  in  writing  upon  the  fly  leaf  of  a  Testament*  with  whicb 
30  May  1S34.     the  party  has  beeit  perfectly  satisfied. 

Has  it  occurred  to  you  that  in  those  instances  where  oaths  are  deemed  most 
"     necessary,  they  are  least  binding  from  the  character  of  the  individual  ?— Yes, 
that  necessarily  will  be.    The  same  argument  will  apply  to  declarations  witli 
greater  force,  perhaps. 

Do  you  think  that  if  a  false  declaration  and  a  false  oath  were  liable  to  the 
same  penal  consequences,  persons  disregarding  the  sanctity  of  an  oath  wonid 
not  be  equally  bound  by  one  or  the  other  ? — With  most  persons  I  conceive  that 
there  is  a  stronger  impression  in  taking  an  oath.  There  is  a  greater  feeling  in 
taking  an  oath  in  courts  of  law  and  justice  than  I  think  you  would  find  in  any 
mere  declaration. 

Are  you  in  the  habit  of  swearing  pensioners  in  order  that  they  may  receive 
their  pension  ?-^It  very  seldom  happens  with  us  that  the  pensioners  come  to  us** 
There  is  a  local  jurisdiction  in  the  town,  and  therefore  they  can  go  to  the 
mayor  and  magistrates  of  the  town  where  the  oath  that  is  necessary  is  adminis- 
tered, and  I  do  not  recollect  any  instance  of  pensioners  coming  before  us.

Terrick  Haultain^  Esq.  is  called  in  ;  and  Examined  as  follows : 

T.  Haultain,  Esq.       YOU  are  Accountant  General  of  the  Army  Pay  Office  ? — I  am. 
• How  long  have  you  held  that  office  ? — About  six  years. 

Before  that  were  you  in  the  department?— I  have  been  in  the  depaitment 
forty-two  years. 

The  Committee  wish  to  examine  you  upon  the  subject  of  the  necessity  of  the 
half-pay  officers  in  the  army  being  sworn  before  they  are  enabled  to  receive 
their  half-pay  j  have  you  any  observations  to  make  upon  that  subject ?~I  have 
prepared  an  answer  to  that  question,  which  I  will  read.  The  number  of  oatbsf 
taken  by  persons  receiving  allowances  from  the  Army  Pay  office  amounted 
in  the  course  of  last  year  to  47,670.  The  description  of  persons  taking  them 
were,  first,  officers  on  half  pay  j  second,  widows  of  officers ;  third,  pensions  to 
officers  for  wounds ;  fourth,  allowances  on  the  Compassionate  List;  fifth,  allow- 
ances of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Bounty  j  sixth,  officers  of  the  militia,  local  militia 
and  yeomanry  ;  seventh,  officers  on  the  foreign  half  pay  j  eighth,  officers  on  full 
and  retired  half  pay.  These  persons  are  required  by  the  Act  2  &  3  Will.  4. 
c.  106.  sec.  6.  and  by  the  Annual  Appropriation  Act,.  3  &  4  Will.  4.  c.  96.  sec. 
21.  to  take,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  before 
some  one  of  His  Majesty's  secretaries  of  embassy  or  consuls  abroad,  or  before 
any  one  of  the  officers  for  the  time  being  in  the  office  of  the  paymaster  general, 
vi2*  the  chief  cashier  and  his  deputy,  the  Ciishier  of  half  pay,  and  the  first  exa^ 
miner  of  the  same,  the  cashier  of  widows  pensions,  and  the  first  examiner  for 
the  same,  an  oath  to  such  purport  and  effect  as  shall  be  required  in  that  behalf 
by  His  Majesty's  warrant  directing  the  rssue  of  such  pensions  and  allowances. 
Those  are  the  forms  of  the  regular  oaths.  [The  Witrtess delivered  in  the  same, 
which  are  inspected :  see  the  Appendix  to  this  day^s  Evidence^  There  are  certain 
claimants  for  allowances  payable  at  the  Army  Pay  office,  who  receive  upon  certi- 
ficates of  honour  or  on  declarations  only ;  they  amount  annually  to  about  2,400. 

What  are  they  ? — They  are  the  general  officers,  upon  certificates  declaring 
upon  honour  that  they  are  the  persons  entitled  to  the  pay  assigned  them» 

What  j>ay  is  that  which  is  so  assigned  to  them  ?— It  is  what  they  call  the 
unattached  pay ;  general  officers  who  are  not  colonels  of  regiments  receive  an 
unattached  pay.  Besides  the  general  officers,  there  are  persons  holding  per- 
manent appointments  in  the  garrisons  in  Great  Britain ;  their  pay  is  israed 
quarterly  upon  certificates  from  the  parties,  or  from  the  governor  or  other 
principal  officer  of  the  garrison  to  which  they  belong,  specifying  their  appoint* 
ments,  and  the  amount  of  pay  to  which  they  are  respectively  entitled.  There 
are  besides  the  superannuation  and  retired  allowances,  to  receive  which  decla- 
rations only  are  required,  and  not  affidavits. 

Do  you  conceive  that  as  in  some  cases  a  declaration  has  been  deemed  suffi- 
cient, the  oath  might  not  be  dispensed  with  on  every  occasion  of  the  officers  of 
the  army,  upon  their  certifying  upon  honour?— In  the  last  forty  years  \&ty  few 
cases  of  fraud  have  been  detected,  and  even  amongst  them  a  failure  in  attempt- 
ing 
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ing  to  counterfeit  a  magistrate's  signature  has  led  to  the  discovery.    The  rare    t.  Havltaw,  psq/ 

occurrence  of  fraud,  therefore,  under  the  present  practice  of  requiring  oaths, 

appears  to  argue  an  advantage  the  solemnity  of  that  obligation  possesses  over  a     30  May  iS^. 

declaration ;  and  I  am  afraid  that  attempts  at  imposture  would  be  made  if  the 

latter  was  substituted,  for  I  think  that  many  would  be  bound  by  the  sanctity  of 

an  oath  who  would  not  attach  an  equal  importance  to  a  mere  declaration,  evea 

if  the  punishment  attached  to  a  false  one  was  the  same  as  that  to  penury. 

There  nave  been  so  very  few  cases  of  fraud  under  the  present  system,  that  I 

cannot  help  considering  that  it  is  possible  that  it  may  be  attributed  to  parties 

ieeling  restrained  by  the  solemnity  of  an  oath. 

In  the  case  of  those  of  whom  you  take  a  declaration,  have  you  ever  found  any 
fraud  attempted  to  be  committed  ?— None  in  the  cases  of  declaration  ;  but  they 
are  rather  a  different  description  of  people :  the  parties  who  take  the  oaths  are 
half  pay  officers,  persons  on  the  compassionate  list,  persons  who  receive  the 
royal  bounty,  and  who  are  rather  necessitous  people,  and  the  temptation  may 
be  greater  to  commit  a  fraud  than  in  the  case  of  the  general  officer,  whose 
respectability  and  station  of  life  would  prevent  them  from  doing  it,  indepen- 
dently of  the  greater  chance  there  would  be  of  their  being  detected,  because 
they  are  better  known^  and  the  proof  of  their  declaration  easier  ascertained 
than  it  is  in  the  case  of  the  other  parties. 

Suppose  the  case  of  an  officer,  an  ensign  on  half  pay,  who  resides  in  the  town 
of  Manchester :  would  not  a  certificate  from  the  clergyman  of  the  parish,  or 
other  respectable  persons  of  ^hat  parish  in  which  he  resides,  that  he  is  the  indi- 
vidual whom  he  states  himself  to  be,  be  as  good  evidence  as  he  himself  taking 
an  oath  that  be  is  that  person  ?— CerUunly,  in  some  respect^ ;  but  if  your 
Liordships  would  take  the  trouble  to  refer  to  the  Appopriation  Act,  you  will 
^nd  that  there  are  so  many  conditions  upon  which  an  officer  has  to  take  an  oath, 
of  which  the  clergyman  cannot  be  expected  to  have  cognizance ;  for  instance, 
he  may  hold  a  civil  office,  provided  the  emoluments  do  not  exceed  a  certain  sum, 
but  he  is  obliged  to  take  an  oath  as  to  that  amount ;  if  he  delivered  merely  a 
declaration,  he  might  be  tempted  to  conceal  or  endeavour  to  evade  giving  the 
full  amount  of  such  emoluments* 

W<Mjld  it  not  hennery  notorious  to  the  clergyman,  or  to  other  respectable 

gentlemen  residing  in  the  parish  with  a  half  pay  officer,  that  that  individual  did 
old  a  civil  situation,  though  they  might  not  know  the  amount  of  it ;  and  might 
not  an  inquiry  be  made  ? — Such  a  proceeding  would  certainly  go  a  great  way  in 
substantiating  the  officer's  declaration,  as  it  would  then  be  corroborated  by  the 
clergyman  of  the  place.  Some  such  corroborating  certificate  from  the  clergy- 
man and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  in  which  she  resides  is  already  required 
from  widows  who  do  not  receive  their  pay  personally,  in  addition  to  the  affidavit 
thmr  make. 

Can  you  not  obtain  evidence  respecting  the  identity*  and  also  the  amount 
of  the  civil  situation,  without  calling  upon  the  individual  to  take  an  oath  ? 
-^Yes, 

Do  you  conceive  that  an  individual  who  is  prepared  tp  take  a  false  oath,  or 
who  does  take  a  false  oath,  would  have  the  slightest  hesitation  in  committing  a 
forgery?-— Certainly  not. 

Do  you  not  think  that  if  a  heavy  penalty  upon  the  wilful  breach  of  a  declarai- 
tion,  with  the  inquiry  which  could  be  made,  or  with  a  certificate  fronj  the 
respectable  individuals  residing  in  the  parish,  were  imposed,  that  would  be  ft 
sufficient  protection  to  the  public,  without  calling  upon  the  individual  to  take 
an  oath  ?— I  certainly  think,  that  if  it  was  required  that  the  party  should  sign 
this  declaration  in  the  presence  of  a  magistrate,  and  that  magistrate  required 
likewise  to  sign  it,  it  might  go  a  great  way  to  secure  the  public  from  fraud# 
because  there  are  many  reasons  which  would  prevent  a  man  from  attempting 
a  fraud  before  a  magistrate,  which  he  might  otherwise  do  if  he  merely  signed 
the  declaratioli  himself;  such  aj3  a  man  of  twenty-five  attempting  to  personate 
an  individual  who,  it  might  appear  from  the  document  he  is  about  to  sign,  must 
be  considerably  older  ;  besides,  a  magistrate  might  know  such  person  as  residing 
in  his  own  immediate  neighbourhood,  and  consequently  enabled  to  detect  an 
attempt  at  imposition. 

Would  not  the  publicity  of  a  publication  before  a  magistrate  deter  an  indivii- 
dual  from  personating  a  person,  who  must  be  very  notorious  whether  he  was  in 
service  or  whether  he  was  not  ? — No  doubt. 
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r.  HttuUuin,  Esq.       If  such  an  arrangement  could  be  made  as  the  one  that  has  been  alluded  to, 

are  you  not  of  an  opinion,  upon  general  principle,  that  oaths  of  this  sort  ought 

30  Way  1834.  to  be  abolished,  if  that  were  practicable  ? — I  confess  that  my  own  opinion  goes 
rather  in  favour  of  oaths,  and  I  ground  it  upon  the  few  cases  of  imposture  which 
have  been  discovered.  Jt  is  impossible  to  say  what  effect  taking  a  declaration 
might  have  *till  it  is  tried ;  at  present  but  few  declarations  are  taken  compared 
with  the  number  of  oaths,  and  I  cannot  help  thinking  but  that  a  greater 
importance  is  attached  to  the  solemnity  of  an  oath  than  would  be  to  a  mere 
declaration  ;  and  where  an  individual  thought  he  could  evade  detection, 
he  would,  if  freed  from  the  obligation  of  an  oath,  find  a  greater  temptation  to 
attempt  the  fraud. 

You  said  that  you  had  known  some  cases  in  which  fraud  had  been  practised,' 
and  had  been  detected  by  some  circumstance  respecting  the  magistrate's  signa- 
ture?— I  stated  that  circumstance  as  being  in  favour  of  the  advantage  in  cases 
of  fraud  of  an  oath,  because  the  signature  of  a  magistrate  being  necessarily 
required  to  an  affidavit,  a  clumsy  attempt  at  imitating  such  signature  has 
already  in  some  cases  occasioned  detection  j  in  cases  of  declarations  signed 
only  by  the  parties,  there  would  not  be  the  same  chance  of  detection. 

But  a  declaration,  in  the  view  you  at  present  take  of  the  subject,  would  subject 
the  party  declaring  falsely  to  detection  equally  whether  it  be  a  declaration  or 
an  oath  ?— Certainly,  if  signed  by  a  magistrate. 

And  therefore  the  cases  of  detection  which  you  have  mentioned  as  arising 
from  the  forgery  of  the  signature  of  the  magistrate,  would  be  quite  as  unlikely 
to  occur,  if  a  declaration  were  substituted  for  an  oath,  as  they  would  be  by  a 
continuance  of  the  practice  of  swearing? — If  it  was  signed  by  a  magistrate. 

What  portion  of  those  47fOOO  oaths  that  are  taken  come  under  your  imme- 
diate notice  ? — Not  many  of  them  under  my  immediate  notice ;  they  are  admi- 
nistered by  the  persons  I  have  already  mentioned. 

Within  any  limited  period  of  time  that  has  passed,  say  for  a  year,  how  many 
detections  have  there  been  of  any  oath  having  been  violated  ?-  -I  think  there 
was  one  last  year. 

Upon  an  average  of  the  last  seven  or  ten  years? — I  cannot,  with  my  expe- 
rience of  forty  years,  recollect  more  than  half  a  dozen  cases,  or  thereabouts:; 
there  was  one  last  year,  and  two  have  taken  place  within  a  short  previous 
period. 

Do  you  think  that  the  means  of  detecting  false  oaths  are  such,  that  there  is 
a  greater  chance  of  a  person  escaping  if  he  made  a  false  oath  than  if  he  made 
a  false  declaration  ? — I  am  not  aware  that  there  is  a  greater  facility  in  detecting 
a  false  oath,  except  what  I  have  stated  regarding  the  magistrate's  signature 
affixed  to  it. 

You  consider  that  the  securities  afforded,  according  to  the  existing  practice, 
are  such  as  to  make  it  very  difficult  to  take  advantage  of  a  falsehood,  if  a  party 
were  guilty  of  it  ? — I  think  the  solemnity  of  an  oath  may  restrain  them. 

Do  you  not  think  that  the  multiplication  of  oaths  rather  tends  to  decrease 
the  solemnity  of  them  ? — As  a  general  question,  I  should  say  certainly. 

Are  any  oaths  taken  before  you  at  your  office? — Yes,  in  my  capacity  of  a 
magistrate  ;  and  oaths  are  taken  before  the  chief  cashier  and  his  deputy,  before 
the  cashier  of  half-pay  and  his  first  examiner,  and  before  the  cashier  of  widows' 
pensions  and  his  examiner ;  this  is  done  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  which 
I  have  referred  to,  which  were  framed  for  the  convenience  of  the  parties,  and 
to  relieve  the  police  offices,  and  in  order  that  the  claimants  may  have  a  person 
before  whom  they  may  go  without  the  inconvenience  of  having  to  attend 
elsewhere,  and  that  there  might  be  as  little  impediment  as  possible  in  getting 
their  money. 

'  Are  you  aware  that  there  are  some  of  the  army  agents  who  are  qualified  as 
magistrates  for  the  purpose  of  being  enabled  to  swear  officers  to  their  half-pay  ? 
— I  remember  some  army  agents  who  have  been  in  the  commission,  but  I  do  not 
remember  any  at  this  moment. 

Do  you  think  that  the  oatlis  are  taken  with  proper  solemnity  before  those 
gentlemen  who  administer  them  ? — I  believe  so ;  when  I  have  administered 
them  myself  I  have  always  made  a  point  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  party 
to  what  they  were  about  to  do,  and  it  was  never  done  in  a  hurry. 

Did  you  ask  them  if  they  were  Roman  Catholics?— No,  I  never  did;  it 
never  occurred  to  me. 

Have 
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Have  you  ev^r  seen  the  way  in  which  oaths  are  administered  before  magis-    y.  HauUaint  Esq 
trates  ? — Yes.  .■ 

Do  you  think  that  there  is  a  proper  solemnity  in  many  instances  ?— I  hardly  30  May  1834. 
know  what  to  say  as  to  the  degree  of  solemnity  wit|i  which  an  oath  is  some- 
times administered ;  but  I  consider  that  the  obligation  of  an  oath  depends 
chiefly  upon  the  principles  in  which  the  party  taking  it  has  been  brought  up, 
and  the  estimation  in  which  he  holds  the  oath  ;  it  is  not  so  much  the  mere  form 
in  which  the  oath  is  administered,  but  the  importance  the  party  taking  it  attaches 
to  the  obligation  itself. 

Did  you  ever  attend  yourself  and  make  an  affidavit  before  any  of  the  courts 
in  Westminster  Hall  ? — Not  in  Westminster  Hall,  but  I  have  before  some  of  the 
public  offices.  As  far  as  my  own  opinion  goes,  I  should  not  think  the  mode 
of  administration  would  have  much  eflect  upon  an  individual  aware  of  the 
importance  of  the  obligation. 

You  stated  that  you  considered  one  use  of  an  oath  taken  before  a  magistrate 
was,  that  the  publicity  with  which  it  was  taken  rather  facilitated  the  detection 
of  a  fraud  ? — I  said  that  the  signature  of  the  magistrate  might  lead  to  detec- 
tion, because  the  office  is  occasionally  aware  of  the  names  of  magistrates  acting 
in  particular  districts,  and  has  sometimes  a  cognizance  of  their  signatures. 

The  oaths  now  being  taken  before  one  magistrate,  that  giving  a  certain 
dfegree  of  publicity,  would  not  a  declaration,  signed  in  the  presence  of  two 
magistrates  at  petty  sessions,  give  a  greater  security  than  the  oath  before  one 
magistrate  ? — No  doubt  it  would ;  but  the  convenience  of  the  several  claimants 
for  half-pay  and  the  other  services  should  be  considered  in  any  alteration  of 
the  present  arrangements ;  there  are  amongst  them  many  old  and  infirm  per- 
sons, who  already  complain  of  the  inconvenience  of  attending  a  magistrate, 
although,  perhaps,  they  are  often  now  assisted  by  the  magistrate  coming  to 
them  ;  if,  therefore,  there  is  any  greater  restriction  put  upon  the  mode  of  re- 
ceiving their  pay,  it  might  inconvenience  them  very  much. 

Do  you  pay  any  retiring  allowances  of  the  officers  of  your  department  ?  Are 
there  not  retiring  allowances  and  pensions  paid  to  gentlemen  who  have  retired 
from  your  office  ? — Yes,  superannuations. 

Are  they  called  upon  to  take  any  oath  ? — No,  they  make  a  declaration. 

Why  dp  you  consider  it  more  necessaiy  to  call  upon  an  officer  to  take  an 
oath,  when  a  declaration  is  sufficient  for  the  clerk  who  has  been  in  the  Pay- 
office  ? — It  is  not  an  arrangement  of  the  Pay-office  only,  but  of  the  Lords  of 
the  Treasury. 

Have  you  ever  known  any  instance  of  fraud  in  the  payment  of  superannua- 
tions for  the  civil  officers  ? — None  whatever  j  the  notoriety  attached  to  them- 
selves and  to  the  situation  they  have  held  may,  no  doubt,  be  a  security  against 
any  such  attempt. 

Then,  if  an  inquiry  can  be  made  as  to  the  identity  of  the  officers  of  the  army, 
you  see  no  reason  for  imposing  upon  the  public  servants  of  the  Crown  the  ne- 
cessity of  taking  an  oath,  when  a  declaration  is  considered  sufficient  to  be 
taken  by  the  civil  department  ? — The  oath  taken  by  officers  on  half-pay  is  of  a 
very  different  description  from  the  declaration  that  the  clerk  gives,  who  merely 
signs  a  declaration  as  to  the  office  he  held  and  the  amount  of  its  emoluments  ; 
but  the  Annual  Appropriation  Act  provides  several  regulations  in  the  oath  of 
the  half-pay  officer,  such  as  his  not  being  in  holy  orders,  his  not  being  in  the 
service  of  any  foreign  power,  and  that  he  Has  held  situations  to  a  certain 
amount  only. 

How  often  are  officers  of  half-pay  called  upon  to  make  an  affidavit  ? — ^They 
receive  the  pay  quarterly,  and  they  must  make  an  affidavit  every  time  that  they 
receive  it. 

Your  general  opinion  of  the  preference  of  the  oath  to  a  declaration  would 
arise  from  the  idea  of  the  solemnity  of  an  oath  itself — Certainly  ;  from  the  so^ 
lemnity  that  obligation  possesses  over  a  mere  declaration.

CoRPORATIOK. 

The  Othe  of  the  Lord  Maior. 

YE  shall  sweafe  that  te  shall  well  and  htwfiilly  senre  the  King's  MaiesW  in  tha  Mot  of 
Mayoralty  inAe  citty  of  London.  And  the  same  ettty  ye  shall  surdy  and  sarely  keepe  to  tile 
bdioofe  of  his  Highnes.  his  hdres  and  lawful  successors,  and  the  profitt  of  thie  King.  Yee 
shall  do  in  all  things  that  to  you  bekmgetli ;  and  the  rieht  of  the  King  that  to  the  Crown  ' 
appertayneth  in  the  same  citty  of  L<Hidon  lawfiiliy  ye  shw  kecpe.  Ye  shall  not  consult  to 
Ae  decrease  ne  concealement  of  the  rights  ne  of  the  franchises  or  the  Kmg.

YE  shall  sweare  that  ye  shall  well  and  lawfully  serve  our  Sovenu^ne  Lord  the  Eons  in  the 
cit^  of  London  in  the  office  of  Alderman  in  the  ward  of  N.  whereofye  be  chosen  Aldennanp 
ana  every  other  ward  whereofye  shall  be  chosen  Alderman  hereafter,  and  lawfully  ye  shall 
entraate  the  people  of  the  same  warde  of  such  things  as  to  them  pertayneth  to  doe  for  keepine 
of  the  citty  and  for  mayntayning  of  the  peace  in  the  same.
